Hence it is plain I write there concerning the Confirmation of 
thofe two Bifbops, and not of their Confecration. Whofe Confe- 
crations, as I exprefly fubjoin, were omitted in the Regifter, i 
that the Error muft ‘be charged upon the Cenfurer bimfelf, in bis 
fo carelefs mifreading Confecration for Confirmation. 


And for the better Satisfaction of " Self and others, I bad Re- 
ie! i to my Tranfcripts from that Regifter, where it is thus en- 
tred, (next after Shaxton’s Confecration, Apr. 11. 1535.) ‘“ Ed- 
“ ward Fox, Eleéted and Confirmed for Hereford, ra 15. 1535

And fo in«fbort, I leave the Cafe between me and my Critick, to

But this is not all, but I muft add, with what Words an An- 
notator, in bis Notes, at the Bottom of the Page, expofeth me, 
and my Readers too, concerning thofe Memorials of Archbifbop 
Cranmer, and whatfoever elfe I have writ. “ It is a Misfortune 
“ that muft attend ordinary Readers in their Perufal of the feveral 
“ laborious Traéts, publifbed by Mr. Strype, to be led into Errors : 
“ Few Writers baving committed more Miftakes, than be bath

I foall not reflet upon thefe Lines. Yet cannot but obferve, what 
Credit is to. be given to bis, or bis Friends, Ocular Demontftration, 
by thofe grofs Miftakes above. This Perfon hath prefcribed me a 
Task indeed; to look over all the Works that I have publifbed, and 
to examine them again from the Records, and Original MSS. and 
Autbentick Papers, whence I have colletted and digefted them. 
That truly would ejfeciually put a Stop tothe publifbing this, or 
any more of thefe Annals of our Church, or any other important 
Affairs, incident in Queen ELIZABET H’s Reign. And then

And. :may add, that I dare fay, I bave, for many long Years 
together, converfed with Hiftorical MSS. (falling within the Sxcu- 
lum Reformatum) whether Records, Regifters, Inffruments, Letters 
of Statefinen, as well as other private Letters of the Court and 
Nobility, together with very many antient printed Books of thofe 
Times (having met with fome fpecial Advantages that way) more 
than many Men alive bave done. And when pe estes I was 
purpofed, for the publick Good, to digeft and publifh fome of thefe 
Pains of mine, I ever made it my Refolution to be juft, faithful and 


impartial in what I foould deliver, and recommend unto the World 
from thence. _ 


And truly I may well bear the Difcouragement and Calumnies of 
ene, or a few unknown, prejudiced Perfons, confidering the Appro- 
bation, and“Encouragement I have bad for many Tears, of fo many 
other wife, learned and able Perfons, of the Clergy, as well as 
Laity, of this Kingdom, as alfo that of Ireland, cn better Rank 
than ordinary Readers, led by me into Errors) and of their good

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Acceptance of what I bave written: As alfo their ecarneft De- 
fires of my Continuance and Proceeding therein, 


And that I may not make this a meer Boaft, I am compelled in 
refpett of my Reputation, fo much injured, to give a few Teftimo- 
nials from fome of them, of me and my W; ritings: That I may 
leave fome better Chara&er behind me. | 


The Reverend Mr. Nicolas Battely, deceafed, (who fet Fiat a 
fecond Edition of Somners Antiquities of rapa 6 witb large 
Additions) bad imparted unto me, feveral choice ranfcripts out 
of the Records of that Church of Canterbury, while Iwas wri- 
ting Archbifoop Cranmers Memorials, And the Book being printed

And I thank God, my Reputation remains fair fiill ; as appears.

Though contrary to my Will; leff I might feem to affe& Vain- 
Llory. | 


But now, to draw to a Conclufion, as to my prefent Undertaking : 


- As the former Volumes reached to near balf of Queen ELIZ A- 


BETH’s Reign, and have been received with general Approbati- 
on, as an ufeful Work, fo I now offer the Continuation of the 
Hiftory in a Third Volume, carried on in the fame Method, and 
Supported with the fame Helps and Inftructions of Original Papers 
of State, Records, and various otber choice MSS. as the others 
were. | 


And therefore I-doubt not, but it will find the fame Acceptance ; 
efpecially, fince there will be found in this Volume, divers curious 


Hiftorical Remarks of Affairs, happening within this Period of 


Years: And particularly, two grand Emergences ; viz. Tranfactions 
with MARY, Queen of Scots; and chiefly, the laf Proceedings 
with ber. Which will give greater and truer Light into that un- 
happy Event. And the other, the intended Invafion of this Land 
by the King of Spains invincible Armada, vainly fo called: Daif- 
covering many Paffages thereof, not found in our printed Hiftories. 
Alfo, in the Relation (contained inthis Book) of the State of the 
Reformed Religion in this Kingdom, are fhewn many fingular Mat- 


ters of Note, and the wonderful Succefs it had, notwithftanding © 


the great Oppofition it met with from Popifb Powers abroad, as 
well as Zealots and the New Reformers at home. 


To conclude, as in my Ecclefiaftical Memorials, many ample Ac- 
counts were given of the Affairs and Events of this Church, and 
the State of Religion under three Princes, King oe King 
Edward, and Queen Mary, fucceffively, digefied in three Volumes ; 
fo I bave endeavoured to continue them in three other Volumes un- 
der ANNALS, commencing at the Reign of the next fucceed- 
ing Princefs, the glorious Duns ELIZABETH.

“ how to remedy it. .Neither in fo doubtful Opinions as there 
“ were, both there and here [at Home] for the Remedy, dared 
“¢ he to lay hold on any of them. And yet he did not think the 
““ Remedies defperate, if good and wife Men, addicted to publick 
“© State, were therein employed. And concluding, thus I uncom- 
“ fortably end, referring the Succefs to God’s Mercy to be ex- 
“ tended both to you and us: Whofe Sins, f am ailured, do pro- 
“ voke him.to-chaften the Nation fo fharply. Adding, that he 
“ thought: well of a late Direction from her Majefty, to reduce 
“ her Army to a convenient Number there, that othcrwife were 
““ not provided to live in their Lufts, but by Wars and Spoils. 
“ This Letter was dated at Weffminffr, December 15, 1581. 

The Queen was now engaged with the French King; and aflifted 


him with Supplies, againft the Spaniard: Who was now cominz to» 


Diep, the Earl of Effex being her General, and Sir Roger Williams, 
a brave Soldier, one of her great Ofhcers there. By the Forccs of 
the Duke of Parma, Roan was taken. <And the faid Duke himfelf 
was haftening thither with his Army: And the French King him- 
felt was then before Roan, befieging it; and in Apprechenfion of 
a Battle with the faid Duke, which made him requeft of her Ma- 
jeity co fend him more Forces, and fpeedily. 

Sir Henry Unton was now the Queen’s Ambaffador in France, and 
upon a Letter of his to the Lord Treafurer, acquainting him with the 
Aftaits there, the faid Lord wrote him an Anfwerat fome length. The 
Contents of which the faid Sir Henry wrote on the Backfide of it, 
being a fhort Summary of the Letter; which fhews as well this Am- 
bailador’s great Exactnefs and Diligence, as the Particulars of this Ex- 
pedition. Which our Hiftories, for ought I find, are filent of. What 
was thus written by Way of Contents, was as followeth, ~

He concluded his Letter, ‘“‘ That the Count and Rodrigo de Suza 4 NNO

In 
another of the faid ‘Treafurer’s Letters: ‘‘ How Don Antonio may 
“* be relieved, there had been no Delay on the Queen’s Part, other- 
“¢ wife than that fhe would be well affured, that for yielding Relief 
* unto him (which ‘both the French King and the Queen Mother 
“ had often follicitéd) ‘fhe might not receive Offence of the King of 
“ spain. But that the French King would join therein with her

*© And for'this that a private League might be entered into by them 
“ both. © Which the French King cunningly declined. | 
At‘length, after fome Months,-Don Antonio's earneft Application 
for Aid-was liftened to, efpecially a confiderable Advantage be- 4 riser yt 
ing like to. be obtained by a Fleet’ to be fet out from England, to fet mut_t0_ she 
the Azores Ifles belonging to the Portugueze: Upon the Profpect oc 
of the Treafure and: Wealth that might be brought thence, after 
a fuccefsful Fight with the Enemy there. The two great Seamen 
Drake and Hawkins, with divers Merchants and others, willing and 
defirous’ to: be at the Charge of the Expedition themfelves, the 
Queen alfo to bear fome Charge, fince Don Antonio had delivered 
her a very coftly Jewel for that Purpofe.

Statefman, the Lord Treafurer, abfent now, as it fees, from Court, 
was required to give his Judgment in this weighty Queftion, which 
he did at large under his own Hand. | 
But in fhort, the Refult of his Advice was, that however this 
Adtion was judged, not to violate the Peace of the King of Spain; 
yet he would fo take it. And though a Commiflion to Sir Francis 
Drake, and King Antonio’s War was juft, in order to recover or 
to preferve his Kingdom, he yet held: Yet the King of Spain would 
take the Action, as maintained by the Queen.

** Modefty in declaring the Caufe of his coming, to fhew to 
‘¢ her Majefty the juft Caufes that had moved the King of Navarre 
“ to take Arms for his Defence againft the Marthals, Montmorency 
“ and’ Biren. Of whofe Violences, as he fuppofed, without Warrant 
* from the King, fe fhewed many particular Cafes. To which the 
‘© Ambaffador made Defence, by tetorting to the King of Navarre 
¢ the Occafion of thofe Marfhais Adions to have grown from the 
«© King of Navarre firft.. ‘The Prince alfo declared the Caufes of his 
* coming from S. Fob a? Angeli to have been to ferve the King in 
“ his Government of Picardy; Where he fought to obtain the good 
« Will and liking of the Towns in Picardy. Becaufe the King and 
“ his Mother alfo, had affented for their Parts, that he fhould have 
“ the Government: Saying, that they found the States of the Coun- 
“try unwilling. Which was, as he underftood, but a Suggeftion 
“ by Means of the Houfe of Guife, to the End that D’ Aumale 
“ might have the Government from him. And fo he coming into 
“ Picardy found: As namely, the People of Soy/fons, the People’ glad 
“ of his Accefs, And yet notwithftanding his Adverfaries, on the

And fuch was the bufy Zeal of this Browne, and being alfo backed 
with fome Gentlemen in thofe Parts, that the Bifhop’s Vifitation had 
done but little good; and the Diforders continued there: Notwith- 
ftanding at the Affizes the Judges, viz. the Lord Chief Juftice and 
Juftice Ander fon, fhewed the Statutes for the Breach of thefe Orders 
of the Church, and threatned the Punifhment due to the Breach of 
them. The Bifhop could make but his Complaint to the Court: 
Which he did by another Letter, writ in Auguft following to the 
fame Statefman; efpecially informing him, how thefe Diforders were 
bolftered by certain Gentlemen from about Bury : Shewing, “ That 
“¢ Mr. Browne’s late coming into his Diocefs, and teaching ftrange and 
“* dangerous Dodrine in all difordered Manner, had greatly trou-

Further, he frankly deelares to them, ‘* That he had vowed 
* himfelf to the Society of JESus, and had taken upon him a 
“ Warfare in the Banners of Obedience, and refigned all his Inte- 
“ reft of worldly Wealth, Honour and Pleafure. And that at the 
* Voice of their General Provoff, which was to him a Warrant 
“ from Heaven, and an Oracle from* Chrift, he took his Voyage 
* from Prague to Rome, where the faid Father General was always

“have done into any Part of Chriffendom, or Heathenifs, had he 
“ been thereto affigned. And that his Charge was, without Coft 
“to preach the Gofpel, to adminifter the Sacraments, to inftrué 
*« the Simple, @c. to confute Errors, Oc. | 

And as to -their Society, he informed thus much of them (with 
the Preface of Be it known unto them) “ That they had made a 
*© League, (all the Fefuits in the World) whofe Succeflion and 
“© Multitude muft over-reach all the Practices of England; cheer- 
“© fully to carry the Crofs, that they fhould lay upon them, and 
«© never to defpair of the Recovery of them [viz the Realin of 
* England] while they had a Man left, to enjoy their Zydurn, or. 
*© to be wracked with their Torments, or to be confumed with their 
*¢ Poifon. 

And fo concluded, as it were threatning, and in an Affurance 
of Succefs, ‘* That the Enterprize was begun. That it was of 
* God, and could not be withftood: And is the Faith that was at 
 firft planted: And fo it muft be reftored. ” This was the Brag, 
Refolution and ‘Proteftation of eo in the Name of that Socie- 
ty: And therefore the State, wrth good Reafon, thought it ne- 
ceffary to fecure itfelf againft them by its Laws, and Watchful- 
nefs over fuch a Generation of Devoto’s. -But let the Reader pe- 
rufe the whole Letter in the Appendix. | 

And confequent to this, Campion afterwards, being now a Pri- 
foner, made a bold Challenge to Difpute with the Proteftants cer- 
tain Points of ‘Religion. And accordingly divers Difputes and Con- 

ferences were held with him in the Tower, in the Month of Augu/?, 
_ which were fet down afterwards in Writing, by the learned Men 
themfelves that dealt therein; and were printed in 1583, by Alex- 
ander Noel, Dean of St. Paul’s; and publifhed upon Occafion of 
‘Writings difperfed by fome Papifts, extolling Campion’s Difputati- 
ons, to the Overthrow of his Adverfarics. Wherein it is faid, 
“ That the Catholicks by the Judgments of thofe, that were not 
“ wedded wholly to Will, did get the Goal. And again, one of 
“ them had thefe Words: In my Soul I proteft, that in any indiffe- 
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‘© And if f were not a Catholick already, the only hearing the 
‘© Conference would have made me one. This I took out of the 
Preface to the Reader, by Alexander Noel, and William‘Day, both 
Deans and Difputants, with that fefuit There- were three other 
Conferences with him, viz. the 18th, 23d, and 27th of Septemb. 
1581, which were after fet down in Writing by Fobn Field: And 
perufed by the learned Men themfelves, that Difputed with him, in 
order to the publifhingthe fame. Thefe Things I pafs over, having 
mentioned them more at large elfewhere. 

Soon after Campion’s Condemnation, and before his Execution, 


‘one of the fame Order fhewed his great Satisfa@ion, that his Bro- 


ther (as he called him) as well as his Companion, was like to make 
fo glorious an End; mentioned in a Letter to another of his Friends, 
written from London; whither after fome Abfence he was newly 
returned: Confirming him and them in his Abfence, and affuring 
them of his own Conftancy and Refolution to die in the Cauie, as 
others had bravely done, and as Campion was now ready to do. 
This Letter feems to have been intercepted, and fo brought into the 
Hands of the Queen’s Council. For I met with it among the Pa- 
pers of State in the Paper-Houfe. And therefore, though it be 
fomewhat long, it will deferve to be here exemplified. Which will 
fhew their firm Purpofe to promote their Religion to the Peril of 
their Lives, and how fully perfuaded they were in the Goodnefs of 
their Caufe, and the Succefs of it, and their Steadinefs in carry- 
Ing on of their Affairs in this Realm. 

“© My dear good Friend, Pax Chriffi, ec, That he underftood 
*° of the late Advancement and Exaltation of his dear Brother 
“© Mr. C. and his Followers [Brian, Sherwin, &c.] Our Lord be 
“* pleffed for it. It was the joyfulleft News in one refpec that ever 
“© came to his Heart, fince he was born. I call him Brother, as he 
‘© added, for that once God made me worthy of fo great Prefer- 
“ ment: (Viz. to be admitted into the Society of Fe/us] But that 
“© now he took him rather for his Patron (to pray for him and pro- 
“© tet him] than for his Brother: Whofe Steps he befeeched Chrift, 
‘< he might be worthy to follow. That there was nothing happen- 
“¢ ed to him, which he looked not forfome Time before, and where- 
“© of he made not Oblation to God, before ever he fet forth to go 
“ towards England: [That is, vowed his Life to promote that 
“ Caufe. 

And ie as for the Difputation which he held with our learned 
Divines, thus he alfo triumphed, ‘“ That he looked for this End, 
“ meaning triumpbant End] of the Difputation alfo. And furely, 
“© added he, where I heard, how profperoufly God turned them to 
“* the Glory of his Caufe, that he would have his Life alfo. For 
“ that it was like his Adverfaries would never put up fo great a 
“ a Blow without Revengement upon his Blood. His impertinent 
“and malicious Witnefles God will Judge. But yet he befeeched 
“ the Divine Majefty, if it were his Will, to pardon them and give 
‘* them Grace to repent, and prevent his great Wrath, due to their 
‘* moft grieyous Iniquity. There were Men in the World = 
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“ Earth did not open, and-prefently: {wallow them down, they

‘‘ That it might be as truly fpoken-of Mr. C. as ever Exes 
kiel {pake it of the like, Effus. eff -:fanguis eyus in limpidiff- 
mam petram, & non in terram, ut opertatur pulvere. His Blood 
is fhed upon a moft clear Stone, to be feen of all Men; and not 
upon the Earth, that it may be covered with Duft; the pretend- 
ed Duft of feigned Treafon, wherewith they go about to cover 
his Blood; His Blood!

*¢ ration that comes near it. Your Confcience and mine, and the 
** Knowledge of God Almighty, with all the Saints of Heaven, are 
“© privy, and fhall bear Witnefs at the Day of Judgment, of his 
‘* pure Innocency in all fuch Matters,.and Meaning, either by Fact, 
“« Word or Cogitation. This hath he protefted, and will proteft, 
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‘** I know, upon the ‘Perdition of his Soul at his Death. For yet: 


“ I am not certified, that he isdead. And we [ Fefuits ] proteft 
*‘ the fame before God, and Men and Angels in Heaven... And all 
“* that ever we have dealt withal.in England, fhall teftify the fame

In which Refolution he would perfift, ufing thefe Words: ‘‘ I

“ ten, Ufque ad mortem certo pro — In which refpect I con-

‘“‘ and after hath nothing to do more: For that I have my Mafter’s 
“¢ Command for the fame. And that not only that, but his War-

_ “© Now though, you, my dearly Beloved, and the reft of my

Ing to the Englifb College there, knocked at the Door; and being let 
foal. oe. in, told the Students there, that he came lovingly to rebuke the 
Life. great Miforders of their Lives: Which he grieved to hear, and pl- = 
tied to behold. And that he came alfo to let their proud Anti-Chrift 
underftand, that he did offend the heavenly Majefty, rob God of his 
Honour, poifoned the whole World with his. abominable Blafphe- 
mies ; making them homage Stocks and Stones, and the filthy Sacra- 
ment; [as he called it.] Which was nothing elfe but a foolifh Idol. 
Upon this one Hugh Griffin, a Welfbman, and one of the Students, 
caufed him to be put into the Inquiftion. _But however it came to 
pafs, he was after certain Days difmifs’d. Afterwards one Day go- 
ing in the Streets, he met a Prieft carrying the Sacrament, and be- 
ing offended to fee the People, fo crouch and kneel to it, he caught 
at it, to have thrown it down, that all People might fee what they 
worfhipped.

And 
accordingly a Lift was fent in the Month of Fune, of fuch through- 
out each Ward of the City, with their Names; whereof fome were 
Strangers of other Countries, many Englifbh Of thefe Strangers 
were Horacio Pallavicino, Andreas de Low living in St. Dunftan’s, 
Acerbo Vilutelli, Paulus Fuftinian, Auguftin Graffigner, Nicolaus 
Gocha, Ferome Benalio, Morice Van Coleyn, <Alpber Delymer, 
Lewis de Pace, Fobn Calvetto. Some of thefe were Agents to 
foreign Princes. Thefe generally lived in Tower-(freet Ward. Se- 
veral of the Englifb, whofe Names were brought in, lived in Sr 
Helen’s. The whole Number in all was about one hundred and 
ten. 

And not long after a Proclamation came forth, to attach Semina- 
ries and their Aiders, Abettors, Counfellors, and Hoftages, [i ¢ 
Harbourers. ] 

Enquiry now alfo was made after fuch as fent their Sons abroad 
for Education. Which gave a juft Sufpicion that they might be 
tindured with Popith Principles at their coming home, and more 
diffaffe&ted to the Laws of the Land. And in Purfuit of thefe, the 
Clergy of London had a Summons in the Month of Fanuary, to 
make Enquiry, whofe Sons were fent abroad beyond the Sea, to 
ftudy, and acquire Learning, either at Paris, Rheims, Doway, 
Rome, &c. And alfo what Servants were fent abroad. 

This Vifitation was authorized by a Proclamation, fet forth in 
the faid Month of Fanuary, for Revocation of fundry her Majefty’s © 
Subjects, remaining beyond Sea under Colour of Study, and as liv- 
ed contrary to Ae Laws of God and the Realm: And alfo againft 
retaining of Fe/uits, and Mafling Prie/is, Sowers of Sedition, and 
other treafonable Attempt, the Tenor whereof was “ That the 


~ “ Queen was given to underftand, that certain Colleges and Socie- 


“* ties under the Name of Seminaries, had been of late Years erect- 
** ed by the Bifhop of Rome, as well in that City of Rome, as in the 
** Dominions of other Princes; efpecially for the Subjeés of her 
** Kingdoms and Dominions; with Intent and Purpofe to train and 
“* nourifh them up in falfe and erroneous Dodtrine : By which Means

nefs, of whofe both Wit and~.Nature 1s from you, her Father, de- 
rived. | : 

Well, this for her Character: Her Father advancing her by her 
Marriage to the Title of Countefs: Here was Honour for her, yet 
little Contentment. For he foon proved unkind to her, an excel- 
lent well deferving Lady, and moft dear to her Father:. the Earl 
having taken fome Exceptions to the Lord Burghley, as in not pro- 
curing him fome Place and other Favours from the Queen. So that 


in Difguft he foon abfented himfelf from her, and went abroad to: 


travel. The main Caufe was, he was very extravagant, and had 
run out. Endeavouts were now made to make up Matters, and be- 
beget a Reconciliation between him and his Lady; whom he now 
pretended fome Jealoufy of, or fome other Crime, whereof the, a 
very virtuous Woman, was altogether innocent. Which in how 
humble and obliging a Manner fhe avowed the fame, and how de- 
firous of his Return to her, her Letter from her Father’s Houfe, 
whither fhe was now retired, will fhew. Which ran in thefe 
Words. 
“My Lord, in what Mifery may I accufe myfelf to be, that 
“ neither can fee any End thereof, nor yet any Hope, how to di- 
“< minifh it? And now of late having fome Hope in my own Con- 
“ ceit, that your Lordfhip would have renewed fome Part of your 
* Favour that you began to fhew me this Summer, when you made 
“* me fome Affurance of your good Meaning, though you feemed 
< fearful, how to fhew it by open A@ions. Now after long Si- 
“© lence of hearing any thing from you, at the length I am informed,

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ANNO “ fome probable Caufe, whereof I appeal to God Iam utterly inno- 
1581. ‘ cent. From my Father’s Houfe in Wefiminfier, this 7th of De- 
wv =“ cember, 1581. 
To fearch a little into this Earl’s Difpleafure and Difcontent with 
Earl of Oxon his Innocent Lady. By this Time he had run out a great Part of 
aae ™ his Eftate, and was got deep into the Queen’s Debt; and conforted 
with fuch Perfons whom the Queen had a Jealoufy of, as the Fa- 
mily of the Howards, and others Popifhly affected. So that I find 
him now committed to his Houfe. But by his Father in Law, the 
Lord Burgbley’sIntereft with the Queen, fhe had promifed him his 
Liberty. We may guefs at his Reftraint by the Meffage the fent him 
by her Secretary Walfngham, in thefe particular Points. Firft, 
That fhe would have heard the Matter again touching Henry How- 
ard, [who was Brother to the late Duke of Norfolk, beheaded] 
Southwell, and Arundel [the Duke’s Son.] Uncertain I am what 
_ that Matter was; whether a Quarrel, or a Law-fuit about Lands. 
Secondly, That fhe underftood, he meant to cut down all his Woods, 
efpecially about his Houfe. Which fhe did not fo well like of. As 
alfo, That he fhould fell fo many Lands elfewhere, as he had done 
a great many before. And, laftly, That fhe had heard that he had 
been hardly ufed by fome of his Servants, during the Time of his 
Commitment. Wherein fhe promifed her Aid fo far as fhe could 
___’ with Juftice, toredrefs the Lofs he had fuftained thereby. 
Led ae * He had fold Lands among others, to the Lord Darcy and Sir Vill. 
end Walgrave. Walgrave , and being gotten into the Queen’s Debt, the Lands that 
he had fold to them were in Danger of being extended. And he 
had entred into Bonds to fuch as had purchafed Lands of him, to 
difcharge them of all Incumbrances. And to thofe two Gentlemen 
he had entred into Statute of great Sums for their Difcharge. Lut 
the Earl was dilatory, and they had entreated him to difcharge her 
Majefty’s Debt: And did feem willing at laft to bear a Burthen 
thereof, if by his Means the fame might be ftalled, and paid at fome 
convenient Days. For obtaining this, the Earl defired the Lord 
Burghley’s Aflittance: And that (as he wrote in his Letter to him) 
for the faving of his Honour, and the fecuring bis Wife’s Foynture. 
And this he knew would go a great Way with him, her tender Fa- 
ther, and that the Queen’s not yielding thereto might give a new 
Occafion to the Earl to fall out with his Countefs. 
_  _ The Lord Burghley perceiving, how the Earl went on fpending, 
partly mortgaging, and partly felling away his Lands and Demeans, 
The Eerlhighly ANd alfo had made Sales and Leafes greatly difadvantageous to him- 
ponaed wee felf, {ent for one Amy/e his Servant, [perhaps his Steward] telling 
ley. ndwly. him, that he fhould take his Opportunity, to advife his Lord to leave 
the whole Management of his Eftate to him, the faid Amy/e, or to 
fome other faithful Servant ; and to refolve not to treat, or make any 
Bargain with any hereafter himfelf. But at this, when the Earl 
came acquainted with it, he was highly enraged. And thus cx- 
prefled himfelf in the Foftfcript of a Letter he had fent to that Lord 
for fome confiderable Favour; ‘ That he now underftood the mean 
“* Opinion he had of him, and the fmall Good-will he bare him. 
“* And that though he were nearly allied unto him, yet he meant 
“* not 
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“ not to be his Ward, nor his Child. And that he was free, and 4N NO. 

** {corned to be offered that Injury, to think that he was fo weak 1581. 

“* of Government as to be ruled by Servants, or not able to govern ““W™ 

“ himfelf. And that his Lordfhip would leave that Courfe, as 

“ hurtful to them both; if he would have him make Account of his 

“ (the Lord Burghley’s| Friendfhip. As threatning to take’ ano- 

ther Courfe, if his Lordfhip took that: Not thinking fit to take his 

Counfil, that was the wifeft Counfellor in the Nation. ‘This hap- 

pened in the Year1584. i. . 
His Lady had three Daughters by him; who (with their ™ Lra  - 

Mother, the Countefs) lived with the Lord Burghley, their Grand- pa ae 

father. And who by his laft Willhad left Jewels among them, and pypeber*. » 

conveyed Lands to each of them: Unlefs by Default of [ffue. And 

then thofe Lands were to return to his own Heirs of his Body. But 

upon the Death of that Lord, the Earl began to ftir, and claim to 

have his Daughters, (his Countefs being now dead too) probably to 


_ finger their Eftates left them. But this Sir Robert Cecil, the deceafed 


Lord Burghley’s Son, and Heir, would not confent to: And was 
fufpicious of the Earl’s appointing fome rude violent Perfons to fteal 
the young Ladies from Tybald’s, the Houfe where they were at 
the Death of the Lord Burghley, who, though not by his Will, yet 
by Word of Mouth to BelJot, his Steward, and one of his Executors, 
did appoint thefe his Grandchildren, Daughters of the Earl, to be tak- 
en Care of, and kept by his Son, Sir Robert. And this he defired. 
Bellot to tell the Earl. And Mainard [who was his Secretary } 
would witnefs it. So that if the Earl fhould now demand of Sir 
Robert the Cuftody of his Children, he ordered the faid Bellot thus 
to anfwer the Earl, That he, or any body befides, could not have 
them. For that if he looked into the Deeds, whereby the Lord 


Burghley had conveyed them thefe Lands, he fhould find, that for 
Default of Iffue, the faid Lands came to the Heirs of his Body: 
And whether he, that never gave them a Groat, had a fecond Wife, 
and another Child, were a fit Guardian to them; he bad him confi- 
der it himfelf. He advifed alfo his faid Steward, that when he, the

' Sught inMer- While this Lady was bucin her Childhood, the Lord Burghley 
nike Beta’ Her Father, was not without Applications of very Honourable Per- 
fons, to match their young Sons with her. As appears by Letters - 
to him from the Lord Buckburft and the Earl of E/fex, and Offers 
made him for their Sons, in the Year 1573. The former pr& 
pounded his eldeft Son Robert, and to make his Eftate worth 20c0 
per Annum. And if at Years of Difcretion, his Son liked not of 
her, he promifed 2000 Mark towards her Portion, to be given 
within two Years after fuch Refufal. Devereux alfo, Earl of Effex, 
made proffer of his Son, Lord Ferrers the fame Year, to her Father. 
And would affure them 2000 Mark a Year in Land, befidcs the 
Houfes, Demeans and Parks. And promifed to allow his Son 1co /. 
or 200 Marks by the Year for his Education, while he was young; 
and to fettle a Jointure of 5004, per Annum upon his Daughter. 
And upon their Marriage to part with a convenient Portion for their 
Maintenance during his own Life. And at Years of Difcretion, if 
the Match fhould not go forward, to give to his Daughter 20004 
towards her Portion. He promifed likewife for himfelf, his faft 
Love and Friendfhip towards his Lordfhip: And adding, that there 
was an Equality fufhcient in their Years; and no great Diftance in 
Neighbourhood between Tybald’s and Bennington, (the former the 
Lord Burghley’s Seat, and the latter the Earls, in Hertfordjbire. ] 
And that fuch an Occafion might make him like well of his Lands 
in Effex: And where, 1f God fhould fend him Life, he might here- 
after fhew all Offices of Friendfhip to the good Countefs; [vuzz. of 
Oxford: Who was often in that County of Effex, where the Earl 
her Husband’s Demeans lay.] All this the Earl of Effex propound- 
ed by way of Letter from Anockfergus in Ireland: Profefling to do 
this to exprefs, the beft Way he could, his Senfe of that conftant Fa- 
vour and Love that that Lord had fhewn him.

he defperate Temptation of Money, how it draws People into 
horrible Wickednefs fometimes, and particularly Perjury, appears 
in a Matter happening this Year in January. A French Merchant 
in a Bag fealed, delivered 40/. to a Carrier’s Wife of Norwich, to 
be carried thither, to fome certain Correfpondent of his. But fhe 
fecretly conveyed the Money to an Houfe a good way off the Inn. 
And within a Quarter of an Hour the French Merchant came again 
to fee his Money packed up. But the Woman denied that fhe ever 4 woman bor: 
received one Penny, with moft horrible Proteftations. Upon this, 777 f"}ece: 
Secretary Walfingham Cwho was made acquainted with it) wrote to nv. 
Fleetwood, Recorder of London; (from whofe Letter I have this 
Relation) and the Frenchman. And after great Search —

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4A NNO the Money was found and reftored,. fhe not knowing of the fame. 
1581. The Recorder examined her in his Study privately. But by no 
Means would fhe confefs the fame: But did bequeath herfelf to the 
Devil, both Body and Soul, if fhe had the Money, or ever faw it. 
And this was her Craft, that fhe then [when fhe faid fo] had not the 
Money. For it was either at her Friend’s, where fhe left it, or elfe 
delivered. Then he asked her, Whether the French Merchant did 
not bring her a Bag fealed, full of the Metal that was weighty ; 
were it either Plate, Coin, Counters, or fuch like: Then faid the. I will 
anfwer no further. And then the Recorder ufing the Lord Mayor's 
Advice, beftowed her in Bridewell: Where fhe was punifhed, be- 
ing well whipt. It was obfervable what fhe faid then, that the De- 
vil ftood at her Elbow in the Recorder’s Study, and willed her to 
deny it. But fo foon as fhe was upon the Crofs to be punifhed, he 
gave her over. 

The fame Recorder, Fleetwood, about this Time, acquainted Sc- 
cretary Walfingham in a Letter to him, of another ftrange Accident ; 
AWome « of a Woman, named Mrs. Norton, that had drowned herfelf. She 
drowns befelf. WaS Mother in law to one Thomas Norton, a Perfon of fome Repu- 
tation in London. Whofe Father was then aged and fick in Bed: 
In her Youth fhe was bred up in Sir Thomas More’s Family. In 
which Place fhe learned idolatrous Toyes (I tranfcribe from the Re- 
corder’s Letter) and Ufages in the Night; fo as thereby fhe was 
Jed by evil Spirits, fometimes to hang herfelf, and fometimes to 
drown herfelf, as the did at laft. Some Partof her lewd Demeanour 
was in the Exercife of Necromancy: That is to fay, in Conferences 
and Speeches had (as fhe thought) with dead Bodies, being of her 
old Acquaintance. The Recorder writ this Accident the rather to 
the faid Secretary ; becaufe fhe had left behind her divers Children, 
Brothers to the faid Thomas Norton, which were fhrewdly given. 
And that if the old Man fhould then die, it was to be feared all 
his Goods would come to a SpoH. And therefore he propofed, that 
if Mr. Peter Ofborn [who was a worthy Citizen, and Remembran- 
cer of the Exchequer] had a Commandment, he could devife fome 
good Order (as he, the Recorder thought) for the faving of Things 
that might be loft. And he prayed his Honour to make the Lord 
Yreafurer [who was Mafter of the Wards] acquainted with the 
unfortunate Cafe. Such was the Care of this good Recorder of the 

Children of the City.

“ thily in Univerfities and other Places, or Bankrupt Mer- 
“* chants, ce. 

And then this Writer fhewing the Difference between thofe that 
left them, and thofe that came over to them, both in refpe& of 
_ Number and Quality, thus he boafts; ‘ So carneftly they woe 
~ “ every poor Apoftata, lewd Scholar and loofe Companion, that for 
“ wearinefs of Banifhment, loofe Life or Impatience looketh home- 
“‘ ward toward Herefy, or carnal —. or Licence again, ©c. 
“ While we in the mean Space receive Hundreds of their Mini- 
“ fters, a Number of their beft Wits, many delicate young Gentle- 
“ men, and divers Heirs of all Ages; voluntarily flying from their 
_ © damnable Condition, and feeking after God: And many of them 

“* alfo becoming Priefts or Religious. ” This is the Strain of the 
forefaid Book: And as far as the Writer is to be depended on, 
we may learn how the State of the Kingdom ftood, as to Popery ; 
and particularly the Induftry of thefe Englifb learned Papifts abroad 
to make Profelytes. But this Book was fubftantially antwered a 
Year or two after, viz. 1583. in a Book called, The Anfwer to 
Englifh Fuftice.

the Earl of Leiceffer. This Writer made a further Difcovery of the | 
Englifo at Rome, in another Book which he printed fome Years after 
and dedicated it to the fame noble Perfons. It was called the Engli/b 
Roman Life. ‘* Difcovering the Lives of fuch Englifbmen, as by {e- 
“ cret Efcape left their own Country, to live in Rome under the fer- 
“© vile Yoke of the Pope’sGovernment. Alfo after what Manner they 
“* {pend their Time there: Practifing, and daily looking for the Over- 
“‘ throw and Ruine of their Princefs and Country.” And further 
Account may be given of this Book hereafter, in the Courfe of the 
Hiftory. | 7 
This Year alfo came forthan Anfwer Apologetical againft Ferome 4x Anfuer 4- 
Oforius, aPortuguefe Bifhop of Sylvain, being a pretty thick Quarto, fous. 
tranflated out of Latin into Englifb, by Fames Bell, and dedicated 
to the Lord Arundel. That which gave Occafion to this Book was this. 
This Portugal Bifhop had writ a long Epiftle in Latin to the Queen. 
In which he fancied many monftrous Errors to be received in our 
Church ; and with reproachful Railings depraved the Profeffors of 
that Gofpel. This fomewhat provoked Walter Haddon, a learned 
Civilian: Infomuch that he gave Anfwer to feveral particular Points 
in his Book: Which he did in a very elegant Latin Style: Thinking 
that what he had.writ might ites Be informed, and fatisfied the 
Man. Of this I have given fome Account in my Annals. After a yoy], 
Year or two Haddon was appointed the Queen’s Agent in Flanders, Ch, 3. 
and was Ledger at Bruges. At which Time another Portugal Bi- ang 375 
fhop, called Emanuel D’ Almada, undertook the Defence of his Friend : 
Oforius, and ftuffed a great Volume full of Slanders. and Brabbles. 
And in the End of his Book caufed certain ugly Pictures to be pour- 
trayed ; thereby to defame Haddon’s Perfonage: One of their Ways 
of an{wering an Author by Perfonal Abufes. In this Apology (for Arolegy for Q- 
fo he called it) Haddon feeing, how it was filled with Scoffs and een? = 
Abfurdities (which two Things being taken away there remained 
nothing elfe befide) after fome Deliberation with himfelf, he‘ de- 
{pifed the An{wering of it. | | 
Two Years being paft, Tho. Wilfon, LL.D. (and Haddon’s Friend) 
returning from Portugal to England, brought over, at Oforius’s Re- 
ueft, feveral Volumes of the faid Oforius, framed into three Books. 
ne of them he delivered unto Haddon. He perufed it once or twice, 
(as he tells us in his Epiftle) and trufted, that Oforius being now 
inftalled a Bifhop, would have been a much more modeft Man than 
he was before, but found that it fell out quite contrary. For inftead 
of a civil and fober Perfon, he found him a moft frivolous Sophifter, 
for a grave Divine, a childifh Counterfeit, and for a difcreet Bifhop, 
a moft fhamelefs Railer. And that hereunto was added Store of Va- 
nity and proud Haughtinefs. He concludes his Epiftle with thefe 
Words, ‘ That he trufted it fhould eafily appear, both that he had 
“ not lefs pioufly than neceflarily entered into the honeft Defence of 
“ his Country. And that the Reader alfo might as plainly perceive, 
Vou.

And as Haddon’s Epiftle, fo his Anfwer, ran in a pretty fharp Style 
againft his Adverfary: Whofe Way of Writing gave juft Caufe of 
Provocation, which may be feen in one Paflage of his InveGfive : “If 
“ after this Dodtrine of this new Gofpel, and new Religion was 
“ brought into England, there were brought therewithal alfo Ho- 
“ nefty, Integrity of Life, ec.” Then, alittle after, “ But if none 
“ were performed by the Study of this new Doétrine; But rather, 
“ ifever fithence all Rafhnefs, Unthamefaftnets, and Letchery have 
‘© been embraced in all Places: If intolerable Pride and Arrogancy 
“ have now taken furer Footing than before: If Seditions, Uproars, 
“ and Rebellions have been more eafily raifed : If Treafon have more 
“ boldly attempted the Royal Majefty, and have more freely pur- 
“ fied the Blood of Princes, &e. 

Dr. Haddon died before he had finifhed his Anfwer. The Re- 
mainder of Oforivs his Book (which was the greater Part) was un- 
dertaken by fobn Fox, the Martyrologift; who had an excellent 
Latin Style, as Haddon’s was, and withal was a very learned De 
vine, and was thoroughly acquainted with the Hiftory of this Church, 
and particularly the Steps of the Reformation: And fo able to write 
in Vindication of it. This Book wrote by thefe two Engli/hmen, con- 
tained a very learned Vindication of Proteftants, and a Confutation 
of the Do@rine and Practices of the Church of Rome; and was ma- 
naged with a brifk Style againft that Bifhop; whofe Book was all In- 
vective, , 

Fox began his Anfwer with fome Notice of Hadden, deceafed. 
“ That fo long as the Nation had that excellent learned Man, as 
“ the Church of Chriff had a very worthy and valiant Captains: 
“ So had Oforius a couragious and puiffant Encounterer, and meet 
*‘ Conqueror of fuch a Monfter, &c. And that there was much 
 Caufe to move them and all the Learned to much Sorrow and 
“ Grief of Mind; who had loft fo great and learned a Ring-leader 
“ of Learning. ‘The Lofs of whom did by fo much the more in- 
“* increafe their Heavinefs, in refpect of that prefent Enterprize, un- 
“© dertaken againft Oforius, by how much they were bereft of fo 
“ fingular a Patron. | 

He took notice of Oforius’s Plenty of Lies and Slanders. And par- 
ticularly of two notorious Lyes concerning Luther, as tho’ he wick- 
edly taught extream Defperation, and a bold and prefumptuous Con- 
fidence of Salvation. Other of his infufferable Calumniations taken 
notice of by Fox, were thefe: That where Haddon had named the 
facred Doétrine of the Gofpel to have been the Difcipline of Luthes, 
ZLuinglius, Bucer, Calvin, &c. he replied, “ That thofe Men had 
“ not only with the Rules of their Dodtrine, but alfo with the ill 
“ Example of their Lives rooted out all Shamefaftnefs, Modefty, 
* Civility, and Obedience: And inftead of Faith and Freedom, they 
“« had beftowed upon their Families Prefumption and Rafhnels, toge- 
ther with unpunifhable Licentioufnefs of finning: That-they had, 
“ inftead of true Righteoufnefs, brought in a falfe and deceitful 
“ Righteoufnefs. That they had made God the Author of all 

“ Wickednefs. 
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“* ‘Wickednefs. The decayed Church, which they pronounced to 4 NNO 
“ reftore to her ancient Integrity, they had defiled with more Abo- 1581, ~ 
*¢ minations. So that by how much the more a Man did decline to MY 
“ their Difcipline; fo much the more he was eftranged froin all 
‘¢ Shame and Chaftity.” And again, “A Man might defcry the. 
“« Nature of this Dottrine by the very Foundation of this Church 
“ (of England.| Which he proved thus. “ Becaufe Venus and Cu- 
“ pid were the Founders of it; Breach of Laws, and Contempt of 
“ the Pope encreafed it. Flattery and Lying had fupported it.. Gree- 
*“ dy Covetoufnefs had eftablifhed it. agg againit the Saints 
“* had fan@ified it. Timorous Fear of Men had ftreightened it. 
“ Finally, a Doctrine of Men, not fent by God, but ftirred up by 
‘‘ Satan, had, with moft troublefome Error poifoned it.” By this 
Period that Strain of the Man was vifible. And to have the Re- 
formed Church of England thus reprefented to the World ina La- 
tin Book, was not to be born without effectual Vindication, and fome 
Sharpnefs too. Which between Haddon and Fox was done well: 
And the Tranflation into Englifo was fet forth this Year. 

Fox endeth all with a very pious Wifh of Unity and Agreement - 
among all Chriftians,. and in a holy Life fuitable to their Profeffion: 
“ Moft heartily wifbing to all the eleé& Saints of God, whofoever 
“ profefs his Name and wear the Badge of Chriftianity: That depart- 
“ ing from Iniquity, and gathering all together in one uniform A- 
“ greement of fincére Doctrine, by the enlightening and Infpiration 
“ of the Holy Ghoft, we may be altogether received into that hea- 
“ venly Ferufalem, and into that Kingdom of immortal Glory, and 
“ eternal Felicity, which fhall never have End: Not for the Works - 
“ of Righteoufnefs which we have done, but for the Love of our 
“ Lord and Saviour Fefu Chrift; who fuffered for our Sins, and 
“ rofe again for our Juftification. : 

There was in thefe Times a certain Libertine, in London, that had The unfolding 
vented divers odd Opinions, that headed, as it feems, that SeQ. A oe 
little Book in Twelves, in Anfwer to him and his Doérines, was Writ again « 


‘ 


fet forth this Year by one Z.W. intitled, The unfolding of fundry 
Untruths, and abfurd Propofitions, lately propounded by one J. S. 2 
great Favourer of the borrible Herefy of tbe Libertines. This Book 
was printed at. London by Tho. Mayne, whence we are told, that the 
faid 7. S. Feb. 26..1580, uttered thefe Speeches, [I fuppofe in fome 
Preachment,] which the faid Z. W. anfwered diftindly. I. That 
the firlt Table of the Law taught us our Duty towards Cbri/?’s 
Godhead. And the fecond Table our Duty towards his Manhood, 
@*c. They are to be found before, Chap. 4. p. 44. 

The Free-Will-Men, (as they called them) at this Time gave fome Cattatio’s 
Difturbance by their Doétrine. And now they had procured Cafta- Byrf-, Free 
lie’s Books to be printed here, or brought over hither, Sir Francis 
Knollis, Treafurer of the Queen’s Houfhold, a zealous Man againft 
this Dodtrine, and thought it highly convenient to have the Book 
fearched for, and the Reading of it hindred ; and that becaufe, as 
he faid, the Anabaptiffs, and fuch as were for Perfection in this Life 
went along with them: This moved him to write a Letter to the 
Lord Treafurer, and the Earl of Leicefter, to this Tenor: -

‘¢ That the Hypocrify herein ufed being known, the peftilent Do¢trine 
‘© thereof may be the more foundly fuppreffed, For it feemeth to 
“© me, that thefe Free Will Men, or Anabaptiftical SeGaries, do fol- 
low the fame Scopes that the Deified Men of the Family of Love 
“ do follow; faving, that the fame Perfection that the Family of 
“ Tove do pretend to obtain by Virtue of Love, the fame Perfection 
“ do Caftalio his Sectaries pretend to obtain by the Virtue of Faith. 
« But it is not by Faith in believing to be faved in the Merits of 
“ Chrift, but by a Faith in believing that every Man is able to 
“ fulfil the Law of God. And that the Caufe why Men do not ful- 
“ fil the Law, is the Want of this Ca/ftalio his Belief. Now both 
“ thefe Sefts do ferve the Turns of the a as all Free Will 
“ Men and Fufliciaries, or Juftifiers of themfelves do. Yet this Dif- 
“* ference is betwixt the Papi/ts and thefe Sectaries, 1 do mean touch- 
“‘ ing their Practices here in England. For thefe Sectaries are more 
“ Hypocritical, and will fooner deny their Dodtrines and Aiflertions, 
“ to avoid Punifhment, than the Papifts will. ” This was writ in 
September 29. 1581, at London. 

A View of Antichrift, His Laws and Ceremonies in our Englith 
Church win hagget was another Puritanical Book that came forth 
about this Year. The Beginning of this Book fhews the Purpofe of 
it, vid ‘© A clear Glafs, where may be feen the dangerous and 
“* defperate Difeafes of our Englifb Church: Being ready utterly to 
“ perifh, unlefs fhe ma foeedily have a Corrofive of the wholcfome 
‘© Herbs of God his Word, laid very hot to her Heart; to expulfe 
« thofe cold and deadly Infeétions of Popery: Which the attainted 
©’ Anothecaries of Antichrift have corrupted her withal: Elfe long 
«¢ fhe cannot endure. And which mote encreafeth her Griefs, ha- 
“© ving Relief daily offered unto her by her fkilful Phyficians, that 
‘* would adminifter the fame, is denied thereof: And they alfo re- 
“ fifted and hated, becaufe they will not mingle their putrified Drugs 
« with the faid pure Confection: Which to do were prefent Death. 

The Subftance of this Book is digefted under divers Tables. 
Firft, The Book of the Generation of Antichrift, the Pope, the 
revealed Child of Perdition, and his Succeffors. ‘This began thus: 
“* The Devil begot Darknefs, Epb. 6. Darknefs begot Ignorance, 
“© Aéts 17. Ignorance begot Error and his Brethren, 1 Tim. 4. Er- 
** ror begot Free will and Self-love, E/a. 10. Free will begot Merits, 
“ Efa. 58. &c.” The Second Table, Of the difplaying of the Pope 
and Popery in our unreformed Church of England, The Third Table, 
Containing an hundred Points of Popery remaining: Which deform 
the Englifb Reformation. At the End of this Third Table is fub-

To all the reft I add Besxa’s valuable Gift, prefented this Year 
towards the furnifhing of the new Library at Cambridge, being an 
antient Copy of the Pentateuch in fix Languages: With his Let- 
ter to the Lord Treafurer, Chancellor of that Univerfity, when he 
fent it. Which it feems his Nephew Anthony Bacon brought along 
with him from Geneva, where he had been and vifited that learncd 
Man in his Travails.

Something I have to infert here of Mary the Scorch Queen, taken 
from certain Notes of the Lord Treafurer Burgbley’s Hand. It hath 
been fhewed before concerning feveral Treaties with her by honour- 
able Agents from Queen Elizabeth. Befides which, a fourth Trea- 

began, Anno 1582. Wherein Sir Walter Mildmay, a chief Privy 

ounfillor, was employed. And while the Proceeding therein was 
a little fufpended upon a Practice of an Anfwer from Scotland, touch- 
ing the Scorch Kings Difpofition; her Majefty difcovered, that the 
Duke of Guz/e was preparing fome Attempt againft England for the 
Scottifo Queen. For whofe Enlargement alfo Francis Throgmorton 
at the fame Time praétifed an Invafion to be made into this Land; 
and other Traitors to be accepted. Which being difcovered, and 
he apprehended, gave Caufe that this Treaty proceeded no farther. 
To which J will fubjoin what follows in the fame MS. concerning 
other Treaties the two next enfuing Years, viz. 

In Anno 1583. the Earl of Shrewsbury and Mr. Beal were ap-

In another Letter from Venice, dated Fan. 28. he fuggefted to the

“* fieur’s Service, and be entertained by the Duke, if he would, he 
** might do her Majefty fecret Service in that Court, and might

* Alfo where it.is ordered by the {aid Dodtors, that Mr. We/fon, Re- 
“ gifter, fhotld colle the Fees indifferently for the -faid Parties; 
“ and to anfwer.Monthly to either an Account of the fame, Babjng-— 
© gon ‘hutnbly..befeecheth: your Honours, that he may have the — 
“ Collections of fuch Fees and Profits as are due, unto hinfelf. 
For that he would be very doth to expec the Account or. Allow- 
‘© ance: of any other in that whichis: his Benefit, Living, and Main-— 
“ tenanca ‘And doth offer to become hound, not.to intermeddle 
‘“§ with-any'Fee or.Commodity, due to. the faid Beacon. ee 
- 44°. Your:Honouts ‘humble and moft obedient Orator, — - 
a ee a oa Gee ch ee ss 
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4582. ~° Ihave other Papers before me concerning this Contention, which 
—v~ created fo much Trouble to the good Bifhop: As namely, his Rea- 
fons propounded againft admitting Beacon to the Chancellorthip: 
And Beacon’s tedious Anfwers to thefe Reafons. Which being 
| long, I will not exemplify them here, but chufe rather to repofit 
Num. them in the Appendix. But the Bifhop’s Reafons, which he offer- 
XVII. ed to the Council, or to thofe to whom the Matter was committed, 

I will here fubjoin, for his Vindication. 

“Firft, Becaufe the faid' Beacon hath no Patent of Validity. 
to woled “© And therefore the Bifhop doth not think good to bind himfelf to 
Beacon. “© a Man being free from him, and from all Men. The Reafon is 

“ proved thus. Beacon had two fole Patents, and one joint Patent. 
“¢ The firft made void by the Acceptance of the Second. And the 
“ Second by the Acceptance of the Third. And the Third is void, 
“© becaufe it is fealed and delivered to a third Perfon, tothe Ufe of 
‘© the Patentees. But upon Condition. And the Condition is not 
“ performed. And befides this, though all or any of the Patents 
“« were good, yet for the Defect of due Execution, x fe be forfeited, 
* as by publick Inftruments teftifying the fame it may appear. 
__ * Secondly, becaufe the faid Beacon, though he had a good Pa- 
“ tent, yet is not a fit Man to exercife the Office. The Reafon is 
“ proved thus, Beacon is very unfkilful in the Law. And, for 
“ Jack of Knowledge, not able to give a Sentence, nor to judge of 
“ Caufes aright. B. is very corrupt, and hunteth after Bribes: 
S¢ Whereby fattice may be perverted. B. is a great Favourer of 
“< fuch as are Enemies to the Queen’s Laws, and Difturbers of the 
“ State. As namely, of one Marbery. Who, for his Anabapti/m, 
“ or fuch like {chifmatical or heretical Opinions, hath been com- 
“ mitted, and is ftill put to Silence, and deprived of his Miniftry. 
“ Thirdly, though he were fit, yet is he the Bifhop’s deadly E- 
“ nemy. And therefore not to be trufted. The Reafon is proved 
“ thus. B. defaceth the Bifhop in all Places, where he cometh, 
“ B. calleth the Bithop Beafily Knave, Horfon Knave, Perjured 
“© Man, Simoniacal as ¢ &c. B. entereth into Confpiracies with 
“ others, to deprive the Bifhop of his Bifhoprick, and hath divers 
“© Ways fought to entrap him, and bring him in Danger of the Law. 
* B. hath ftood in open Accufation of the Bifhop at the Council- 
“© Table; and hath procured the Dean of Litchfield to do the like. 
“ B. hath joined himfelf with the Bifhop’s Enemies in all Matters. 
“ B, hath been a treacherous and perfidious Fellow to all his Matters, 
“ the Bifhops, whom he hath ferved heretofore. And therefore B. 
is no wife to be trufted.” What Anfwer Beacon framed to thefe 
— in his own Behalf, confult the Appendix, Number as 
above. os 
The Grund of . This Bifhop had the Misfortune to be oppofed by the Dean and 
| Poa fom Chapter of his Church from his firft Entrance almoft into his Bifhop- 
bit Churth. rick, which was in December 1580. And the abovefaid Beacon the 
chief Manager of the Quarrel on their Side, The main Ground of 
it was, that the Bifhop had demanded fome Affiftance ‘from them 


arid the wealthier of his Clergy, under his great Charges, too bur-

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thenfome for him, in his Entrance upon the Bithoprick: Which 4 N NO’ 


was their Subfidium Charitativum, as it was called: And for which 
there had been fome Precedent in that Epifcopal See. But they 
of his Church denied to give it. And that which added to the Bi- 
fhop’s Trouble was, that the great Earl of Leicefter, who was for- 
merly his Patron and Friend, had relinquifht him, and countenanced 
him not in this Affair. Of this and other Things he made his 
Complaint at large in'a fecret Letter to the’ Lord Treafurer, his 
other Friend and Patron. | 

“ That that Earl fell off from him, and rather took the other 
© Side. The Caufe whereof, he faid, he knew not, unlefs it were 
“* for Apoftafy. {Which what the Bifhop meant by it, feems to be, 
that he had applied himfelf to the Lord Treafurer, and took ‘him 
alfo for his Patren, and depended not upon Leiceffer alone.] His 
prefent troublefome Condition he unfolded to the faid Lord Treafurer, 
in the Month of February. ‘* Which he called, his laying forth his 
‘* Griefs and Oppreflions, fought to be brought upon him by his 
“© Adverfaries,. Whereof one Boughton was one of them: Who had 
“ brought many Suits againft him, both at Quarter Seffions and Af 
“‘ fizes;, and preferred Bills againft him in the Star chamber, and 
‘in the Common Pleas. And all from the Countenance of ' the Earl 
** of agin and from private Letters. That he [the Bi/hop] had 
** writ to him: Which that Earl had communicated to his Enemy. 
** So that hereby his own Counfil, for Fear of Difpleafure, dared 
‘< f{carcely to encounter him in hisCaufes. So that, as he added, he 
** might almoft fay, he was denyed that which every common Sub- 
© je& might claim, viz. The Court of Juftice, and Benefit of her 
“© Majefty’s Laws. ‘That Beacon alfo, [of whom fo much hath been 
“© related already] who before feared him, did now triumph over 


“© him, by Means of the Countenance of fuch who had fet him on; 
“© and made bold to fue and trouble him every where at his Plea- 


“ fure; in the Star chamber, in the Chancery, at the Council- 
“Table, before the Archbifhop of Canterbury, in the Common Pleas, 
« at the Affizes and Seflions; yea, and in his own Confiftory. And 
“« brought Action upon Action againft him, almoft for, every thing 
‘© he did, and for every Word he {pake. Infomuch that, as he ad- 
«¢ ded, thefe Suits put him behind Hand, and fo confumed him, that 
*¢ he fhould hardly be able to recover it of a long Time. - 

'- One Ground of thefe vexatious Actions commenced againft him, 
was, that being a ftirring Man, and obferving the ancient Jurifdicti- 
otis and Privileges .of the See encroached upon, both by the City 
and the Church, he claimed them, and endeavoured to recover them, 
and to overthrow thofe pretended Exemptions, which obftructed his 
- Vifitations. Concerning which he gave the Lords of the Council 
an Account; and laid the Juftnefs of his Courfe before them, in a Let- 
ter writ m May following. Which is hereafter exemplified in the 
— oe | 

 'Thefe were fome of the Complaints, with many more the poor 
Bifhop made to that Lord. Whofe Letter I had rather to be read alfo 
at large in the Appendix. It isnot unlikely he had the more Enemies 
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with Papifts, and other diflaffected: Which he was no Friend to. 
And had called this Year upon the Court, for a narrower Search after 
fuch by a Commifiion Ecclefiaftical. 

But this Bifhop’s ‘Troubles came to fome Conclufion this Year, by 
Means of aCommif_lion. And however they reprefented the Bithop as 
covetous and contentious among his Clergy, yet they were not with- 
out Fault towards their Bifhop: Which thofe in the Commiffion 
took Notice of, and fhewed him fo much Juftice and Favour, that 
he might not be hindred, nor difcouraged im the Difcharge of his 
Epifcopal Office. This with the ee of his Prebendaries upon his 
firft coming among them, he acknowledgeth in another Letter to the 
Lord Treafurer, dated from £cclefbal, Apr. 8. to this Tenor. 

‘’ That the Prebendaries of Litchfield, which had fo mifufed him, 
“© had received Judgment from the High Commiflioners, due to 
“© their Deferts. For which he was in great Part to thank his Honou- 
“ rable Lordfhip. And that there had been marvellous Plats [Plots] 
*‘ Jaid then, in the Beginning of his Government, to have daw- 
“« ed him, (as he exprefled their Purpofes upon him.] And furely, 
‘© added he, they would have done it indeed, but for fuch Honour- 
“* able Countenance and Backing. And that if any Body fhould be 
“© able to charge him with Wrong, or Willfulnefs in any of his Do- 
“ ings, (the Cafe on both Parts indifferently heard) he would leafe 
“ his Credit for all. But that he trufted he fo tempered himfelfin all 
“ his Affairs, both Ecclefiaftical and Temporal, that till manifeft 
“© Fault and Obftinacy appeared in the Offenders, he never fought 
‘* atry Remedy by Law; but compounded and ended all Matters at 
** Home. And fo would do, if he were not forced to the Con- 


“* trary. 

And then to take off any Surmifes that he was contentious, a$ 
fome had laid to his Charge, he proceeded in thefe Words. “ My 
“* Honourable good Lord, it is a Country full of Quarrels; and 
“* they will join together notably to lade me with Troubles and 
“* Griefs: And if I fhould not reprefs them in the Beginning, they 
“© would overcome me for ever. And therefore I follow. that old 
“ Rule, Principiis obfia, though to my great Travel and Charge. If 
“* any fhall inform your Lordfhip againft me, (as I know they 


“ have done already, and will do ftill,) I refer myfelf wholly

Now we praceed to relate an Injury of no common Size done to 
another eminent Perfon of the epifcopal Order, viz. To Sandys, 
Archbifhop of York; by a wicked Slander, and vile artificial Profe- 
cution of it: So bafe, that the like was {carce ever heard of before. 
And that created that good Bifhop the greateft Trouble that ever he 
met with in his Life. Sir Robert Stapleton, a Knight of Yorkflire, 


_ being the great Cantriver of it. ‘The End whereof was to get a good 


Leafe of the Lands, and great Sum of Money from the Archbifhop. 
The Bufinefs was acted in the Month of May, 1 581, at ging ie 


_ where the Archbifhop in his Journey lodged. Here Sy//on, the Hoft, 


caufed his Wife to go by Night into the Archbifhop’s Bed to him. 
And he prefently after followed with his Dagger in his Hand into 
the Chamber; which he put to the Archbithop’s Breaft, his Man 
Alexander being in Company with him: And Maude, that had 
been the Archbifhop’s Servant, prefent too, and inthe Plot. ‘The 
Words that Sy/fon ufed, when he came into the Chamber, and faw . 
his Wife in Bed with the Archbifhop, was, God's precious Life, I 
will mark a Whore and a Thief. Sir Robert poe si was then in 
the Inn, though he pretended pot to be there at that Time, or privy 

to 


poveri 
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to any fuch Thing, and to be the Archbifhop’s Friend. But that 4 N NO 


he was there, it was juftly prefumed: For Sy/fon fending his Man 
for him, he prefently came 1n in his Apparel ;. (fo that he had not 
undreft himfelf, however late it was) expeding to be called in, ac- 
cording to the Plot laid. And Sy/fon requiring 800/. of the Arch- 
bifhop, Stapleton brought it down to 6001. | : 
In this Diftrefs the poor Archbifhop was fain to comply with 
Syffon, and the reft of the Confpirators. And toconceal this Abufe 
one him, and the Shame that would attend it: Which he per- 
ceived would reflect not only upon his.own Reputation, but the 
Church too; in this Diftrefs he yielded in fome Meafure to a Leafe 
of fome Lands of the Bifhoprick to Stapleton. But after, when the 
Knight would further make his own Terms with the Archbifhop; 
and require {till more Lands, Manors and Benefits, to the utter im- 
thing of the See, the good Archbifhop refolved then no longer 
to conceal the Matter. But to fend up the whole Caufe, and the 
Truth of their horrible Dealings with him,. in a Letter to the Lord 


Treafurer Burghley, and he to acquaint the Queen with it. 


But firft I muft relate by what Means it came to this Iffue. Sir 
Robert Stapleton, befides what he had obtained already of the Arch- 
bifhop, ftill intended to make a greater Benefit of him, and having 
fome Intereft with the Queen, petitioned her to get the rich Ma- 
nors of Southwel and Scrowby for him. And having the Archbifhop 
thus, as he thought, in awe, threatned him to difcover all, unlefs 
he would comply with the Queen’s Letters to him, to grant long 


and unreafonable Leafes for the fame. But notwithftanding, the 


Archbifhop was at a Point, whatever came of it, not to yield in a 
Demand, fo deftructive to the See; and intending to come up him- 
felf, but prevented by Sicknefs, wrote his Letter to the Queen, 


offering to lay down and quit the Bifhoprick; and all rather than to 


do it. With which Letter, he fent another to the Lord Treafurer: 
Shewing the Hardfhips required of him, and the great Damage that 


he fhould do, not only to himfelf, bur to all that there fhould fuc- 
ceed him, and his own Steadinefs in fo good a Caufe; deferving, 


for the honourable Memory of this Archbifhop, to be exemplified 


‘here from the very Original: And was as followeth. 


“ My honourable good Lord: Of late I received a Letter from 
“her Majefty, earneftly requiring me to grant unto her Highnefs 


-* one Manor in Leafe, according to a Leafe conceived and fent 


“ withal. In the Letter one Manor is required without Name: 
** But in the Leafe two of the greateft Manors I have be comprized, 
** to wit, Southwel and Scrowdby, with all their Manors, Houfes, 
** Woods, Parks, Rents, Reverfions, Liberties, Privileges, and all 


~“ other Commodities whatfoever can be named, belonging unto the 


** fame, to be granted for LXX Years, a certain Rent referved. The

“Tam fully perfuaded her Majefty was never made acquainted 
* with the Contents of this Leafe, the Inconvenienctes whereof are

“I was fully me to anfwer this Perfon; but after three 
“© Days Journey, I fell fo weak and fo fick, and fo ftill remain, that 
“ T could travel mo further. And therefore forced by my Letter to 
“© anfwer her Majefty. Which Thing I have done in fuch Sort, as 
“ T hope her ed will be fully fatisfied therewithal. But what- 
“ foever fhall fall out, I truft your Lordfhip will favour this honeft 
“ Caufe: No Wight upon the Earth more loth to difpleafe her Ma- 
“ jefty than I, as one moft bound unto her Highnefs; if the grant- 
“ing of this Leafe would not highly difpleafe God, kill my Con-

All this while the Knight was labouring to get fome good Leafe 
of the Archbifhop by the Queen’s Means, if not that which was for- 
merly requefted. And fo far at length her Letters prevailed, that a 
Leafe was by him fent up made to her Majefty ; and fo to be con- 
veyed over to him. Nor was that acceptable to Stapleton. Who 
came therefore to the Archbifhop at Bi/bopthorp, and urged him 
about the fame Bufinefs. ‘* And there with vain, and proud Speeches, 
“* he lying fick in his Bed, (as the Archbifhop related it to the 
“< Lord 
“ him: Saying, he was the Queen’s Meflenger to him, and might 
“ fay what he would. The Archbifhop faid, That he was ready 
“ to follow the Tenor of her Majefty’s Letters, and grant whatfo- 
“* ever her Majefty required of him. But his Commitlion by Word 
“of Mouth had no End: Putting in and out, altering and aug- 
** menting at Pleafure. That he furveyed all his Lands: Picked 
“ out what liked him, to fee what the Farmers would give.. So 
“‘ that he, faid the Archbifhop, is the Lord of my Livings, and 
“ the Leafor of my Lands, That his Letters to her Majefty, 
“‘ wherein he willingly granted her Highnefs’s whole Requeft, he 
** would not receive at his (the Archbifhop’s] Hands, but needs

cency, and for the giving Satisfaction to the Church. Thefe their 
Confeflions were made before the Archbifhop, then alfo prefent. Who, 
after they had ended, gravely and pioufly {pake to each of then; 
yet {martly now and then, laying this Bufinefs clofe to them, in 
order to make them fenfible of their Impiety, and to bring them to 
Repentance, and alfo forgiving them. This Confeflion of Sir R. 
Stapleton, and the reft, and the Archbifhop’s Anfwers to them, 
(which will fhew more Particulars of this Treachery) are well wor- 
thy reading. And therefore, being fomewhat long, I have preferv- 
ed them in the Appendix. 

One would have thought that the Judgment of the Lords thus dif- 
patched and performed, fhould have put an End tothis Bufinefs. But 
it did not.

Nor was there any¥ of this Company that fhewed true Repentanea 
at their Confeffions, but pT Roo a Parly, the Scot, their Servants 
Who before he began to make.his Confeflion, voluntarily acknow- 
Jedged his Fault, and craved Pardon of the :Archbifhop, and that he 
would grant him a Releafe of the Lofs of his other Ear, one having 
been cut off before his coming down to York. And ftanding upon 
the Pillory, he prayed for my Lord Archbifhop: At whofe Hands, 
he faid, he found more Favour, than at any Man’s elfe. And be- 
ing demanded concerning his Obftinacy, why he never confeffed his 
Lewdnefs before the Sentence was ready to be given; he anfwered, 
It was to keep his Oath taken for the Concealment of it.

Commifion of — The Commiffion for concealed Lands and Eftates, granted out by 
Sethe Dinefiof the Queen, created great Perplexities and Wrongs to the Clergy, as 
rained of at other Times before, fo this Year; the Queen gratifying fome of 
"her Dependents, and particularly the Gentlemen Pentioners, with 
thefe Commiffions. Whereof one of them was Edward Stafford. 
Whofe Deputies extreme Dealing with the Clergy in the large Dio- 
cefs of Lincoln, was at length complained of by Cooper the Bifhop, 
to the Lord Treafurer: Who was the.Clergy’s chief Patron, te 
whom they ufually applied in: their Diftreffes and Hardfhips, often 
now 7 put upon them. 
Thefe Deputies of Stafford, that the poor Clergy in this Diocefs 
might be fure to be well {queezed, were inftruced to adminifter to 
the Minifters and Churchwardens Articles of Enquiry ; and which they 
would deliver no Copies of. . The Sum of which Articles the Bifhop 
fent ‘up to the faid Lord Treafurer, enclofed in his own Lettcr to 
him, for fome Redrefs of his Clergy.

Huntington{bird, two, ane of them a Collar- 
maker: for Buckinghamfbire, twe dthérs, all of them very mean 
Perfons. . And that. there were with: chem fome.common Promoters, 
and other ordinary and bnfy Men, to be as they faid, their Sollici- 
tors and Followers of the Caufe. “hat there. was not one of them 
tolerably. affected in Religion; and fome of them known to be back- 
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ward: And therefore their Proceeding againft the Clergy the more to 


be fulpected. Who were, or fhould be for the other Shires of his Diocefs, 
he knew not. For that in Lincolnfbire, Leiceflerfbire, Bedferdfbire, 
raga he did not yet hear that any had. begun. Wherefore 
in Conclufien the Bohop humbly defired his Lordihip, when thofe 
Commifhons fhould come. forth, to have Confideration of the Things 
beforeméntioned.

But I go on now toa Remark or too of another Bithop, falling out 
this Year. The -Bifhop of Hereford had very hard Dealing; and 
perhaps chiefly upon the like Commiflion of Concealments, as that 
abovementioned in another Diocefs And I the rather take Notice 
of this Bifhop, whofe Name was Scory, having been one of King 
Edward's Bithops, and returned from Exile upon Queen Elizabeth's 
| Accefs.to.the Throne, and one of the Bifhops that affifted at the 
Trouble of Sco. Gonfecration of Archbifhop Parker, the firft Archbifhop upon the Re- 
ry, Bib of forthation, . This ancient Venerable Bifhop was vexed by the Coun- 
cif of the Marches of Wales, whereof Sit Henry Sidney was Prefi- 
dent... By whom the reft of the Council were led, in Effect as he 
Hereford. _ pleafed. I have briefly taken Notice of this Bifhop’s Cafe elfewhere ; 
pee of White. but bw fhall relate it-more at large. To the common Patron of 
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the Bifhops and Clergy this Bifhop appealed in a Letter, written to A N NO'* 
him im the Month of November: Thus fhewing his Condition. 1582.

in 27. Henry VIE.) unto Two hundred and fixty three Pounds. ‘This 
Record, tranfcribed from the Original, is preferved in the Appendix. 
And hereby may be gathered alfo, how much the Revenues of the 
Church in this Reign fuffered by thefe Commiffions of Concealments, 
granted now and then; And what a little Gainer the Crown was 
by them.

Gateboufe in Weftminfters He had been Doweftick Chaplain to the ¢ Puritan. 
Lord Rich’s Houfhold.at Rochford. Proceetlings of Elmer, Bifhop Life Bibe 
of London, with him in the Commiffion, have been fhewn in the Life 
of that Bifhop. Articles were laid to his Charge, containing divers 
Matters relating to his Principles and Pra@tices in thofe Parts of Effex, 
where that Lord’s Seat was. The Particulars whereof I thall now 
fhew more at large from the Original Papers. The Beginning of his 
Troubles, was, that he had fpoke fome Time ago againft keeping the 
Queen’s Day. Which, he faid, was, To make her an Idol, Which 
fhe heard.of, and was very angry. Upon this he was brought before 
the Bifhop and the Ecclefiaftical Commiflioners. Then the Bithop

His Keeper being a Man that favoured Puritani/m, having fome 
fecret Word from the Secretary, let him go home into Effex to fee 
his Wife lying in, and a Child he had of about twelve Weeks old. | 
But he could not be fo fecret, but Dr. Ford, the Civilian, Advocate epee hear 
againit him in Court, faw him going to Too/y in that County to his ape ga 
Wife’s Brother, one Mr. Butler; and told the Bifhop: Who 
thereupon threatned to complain to the Queen of the Keeper. Upon 
this, Wright writeth to the Lord Burghley, acquainting him with it 
in thefé Words: “ O my Lord, I moft humbly crave your Lord- 
“ fhip’s Favour, that both I may be delivered from fuch unpitiful

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“ Minds ; and efpecially, that your Lordfhip will ftand good Lord

But that Statefman upon this Occafion, and the Informations 
given in again{ft him, fent hin the Notes of Matters laid to his Charge:

“¢ He faid, he could not anfwer, what he thought of every Particular. 
‘“‘ Becaufe he had not read the fame. Again, What he thought of 
“ the Rites and Ceremonies ufed publickly in the Church; he re- 
“* fufed to make Anfwer thereunto. Being examined touching the 
“ Form of ordaining Minifters in the Church of — > he anfwer., 
“‘ ed, that he did not know of any Form appointed for the ordaini 
“ of Minifters of this Church, but by Hear-fay. Confeffeth, that being 
‘© a Layman, he hath preached and catechized in the Houfes of the 
“© Lord Rich, and Mr. Butler of Tooby: Alfo in the Houfe of the 
“ Lord Gray, and Lord St. Fobn’s of Bletfo, at feveral Times, 
‘© within two, three, or fourYears paft. That in Preaching he ufed to 
“* fay Prayers of his own devifing: Never ufed to pray as in the Book 
“* of Common Prayer: Never prayed for Archbifhops and Bifhops. 
‘© That he catechized the Servants of the Lord Rich, and others that 
“‘ had been there, at eight and nine at Night. Confeffed, that he is 
“* not licenced to Preach: And that he needed not any Licence, be- 
“ caufe the Preaching and Catechifing was private. He was charged 
““ to have {poken againft the Authority of Archbifhops and Bifhops: 
“* And to have faid, that they are Clogs of Antichri/?;, and might 
“not be called Lords. This he neither denied, ‘nor’ confefled. 
“ That the Election of Minifters ought to. be by the Flock and 
‘“¢ Congregation. He confeffed, that he was chofen in this Sort in 
“< the Houfe of the Lord Rich. And he faid in honourable Prefence, 
that he was Paftor of that Houfe, and had Cure of their Souls. 
“ Confefleth, that he had gone over the Seas to receive Orders: 
“ And that he received Orders of Villers, and other Minifters at 
“ Antwerp.” [As Cartwright: And here Travers was ordained, 
This Villers was a Frenchman and Preacher, He had been in En land, 
and read a Divinity Lecture; And Chaplain afterwards to the Prints 
of Orange: But an Enemy to England, as our Hiftorian tells us. J 
But to go on with this Man’s Confeflion, “ He affirmeth, that every

brought it to the Knowledge, and laftly, to the Hands of Sir Richerd. 
For which they hated this Bourn. A Book, as the faid Sir Richard ftyled 
it in his Letter to the Lord Treafurer, (whom he acquainted with it) 
of flanderous and falfe Infamy, touching the firft Caufe of our Schifm, 
and of the Queen’s Majelty’ Mother. This muft be Sanders’s Book, 
(that was handed about in divers Copies, before it was printed) that 
made the Queen’s Mother to have been King Henry VIII’s natural 
Daughter, and afterwards his Strumpet, and afterwards his Queen.

And all that concerning the 
Londoners (Webb, Clitherow, Draper, &c.] were but Imaginations, 
and falfe, upon vain Sufpictons, drinking of Wine and Blood; and 
the Subfcribing Paper with Wine and Blood, he confeffed to be falfe. 
The Papers were all of his own Hand Writing; and he acknow- 
ledged he forged them ; as the Hands of Sir George Ha/ftings, &c. 
The red Ink, which he called Wine and Blood, wherewith the Pa- 
pers were figned, were found ina Glafs in his Chamber, and con- 
fefled by his Servant that he bought it lately: In fhort, he was oun 
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a moft notorious Villain, a notable Forger, and a moft wicked 
Rogue. This Bufinefs came before the Council, and he was ex- 
amined by certain Perfons by their Order. And they charged him 
with Treafons And Draper’s Wife was found a vertuous and good 
Woman. | ee 

What Paflages of Remark I meet with concerning that great and 
wife Statefman, the Lord Burghley, I frequently enter, to preferve 
his Memory to grateful Pofterity. Among which a Letter may de- 
ferve a Reinembrance here, fent to him from a German Prince, viz. 
the Earl of Embden: To fhew both the Honour he had with Foreign 
Princes of the Religion, but chiefly what Favour and Regard his 
Royal Miftrefs had with them abroad. This German had fent his 
Agent, and profeffed all readinefs to ferve her Majefty, and ftill de- 
fired fhe might be aflured thereof. He alfo communicated the great 
and happy Endeavour of a Reformation of Religion in another Part 
of Germany, namely, that of Colein, by Herman, the good Elector 
and Archbifhop thereof: Befides fome more private Matters contained 
in that Counts Letters. In his Anfwer he wrote, ‘“* That he was 
“* but newly recovered of his Chronical Diftemper, the Gour: 
“© Which he called, bis familiar Difeafe, when thofe Honourable 
“* Letters were delivered him: And that they came feafonable to 
“ him, and adminiftred Refrefhment, by fo Illuftrious a Heroes 
“* Remembrance of him, to reftore his diminifhed Strength. He pro- 
“ ceeded, that they had various Reports of what had been done by 
** the Archbifhop of Coleiz. ‘That nothing had been attempted inany 
“ Years paft, more to encreafe the Strength of the Gofpel in Ger- 
“¢ many, than that Notion of the Archbifhop, if it fucceeded well. 
- And he hoped, the Chriftian Religion, profefled by that Proteftant 
* Elector of the Empire, and other Princes, would very much pre- 
“* vail againft the Roman Antichrift throughout all Germany. And 
‘“¢ whereas he defired him [the Lord Treafurer] fhould recommend 
“« his Pains and Service to the Queen, he faid, he would do what 
** his Excellency required. But that there was no need to recom- 
““ mend that to her, fince fhe was fully perfuaded, that his Service 
“ was always ready, whenfoever Occalion required”. In the fame 
Letter he took Notice of two more private Matters. The one was 
concerning a Pair of fine Horfes the ae had prefented him; and 
the other of a great Sum of Dollers, that Stafford, when he was 
the Queens Ambaflador in thofe Parts, had borrowed of him; and 
not yet payed back. 

To this worthy Lord happened this Year a Lofs, which afflicted 
him much: Namely, the Death of his Son in Law, William Went- 
worth, eldeft Son of the Lord of that Name, a Perfon of great 
Vertue. Who had but the Year before married his Daughter Eliza- 
beth, And the Surprize of it aggravated his Grief. For coming 
home from the City (where the Plague now was) to Tybalds, his 
Country Seat, found him newly dead there. He was to have met 
with the Queen at Hartford; but his Son in Law being dead, he 
fent to the Secretary Walfingbam to excufe him to the Queen. 
W alfingbam inclofeth his Ladin Letter in one of his own, to the

“ Body: Adding, That it was not the bodily Affliction [whereof 
*< he had Experience] could vex the free Mind of a full perfuaded 
“ Chriftian, As'on the Contrary, no Soundnefs of Body could

Another Occafion he took of writing his good Counfil to this his 
Friend, was upon the Reflexion that he made upon their former 
loofer Converfation, when they were Students of Léncoln’s Inn.

Now to pafs to the State of Learning. Something occurred this 
Year in two Colleges in Cambridge about Fellowhhips, viz. Chrifts 
College and Peter Houfe, that gave Difturbance. 

- Thomas Osborn had been for fome Years Fellow of Chriffs College, ob awaca's 
elected to that commonly called King Edwards Fellowthip, as found- Blenheim 
ed by him in that College. Whereby he reckoned himfelf exempt- Cambiidge. 
ed from fome Statutes of the College concerning the Qualifications 
of fuch as were to be admitted Fellows: As that there be not more 
than one of the fame County Fellows at the fame Time; and to be 


bound to take Orders, or profefs fome Science within fucha Time. Os- 


born had been Fellow three Years or more, by Virtue of a Difpenfation 


from the Queen, to eftablifh him the firmer againft College Statutes. 


But now the Mafter and Fellows were minded to out him of his Fel- 
lowship, as unqualified, and to elect another Perfonin his Room: Ureg- 
ing, that the faid Fellowhhip was tied to the Statutes and Ordinances 
of that faid College, and that by Order of the Foundation, which 
fhew:the fame. This grew into a great Debate between Oséorn and 
the College, on Plea that his Fellowfhip was exempted from the 
ordinary College Statutes. And he appealed to the Lord Burghley, 
Lord High Chancellor of that Univerfity. By whom a Vifitation 
of the College was inftituted : To enquire into the true Eftate of 
this Controverly by the Statutes, and report it accordingly unto him 
to decidg.. He appointed the ordinary Vifitors of that College; who 
were. the Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Howland, and two of the fenior Doc- 
tors. viz. Pern and Bell. And they determined the Caufe on Os- 
.borns Side. There was alfo before this another Vifitation of the 
College about this‘Matter, appointed by the High Chancellor, his 
Vice-Ghancellor, Vifitor, and two other Doctors his Affiftants: 
Who alfo gave the Interpretation of the Statute in favour of 
Osborn. 

But notwithftanding this Determination of the Cafe, the Matter 
and Fellows were refolved to proceed to the Election of another Fel- 
low.. And their:Chancellor commanded them to forbear, and to 
bring ‘the Cafe up before himfelf, to judge of the Arguments on both 
Sides. The Minutes of which Letter follow.

“ Aftermy hearty Commendations. I have received your Letter, 

‘¢ and I find by you, the Mafter, and certain of the Fellows of the

“‘ Thereto moved, as you write, as well by my Letters, as that the 
“ Time was expired, which the faid Osborn had claimed to enjoy

‘“¢ Thave alfo received Letters from Dr. Howland, = Vice-chancellor,

“ now in .this Vice-chancellors Time, with two like fenior Dodtors, 
“ your Vifitors, the Interpretations of bie Statutes, for the Coun- 
“¢ try and he Se of the Fellowfhip that Mr. Osborn hath of King 
‘© Edward’s Foundation, was otherwife expounded, than you would 
“ have the fame. And alfo where they, at the Time of this your 
‘“* Proceeding to choofe another Fellow, enjoined you to ftay the 
“< Proceeding therein. Befides, as they inform me, my Letters 
“© were kept from them fo long; and that on Purpofe, as that you

credit, than Yours, I cannot allow of this your Manner of Proceed-

‘© your Fellows to be with me the Day of next Month. At 
‘‘ which Time, I mean to call unto mine Affiftance fome Perfons of 
«< Judgment and Learning, to hear the Matter of Queftion between 
you. And in the mean Time ] ftraitly command and enjoin you, 
‘© the Mafter, in as ftrait Manner as I may, being your Chancellor, 
‘“* and fo your Vifitor, and as you will anfwer to the contrary at 
“¢ your utmoft Peril, to continue the faid Osborn in his Place, 
“© with fuch Privileges and Profits as belong to the fame. 

This Conteft between Osorn and the College, notwithftanding it 
was brought thus far, Da continued two Years longer, before it came 
to a final Decifion. Their High Chancellor thinking it fcarcely re- 
concileable with Juftice, to violate the ears Statutes of the 
College, referred at laft the Confideration of the whole Cafe, the 
Examination of Witnefles, and the Judgment and Conclufion, to the 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, Goodman, Dean of Weftminfter, and: two 
chief learned Civilians, Dr. Aubrey, and Dr. Ri. Cofin. And now 
fhall follow what the Judgment was of the Vifitors of the College, 
that is, the Vice-chancellor, and the two Doctors his Affiftants: 
And then the final Decree made by the Archbifhop, and the other 
three, as I take them from the Originals. i: 

The Queftion brought before theVifitors was, Utrum, qui adillud 
fodalitium eletius & admiffus, teneatur ad aliquam Sacri ordinis 
vel Profeffionis rationem, in ftatutis illius Collegii prafcriptam, fer- 
vandum, five, &c. “ Or whether fuch a Fellow might lawfully, be- 
“ing elected and admitted as beforefaid, enjoy the Rights and E-

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“ facred Orders,'and ftudy any Profeffion. Which Queftion they thus 4 N N.O 
“ refolved; and,declared, “That it was lawful for the Mafter and 1582.

“ the Fellowfhip, he ought not to be compelled by the Statutes of the

_ The final Decree made by the Archbifhop, and the other three, 
‘in the Month of Oéober, 1584. appeared by an Inftrument figned 
by their Hands, declaring their Judgment in this Controverfy.. viz. 

Firft, That whofoever enjoyed King Edwards Fellowfhip was bound, 
according -to the true Force of the Foundation of the faine College, 
to all the Statutes, Laws, Ordinances, and Conftitutions and Cuftoms 
thereof, and to the Obfervance of them, as well as any other Fellow. 
The Contrary, to which they faid feemed hard to them, as well be- 
caufe it tended to declare the Foundation of the faid Fellowfhip, rather 
than any Part of the Statutes. As alfo, becaufe it was contrary to 
the Words of the Statute. Wherein that Caution 1s had, that with- 
in the Year of Admiffion every Fellow be Ordained Prieft. And that 
never at one and the fame Time, there be two chofen to be Fel- 
lows of ‘the fame County. In which refped they think, that they 
{the Vifitors] had. exceeded the Bounds of that Authority that 
was committed to them. ) 
-* Secondly, Although Tha. Osborn, a Northamptonfbire Man, from.” 
which Shire another of the Fellows came, againft the genuine Senfe — 
of the Statutes; and the faid Osdorn firft ele@ed, and by the Royal 
Difpenfation he was difpenfed with for three Years from his Ad- 
entien Fellow not to take Prieft’s Orders; and thereby brake and 
violated the Meaning of the Statute: Yet becaufe it was not equal 
‘that: he fhould be punifhed for the Error of them who thought they 
lawfully eleG&ed him; and that it fhould be thought as a Fraud upon 
him, in that he followed the Sentence of them, on whom the Interpre- 
tation of the Statute was incumbent: And fo took their Sentence, In- 
terpretation and Matter judged by them as true: And becaufe there. 
was no Reafon why the adverfe Party fhould go fo haftily to a new 
Election,’ before the former Interpretation had been rightly revoked 
and declared null, or unjuft: Nor equal that this fhould be to his 
Prejudice: Therefore they decreed that the faid Osborn fhould be 
admitted into his Fellowfhip. Yet fo, that he fhould within two 
Months at leaft be ordained Prieft ; otherwife his Place to be actually 
void in the faid College, And Yobn Powel, who was chofen: into 
Osborns Place, was to come Fellow into the next Vacation of a Fel- 
lowfhip; that feeming agreeable to Equity and Juftice. And that 
in the mean Time the faid Powel to be maintained in Fellows Com- 
mons, by the Mafter and Fellows, at their common Charge, and 
Expence. This was figned by the Archbifhop of Canterbury, and 
the three others: And withal is added the Lord Burghley, their

As the laft Year Mulcafter, a learned and 
a accurate Schoolmafter in thefe Times, had fet forth a Book called 
Pofitions , therein beginning to lay down a more exact Method of 
educating and bringing up of Youth: So he went on with his Method 
in publifhing this Year his Elementary, the firft Part. Which treat- 
ed of the right writing of our Englifo Tongue. And as the Former 
was dedicated to the Queen with high Elogiums of her Learning, fo 
this he dedicated to her great Counfillor, the Earl of Leicefter, with 
high Strains of Praife given him, as a great Patron of Learning, and 
of both the Univerfities: ‘* Praying God to preferve his Honour, as 
** a Counfillor of moft Truft to a Pans of moft Wifdom, to beau- 
“* tify Nobility, to avaunce Knowledge, and to aflift his Country 
** both in true Religion and, Politick Rule.” In this his Elementary 
Inftitution, his Purpofe was “‘ to handle all thofe Things which young 
“* Children were to learn of right, and might learn of Eafe, if their Pa- ° 
“* rents would be careful a little more than ordinary. Thefe were five 
“* in Number, all infinite in Ufe, Principles in Place, viz, Reading, 
“ Writing, Drawing, Singing and Playing. And that in the right 
“ Courfe of beft Education to Learning and Knowledge, all ro

titled, Certain Queftions and Anfwers touching the Dottrine of Pre- 
deftination, and the Ufe of God’s Word and Sacraments. here- 
in the Doétrine of Abfolute Election and Reprobation is aflerted. And 
this Catechifm joined to the Bible without any publick Licence and 
Authority (as it feems) remained in After-Editions of the Holy 
Scripture for divers Years.

| | HE State of the Kingdom, and the Queens own Life and 
Dangerous Con- Safety, were now in imminent Hazzard, by means of fecret 


Meee aed Confpiracies entred into, and carried on at Home, by 
a i many of her Popifhly affected Subjects, and by the King of 


Spain, and his Engls/b Penfioners abroad : The detaining the Queen 
The Spanit Of Scots, being the great Pretence: Mendoza, the Spani/b Ambaflador 
Ambefedr here, zealoufly carried on the Defign, deeply concerned herein. So 
that upon fome Difcovery hereof, he was called before the Queens 
Council, to be examined of his Doings; and fuch Matters evidently 
‘shapes againft him, that the Queen charged him to be gone out of 
er Dominions. And fo to Paris he privately conveyed himfelf. 
And then, with many Engli/h Fugitivesthere, went on more fecurely 
with his Bufinefs. But this being fuch an unufual way of treating 
a Princes Ambaffador, without ftaying for his Princes recalling him 
home, the Queen thought fit, to have a Declaration drawn up at 
large, vindicating herfelf to the King of Spain, and all other Princes, 
in fending away that Ambaffador in that Manner.

| Two of this that two of them were taken at Mafs. Which as foonafter the Bifhop 
taken at Mof. UNerftood, forthwith he made another Application to the faid Lord 

Treafurer; to prevent an Enemies Information, and fo to take an 
Advantage againft him on that Account; which they would be apt 
enough to do.

“ in her Majefties Name continually : That the godly Order of virtu- 
ous Difcipline in the Schools might fafhion the Jri/b Race towards 
good and perfect Subjection; in fuch Sort, that by the open Light 
thereof, in Time they might forget what their Auncefters old Dif 
pofitions had been to the Contrary. And that as the Inftitution 
of the Free Schools was for the entering of young Children in 
good Principles and Rules in the Englifb Tongue; fo for their 
more perfect Learning and Knowledge and Judgment, it would be 
a profitable Foundation, to ordain an Univerfity in fome Place 
of the Realm, where her Highnefs fhould think moft expedient. | 
By the Appointment whereof moft Men would be allured to fet 
their Children to School, confidering the Perfection of Learning 
within the Realm fo ordained: Caufing alfo Men of Years to be- 
© come ftudious, of whofe Profit the common People fhould parti- 
“ cipate. And by them being Favourers and Furtherers of the 
Truth, would be defaced, the wicked Wants of old Orders, law- 
lefs Lives, falvage Ways and Enormities: The very natural Men 
of the Country through their Wifdoms (thus won. in fuch an 
Univerfity:) reproving the vitious Affections thereof, and provoking 
by their Examples and fkilful Perfuafions, the contrary. And fo 
would prove a good Help to fubdue Sin. And the rather prevail- 
able, becaufe of the inward Repugnance, that by this Means fhall 
be wrought between the well taught and virtuoully difpofed, and 
the wilfully ignorant, frowardly given, of one Religion; yea per- ° 
adventure of one Kindred or Family. So that thus Contention and 
Difcord might bring Commodity, and do good. Where now the 
raw Realm leaneth one Way for the moft Part, without Inftruction, 
true Teaching or Diffuafion from wilful Demeanour; rather than 
to thofe that with Humility be willing to learn. The Credit of 
their own Countrymen fhall profit much for the Eftablifhment of 
their Faith, Fear and Obedience, toward God and their Prince, 
with Love to their Neighbours as Chriften Men be bound to do. .

1583. eminent Hand many Years before this Advice of the Bifhop of Meath,

| an Univerfity and Schools among them. 
TobieMatthew. This Year Tobie Matthew, Dean of Chrif? Church, Oxon, and who 
made Dean # 144 other Preferments, a worthy Man and an eloquent Preacher, was 
preferred to the Deanry of Durbam, chiefly by the Intereft of the 
Lord Treafurer Burghley, his great Patron. To which Place he was 
nominated a Year before, by the Recommendation of the faid Lord 
to the Queen. But it had a pretty long Delay before it was finifhed. 
As appears by his Letter to that Lord, dated in May, 1582. Thus 
bef{peaking him to forward his Bufinefs with the Queen: “ That by 
“ his good Word, which it pleafed his Lordfhip to afford him unto

T HE Queen fet forth a Commiffion Ecclefiaftical this Year, 


according to an A& of Parliament in the firft Year of her 
Reign: finding it in thefe Times fo very neceilary to pre- 
ferve Obedience to the Laws framed for the Reformation 
of Religion, and keeping the Queen’s Subjects in true Obedience, 
and Conformity to what was eftablifed upon very wife and mature 
Deliberation; for the Security and Quiet of Religion, and due and 
firm Loyalty and Fidelity to the Prince. And that we may fee the 
Nature and Power of fuch a Commiflion I fhall here fet it down, 
as it was confirmed by the Queens Letters Patent, Dated Decemb. 9, 
26. Regin. Authorizing the Archbifhop of Canterbury, the Bifbop of 
London, and divers others, or any three or more of them, to enquire, 
among other Things, of the Statute of the firft of her Reign, con- 
cerning the Book of Common Prayer; with this Claufe alfo contain- 
ed in the fame Letters Patents; “And we give and grant to them 
‘© full Power and Authority, to reform, redrefs, order, correct and 
‘© amend in all Places of this Realm, all Errors, Herefics, Schifins, 
“© Abufes, Contempts, and Enormities, Spiritual or Ecclefiaftical, 
“© whatfoever, which by Spiritual or Ecclefiaftical Power and Au- 
“ thority or Jurifdiction, can or may lawfully be reformed, order- 
“ ed, redreficd, corrected, reftrained, or amended by the Cenfures 
“¢ Ecclefiaftical, Deprivation or otherwife, @c. 
“ And upon Proof whereof had, and the Offences aforefaid, or any 
‘ of them fufhciently proved again{t any Perfon or Perfons, by Con- 
‘ feflion, lawful Witnefs, or by any due Manner, @c, That then 
“ You, or three of you, fhall have full Power and Authority to order 
“ and award fuch Punifhment to every fuch Offender by Fine, Impri- 
‘* fonment

“* and fhould fuffer fix Months Imprifonment. For the fecond Of- 

“‘ fence to be committed, after fuch Conviction, he fhould be de-

«* Offence, to be committed after two Convictions, as is aforefaid, he 

“* fhould be deprived of all his Ecclefiaftical Living, and being im-

This I take from a Book, printed in the black Letter, in two whet the 
Columns, Latin and Englifh, intitled De Fure Regis Ecclefiaftico. Ret ical te 
Wherein is fhewn briefly, what this Ecclefiaftical Jurifdiction and 
Power granted to the Queen was by the forefaid Statute, viz. By 
which it was enacted, “ That fuch Jurifdiction Ecclefiaftical, as by 
“ any Spiritual or Ecclefiaftical Power hath heretofore been, or may 
“ lawfully be exercifed for the Vifitation of the Ecclefiaftical State, 
and Perfons, and for Reformation and Correction of the fame, and 
“ of all Manner of Errors, Herefies, Schifms, Abufes, Offences, @c. 

‘¢ within this Realm, fhould for ever be united and annexed to the 

“© Jmperial Crown of this Realm, And that her Highnefs, her Heirs,

“ can or may lawfully be reformed, ordered, redreffed, corrected, 

“ oc, to the Pleafure of Almighty God, the Increafe of Virtue, 

“‘ and the Confervation of Peace and Unity of this Realm. This I 

fet down thus at large, to fhew that {pecial Power by which the Queen 

acted in thofe Ecclefiaftical Commiiions fhe fo often fent forth. See 

more of this Commiflion, and the Archbifhops acting in it, in his Life. 

By the abovementioned Commiffion, Robert Cawdry was deprived peeibed Aied 
of his Benefice of Luffenbam, before thofe High Commiflioners there ‘Commifioners; 
named; as well for that he had preached againft the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer; as alfo for that he had refufed to celebrate Divine Ser- 
vice according to the faid Book: And fhewed particularly wherein. 

Which Sentence of Deprivation was given by the Bifhop of London, 
cum Affenfu A. B.C.D. Collegarum. This Cafe of Cawdries was 
| folem nly» 
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folemnly, and oftentimes debated at Bar, by the Counfil of either 
Part, and at the Bench of the Judges. See this Controverfy more at 
large, taken from authentick Papers, in the Life of Bifhop Aylmer. 
This Commitlion proceeding from the Queens Care of Religion, 
leadeth us to take fome View of fuch as were difaffecicd either to 
our Churches Liturgy or Government. A large Addrefs was made 
about this Time to the Lord Treafurer Burghley, in Behalf of thefe, 
by one Withers, Rector of Danéury in Effex. The Caufe thereof was, 
his great Concern for the Differences that were among the Queens 
Subjects about Matters of Religion; the Lofs of Peace and Love, and 
the Sufferings of fuch as complied not in all the Articles required. 
Upon thefe Reafons he was a fome Perfons perfuaded (efpe- 
cially when Subfcription to the Common Prayer was required) to 
make the faid Addrefs: And was the more iaclined fo to do, having 
Knowledge of this Lords great Concern and Care for Religion, and 
the Experience he himfelf had of his Kindnefs towards him. 
Withers was a Man of Account, and had been abroad among the 
learned Reformers in Helvetia, and was himfelf conformable to the 
Orders of the Church. And therefore I the rather give fome brief 
Account of his faid Letter. Therein he fhewed, ‘“‘ How he had 
“< long wifhed with all his Heart, that in thefe outward Things 
‘© Contentions were laid apart ; and that Men would conform them- 
“ felves to her Majefties Laws and Pleafure. But that herein 
“ there had been Faults on both Sides. For that as in the one there 
“* had been an over earneft ftanding in Trifles; fo on the other too 
“ fevere and fharp Punifhment of the fame. That he thoucht reve- 
“ rently of the Book (of Common Prayer] and the Authors there- 
“© of; and yet notwithftanding he thought with Augnftin, that it 
‘““ was a Reverence due only and alone to the Canonical Books 
** of Scripture to think, that the Authors of them, in their writing 
“© of them, erred in nothing; and to none other Books of Men, of 
*¢ what Learning or Holinefs foever. 
_ © But two Sorts of Things there were particularly that might 
“« hinder many from fubfcribing to the Common Prayer Book, and 
“© which he wifhed might be amended: viz Firft, Such as could 
“* not be defended: And Secondly, Such as with a favourable Inter- 
‘* pretation might ftand, yet gave the Adverfary fhrewd Advantage. 
“* ‘The which Things with fome others, (as Private Baptifm by 
“* any prefent, and Communicating the Sick with the Minifter only) 
in the Beginning of her Majefties Reign, when fume of the Bi- 
fhops were charged with by the Learned of foreign Churches; they 
“inthis wife excufed themfelves; as I myfelt (added Withers ) 
“* faw in their Letters of Anfwer ; which by Mr. Ballinger and Gual- 
ter were fhewed me at Zurick, in the Year 1567. Namely, that 
they, nor none of them were of the Parliament Houfe at patling 
“ of the Book, and that they had thercfore no Voice in making of 
“the Law. but that after it was paft, they being chofen to be 
Bifhops, muft either content themfelves to take thcir Place, as 
Things were, or elfe leave them to Papifts, or to them which 
“© were not much better, that is, to Lutherans. But that in the 
“© mean Time they both profeffed not to urge their Brethren to thofe 
“¢ Things, and alfo when Opportunity fhould ferve, to feek Refor-

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* mation of them. Divers other Scruples and Obje@ions are in A N NO 
that Letter enumerated againft the Common Prayer. But I chufe 1583. 

See the Ap- —VW~ 
pendix. This Withers was formerly a Minifter in St. Edmunds .Num. 
Bury, and one that refufed wearing the Habits, but upon Sufpenfion, XXXII. 
complied, in a Letter writ by him to Archbifhop Parker, in the Life of srchbi- 
Year 1565. , BT Chet 
_ Divers of thefe fcrupulous Minifters that had Livings in the 
Country of Szffolk, were profecuted for divers Neglects or Variations 
in the Performance of the Publick Service: As not wearing the Puritan Mini. 
Surplice in their Miniftration, omitting the Sign of the Crofs in Bap- ht Hea 
tifm, and the Ring in Marriage; altering fome Words in the folem- 
nization of Matrimony: and the Non-obferving of Ceremonies. For 
thefe Things they were informed againft, and fome of them indicted 
and arreined. Upon this, fome of the Gentlemen and Juftices of 44rd for 
the Peace in thofe Parts made a Supplication and Complaint to the Gerlemen re 
Queens Privy Council. Aggravating the Matter, and praying a Re- ren 
drefs of certain ignominious Injuries offered to them, and to certain 
godly Minifters, by divers and —7 in the fame County, not 
favouring the true Reformation of Keligion, as they informed. 
And thus they declared their Grievance :

«© leaving the Holy Days unbidden; fome for finging the Pfalm, 
“ Nunc Dimittis, in the Morning; fome for turning the Queftions 
«in Baptifm concerning Faith from the Infants to the Godfathers. 
“© Which is but You for Thou: Some for leaving out the Crofs in 
«« Baptifm: Some for leaving out the Ring in Marriage. Whereupon 
“ the Law, neither the Law-maker, in our Judgments had ever 
“ Regard, but meant indeed to bridle the Enemy. Yet now, (a

“© We grant Order to be the Rule of the Spirit of God. - We de-

“ A fhrewd Device; and herewith fomewhat dangerous. For we

“© do condemn and contemn the grofs Errors and Trumpery of 
“© Rome. But the Subtilties of Rome are not fo foon efpied. Fefuits 
“ and Seminaries are not odious Names with Papifts. And if in 
Jefuits. « Time fuch might be lodged here by the Popes Harbingers, = 
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“ falfely applied, God fave his Church, our Queen and Realm. 

“ We very humbly defire, Right Honourable, not to become of- 
fenfive unto you, either in Length, or in fo plain Delivery of 
this Matter. For were the Caufe but ours only, we fhould bear 
and forbear; but when it ftretcheth even to the perilling of 
Church or Common-wealth, or both, (for they cannot, but as 
Twins live and die together) and unlefs we would forget all Duty 
“© to God and Man, and fuffer an Invafion of all Order, we cannot 
but unfold before your Honourable Judgments, the Particulars of 
“ that fo great Difcomfort. If your good Lordfhips fhall pleafe to 
© call us to the Trial and Proof of thefe Matters, it is the Thing we 
“ moft defire. If otherwife you fhall think good to difpofe another 
Courfe, as we are moft bound, fo moft ready, to fubmit all to 
“ your graver Wifdom. | 

“© Our God for his Chrifts Sake blefs all your Studies and La- 
bours, employed for the Prefervation of her Majefties godly and 
‘© peaceable Government of this Land, and the free Paffage of the 
“© Gofpel, the Root of all the Reft. That not we alone, but the 
Age to come, may fpeak of your Praifes in all the Streets and 
Corners of our City. So moft humbly recommending ourfelves 
and our beft Service to your continual Commandments, do take 
our Leave. | 

This earneft Addrefs feems to have had fome Succefs with the 
Lords; efpecially as to tlie rigorous Dealing with fome of the Mini- 
fters, for fome Omiffions or Variations in the Ufe of the Book; 
chiefly by Information of Inquefts of fome not well affected to Re- 
ligion: As appeareth by fome Inftructions to the Judges in the Af- 
fizes of this Circuit about them. For there was, adjoining to the 
former Supplication, another Paper directed to the Judges, thus en-

“ learn thereby, at the Affizes, better to reverence the Gofpel, and

“ felves thus much at your Hands, we bid you heartily Farewel, 

As in Suffolk, fo chiefly about Bury §. Edmunds were no {mall 
Numbers of fuch as were affected with grofs Errors and Herefies ; 
and that brake off all Communion with the Church. Some of the 
chief of thefe were Robert Browne, (of whom fomewhat before) and 
Harrifon, Teachers. Who writ and difperfed Books of very ill Prin- 
ciples. And Copping and Fawker, great Difperfers of them. And 
one Ite. Gibfon, in a Church of the faid Town, had caufed to be 
written an infamous Infcription about the Queens Arms, ftiling her 
Fexebel, as was {hewn before. 

Thefe Perfons laft named, at an Affizes held at Bury this Year, 
were called into Queftion, and feverely punifhed ; Sir Chriffopber 
Wray going that Circuit, They were charged for denying the 
Queens Supremacy. The Trial of thefe, and their Judgment wag 
declared in an Account given thereof by the fame Judge to the Lord 
Treafurer: “ That Elias Fawker (fo writ in the Judges Letter) 
“ Foln Coppinge, and Tho. Gibfon, were convicted for difperfing 
“* Brownes Books, and Harrifons Books. The firft two executed in 
“ the Time of the Affizes. The former on Thurfday, the other on 
“* Friday. The Book acknowledged her Majefty Civilly. But fo 
“* was thew Terms and no further. And though Dr. Stil [the 
“¢ Archbifhops Chaplain} and others, travailed aa conferred with 
“© them, yet they were at that very Time of their Death unmove- 
** ably of the fame Mind. 

Thefe Brownifts (for fo was the Sect called) and the Caufe of ° 
therr Punifhment, are thus given us in one of our Hiftorians: ‘* Elias 
“ Thacker was hanged at S. Edm. Bury in Suffolk, Fune the 4th. 
“© And Fobn Copping on the 6th of the fame: For f{preading certain 
“ Books feditioufly penned by Ro. Browne, againft the Book of 
** Common Prayer, eftablifhed by the Laws of this Realm.” Their 
Books, as many as could be found, were burnt beforethem. But 
here he that reads this muft be cautious, how he underftandeth the 
Caufe of their Execution extending to Death. For it appears by the 
Judges Letter, that it was for their denial of the Queens Supremacy

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in all Caufes. Which they allowed only in Civil. And this.chiefly 4 N NO 
the Judges thought fit to take hold of in the Book. a 1583.

“ But that becaufe after their Conviction this Time Twelve Month, | 
he fuffered them ever fithence, for the moft Part -to be at large, 
we [viz. the Judges] have taken Bonds of them, either to pay the 
‘ Money at the End of three Months, or elfe to render their Bodies

Intitled, 4 Defence of the Englifo Catholicks: And was in An{wer 
to a Book called, The Execution of Fuftice in England; againft thofe 
Seminaries, Campion and other Popifh Traitors — executed.

Refalation of HE Eyes of the Queen and her Friends were now open, 
gainft Papift. and faw well the treacherous Defigns of the Engh/b Pa- 
pifts, to overthrow her and her Government, and to place 
the Scots Queen in the Englifh Throne: Afliftance being 
alfo expected from Spain and other Popifh Princes: And how bufy 
the Seminaries were every where, drawing away the Queens Sub- 
jects to Popery.

But to fatisfy their Chancellor 
in that Point, they affured him, ‘ That Thomas their Printer was

But to return to Cartwright, who was now fetting himfelf to con- 
fider that Rbemifh Tranflation of the New Teftament: The great 
End of which Work was to make the Errors of their Church plaufi- 


ble, and to confute the Doétrine and Practices of this reformed 


Church: It was fhewed before that thefe Rbemi/ts tranilated from 
the Latin, and not the Greek Original: Upon Pretence that that 
had been in many Places altered, by reafon of thofe many Herefies 
and Heretics that were antiently in thofe Parts of Greece, where it 
was ufed. . And with their Tranflation they placed large Annotations 
to the Text all along for their Purpofe. So that both the Tranfla- 
tion and the Annotations was Cartwrights Task to examine. 

But how he was moved to undertake this Work by Sccretary 
Walfingham, and divers other learned Men in the Univerfity, and 
likewife in Suffolk and London, chiefly of the Di/ciplinarian Sort, 
may be read more at large in the Life of Archbilhop Whitgift. 
And why, after three or four Years Pains in the compofing, it was 
thought convenient to hinder the publifhing thereof: As containing 
many things in it, refleding upon the Practice and Ufages of the 
Church eftablifhed.

And fo they do 

dangeroufly depart from the Ordinance of the Lord Fefus Chrift, 

and do draw very nigh to the Abufe of Antichrif?,; who is content 

to feed his own Church with fuch a dumb and unprofitable Mini- 

ftry as ferveth in reading or finging, and that in a ftrange Tongue 

moft unprofitably. 

‘© The Perfons among us, which are unable to teach, do both fatis- 

fy themfelves and fome fuch Officers as have Rule over them, with 

a fimple reading of that which is prefcribed to them; though a 

Number of them doread in no better Sort, than fome young Scho- 

lars could do, which were newly taken out of fome Englifb School, 

Truly, this their reading is fo rude in fome Places among us, that 

they feem themfelves fcarce to underftand that which they do read. 
We know and confefs that publick and folemn Reading of Gods 

Law is commanded. The beft Practice of which is fet forth in the 

Book of Nebemiah. Where it is faid, The Levites did read in the 

Book of the Law of God diftinély, and gave the Senfe, and caufed 

them to underftand the Reading. If we heard this kind of Reading 

at the Mouths of our Minifters, we neither would, nor could com- 

plain of their unprofitable Reading, as now we do. 

“ We might encreafe this our Complaint with fhewing this Grief 
alfo; that whereas by Gods Grace there are in fome Places good 

Teachers among us (which are in Number, and in Comparifon of 
them which do occupy the teaching Place, and Be are no Teachers 
atall, but very few) thefe few do receive great Difcouragement and 

Difcredit : Yea, and fome of them are difplaced, not becaufe they do 
not teach us painfully and truly, but for an old continued Quarrel 
of Conformity in {uch Ceremonies as Men have devifed ; which have 


‘¢ not in them any Power to edify us) We do moft humbly befeech 


your Highnefs and Honours, to call to your good Remembrance, 
that they which do well fhould receive Praife and Comfort of the 
Powers, which do bear the Sword of God. And we do humbly 
befeech you likewife to underftand, that this hard handling of our 
good Paitors doth caft us into hard Diftrefles. And alfo that it 
may pleafe you to receive Information of our own poor Eftate herein; . 
of us, who do feel the Sore and Smart hereof. For when our Bi- 
fhops do deprive our Preaching Paftors of their Livings, and do ftop 
their Mouths; fo that they cannot teach us the Will of the Lord 
God Almighty, they take upon them to do that for which they thall 
give an Account to the Lord God; whofe Minifters they do for- 
bid to ferve his Divine Majefty. And while they think hereby to 
punifh our good Paftors, they do indeed ftick us with a Dart of 
Death. For they take from us the Bread of Life, and Icave us deftt- 
tute of Inftruction and Comfort in God. And we do humbly be- 
feech the Lord God to judge this Caufe at his good Pleafure. 
* Verily we have great Need of fuch Paftors, as will, can, and do 
painfully and truly teach us the Way of the Lord. We have no 
Need atall of fuch idle Ceremonies, as do not edify us in true God- 
linefs. And it is very requifite that the godly Rulers take Heed,

And in this 
weichty Bufthefs he had the Encouragement and cordial Friendfhip of 
Sir Chri /tapber Hatton, Vicechamberlain to the Queen, and one of her 
Privy. Council, “Who had fent.to the Archbifhop.a Paper of Notes 
containing, as it feems, the Sum of thofe Petitions for Reformation 
that were'to be brought into the Parliament-Houfe, now ere long to 
fit:: That fo the Archbifhop might the better underftand the Import 
of them, and get Replyes ready upon Occafion. The Archbifhop 
made Ufe of Mr. Bancroft, his faithful Chaplain, as his Meffenger to 
Six Chrifepber. Krom whom he repaired back with his Advice and 
Comfort. Which was feafonable to the Archbifhop in this trou- 
blefome Interval. And that the faid Knight might be certified here- 
of, he forthwith gave fome Inftrudtions to the faid Bancroft to fignify 
as much to him, which he accordingly did by his Letter. viz.

But though he failed of it (for 
Fletcher indeed had it) the next Year fhe preferred him to the Bi- 
fhoprick. This Bifhop was oe from a Citizen of London, béing 
the eldeft Son of fobs Howland of London, Gentleman, and Anne, 
the Daughter of Greenway of Clay in Norfolk. This Richard 
was baptized the 26th of Septemb. Anno Dom. 1540. He had a 
younger Brother named Giles: Who was called Giles Howland of 
Stretbam, in the County of Surrey, Knight. This Giles married 
Anna, Daughter of Fobn Hare, of London, Knight. His fecond 
Wife was Elizabeth, Daughter of fobn Rivers, Knight. By whom 
he had Fobn Howland, of Stretbam, Knight, Juftice of Peace in 
the fame County, Anno 1623. whofe Pofterity continued. Meeting 
in the Heralds Books with the Family of fo memorable a Perfon as

2. Edmund Nevyl (his {worn Fellow Confpirator) his Declaration, 
fubfcribed by his own Hand. 3. The voluntary Confeffion of Par- 
ry. 4. A Letter of bis to her Majetly after his Condemnation. 
5. Another to the Lord Treafurer, and the Earl of Leicefter. 6. A 
Letter of Will. Creichton, a Fefuit, to Sir Francis Walfingham, cone 
cerning Parries Application to him, with this Cafe of Confcience, 
Whether it were wey to kill the Queen. 7. Cardinal Como’s Let- 
ter to Parry: certifying him of the Popes Pardon and Indulgence, 
and Encouragement to do the Fad. 8, The Manner of his Arraign- 
ment. But leaving the Reader to the Hiftorian for thefe, I hall re- 
late divers other remarkable Paffages out of this Mans Letters, or 
otherwife. :

He with his faid 
Fellow were afterwards taken, and Prifoners in Oxford; where the 
faid Dr. :Abbat was with them, ‘to vifitand inftru@ them. When he 
obferved, that it much grieved his Fellow Richard/fon, then being 
in Company, that Parry had flain the Man; and his Confcience, as 
he reported ta Abbot and others, could in no Sort be appeafed about 
the Fright and Remorfe thereof, But Perry bade him not to dif- 
may ‘nimfelf; but prepare as foon as he could to fly after him into 
Ereland. For thither the principal Murtherer was haftening. And 
from thence they would travail to Rome; where he had been with 
his Uncle, Dr. Parry, before; and knowing the Fafhion of the 
Place. And there he undertook to get a Pardon of his Holinefs ; 
and all fhould be as well, as if it had never been. This Parry told 

Abbot, that he had been a Page to a Cardinal in Rome, an Attendant 
on the Duke of Guize, who’ was flain by the Commandment of 

Henry Ill. of France, and of Guard to the Duke of Parma. And 
therefore, as Abbot concluded, he might well be fuppofed to have 
known Popifh Fafhions. And for certain he lived a Romanift and 
fo profeffed himfelf at the Time of his Execution.

“ their own, [of Wincheffer] and their examining {undry large and 
* laborious Commiflions, which they had taken out before Dr. Bil- 
“© fons Time, to teftify the keeping, and juftify the delivering of 
“ thefe fufpeded Deeds, and Ligters: To the detecting and impugn- 
ing of which no Perfon was (he faith) or would be ufed (he {pake it 
for the Pains, and not for the Skill)-but himfelf. The Caufe was fo 
huge, the comparing of the Cireumftances, and Contrarieties both of 
Deeds and Witneffes fo tedious, the Proof fo perplexed and intri-

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Daniel Rogers (who had been employed in the Netherlands by A N NO 
the Queen, and earneft in her Caufes) was treacheroufly feized by 1584. 
the Spaniard for fome Pretence of a Debt, and caft into the Prifon ““v~ 
about four Years ago: And detained till this Year, when he got his ay ei ih 
Liberty, after much Danger of his Life: He was fent to the Prince sem i the Ne- 
of Orange, in the Year 1575, as our Hiftorian tells us, when the 
Queen had declined to aflift him and the Netherlands againft the cama. Bliz. 
Violences of Spain, and thereupon was confulting to apply to the 
French King. His Bufinefs with that Prince now was to difluade 
him from that Purpofe. This Rogers had long lived, and been a 
Travailer in thofe Parts, and an Intelligencer of the Lord Treafurer: 
between whom paffed many Letters. 

He was now at Buckbolt, a Town of the Bifhop of Munfters Ju- His Lette te 
rifdition. From whence in November he fignified to the faid fase oaseeaieg 
Lord his Deliverance, with Particulars of his Cafe and Circum- *## Treble. 
ftances, and his Proteftations of his true Concerns for the Queen and: 
her Intereft, And withal requireth that he may be fupplied with 
a Sum of Money for his compleat Liberty of coming away from 
thence. And confidering the Qualities and Condition of this Gen- 
tleman, for a Remembrance of him, I will relate the Contents of 
this Letter. He mentioned, ‘‘ How his Lordthip had bore it in his 
‘* Mind, that he had travailed to deferve well of her Majefty and the 
“* Commonwealth. That he never travailed to pleafure the Multitude: 

_ © But judged it would ftand him in ftead, if his Studies and Services 

“* might be approved by his Lordfhip. ‘That there were that had 
“* not travailed fo long, neither in the like Dangers, as he had done;

“ (as he trufted, his Lordfhip was already well perfuaded) affured of 
“him. That he fhould be over tedious, if he here difcourfed to 
“ his Lordfhip, after what Sort he was taken: By what detained fo 
“ long Time. That it might fuffice for this prefent to advertife his 
‘“* Lordfhip, that as he was, for his own Refped, right glad that he 
“© was at Liberty, delivered out of fuch ftrange Captivity ; ‘fo becaufe 
“ it might have happened, if he had died in Prifon, that her Majefty 
‘© might have been interefted according as Spanifb Humours were in- - 
“ clined. He thanked God, he was at Liberty, not only to convince

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having granted the fame. This Requeft he made in a well-penned 4 N NO 
Epiftle, fome Part in Latin, and {ome in Greek, to the faia Lord, 1584. 
his old and known Patron, efpecially his Circumftances being now ““vw~ 
but narrow: Beginning Ornatiffime, Illuftriffime, y:rvatlale in Chrifto 
Patrone. Therein fhewing, that the Bifhop of Sarum, and the 
whole Society of the Church had fubfcribed, and that nothing was 
now wanting, but the Ji2@ of her Gracious Mayjefty : Which he 
left to that Lords Piety to obtain for him. He wrote, that he well 
knew how unfeafonable it was for him to interpofe in that Lords 
very weighty Bufinefs. But could he not in fuch a Neceflity, or 
whom could he fue to, but him? But the whole Letter of fo me- 
morable a Man, and that fo elegantly compos’d, I have laid in the 
Appendix. 
But it feems this Matter was not fo thorowly fixed by fome De- 
fe& in the Leafe, or whatever was the Caufe, Piers the Bifhop in 
the Year 1586. intended to beftow this Prebend upon his Chaplain, 
had not Archbifhop Whitgift, wrote to that Bifhop in Behalf of 
Samuel, Fobn Foxes Son: Upon whofe Letter it was readily ob- archbifbop 
tained for him: As was thewn in that Archbilhops Life. ae ee. 
I meet with one Richard Hurleflon, an active Gentleman of Che- Hurletton of 
foire, and of long Employment and Truft, and an aétive Juftice of Scrvicen’ a 
Peace in that County: And. for his Merits and Feodar/bip in that 
County, a Place ae the Treafurer there, granted him. This 
Gentleman was now cited into the Star Chamber, as one that had not 
been faithful in that Ofhce. Into which Trouble he feemed to have 
been brought out of fome Spight to him, for his Zeal for Religion 
and the Queens Government. I have his Letter this Year to the

‘Lord Treafurer in Vindication of himfelf, written from Piéfon in 


Chefbire. Which I the rather enter here; as giving fome Light into 


the Hiftory of Religion in the Times paft of King Edward and. 


Queen Mary, and fo onward in the next through many paft Years of 
his Life, and his Quality and Condition, : | 
‘© That he was Servant firlt to Sir Thomas Seimour, (he who af- 
terwards was Lord Adiniral of England) ferving him jn the Place 
of a Gentleman during his Life; and accounted one of the beft 
“ Sort of his Gentlemen. After whofe Death he became Servant to 
the Earl of Pembroke, then Sir Widiam Herbert and Malter of the 
Horfe: With whom during King Edwards Time, he gave often 
Attendance, and was often ufed in Matters of Importance; and 
«« affociated with the beft Sort of his Servants. In which Time he 
“ ferved: the King as Marfhal in his Country, in the Time of 
the Lieutenantfhips. And was without his Defire or thinking of 
it, made a Juftice of Peace in his Country. In which Place he 
“continued. And then Bifhop Scot [Bithop of Cheffer] calling him 
into Queftion for Religion, he was difplaced. And in that Time 
“ he was called by his Mafter [Earl of Pembroke] out of the Coun- 
try: Where he remained abfent from the Court from the Death of 
King Edward tillhe went to S, Quintins. [where Anno 1557. a Bat- 
tle was fought with the French, the Earl of Pembroke being General. ] 
And from thence was fent with the Charge and Government of 
“ the Lord Herbert [Son and Heir of the faid Earl] to Doway, 
VoL.

Where they remained, till the Lord, his Father, came thither. 
And fo they went home. And then he (Hurleffone] went into 
his own Country, where he remained till the Death cf Queen 
Mary. 

ge a whofe Death, (as he went on with the Relation of him, 
felf) he repaired to the Court, to rejoice with fuch of his Fami- 
liars, which had paft the dangerous Gulph of her Reign: Which 
had fwallowed very many of them. That he might truly affirm, 
and would prove, that during the Government of King Edward 
and Queen Mary, he never had Lewdnefs any way laid to his 
Charge, but by Bifhop Scot; who neverthelefs difmifled him with- 


-out any Manner of Reproach, and with Silence after he had 


charged him, that he and two other of his Friends had marred the 
Country in King Edwards Time: Meaning, for Religion. 

“ That at the Sane of Queen Elizabetbs bletled Reign per- 
ceiving that the Authority of Rome had been fet up, maintained 
and continued by Power and Force, he, being aprointed a Juftice 
of Peace without his feeking, as he protefted, endeavoured to 
bring Preachers, whereof the Store was then fmall, to repair 
Abrahams Wells, that were digged in King Edwards Time, and 


. {topped up in Queen Maries; to the fhortening of the faid Ro- 


mifb Power. And that by his Means, and his Travail, the Gen- 
tlemen of the Country were contented to contribute to their 
Maintenance 2000 Mark by Year. By reafon whereof there came 
into the Country Dr. Piers, Mr. Dun, Mr. Lane, and others. 
Who all were by his Means entertained. And thereby, and by 
their diligent Travail, the faid Power (Romi/b] in that Place de- 
clined. And afterwards for the better combining of the Minds of 
the Country in their Duty to God and her Majefty, I provoked, 
as much as in me was, to bring the Chamberlain(bip of Chefter in- 
to the Hands of the Earl of Leiceffer; being the Perfon moft 
bounden to her Majefty, as I then thought, and furtheft from de- 
clining from his Duty. 

“ And not long after followed the Rebellion, [in the North] 
the Thing whereby the Romifb Authority might be brought into 
England again, in which Time of Rebellion he drew a Manner of 
Proclamation. Which was by the Juftices of the Peace, being 
met together at the Northwich, fent to be publifhed in all the 
Churches in that Shire (viz. Chefbire] to the appalling of many 
ill-difpofed, and to the Comfort of all well-minded Perfons, And 
that the Copy of it was ready to be fhewed. : 

“ He related alfo, how he was fent by the Earl of Leice/ffer, 
about Matters concerning her Majefty. For which Matters he 
received that Earls Letters to come to the Court. That he alfo 
received his Lordfhips Letters; whereby he attended him at Bux- 
tons (Well.] And that he advertifed the Earl of Pembroke then 
of the Lancafbire Confpiracy. And afterward difcovered fome 
Part of Sir Thomas Stanley's Intention. And that in which he 
laboured upon his own Charge, and got Enemies, and had his 
Life fought. |

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All this concerning himfelf and his Merits: And then he comes 4 NW N O 

clofer to what he was then accufed for in the Star Chamber. “That {i 584. 
“ the Lord Burghley gave him the Office of the Feodarfhip by his 
*‘ good Favour. And in fuch good Manner, as he acknowledged 
‘‘ himfelf bounded unto him for the fame: An Office under the 
“ Treaturer, But he (the faid Treafurer] had charged him to de- 
“ ceive the Queen. And fo put him out of the fame, being trou- 
“ bled with him. For fo the Lord Burghley had written to Hur- 
leffon. But he thus in his own Behalf: “ That it was moft true, 
“ that the Exercife thereof was a yearly Charge unto him, and ne- 
“‘ ver any Way profitable. And that he was able to make appear, 
*¢ the Queen was better ferved in the fame, than ever fhe was before,

“ And for deceiving the Queen, he anfwered, That to his Know-

Therefore the faid Lord Burghley ifflued out 
his Letters to Stradling, to forewarn him from meddling with the

that by his Office he was concerned in them in Behalf of the Queen, 
though fhe were no longer a Ward. And withal he fent another to 

Karn a Knight in thofe Parts: Whom he ordered to take Poffetfion of

, HS Paper following was fent in to the Lord Treafurer 
by Mr. Fleetwood, Recorder of London, being a fbort Ac- 


count of their Seflions about Michaelmas. Which may ferve 

for a Specimen, what Wickednefs and Crimes were com- 
mitted, even in thofe Days; and that there were Criminals then of 
all Sorts, as well as afterwards, Clergy as well as Laity; and of 
both Sexes. <A Tranfcript of the Paper follows. 

“© At Bridewell on Saturday, (the Recorder fitting there] We 
“© had a Minifters Wife of Cardiganfbire: Who confeffed, that fhe 
“* was greatly fought unto by young Women, (Maid Servants fhe 
“ meant) when they were gotten with Child. She confefled, that 
“ fhe gave them Saven, &c. 

“ One Higham, an old Fellow, that is both an Excommunicate 
for putting away his Wife; and alfo for fuch other like Part: He 
“ hath-this Year gotten three of the Laundry Maids with Child in 
“ the Fleet, being there a Prifoner. He ftowteth out the Matter 
“¢ with us, and will not find the Children; but writteth lewd Let- 
*° ters unto us. 

“© Seffions of Goale, were of Livery the Monday after: 

“ Mr. Dockwrays Son of Chamber-boufe in Bark/bire was arraign- 
“ ed for ftealing of a Portmanton with 84/. inthe fame: Taken out 
“© of an Inn in London. But he was acquitted. 

‘“‘ There was one Heton, a Preacher, who contended to be Par- 
** fon of St, Andrews, Holtourn, (being maintained by fome of the 
** Parifh) did confront Mr. Vicechamberlain, [Sir Chriffopber Hat- 
‘* ton] therein: Was brought to us for Sodomy; a leud Vice; which 
“ he hath been often accufed of before this Time. We bailed him.

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A Defence of Englith Catholics that fuffer for their Faith, Made 4 N N O 
by Dr. Allen, called Cardinal Allen ,in Favour of thofe Papifts, Jefuits, 1584. 
and Seminary Priefts, that had been executed for Treafon. This 
Book was an{wered by Dr. Bilfon, as we fhall hear the next Year. 

There came forth alfo, A Declaration of the favourable Dealings of 
ber Majefties Commiffioners, &c. This Book was publifhed again 
flanderous Reports and Libels, to defame her Majefty and her Sub- 
jects: This Declaration is extant in Hollingfheds Chronicle. In this 
Tract it is faid, that Campion the Fejuit afirmed at the Bench where 
he was tried, faying, Zbis Place bath no Power to enquire or judge 
of the Holy Fathers Authority. Andother Anfwer he and other Se- 
minaries would not make. 

This was occaficned by a Popifh Book, fet forth the Year before, 
viZ. 1§83, Called, A Treatife of Schifin, And was printed by Will. 
Carter of the City of London: Being a feditious and traiterous Book 
in Englifb For which he was indited, and condemned of High 
Treafon, and executed at Tyburn, ‘fan. the 10, This Book was writ- 
ten by Gregory Martin, fome time of St. Fobns College, Oxon, and 
Contemporary with Campion, In that Book the Women at Court 
were exhorted to act the fame againft the Queen, as Fudith had done 
with Commendation, againft Holopbernes. 

Thefe aforefaid Commiflioners were appointed for the Examina- Comfievs for 
tion of certain Traitors; and of Tortures, unjuftly reported to raiser. 
have been done upon them for Matters of Religion. The Reports 
were, that Heatheni(b and unnatural Tyranny, and cruel Tortures 
were executed upon them that lately fuffered for their Treafon ; who 
were Campion, Alex. Briant, and fome more. 

Another Book came forth about this Time, which likewife is pre- “sate pe 
ferved in Stows Annals; intituled, Execution of Fuffice in the Juttice 
Land, for Maintenance of Publick and Chriftian Peace, againft cer- 
tain Stirrers of Sedition, and Adberents to the Traitors and Enc- 
mies of the Realm, without any Perfecution of them for Queftions of 
Religion, as is falfely reported and publifbed by their Fautors, and 
Fofterers of Treafon. Beginning, “ It hath been in all Ages and in 
“all Countries, @c. This whole Trac is. eahtond alfo in 
ee ge Chronicle. This Difcourfe is the more to be regarded, 
becaufe I efteem it to have been compofed by the Lord Treafurer 
Burghley. The Minutes whereof, being his own Hand, I have feen 
among his Papers. Wherein, among’ other Things, Remarks were: 
made of two of the Queens great Rebels: One was Charles Nevyl, _ 

Earl of Weftmerland, the Traitor, who after the Rebellion in the nevi, gsrl of 
North fled abroad. ‘* That he was a Perfon utterly wafted by Ws#merland.

Moreover, a few Obfervations, gathered out of bis own Words and 
Writings, for the further Manifeflation of bis moft difloyal, de- 
vilifh, and defperate Purpofe. 

This Year aifo The Decads of Bullinger, chief Minifter of Zuric, of 
Tigur in Switserland, being tranflated into the Engli/hb Tongue, was 
printed: For the Ufe of Miniflers to infirud them, and to read, as 
Occafion ferved, in tbe Church, for the better Edification of the Peo- 
ple. Being that Reverend Mans Sermons in five Decads: a bulky 
large Quarto: Intitled, Fifty gody and learned Sermons, divided 
into five Decads : Containing tire chief and principal Points of Chri- 
flian Religion.

The Book began with a Table or hort View of all Ecclefiaftical 
Difcipline, ordained by the Word of God. The tirit running Ti- 
tle is, The Neceffity of Difeipline. 

I have fet down all this gathered froin that Book, fhewing the 
high Eftimation the Party had of it. But fome Years after it re- 
ceived an Anfwer by Dr. Bridges, Dean of Sarum; (which pro- 
voked the Party exceedingly) intitled, A Defence of the Government 
— in the Church of England. But this Defence would not 

e endured without a Reply, nay and abufive Replies too, as will be 
fhewed under the Year 1588. 

There came out alfo this Year a Book concerning the antient Hi- 
ftory of Wales: Collected out of fome old Welch MSS. tranflared 
Anno 680, to Llewellyn ap Gruffith, contemporary with King Ed- 
ward |, of England. And Accounts are given of the Princes of 
Wales, of the Blood — of England; and of the Lords Prefident.of 
Wales, from Rowland Lee, Bifhop of Coventry and Litchfield, the 
Firft, There is alfo contained in this Book a Defcription of Wales, 
drawn by Sir Fobn Price, Kt. It is intitled, Tbe Hiftory of Cambria, 
now called Wakes. It was writ in the Briti/b Language about 200 
Years paft. And tranflated into Englifb by Humphrey Lloyd, Gent. 
Corrected and augmented, and continued out of Records, and the 
beft approved Authors. By David Powel, D.D. who dedicated his 
Book to Sir Philip Sydney, Kt. The remarkable Contents of which 
Dedication are pe before. 

William Lambard of Lincolns Inn, that learned Antiquarian (who 
fet forth divers Pieces, favouring of antient Learning, as among the 
reft, the Perambulation of Kent, Anno 1576.) had alfo eolle&ed a De- 
{cription of the City of: Lincoln, and the Town of Stamford. Which 
the Lord Treafurer hearing of, defired to fee, efpecially that being 
his native Country. I think however this api ocr was never 
printed. But I find Lambard fent it to that Lord with a Letter; 
which coming from fo eminent a Perfon deferves to be tranfcribed 
and preferved.

Ther further, faid the Recorder, Ye know that Chrift paid Tri- 
bute to-Cafar, and commanded, that Cefar fhould be obeyed. And 
that each Man fhould yield to Cefar his Duties: And that St. Paul 
in the End of the 4&s was accufed for Religion by the Fews; and 
it was told him, that he fhould be fent to Ferufclem, to be tried be- 
fore the Prieft there. And he anfwered, that he ftood before the 
Tribunal or Judgment Seat of Cafar: And there he ought to be 
tried. And fo he appealed to Cefar, where his Caufe was heard, 
and he difmift.

And all Men know, that Cefar was not of the Faith of Chrift; nor 
yet did he believe as St. Paul did. And after a few Words more, 
he gave Judgment, and commanded the Sheriff to do Execution. -

Fobn Preftal, a Papift and Conjurer, (who had been divers Years 
in the Tower) now folicited fur his Liberty in an humble ‘Letter to 
the Lord Treafurer, having been in fome Combination; ‘againft the 
Queen; and feems to be the fame Preffal; that was concerned di- 
vers Years before in cafting a Figure by the Art of Afrology upon 
the Queens Life, and foretelling her Death, and a Party among 
fome Popifh Plotters, among whom the Poles were concerned. I 
find this Man now writing-to the faid Treafurer, upon a Letter from 


‘that Lord to Sir Owen Hopton, Lieutenant of the Tower: Intima- 


ting fome Compaflion towards him, who had lain there fo long un- 
der Reftraint. In his Letter which on this Occafion he fent to that 
Lord, “« He acknowledged -himfelf greatly bound to his Lordhhip, 
“* efpecially, .for that his Honour had faid, that his Difpleafure was 
“ not bent towards him: And in all humblenefs of Heart he pray- 


“© ed to God to encreafe his Favour towards him. And for his

A Perfon of greater Figure, even Philip Earl of Arundel, comes pritip zert of 

next under my Pen: Who was taken up upon meddling in thefe Arundel fies. _ 
dangerous Courfes againft the Queen and Realm: At leaft great Jea- 

foufies were now conceived of him in the Court. He was eldeft Son 
to Thomas Duke of Norfolk, (that was beheaded in the Bufinefs of 

the Queen of Scots) by his firft Wife; who was Daughter and 
Heirefs to Henry Fitz Allan, Earl of Arundel.

exemplify at large; as a further Account of this Earls Troubles. 
Though he was difappointed and feized before he took Ship. His

‘in moft Difgrace as a Perfon, whom you did deeply fufpect, and 

© efpecially miflike; I:knew that this Smoke did beware a Fire ; and 

“« | faw:that thefe Clouds did foretell aStorm. And therefore pre- 

“ pared my felf with Patience to endure whatfoever it .was:the:Will 

“ of God, by Means of your Majefties ladignation, to lay.upon me; 

“ being affured, that my Faults towards you were none, ‘though by 

“ Offence towards ‘others, were many. And.thus having refolved 

“ my felf to endure whatfoever fhall happen, I continued fome

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the Ground of your Majefties Difpleafure ; or hearing what fhould 


be, in the Depth of mine own Misfortune. Till at the laft I 
was called, by your Majefties Commandment, before the Council 
at two fundry Times, Where many Things were objected ta me; 
and fome of them fuch Trifles, as they were ridiculous. Others 
of them, as unlikely as they were incredible. But ail of them 
fo untrue, as none of them could be juftifed. And yet notwith- 


flanding that my Innocency did fo evidently appear by my An- 


{wers, as my greateft Enemies could not reprove me of the {mal- 
left Offence of Undutifulnefs to your Majefty, I was command- 
ed to keep my Houfe._ - 
‘© Wherefore I {aw it was refolved by the Courfe of this Dealing, 
that how clear and manifeft foever my Innocence was, yet my Ad- 
verfaries fhould receive thofe Triumphs of their Victory, having 
what they would; and I feel the Difgrace of my own Misfor- 
tune, in enduring that which I no way deferved; and my Ene- 
mies to maintain their Doings by fome colourable Shew, (feeing 
they could not juftify the Accufation by no juft Proof) after this 
they procured your Majefty to fend fome of your Council four 
Days after my Reftraint, to examine me of no Matters which 
were of greater Weight and Importance; butas improbable as the 
former. And I did difcharge my felf as clearly, as of the others 
before mentioned. So as my mene o | did more plainly appear, 
although my Reftraint did continue ft 
‘‘ From after this, which was my laft Examination, I remained 
in the fame State XV Weeks at the leaft, no Man Charging me 
with the leaft Offence; and my Confcience not being able to ac- 
cufe me of the {malleft Fault. And at the laft, when either my 
Enemies could not for fhame longer continue in their unconfcion- 
able Proceedings; or that your Majefty was informed by fome of 
my Friends, that I had too long endured this undeferved Punifh- 
ment, I was reftored to my former Liberty, without hearing any 
juft Caufe of your Majefty’s hard Conceit, or any good Colour, 
why I was committed; or but the Shaddow of a Fault, where- 
with I might be touched. : 
“* Wherefore after I had efcaped thefe Storms, and when I was 
clearly delivered from all my Troubles, I began to remember the 
heavy Sentence, which had lighted upon three of my Anceftors, 
which immediately went before me. The firft being my great 
Grandfather: Who was fo free from all Sufpicion of any Fault, 
as becaufe ma ‘had no Colour to bring him to his Trial, they 
attainted him by Ad of Parliament, without ever calling him to 
his Anfwer. The Second being my Grandfather, was brought to 
his Trial, and condemned for fuch Trifles, as it amazed the Stand- 
ers by at that Time; and is ridiculous at this Day to all that 
hear the fame.. Nay, he was fo faultlefs in all refpects, as the 
Earl of Southampton, that then was, being one of his greateft Ad- 
verfaries, fearing leaft his Innocence fhould be a Means to fave his 
Life, told Sir Chriftopher Heydon, one of the Jury, before hand, 
that though they faw other Matter, weighty enough to rg

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him, yet it was a fufficient Caufe to make him guflty; for that: he: 4 NW N OQ. 

was an unmeet Man to live in a Commonwealth, : — tnt. reQe,

and condemned by Peers. God forbid,. that .I fhould think but 
that his. Tryers did:whereto their Confciences did lead them. 
And yet give me leave; I moft humbly befeech your Majefty, to. 
“ fay thus. much, that:-howfoever he might be unwittingly or un-. 

willingly drawn into:greater Danger, than himfelf did either fee. 
or imagine; yet all his Actions did plainly declare, and his great- 
eft Enemies muft needs confefs, that he never carried any difloyal. 
Mind to your Majefty, nor. intending any undutiful A& to his 
“ Country. | : , : 
- * And when I had in this Sort both fully and ftrongly confidered 
the Fortune of thefe three, which was paft, I called to Mind my 
own Danger, which was prefent; and did think it impoflible b 
the Shew of this rough Beginning, .but that I might as well fol. 
low them in their Fortune, as I had fucceeded them in their Place. 
For I confidered the Greatnefs of my Enemies Power to overthrow, 
and the Weaknefs of my Ability to defend my felf; I perceived 
by my laft Trouble, how narrowly.my Life was fought, and how 
eafily your Majefty was drawn to a Sufpicion, and hard Opinion 
of my Anceftors; and by my. paft Danger, how my Innocency 
was not fufficient Warrant to prote& me in Safety, I know my 
“© felf. And befides, was charged by your Council to be of the Re- 

ligion which is accounted a and dangerous to your Eftates. 
Laftly, but principally, I weighed, in what:miferable, doubtful 
Cafe my Soul had remained, if my Life had been taken, (as it 
was not unlikely) in my former Troubles. For I proteft the 
greateft Burthen that ‘refted in my Confcience at that Time was; 
becaufe I had not lived according to the prefcript Rule of that 
which I undoubtedly believed, and affuredly do. perfuade my felf 
“to be that Truth, @&c.” This Letter goes no further. It was 
writ when he was juft ready to depart and go abroad beyond Sea, 
being in Suffex, ready to embark, and betrayed by his own Fol- 
lowers and the Mafter of the Veflel: Seized and brought.to the 
Tower. And fome Years after was arraigned and condemned, for 
holding a Correfpondence with Cardinal Allen, and Fefuits and 
other Traitors, that plotted the Deftrudtion of the Prince and 
Realm, as our Hiftory of Queen Elizabeths Reign fhewsat large. 

Edmund Nevyl was another of thefe Popifh Gentlemen, now under E4m. Nevyl 
Reftraint ; who was in the Plot with Parry, to take aly the Queens frm rhe 
Life. And had the good Fortune.to fave his 5 Page ft Difcovery *°""" 
of it. But he was {till kept in the Tower: He pretended ‘to be 
Lord Latimer, as next Heir in Defcent from the Lord of that Name 
deceafed; and fo ftiled himfelf. Some of his Letters I have feen, 
as well of that Affair, as pleading for his.Liberty, and particularly 
that he might not be banifhed, which was the Queens Purpofe con- 


cerning him. Thus in one of his Letters to the Lord Treafurer 
’ Burghley, he thus, mentions his Cafe. Firft in refpect of a Lie that 


the faid Parry had told of him, while they were Fellows in the Con- 
{piracy: Which came out after Parries Execution. He pretended to 
VoL.

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ANNO be much acquainted with the faid Treafurer. And had told Neus? 
1585. privately, that that Lord mortally hated him. Sir Tho. Ceeil, thar 
wren Lords Aden Son, (who had married one of the Heireffes of the Lord 
Latymer) told his Father, how Nevyl was informed,,. that he mcrtal- 
ly hated him. And foon after told Nevyl, that he had acquainted 
his Father with it: And that his Father had anfwered, thar he was 
fo far from that, that he bore hima good Will, and was honourably 

affe&ed towards him. This occafioned Nevy/ to write to that Lord. 

Telling him, that it was Dr. Parry, that had affured him of the 
contrary, and that upon his Credit and Knowledge: Willing him 
never to truft the faid Lord : Parry adding, that he, [ Nevy!] thould 
not demand of him, how he knew it; for that he might not tell it 
him. And for the Truth af it, Newyl added, “ It were Sin to be- 
“ tiethe Dead. God forgive him; and grant us Grace that live, to 
“ do that we ought. And that he muft now needs believe that he 
“ [Parry} dealt unjuftly with all Men, feeing he had fought fo 
“ much to abufe him {the faid Lord Treafurer)} unto whom the 
“ World thonght him fo much beholden. And then, he did hum- 
“ bly befeech his Honaur to believe thofe malicious Reports, that 
“© Parzy made of him unto his Lordfhip and others of the Lords, 
* to be of like: Credit. 

I will continue Neviix Letter to the fame Lord, though the next 
Period is. move. private; cancermmg fome Differences between Sir 

The Suit be- Fho. Cecil, and his Houle, as Hem of the Lord Latymer. “ That 

Cell ond him, © he pratefted. he ever held him fos fo honourable and worth 
‘¢ a Magiftrate, as.he. was contented: to have put them unto his Lord- 
‘‘ fhips own Coinpremife; amd which he had offered at fevcral 
“. Times. unto. his Honour ; and that he would rather have loft his 
“ Portions [which he claimed by his Defcent from the Latymers] 
“ than his Lordthips Favour. Whereby it appeared, that he never 
“ had fo unreverend a Thought of him, as wilfully to hinder him of 
“ Juftice, But yet that he [Nevyl] muft needs ow, that by his 
“ Lordfhips Power and Authority, his Friends forbare to favour 
“ and affift him, and: the Lawyers theinfelves to take his Fee, or ad- 
“ vife him.” Adding thefe clofe Words, “‘ Herein, my good Lord, 
“ do I blame your Might, and not your Malice, your Power, and 
“not your Will. Which Power, when it thall pleafe your Honour 
“ to turn to my. good, being joined with Will, may profit me much 
** more, than I have been damnified by it. 

And then. in his Letter he defcends, to take Notice of his Lord- 
fhips fending to him fome Divine (as it feems) to fatisfy his Conf{ci- 
ence in point of Religion, or Allegiance, viz. ‘‘ That his Honours 
“ Wifdom and: Vertue did well appear, in that charitable Courle he 
“ had taken for the quieting his Confcience, wherein that Lord, he 
“ faid, had bound him more to do him Honour and Service, than 
‘© if he. had given him twice fo much Lands as he had loft of his An- 
“ ceftors. For that it appeared to proceed from the Integrity of a 
“ true Chriftian Confcience. That the Crofles of his Houfe, and 
“ thefe-his Troubles, he muft needs efteem to proceed fromm the fe- 
“‘ cret Judgment of God, for Forefathers Offences, his own, or 

“ both : 
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‘© both: Since he found in his Confcience, that he had not deferved 
**- them at the Hands of his Prince or Country. 

And then he vindtcates his Innocency in Parries Plot, ‘“‘ That 
“ if her Majefty knew, how much he hated the Name of a Traicor 
“ even in the Secret of his Soul, and with what Zeal he lett the 
“© ‘World abroad, to repair the Fault of the Chief of his Houfe [ viz. 
“ Nevyl, Earl of Weftmerland] by his Loyal Service to her Majefty 
“© at home; her Highnefs would not hold him there, in her Maje- 
“ flies Tower, Prifoner 3 and much lefs command him out of his 
“ Country in Banifhment. And then, humbly befeeching his Ho- 
“ nour to weigh his Caufe, which in itfelf was lamentable, in ha- 
‘© ving loft his Living abroad, [having been a Penfioner, as it feems, 
“to King Philip of Spain] the Favour of all Foreign Princes, the 
“© Liberties of their Countries; and laftly, which troubled him moft

* And all this he had done to obey the Queen, his Miftrefs. Whofe

I find his Banifhment according to his Defire was difpenfed with- 
al; but he remained a Prifoner in the Tower fome Years after. 
Whence in the Year 1588. I meet with another of his Letters to the 
fame Lord, writ 1n a very lamentablé Strain. Which that I may at 
once finifi what occurs concerning this unbappy Man, I fhall alfo 
here (being but fhort) fubjoin. 

“ He complained of his intolerable and bitter Diftreffes. And 
“‘ that he fuffered, he might juftly ty, for the Queens fake. Since 
© only to do hér Service, he left all Foreign Princes, their Coun- 
‘‘ tries, and fuch Abilities as he theré poffeft. And that this was 
“< not unto her Majefty unknown, though peradventure for the Time 
“ forgotten; &c. What he wanted he needed not to exprefs, it 
“© was fo well known to him: Save his Wifes free Accefs to him, 
“ after her fo many Troubles endured for his fake, together with his 
“ other Penfion, for their better Relief and Maintenance, ec. ” 
Dating his Letter thus: ‘ From my Purgatory, or rather earthly 
“« Hell; where tormented with ten Thoufand Melancholies, hum- 
“ bly kifs your Hands, From whence hoping to receive a Drop of Fa- 
“ vour to abolifh them all.’ Datedin Fune, 1588. 
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ANNO I have another Popifh Zealot to mention here: And the rather, 
1585. becaufe there will fall in fome Remarks of Cardinal Allen, that great 
\V~ bully Boutife and Incendiary of Mifchief for the Popes Quarrel. 
Robert Tuner Robert Turner, a Native of Devon/hire, was about this Time pub-- 
et ed P* lick Profeffor of Divinity at Ingoljtade in Germany, preferred to that 
goiftad. Place by the Intereft of Dr. Allen, the Cardinal, with Prince Wil- 
liam of Bavaria, a zealous Adverfary to Luther and the Reformation ; 
and that had received feveral Englifh Fugitives into that Univerfity. 
From his Letters, which were printed at Ingolftade, Anno MDCII. 
we may gather divers Matters worthy of Note, relating to the Af- 
fairs of England, efpecially refpecting Religion. How himfelf ftood 
affected, thofe Words of his do fhew, -concerning the Wars in France 
between the Guifes and the Hugonotes: Spero pacem noftris, G pe- 
His Letters 10 flem Hugoneticis rebus, Orc. ‘There were Letters of his to Cardi- 
ceranal Alien “yal Allen at Rome, directing them with this Title, Guilielno -Alano 
Saniffimo, doétiffimo, &c. Therein he mentions the Cardinals 
commending of him to Prince William of Bavaria, for his Place of 
Profeffor at Ingoljfad: That he being an exile Englifb Man, that 
Prince had embraced him with both Arms of his Charity and Cle- 
mency. <And that the faid Prince in all his Speeches remembred 
Allen; and talked much of his Glory and Vertue. And that that 
Prince had fent one George Brand, his Meflenger, to obtain fome- 
what of the Pope; which he prayed Allan to forward, and to recom- 
inend him to the Pope to difpatch his Bufinefs.

the Prefcription of the Council of Trent: And that he had wholly 
rooted out of his Jurifdiction whatfoever ill Plants Luther had {et. 
And concluded his Letter with this Wifh, “* That God might re- 
“ ftore the moft Illuftrious [meaning the Cardinal] to England, and 
“¢ England to the moft [lluftrious. 
In another Letter to the fame, giving him the Title of the mof 
Reverend and moft Ilufirious, he recommended an Engli/b Man, one 
One Coffin Edward Coffin, ready at his Service, to be admitted into the Engli/b 
Intted into tee COllege at Rome, (where Allen was Chief,) being a young Man, a 
oat = Catholick and an Exile. This Perfon he recommendeth to him: 
“ Whom (as he flattereth him) England loved, Rome adorned, Ba- 
nifhment hath as it were ratified [ fenxit] the Patron and Father of 
Englifh Men, Catholicks and Exiles, ‘‘ That this Man had defired 
“ Turners Letters to him, and that his Requeft was, that he might 
‘‘ be chofen into the faid College; having confecrated himfelf to 
“ God, to England and Rome, and that he was a fit young Man, 
“‘ of no ill Note, and prepared inire palefiram: Fuvenis feroculus; 
“* ready to enter upon -Action, a fierce Youth: Very good Qualifi- 
-*© cations for a Romi/b Emiffary. 
Auth Lite And before this, (that we trace this Turner-a little backwards) 
te Carding, it appears by another Letter of his to Dr. Allen, now at Doway, be- 
fore he went to Rome, writing to him from Paris, he calleth him 
his Patron; who was to take care of him, and to fix him fomewhere, 
6 (having 
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Chaving been invited over privately, as it feems by him) ftiling him- 4 NV NO 
felf a Catholick, poor and his Client. In which Letter he fpeaks 1585. 
alfo of the Bifhop of Rofs, (the Queen of Scots Agent abroad) and “WwW 
of his Affiftance of him at Paris; and who had fuch an Inclination 9°? ¥ 2° 
to him, that he chofe him into the Number of thofe that were fhort- 

ly to go thence with him to Rome. Upon the mention of this Bifhop 

of Rofs, and his Friendthip to Turner,,I do but hint a Confolatory 

Letter to the faid Mary Queen of. Scots : Which was drawn up by 

this Turner ; being Mafter of anelegant Latin Stile, mentioned be- 

fore under the Year 1583. : 

I cannot but relate fomething out of another Letter of the famé Turner endca- 
Man, of like Strain of Zeal, to one Hilliard, his Countryman, and 34,(%ft" 
his former Acquaintance in the Univerfity, though of another Opi- !*4- 
nion in Religion, Whom he tried by his Oratory to reduce. He Tam fincete 
tells him, he was fo fincerely bis, as the Gofpel, Chriff, and Rome vangcan 
fiuffered bim to be, Where it is worth obferving the Argument he (vhs: Re 
ufed to bring him over to the Popifh Religion, and his Hatred that 
Religion begat in him to his Native Country. “T’hus writing concern- Czlum odit, 
ing England, ‘“‘ Whatfoever bears but the Name of England, is quitat,'quic- 
“‘ hated by Heaven, and perfecuted by Earth.” And again, “ That #",o5,nomt 
“ England would be to him but a Bait, to Sin, to Ruin; and to Angliam fore 
‘ Death.” And comparing his Countryman, the faid Hilliard, to peceatamad 
the Prodigal Son, he exhorted him.to return to his Fathers Houfe, "nm. 4 
“ Where was Poculum gratia, ofculum pacts, Orc. the Cup of Grace, 
“© the Kifs of Peace, the Mufick of a good Ad, and the fatted Calf, 

“ Chrift himfelf: Then he fhould be filled and fatisfied from Rome, 

“ fatisfied in himfelf; and well fatisfied, too well: That is, by-the 

“ Prefcription of Antiquity, by the Prefcription of Tradition, by 

“ the Senfe of the Church, and the Confent of the World. And 

“ then going on in his Argument:, But among the [z. ¢. Proteftants ] 

“ faid he, What is there of Antiquity? No more than from Luther 

“ to the prefent Age. What is therefof Tradition 2 Their Founda- 

“ tion is, that there wasno Tradition at all, What do they fay of eee a. 
“ the Senfe.of the CHURCH? O! they are afraid of this Name men. 
¢ and Deity. What of the Confent. of the World? A Part of it, 
“and that the worft of all is in England ; a very little Part of it 

“ in Germany; a moft feditious Part in France: And in all Places 
“of the World the moft unlearned.;. All but. Dregs; and how little 

© a Portion in comparifon of our World, ec.” And thus this un- 
natural Romifh Englifh Man went :on, to bring -off -his Country- 
man both from his Religion, and from a Love of his Native Coun- 
try, by his empty, but malicious Oratory. br

y OW I proceed to make fome relation of Matters of the 
Church, and of fome of the Bifhops thereof, according as 
| they occur to me this Year. 

Sandys, Archbifhop of York had obferved a great Crime 
sfrebbifhop bf prevailing in his Diocefs; and efpecially, in the City of York. It 
wours torferm Was Usury, in a moft exceflive Degree. Infomuch that fuch as had 
there?" occafion to take up Money, paid a heavy Confideration for it. The 

good Archbifhop was moved at it, and Singh the Matter into the 
Ecclefiaftical Commiffion. And, which was worft of all, one of his 
chief Brethren of the Clergy, even the Dean of Tork, who was rich, 
was deeply touched in the fame Fault. And he being one of the 
Commiffioners, endeavoured to interrupt it; and in fine, openly pro- 
tefted againft it. Which fpoilt all the Archbifhops good Intentions, 
in punifhing and redreffing that great Oppreflion. ‘The Archbifhop 
had no Help now, but by applying to thofe above. And as he had 
written to the Queen, and to the Archbilhop of Canterbury; fo he 
alfo declared the Matter more at large to the Lord Treafurer. Which 
was to this Tenor, (which I relate that the Thing before us, may 
be the better underftood.) 


His Leter to = “© ‘That in his Troubles he was forced to fly unto his Lordthip. 
Jurersvoare, © Lhat God would ever record with him, how faithfully and pain- 
_ “ fully he had travailed in his Vocation, as well in preachirg the 


** Gofpel, as in exercifing Difcipline. But that now, fuch was the 
“© Malice

And then the Archbifhop fhewed the Treafurer, that there were 
but two that were brought into Queftion for Ufury by the Commif- 
fion, and refcued after that. Manner : “ That the two Perfons thus 
** privileged, that they might not be touched, were two Serving 
“ Men ; the one, Yeoman of the Wood-Yard to the Lord Prefident ; 
“ the other a Clark to one Coltbirft, an ordinary seg ag! fo Tork, 
Arid at laft the Archbifhop laid their Cafe before his Lordthip in 
thefe Words: ‘ Your Lordfhip now feeth our Cafe. The Caufe is 
“ het Majefties, whofe cy wig Cafes Ecclefiaftical is too much 
“ contemned. I doubt not but t = Lordfhip according to your 
“ great Wifdom, will have honourable Confideration hereof ; as well

The faid Dean receiving Letters from my Lord Treafurer and 
others, tu examine the Wife of Sy/fon, who had been ufed. by Sir 
Robert Stapleton, as his Inftrument to flander the faid Archbifhop, 
as in the Cafe heard and debated before the Lords of the Starcham- 
ber plainly appears, and alfo to examine other Witnefles, that were

et for the Credit of Religion, not feek to give way to fo apparent 

Malice; he held his Courfe, and anfwered, that Religion hanged 
not upon one Mans Back, and in the Examination of the faid Wit- 
neffes, he travailed with fome privately, to take Heed of their Dan- 
ger, if they fhould depofe any thing to the Difcredit of Sir Robert | 

Vo. Il. : ; - Tea Stapleton, 
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Stapleton. Some he terrified openly; with others he trifled, and 
cavilled, as it pleafed him: Sin them no further Hearing, 
than he thought he might without the Hurt of the faid Sir Robert. 
And in the End, where his Commiffion was to proceed with Mr, 


' Cheek and one Mr. Ramfden, to whom the Letters were directed 
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with himfelf, he made his Certificate without calling the fame and 
Mr. Ram/fden to the fame. 

V. The Archbifhop perceiving the exceflive and horrible Ufury 
practifed in York as well by Merchants as by Artificers, and Men 
of all Sorts, to the great Offence of God and Hurt of the Common- 
wealth; he with others moft earneftly for the Space of three Years 
together preached againft the fame, And perceiving that no Refor- 
mation followed thereof; he with his Affociates, by Virtue of her 
Majefties Cominiflion Ecclefiaftical (the Dean of York being one) 
called before them feven Ufurers, publickly defamed and detedled 
of that Offence; offering to them Articles to anfwer unto upon 
their Oaths, Which Thing they did, being not encouraged to the 
Contrary. And upon their Confeffion and Proof convinced for great 
and exceflive Ufury, acknowleged the fame, and fubmitted them- 
felves to Order. Which was to enter into Recognizance of One 
thoufand Marks a piece, never to commit the like, and to make Re- 
ftitution to the Party grieved, of that which they had received, more 
than the Principal. , | 

About a Fortnight after this, viz. the 21. Day of February, the 
Archbifhop with his Affociates, called Twenty mo, detected of Ufury; 
and offered to them like Articles to anfwer unto, upon their Oaths. 
While this was in doing open in the Confiftory, in Audience of a 
preat many People, the Dean of York, (on purpofe to hinder this good 
and lawful Proceeding, well liked of all good Men) upon the fud- 
den ftood up, and with great Stomac uttered thefe Words, or the 
like in Effect, viz. ‘“‘We mutt be ware how we deal in this Mat- 
“ter of Ufury. For my Part I diflent from thefe Proceedings, of 
 Miflike of them. So will clear my Hands of it. For many Things

| being reported to be thereof guilty. that Opinion hath the rather 
encreafed, for that he.in open Difputations and Conferences main- 
taineth it for a Matter lawful. And being himfelf charged with that 
Sin, hath in very trifling Manner {corned the Complaint, as worthy 
no Blame : Shifting off thofe which laid it to his Charge, with this or 
like Anfwer,; That we, Preachers are all Ufurers of Gods Gifts and 
Talents: In a Manner thereby acknowledging himfelf guilty of Ufury.

Warning of the Procefles that were to come out againftthem.. By = 
means whereof divers of them have conveyed themfelves out of the 
Compafs of that Commiffion; and fo avoided Examination. 

IX. It appeareth, that touching Religion he maketh none other 
Reckoning thereof, than by that Colour to take the Benefit of that 
Peace, which it hath pleafed God to blefs the Realm withal under 
her Majefties Government. And fo togrow in Wealth without Pur- 
pofe of holding his Profeffion in Cafe God fhould for our Sins caft us 
again into Superftition, or into Afflidion, for profefling of his Name. 
For being himfelf asked not many Years fince, upon occafion :of 
fome Mens. Fear, that the Realm was like to fall into that Danger, 
what he meant to do in Cafe of Change of Religion; he anfwered, 
he would live a private Life, and as a Layman upon his Lands,.:as 
other Laymen do.. Which Anfwer. implieth a Purpofe of Apoftacy. - 

X. Belike fearing fuch Time of Alteration, he hath made great 
Purchafes ; as he is now able to {pend thereby in Land and Leafes 
of long Continuance, s00/. by the Year. Which Revenue is 
thought fufficient to defray all his Charges of Houfe-keeping; .and 
otherwife,. without diminifhing his Revenue of his Eeclefiaftical 
Livings: Which cometh, asis thought, clear to his Purfe. 

XI. The faid Dean is pofleft of 5 or 6 Ecclefiaftical Livings; - 
worth in all by Eftimation one Thoufand Pounds Yearly; or not 
much lefs: And two of them Benefices with Cure of Souls,: ferved 
with ignorant Curates: A Matter moft lamentable. in that Country, 
where the Number of Preachers are fewer than in many other. Parts: 
in the Realm; and in his Perfon, a dangerous Example to fuch ‘as: 
either have Charge, or wait upon Advantages without Confeience to’ 
fpoil the Livings of the Church, 2 8 | 

XII. And for further Encreafe.of his Living, he was for a Time 
fole Refidentiary of the Cathedral Church. In which Time he réap- 
ed the whole Commodity due to fuch as be Refident. And for 
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A N N O other Space, had but one to be Partaker of that Commodity, or now

Touching the Care of his Fundtion, he preacheth not much 
above three Times in the Year; and at thofe Times almoft withour 
Fruit.. For he fpendeth the Time in debating Controverfies with 
Sentences of the Doctors, neither reproving Sin, nor exhorting the 
People to Reformation of Life, or to the true Service of God. And 
at mo Time, as far.as the faid Archbifhop can learn, hath preached 
againtt Ufury, although Ufury doth moft exceflively abound in that 
Country: Some taking 50 upon the 100, fome threefcore, and fome 
an 100 upon an ico. Which was the very Caufe the Archbifhop 


entred into this Proceeding. 


It feems the Dean could not acquit himfelf. For the Queen 
hearing this Complaint of the Archbifhop again{t him, ordered it to 
be brought before certain of her Privy Council: And he appearing 
before them explained himfelf, and craved their Pardon, And by 
them in the Month of Fune, he was ordered, befides his Submiflion 
to them, to make his Submiflion publickly before the Commiffioners 
at York. And accordingly this Speech was drawn up for him by 
the Lord Treafurer to pronounce there. 

“© Whereas upon Monday, the firft Week of Lent laft paft, when 
“ my Lord Archbifhop, with others, the Queens Majefties Com- 
‘ miflioners for Caufes Ecclefiaftical, fet in their Place, I uttered 
“¢ fome Speeches, which, as I perceive, did offend both his Grace,

“ fties Vice Chamberlain, and fome others of her Majefties Council, 
“© before whom I have declared my Meaning never to have been to 
«« diminifh the Authority of her Sacred Majefties Commiffion ; 
“ cwhich I reverence with all Duty) nor to have given juft Caufe 
“© of Offence to my Lord Archbifhops Grace, (whom as my Ordi- 
“* nary and Superior, I am bound to honour and obey,) neither yet 
*“ to have by any Means given Caufe to comfort or allow of the a- 
‘“‘ bominable Vice of Ufury: And yet for that I perceive the Cen- 
“* fure of the faid grave Counfillors to be, that my Speeches in this 
‘¢ Place, and all that Time were not (as their Lordthips thought) fo 
“* advifed, as they might have been; in that the Authority of her 
“© Majefties Commiffion hath been thereby in Opinion of fome there 


_ “ prefent fomewhat touched; and no finall Offence alfo followed 


‘‘ thereby to the Mind of my Lord Archbifhop and divers of the 
“¢ Commiflioners; and thereby alfo fuch others, as were then charg- 
“-ed.with the Crime of Ufury, were thereby emboldened. Al- 
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“ though | had no Intention by my Speeches at that Time to give 4 N NO 
“i es Caufe of fuch Offences; yet I have offered my felf with all 1585.

“ Satisfa@ion, to make fuch Declaration of my true Meaning, as to

as took Offence at my Speeches; and might alfo ferve to fortif 
the Authority of her Majefties Commiffion, and to diffuade al 
Perfons from the committing of the Vice of Ufury: And here- 
after with all good Affection to forbear, in fuch Places and Times, 
to utter any Speeches that may give offence to any Perfon in 
fuch Action or Proceeding, as this was. — | 
“ And for thefe Purpofes, here I do declare very willingly, that 
in my Heart I do deteft and condemn all kind of Ufury, (adjudg- 
ed by the Laws of this Realm to be Ufury) as unlawful, and con- 
trary to the Word of God. That I will endeavour my felf by 
all Means I can, both by Word and Deed, to procure the Punifh- 
ment thereof. And as touching the faid Ecclefiaftical Commiffion, 
I think it to have proceeded from her a by juft Authority, 
and to be a very profitable and neceffary kin of, Difcipline, con- 
venient to be executed and continued for this Time and State. 
The Credit and Maintenance whereof I will always feek to my 
Power, to keep and further, as Duty bindeth me. 
‘ Thus much according to my humble Submiflion, made to the 
Lords of her Majefties Council, I have uttered unto them, in 
this Place at this prefent, for the fatisfying of all fuch as either 
have miftaken me, or were offended with my manner of {peaki 
and proceeding at that Time. Requiring moft humbly my Lord 
Archbifhops Grace, and charitably all others, to give Credit to 
this my prefent Declaration, with all Charity, as a Thing pro- 
ceeding from my Heart; and fo to accept thereof accordingly : 
Offering to his Grace, or to any other Perfon, that fhall not be 
fully fatisfied herewith, upon any charitable Motion, to give 
them all good Means of further Satisfaction, to the removing of 
all kind of Offence. | | 
I pafe from Archbifhop Sandys, after I have told, that he being scbbiep of 
an excellent Preacher, was appointed to preach at Pass Crofs, upon fPauhGofe 
a very folemn Occafion ; namely, Gods wonderful Deliverance of: 
the “Queen, from the Confpiracy of Ballard and Babbington. His 
Text was Pfal. 1V..5. Offer unto God the Sacrifice of Righteouf- 
nefs. And he ended: all with a large Prayer of Thankfgiving, | 
(which may deferve Remark) proper to ftir up in the Auditors a 
thankful Spirit, by His Relation therein of the great Mercies of God 
to the Realm, in his often interpofing his wonderful Providence on 
the Queens Behalf againft her fatal Enemies; his Petitions to God 
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- for her: The Happinefs of the Nation in her Government; the 


Blefling of the Gofpel by her Means, Oc. Beginning, * Thou 
“ knoweft, O Lord, (who haft delivered our Sovereign Lady out 
“ of all Diftrefs, from the Rebellion of Ab/alom, from the Counfil

This Year put a Period to the Life of Scory; Bifhop of Hereford, 
(formerly in the Reignof King Edward VI. Bithop of Chiceffer) an 
Exile under Queen Mary: And one of the Bifhops that aliifted at 
the Confecration of -Archbifhop Parker. He was an antient Profef- 
for of the Gofpel, and belonged to the Church of Canteroury, when 
Cranmer was Archbifhop there ;, and a great Preacher in thofe Times 
of King Henry VII]. and was one of the'fix Preachers there. And 
for a Farewel. of this antient Reverend Father, I fhall repeat two or - 
tliree 'Paffages of this Preachers Sermons at Cantertury. Preaching - 
at St. Epbies on Afcenfion Day, An. 1541. he had this Expreffion, 
‘¢ That there was none in Heaven. but Chrift only, ” [meaning pro~ 
bably, as Mediator there with God, in oppofition to the Popith 
Doédtrine’ of the Interceflion of -Saints.]. And another Time in 
the Chapter Houfe of Chriffs Church Canterbury ; “ That no Man 
“ might pray in this wife in Latin, or other Tonzue, unlefs he un- 
“¢ derftandeth what he prayeth” And at another Time at the fame 
Church, “ ;That the Supper of the Lord; which is Sacrifictum © 
“ Hoftia is not Hoftia pro peccatis, but Hoftia Leudis.. Much more 
of his Doétrines in ‘his Sermons againft the Principles and Practices 
then maintained, may-be read in my Memorials of Archbifhop Cran- 
mer, Qn:the Seal:in hard Wax of one: of this Bifhops Letters, 
(which I have féen) appears his Coat of Arms; being ona Bend three 
Crefcents; and round about it thefe Words, Aleliora fpero: As if 
it had been his Mottoin his Exile. 4 a 3 

There were Exercifes, which were alfocalled Prophefies, not long 
before ‘this Time ufed among’ the Clergy; fet on Foot, and encou- 
raged by the Bifhops in their :Diocetles, which were Conferences 
held ‘about Religion; intended. -for the better improving.of Perfons 
in Holy Orders, in the Knowledge of Scripture and Learning in Divi- 
nity. But by reafon of fome Abufes thereof were under Archbifhop 
Grindal, commanded: to ceafe by the Queens Special Order, as hath 
been fhewn by ime an'the Life of that Archbifhop. I find now they 
were ufed again, but. with Caution: At leaft in the Diocefs of Cheffer 
where and in other Northern Parts the Minifters were mote igno- 
rant, and fo more Care was required. for their Inftruction.

There was alfo an Inventory taken of this Bifhops Goods and Ef- 
fe&ts, by Tho. Bowyer, Richard Lewkener and George Bynion, Com- 
miffioners appointed, as it feems, from the Lord Treafurer. Which 
Goods, Furniture, Books, Cattel, Plate, Armour, were found at 
Alderborn and Chifworth, his two Seats or Manors. In which In- 
ventory are fet down his Books, (valued at 20 /.) his Parlament 
Robes, one Velvet Cufhion, embroidered with Gold and taffeled ; 
one Silk grograine Gown, faced with Velvet, a Velvet Caflock; an- 
other grograine Gown, faced with Velvet; a Night Gown of Buffin; 
one Cloak loined with Bages; one Velvet Hat. His Plate, one Ba- 
fin and Ewer; laid to pawn. One Silver Cup, laid to pawn. Two 
ftanding Cups, gilt. His New Years Gifts, the Number not certi- 
fied. <At <l/dingham, befides Cattle (whereof were 88 Oxen, Kine 
22, Horfes, Geldings, Nags, Colts and Mares, 26, and Calves, 
Swine, Wethers, Lambs, Corn, @*c.) were certified in the Inven- 
tory. Of rough Timber 30 Tun, In Plate, Bowls gilt, great and 
{mall 14. Bafins and Ewers, ftanding Cups, Silver Spoons 24. Salts, 
and other Plate, fome pawned. And at Ch:/worth, his other Houfe, 
(where his Refidence chiefly was) were thefe Goods noted in the 
fame Inventory; (befides tx drawing Oxen, four fat Oxen, fix 
-Weaners, fixty Load of Wood, Ploughs with their Furniture, Carts) 


_ his Armour was reckoned, vi%. fix Corflets, ‘fix Head-pieccs, twelve

Arrows, Powder and Match, feventeen Caps and Skulls. His Goods

For the deceafed Bifhops Relations, 
viz Mrs. Courteis, Mr. Mervyn, and Mr. Turner (perhaps his Sons 
in Law,) conveyed away feveral Things, as fome Hories, ec.

Whereof Mr, Fitzberrert, a Gentleman of thofe 
Parts was one. But Dr. Beacon, a buify Member and Dignitary of 
that Church, and an Enemy to the Bifhop, had fent up an evil Re- 
port; as though he, and fome others, the Collectors, were needy; 


_ and fo might not duly return the Money received. And according- 


ly fome Stop was put to the Collection; and fome others appointed 
to gather the faid Subfidy of the Clergy.

I refer the Reader to Mr. Hookers own Anfwers: Only I obferve 
by the Way concerning one of the Faults laid to his Charge, «iz, 
that of praying for Bi/lops, that it was a Cuftom of the Puritans 
many Years after, to omit the Mentionof the Bifhopsin their Prayers. 
Thus in the Year 1595, the Archdeacon of London vifited the 
Churches there: And when the Church-wardens Anfwers to the 
Articles concerning the Minifters, were given in, the Churchwar- 
dens of Aldermary Church, informed, Concerning the Prayer of 
their Minifter, one Folliff, M. A. ‘* That he prayed for the re 
“ Majefty, but left out the Title of Supremacy , and that he refufed 

© to pray for Archbifhops and Bifhops, Nomine. 

Pe: aA find Ibo. Cartwright, the Chief of the Puritan Se& (of whom 
wee’ many Things have been faid before) was now returned home from 
beyond Sea: Whither he had retired and abode for divers Years. 

For his Troubles that he had created in the Church, by his Writings 

and Readings in the Univerfity and elfewhere, made him lable to 

danger here at home. Infomuch that he wasinformed, Ofhcers were 
appointed to apprehend him, as a Promoter of Sedition. Whereup- 

on in an elegant Latin Epiftle to the Lord Treafurer, apologizing 

for himfelf, he prayed that Lord to ufe his Intereft with the Queen 

for his Safety, giving fome Account of his Behaviour, when abroad. 

This was writ in April. And he wrote alfo to the Privy Council:

about: As, that the Suits of great Men fucceeded according to his

“ Protection againft thefe Satanical and fanatical Spirits, he fhould 
“ think himfelf in a moft wretched State. But that he knew, and 
** had proved Gods Goodnefs fo ge Yearsto defend his Innocency, 
“ that he might boldly fay with David, Fadtus eft mibi Dominus 
“ in refugium,” ‘The Letters, out of which I have tranfcribed thefe 
Sentences, I fhall preferve in the Appendix, becaufe they will 
ferve further to illuftrate the Hiftory of that truly honeft, and wife

After this was an Anthem, or Prayer, for the Prefervation of the 
Church and the Realm, to be fung at Evening Prayer.

I adventure here to place another Book; though the Year exadtly I 
cannot affirm, neither Printer nor Year in it {pecified, But hereabouts 
I believe is the propereft Place for it, conjectured by the kind of 
Black Letter it is printed in.

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But the Verles of Dr. Lawrence Humphrey, the Kings Profeffor 
of Divinity there, being fo elegant, and giving a more particular 
Account of the Book, the Firft Fruits of that Univerfity Prefs, I 
cannot wholly omit; but being fomewhat long, I have rather placed 
them in my Appendix. . 

Henry Archer writ Accounts of the Englifh Exploits in Holland 
and the Low Countries, againft the Spaniards: Whether printed, or 
a Manufcript, 1 cannot tell. But which, Stow, in his Annals of 
thefe Times makes much ufe of: Who in one Place of his Book 
thus tells his Reader: “ Thus far I have received Advertifement 
‘© from my good Friend and near Kinfman, Henry Archer, one of his 
“ Excellencies Guard”: Meaning, the Earl of Leiceffer, the Queens 
Lord Lieutenant General in thofe Parts. . 

And to all the reft I add a State-Book, called Lerceffers Common- 
wealth. Which made a great Noife about thefe Times: Expofing 
the Earl of Leiceffer, Queen Elizabeths great Favourite, but not 
beloved by the People. It was intitled, Leiceffers Common-Wealth ; 
Conceived, fpoken, and publifbed with moft earneft Proteftation of 
all dutiful good Will, and Affection towards this Realm. For whofe 
Good only it is made common. But neither Author, Printer, or Date 
of Year expreft. Which makes me add it under this Year, or near 
It, upon fome probable ConjeCtures from Paflages in the Book. It 
was wt Dialogue-wife, between a Gentleman, a Lawyer and a 
Scholar. ’Tis a notable Book, not {paring that Statefman, by rela- 
ting a great many of his Crimes, as of Bloud, Covetoufnefs, Ambi- 
tion, &c. But the Reader muft fufpend his Belief of every Thing 
that he reads there charged upon him. The Book makes him am- 
bitious of Sovereignty, and fhews, “ His Methods of Policy to ob- 


' “ tain it, by marrying the Queen. And in order to that, a _be- 


** fieging the Princes Perfon, and by taking up the Ways and Paf- 
“‘ {ages about Her: His Infolency in Court; his Singularity in

Thus the Queen was purpofed to keep that Scots Queen in fafe 
Cuftody under her Faithful Amyas, (as fhe called him) for the Pre- 
feryation of her own Life: But further than that clofe Reftraint, fhe 
could not be brought to grant. But when urged by continual Solici- 
tations of her Counfillors, and generally of all her Proteftant Subjects ; 
the confented at laft to grant a Commiffion to many Perfons of chiefelt 
Rank and Nobility (befides her own Council) to go dowh and call 
her to her Trial for High Treafon. Which Trial, and how fhe was 
found guilty, is related at large by our Hiftorians. Which I leave 
therefore to be read in them. | 

Great Care and Confultation was had about drawing up this Com- 
miffion, being to remain a Record to after-times, of the juft and le- 
gal Proceedings in this weighty Caufe. Some Particulars whereof I 
thall relate from certain Letters between the Lord Treafurer and 
Popbam, the Queens Attorney General. Who in a Letter adver- 
tifed the faid Lord, “ That it was thought on by him and others 
<< learned in the Law, Whether it were convenient to enake fpecial

“ prefly to charge her with Treafon.] But that, as he added, fi-

than to yield to the Government of fuch a Prince, as they fhould 
ftand in doubt would one Day call their Honours and Lives in

“ And what Relief or Remedy he might expe to obtain in fuch 
an Extremity at Foreign Potentates Hands, who are not very hafty 
at thefe Days, to embark themfelves in dangerous Enterprizes for 
other Mens fakes, without fome further Difcourfe; Don Antonio 


may ferve for a lively Example: Wherein, as in a Mirroir, he 


may behold his Fortune, falling into the like diftrefled Eftate, | 
“© And yet to defcend into a little more particular Confideration 
of this Point, which you can make Agcount of for to deal with 
in any fuch Enterprize. That is, the French King, and the King 
of Spain, either of which to depend on; as to whofe Affiftancé 
he may attain to the prefent Pofleffion of this Crown, whotcever 
fhall go about to perfuade him to take fuch a Courfe of Counfil; 
fhall in the Opinion of beft underftanding Men, difcover either 
great Paffion, or elfe plain want of Fidelity, or Judgment: | 
“‘ For the Firft, in common Reafon it is ‘not fafe for any Prince 
to repofe his Strength and Truft in them, to whofe Defires and 
Defigns his Greatnefs and good Succefs may prove an Impedimerit 
and Hindrance. In which refpect neither of the two Kings cart 
fimply with your Sovereigns Good. For as you know his Reli- 
icn 1s odious unto them both. And if heretofore it bred a Diffi- 
culty in his Mothers Proceedings with the Catholick Princes, 
when it was fometime hoped or fuggefted, that his Mothers Wif- 
dom and Authority, (being at Liberty) would alter his Humout 
and Difpofition that way, which notwithftanding moved her to 
proceed after that Manner in the Enterprize now lately, without 
any Confideration of him; profefling to make the King of Spain 
Vot. IIL Ccc 2 “ her 
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“© now fhall the faid Princes think they have Caufe to be backward 
‘¢ in the Advancement of fuch an one to this Crown, who fhall be 
“ likely to be so way prejudicial to the Rome Religion, being a 
“© Man, and fo much more mighty by the Union of the Crowns. 

‘© Befides, it is meerly repugnant to the Policy of France, where 
“it can, in re{fpe& of the antierit Claim England makes to that 
“ Crown, in any Cafe to fuffer the uniting of this Ifland under one 
“ Prince. So as for a King of France to help a King of Scots tothe 
“ Crown of England, were but in Truth to enable and ftrengthen 
“ him one Day to profecute his Title to that Crown. But as the 
“ State of France prefently ftandeth, 1 think ha fhall not find the: 
“© King very forward to cait himfelf into any Foreign War, it being 
“ well known that full fore againft his Will he was forced by them 
“ of the Houfe of Gui/e to allow of the Civil Wars, notwithftand- 
* ing this glorious Pretext, wherewith they of Guife have entangled 
«© and embarked that State. For the which, as he hath good Caufe, 
‘“ (whatfoever Shew he now maketh) no doubt he hateth them, and: 
“ wifheth their Confufion in Heart. And yet perhaps the French 
“ Politicks fhould be content (although it hicth not in us divers way 
“‘ to {top and prévent any fuch malicious Pra@ice) for their own 
<< Fafe and Quiet, to ferve themfelves of their Sovereigns Quarreb 
“‘ for the prefent, for to tranfport the War out of their Country in- 
“ to this Ifland; yet you may thereby plainly difcern, how your 
“ King fhall be but ufed as an Inftrument for to ferve a Turn; as 


“‘ his Predeceffors heretofore have been, to the Effufion of much | 


“ Scottifb Bloud, and the Spoil of that Realm. Befides, it were no 
as a Counfil to be given by thofe that depend upon the French 
ings Fortune, to advance a King of Scots, too near’ allied ‘in 
“* Bloud to the Houfe of Guife: By whofe Afliftance this Defign to 
** poffefs that Crown and to depofe the King, (a Matter by him

~queft was fully concluded afterwards under Colour of Religion; 
as by the Prince of Orange, then of the Privy Council, - fince re- 
“‘ vealed. He now pretendeth himfelf to be the firff Catholick 
Prince, of the Bloud Royal of England; being reputed before, 
** though fallly, Heir of the Houfe of Lancafter, as by the Fedi- 
“ grees and Books publifhed by the Bifhop of Roffe, and others in 
his Favour, may appear. It was practifed even during the late 
“ Queen of Scots Life by the efuits and divers Gentlemen, to ad¢ 


*¢ vance him to the Crown by way of Election, to the ss gt 
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of her and her Line, as meeteft to reftore the Romifb Authority, 4N NO 
“ both here and elfewhere. 3 7 . 1586. 
.“ For although your Sovereigns Difpofition was not defperate, 7>V"™ 
“ they affured themfelves, that he would not part with the Supre- 
“ macy no more than King Henry VII. we may eafily and rightly 
“ judge, how far he would prevail of the Donation made of this 
“ Crown by the late Queen of Scots, in her Letters promifed to be 
* confirmed by her Laft Will and Teftament. Whereof his Ain- 
“ baffador at Paris, Don Bernardino de Mendoza, fticketh not al- 
ready to make open Vaunt; and what herfelf hath practifed to 
that Effet with her Servants, fince her Condemnation, God 
¢ knoweth. Laftly, being the Strongeft, what fhould let him to difpofe 
“< of the Prey, ashe lifteth. Warrant he could want none, fo long 
as the Popes may be as they are, of hisownand only making, __ 
“ All which laid together argues, how dangerous a Matter it 
might prove, for your Sovereign upon the faid Spaniard, or any

*¢ And thus by Chance of this Religion he fhall be able to mend 
the Matter, or better his Condition in any refpe@, is very unpro- 
bable , confidering the faid private refpects of their own Eftates 
“ and Pretentions will ftill remain.

“ Thus you fee, how the-Care and Defire I have of the Continu- 
ance of Amity between the two Crowns, hath carried me intoa 
longer Difcourfe than I purpofed. But having collected thefe, and 
a Number more concerning the Weal, as I hope of both Realins, 
to be imparted to you by for that I found him unwilling 
to meddle therewith, I thought good to write thus much unto 
yourfelf, whom I truft I fhall not need to exhort and encourage 
“to do all the good Offices, which on your Part fhall be pofiible ; 
“ confidering that our Satisfaction on this Behalf fhall be joined with 
the Service of God, your own Sovereign and Country; which 
** thereby fhall reap the blefled Fruits of Peace. 

This wife and well penned Letter, with the good Counfil given 
to the King accordingly by that grave Counfillor to whom it was 
written, took Effect. ForI meet with a Paper of that Kings, being, 
as it feems, his own Thoughts in that weighty Affair, wrote by 
himfelf after ferious Deliberation of his prefent Circumftances. It was 
thus endorfed, Reafons for the Scots Kings not revenging bis Mo- 
thers Death, | :

HE Archbithop of Canterbury had lately filenced Travers, raver Les 
the Lecturer of the Temple, a learned Man, but fomewhat "77 9 * 


 , difaffectted to the Church eftablifhed. The Caufe of aa 
‘was, to put a ftop to a Courfe ufed in his Ledtures, to con- 
fute in the Afternoon the Doctrine that Mr. Hooker, the Mafter of 
the Temple, preached in the Morning. Which tending to little 
good but, to create Differences and/Factions, the Archbifhop thought 
fit to forbid Travers to preach any more there. This Bufinefs hath , ain cp, 
been fhewn more at large in the Life of that Archbifhop. 16. 
- But foon after Travers applied to the Council, to be reftored to 3,5 seppicati- 
his Ledure, in a Supplication to the Lords, declaring at large the ose the2ucns 
Caufe of the Contention between them, in relation to the unfound 
DoGrines’ by the Mafter of the Temple preached: Which he briefly 
thus reprefented to them. “ That he had difcovered fundry un- sqookers Dec: 
“ found. Matters in his [Hookers] Dottrine, And that many of his 17% ews 
‘¢ Sermons tafted of fome fower Leaven or other. That Matters o: 
** {maller Weight, and fo covertly difcourfed, that no great Offence 
“ to the Church was to be feared inthem. And thofe he wholly 
“ paft by. But others of greater Moment, and fo openly delivered, 
“ as there. was juft Caufe of Fear, leaft the Truth and Church of 
“ God fhould be prejudiced and perilled by it, and fuch as the Con- 
* fcience of his Duty and Calling, would not fuffer him altogether 
“ to pafs over; this was his Courfe, to deliver, when he 7: = 
‘* Caute 
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Caufe by the Text, the Truth of {uch Doétrines as-he had other- 
wife taught in general Speeches, without Touch of his Perfon in 
any Sort; and fometime, at convenient Opportunity, conferred 
with him in fuch Points. 

‘© Thus whereas Hooker had taught certain Things concerning Pre. 
deftination, otherwife than the Word of God did, as it was under- 
ftood by all Churches profefiing the Gofpel, and not unlike that, 
wherewith Coranus foinetime troubled the Church; he faid, he 
both delivered the Truth in fuch Points in a general Do@rine, 
without any Touch of him in particular: And conferred alfo 
with him, privately upon fuch Articles. In which Conference he 
remembered that when he urged the Confent of all Churches, and 
good Writers againft him, Hooker an{wered him, that bis beft Au- 
thor was bis own Reafon, Which then he {Travers} withed 
him to take Heed of, as a Matter ftanding with Chriftian Mode- 
fty and Wifdum, in a Do@rine not received by the Church; not 
to tru{t to his own Judgment, fo far to pradtife it, before he had 
conferred with others of his Profeflion; labouring by daily Pray- 
er and ftudy, to know the Will of God, (as he [| Travers] did) 
to fee how they underftood fuch Doctrines, Notwithftanding, ad- 
ded Travers, with wavering he replyed, that he would fome 
other Time deal more largely in that Matter. 

‘© That another Time he preached this Doétrine, that the Affu- 
rartce that we believe by the Word is not fo certain, as of that we 
perceive by Senfe.

We hear little more of him and of 
his Feats, till 9 or 10 Years after, about the Year 1596. And out 
_ of a great many more pretendedly poifeffed Perfons Darrel caft out 
their Devils: As, outof a Boy in Burton, called Tho. Darling, about 
14 Years old. Whereof another Book was penned oy a Saddler in 
that ‘Town Confederate, as it feems with him. Which Book was 
revifed and contracted by one Denifon, a Minifter: And then pub- 
lifhed in Print: And called, The Book of the Difpoffeffion of the 
Boy of Burton. This fpread Darrels Fame throughout the Country. 
- §o0 that afterwards he was fent for in Lancafbire unto Mr. Starkée 
there. In whofe Houfe were feven Perfons poffeffed with as man 
Devils: All which he caft out. Whereof one was called Anne A 
ton. Who after fell into the Hands of certain Seminary Prie 
(thinking how by her Tricks fhe — be of Service to them) an 
was carried by them up and down the Country to fundry Recufants 
Houfes: And by her cunning counterfeiting of certain Fits, and 
ftaying herfelf for the fecret Directions of the faid Priefts; fhe had 
her Gains; and the Priefts gained great Credit to them and their 
Do@rine among the ignorant People. _ | 
There was alfo one Sommers of Nottingham, a Youth likewife, 
with whom this Wonder-working Man had much ado by Reafon of 
his violent Fits, to Mafter the unclean Spirit that acted him. But 
difpoffeft he was at laft. syd Friends this — had, pretend- 
ing to do all by Prayer and Fafting. In fhort, he was at laft fum- 
moned up to Lambeth, with one Moor, another Minifter that held 
with him, before the Archbifhop and Commiffioners Ecclefiafti- 
cal :.

Nor wanted there fuch uf the College as looked earneftly to fuc- 
cede: And namely, Watfon and Stanton, according as both Parties 
had their Friends in the College; And alfo Dr. Whitaker of Tri- 
nity College, the Queens Public Profeflor of Divinity. For whom 
the Lord Burghley, fometime of St. Fobns College, and ftyled a Pa- 
tron to it, was concerned: Knowing him a learned and fober Man.

Government, or the Peace of the Church. And therefore for the 
preventing any fuch Inconveniencies the Lords of the Council had 
lately ordered, That no Book fhould be printed in Londoa, or in ei- 
ther of the Univerfities, but the Copies to be firft reviewed and 
allowed by the Archbifhop of Canterbury, or the Bilhop of London, 
And of this the careful Archbifhop gave the Univerfity of Cambridge 
Information. And that on Occafion of a Book new in printing there, 
called The Harmony of Confejfions, oc. Tranflated out of Latin into 
Englifhb: Which for fome Reafons was not allowed in London to be 
printed. This the Archbifhop underftanding was going in Hand with 
thefe in Cambridge, fent his Letter to the Vicechancellor and Heads, 
to caufe the faid Book to be ftayed from printing, and that prefently 
upon the Receipt thereof, ae they fhould receive further Direé- 
on from him. And that in Regard of that late Order of the Council, 
he required them to take fpecial Care that nothing fhould be printed 
there, but what fhould be authorized accordingly. This Letter, as taken 


from the Records of that Univerfity, may be read in the Appendix. 


And yet, however it came to pafs, the faid Book was printed and 
publifhed this Year in O&avo, at Cambridge by Tho. Thomas, who 
was the Univerfity Printer, (as my learned Friend hath obferved.) 
With this Title, 4n Harmony of the oe kee of the Reformed 
Churches, Cc. No doubt, the Printing of the Book had the Per- 
miflion of the Archbifhop, after fome Review, or Correction of it. 
The Archbithop alfo took Care about the Univerfity Preachers ; 
who had their Licence from the Univerfity. A Privilege which 
they had, to nominate an Univerfity-Preacher, and fome others, ta 
a certain Number, as it feems. But by this Means feveral of that 
Univerfity had gotten to be Preachers, that were difaffetted to the 
Doctrine or Rites or Conftitution of the Church as eftablifhed. To 
prevent or remedy this, the faid watchful Archbifhop fent another 
Letter this fame Year to the Vicechancellor and Heads : Requiring 
them that whofoever fhould be by them admitted to preach in their 
Univerfity or elfewhere, fhould firft fubfcribe the three Articles, 
agreed upon, and confirmed’ by her Majefties Authority. And 
threatning them in Cafe of their Neglet in this Matter of Sub- 
{cription, to call in Queftion their Authority to admit’ fo many 
Preachers; which how flender it was, he well knew. This Letter 
alfo I join tothe former, to preferve as much as we can, the Memo- 
ry and Deferts of this great Prelate. 7 
There was about this Time a great Difference and Conteft be- 
tween’ the Univerfity and the Town. What the firft’ Occafion 
or Offence was, I enquire not.- But fo hot the People of the ‘Town 
were againft the Scholars, that about the Time of Sturbridge Fair, 
the Maior and others of the Freemen made thefe Orders, ‘That no 
Schojars or their Servants, fhould have any Booths in the Fair, nor 
have any Commodity belonging to the Town. - And furthermore in 


-other Refpects, fhewing great Ingratitude towards them of the Uni- 


Verfity,; bending themfelves with much Contention, againft them,

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The Heads of the Univerfity, in their own Right, and withal 4 N NV Q 
to be even with the Town for their Ingratitude, (who had fuch a .1586. 
Dependance upon the Scholars) came to this Refolution, to humble ““Y~” 
them, with the Leave and Concurrence of their High Chancellor; 

» ui, That no College, Scholar, or Scholars Servant, fhould fell or zy, cossfe she 
let any Lands or Tenements to any Town{man, without it were with Usiversi:7 
the Confent of the Chancellor and whole Body of the Univerfity. ™ 
Nor. that any Scholar, or Scholars Servant fhould buy any thing of 
them; as Cloth, Apparel, or Viduals, or any thing elfe. And that 
none, either Scholar, or Servant of any Scholar, or Foreigner, taking 
to farm any Houfe or Land from the Univerfity, become after a 
Freeman of the Town, or let or fet over any fuch Houfe or Land, 
or Parcel thereof, to any Townfman. Or if fo, the Leafe to ceafe 
and become void. And further, that no Townfmen fhould 
partake of any Benefit from a Privilege granted to the Uni- 
verity for the Provifion of Corn and Vidtuals for five Miles Com- 
pafs from Cambridge. Other Orders the Heads agreed upon tq 
{traiten the Townfmen, and to recover their Privilege at Sturbridge 
Fair. For this Purpofe, and that this their Confultation might take 
Effe@, they preferred a Petition to their Chancellor, the Lord 
Burghley. Which was delivered to him by the Hands of Perne, one 
of the ancienteft Heads of the Univerfity, and of venerable Efteem. . Num.

To this Copy of the Dutcheffes laft Will, (found among the MSS, 
of the Lord Burghley) there was found alfo another Paper, being an 
Inventory of her Money and Jewels, (which was va(t) taken by Or- 
der from her Majefty, April 21. 1587. by fobn Wolley, one of the 
Privy Chamber, and ‘Fobn Fortefcue, Mafter of her great Wardrobe: 
In Prefence of the Earl of Hertford, Henry Lord Seymour, Sir Ri- 
chard Knightly, and Andrew Rogers, Efquires, Her Sons and Sons in 
Law. Such a huge Treafure that it would take up too much room 
here to infcribe the faid Inventory; and yet ’tis pity it fhould not 
have a Place in this Hiftory. And therefore I have transferred it 
to the Appendix. , 

It was not many Days before this Dutchefles Death, that fome- 
thing of Remark happened concerning her laft Will. For the Queen 
coming to underftand, that fhe had made her eldeft Son, the Earl of

Work by fome of his Friends, He confeft he had taken what he 
had written out of Matth. Parker, [the late Archbifhop] who, he 
faid, had learnedly in Latin writ the Lives of the LXX Archbi- 
fhops of that See. The Lives contained in this Book are digefted 
P.u3s. into Holling fbeds Chronicle under the Year 1586. 
'p. Bizarws; e add to this, another Writer, named Petrus Bizarus, an Italian, 
pee dwelling here in England; a Man of Learning; entertained divers 
Years with the Earl of Bedford. And expeding Preferment here, 
failing of it, in Difcontent he departed, and lived abroad. Where 
he applied himfelf to write in Latin Relations of Hiftory of Wars 
in feveral Kingdoms; and then publifhing them to the World.

But this Bifhops Letter being fomewhat long, and by which one 
Numb, ‘may partly gather fome Charaéer of him, fhall have a Place in the 
XX, Appendix, together with his Certificate of the Juftices. 
Lord Tresfer- _  L4IS was one of the cémmendable Counfils of that wife Statef- 
ors ged Sr. Man; viz to make a Regulation of the Juftices of the Peace in every 
ie meee County ;: and to take this Courfe for his better and truer Informatioa 
of the Gentlemen, and their Abilities. That none might be put 
into thofe Places of Truft and Diftribution of jute und Right un 
to the Inhabitants, but honeft and able Men. Whereof there had 
been no little want; and much Partiality ufed ; and not feldom fuch 
as favoured the Queens Enemies.

‘A Main f Some Motions were now made towards a Peate with Spain, even 
pee with in the Midft of thefe Preparations and Attempts of War.

This was wrote upon Expeétation of the Earls Return back again sar man 
to Holland, after his late ‘Departure into England, which: was ia ome. 
December'1§86. But I think he came no more to them; though 
when he departed, he kept the Government ih-his Hands, but in- 
trufting it under him to the Council of State. But took from them 
their wofted Jurifdidion; and left divers Orders with his Officets 
in his Abfence. He loft himfelf among the People by his Exadions, 
and laying new. Payments from their Traffick and Merchandizes; 
procuring ‘Hatred t ereby to himfelf.” But in expectation of his Re- 
turn to them in the Spring, this Politician thought fit to write the 
Inftru@ions in the Letter above fpecifiéd , as fenfible how important 
the Queens Forces were in carrying on-their defenfive War with the 
King of Spain.

' Barnes, Bifhop of Durbam died this Year in the Month of Au- 
guft, St. Bartbolomews Eve. Dr. Toby Matthew, the Dean of that 
Church ‘preached his Funeral Sermon.

Novifime Daneledaia van jam ad Dei pris pif 
copus, illius Ecclefie babenas ac Gubernacala moderatur. be ae 
This Bifhop had a Brother 7obn, who was his Chancellor, a bad.

Which reflected upon the Bifhop himfelf, and gave him an ill Name 
every where. . And when thefe Things were brought to the Bifhop, 
he would fay, Others were in the Fault ; but it never came to his 
Knowledge. Gilpin, a reverend and pious Preacher in thofe Parts in 
a Sermon preached before him, told him plainly, that whatfoever 
he did himfelf, or fuffer through his Connivency to be done by 
others, was wholly his own. The Bifhop took this well, and ta- 
king him by the Hand, faid, Father Gilpin, I acknowledge you are 
fitter to be Bifhop of Durbam, thanI to be Parfon of Houghton ; 
which was Gilpins Parfonage. Oo | 
Toby Matthews, the Dean of this Cathedral Church, was talked 
of at Court to fucceed in this Bifhoprick. But the See was not filled 
till the Year 1589. But now at the Deceafe of the former Bifhop, 
the Revenues were fomewhat more nicely lookt into. And the faid 
Dr. Afatthbews could find many Alienations, or long Leafes. made, 
moft of them in Bifhop Barnes’s Time: No lefs than ten long Leafes. 
So that when Francis Mills, a Gentleman Attendant of Secretary 
Walfingbam, had fhewn him from the faid Secretary, that he was de-

cretary) the faid Dean Matthew wrote him a long Letter of the

- About this Time the faid Dean Matthew fent a Letter of Thanks 
to Sir Francis Walfingbam for his great Favour in refpect of the {aid 
Bifhoprick ; and therein thought fit to confult with him [the faid 
Secretary] concerning making his Application to two other great 


+: ., Favourites with the Queen, the Earls of Leiceffer and Effex. 


‘He began his Letter with his thankful Acknowledgment, in the 
Name of that Church of Durbam, of fome great Favour fhewn to 
them, the Dean and Chapter, and the whole Body of the Queens 
Foundation, upon fome Conteft with the Archbifhop of York, at- 
tempting to infringe their Liberties.

Upon which our Divine makes this Inference; ‘* That if our fe- 
** duced or. would not clofe their Eyes, they might fee up- 
“ on what Trafh their Worfhip is built; and that their Leaders care 
“ not, how they be abufed and led by the Nofe; fo that their own 
“ Projets and Intendments be effected. 

Lancafbire was efpecially this Critical Year to be looked after; 
where Papifts,. and Gentlemen, Favourers of Papifts f{warmed. 
Therefore Care was now taken for fome honeft faithful Perfons to 
be put into the Commiffion of the Peace there: That fo every Hun- 
dred might be furnifhed with one or two fuch at leaft; and fuch as 
might watch thefe difaffected at this Time. (Befides a Commiflion 
Ecclefiaftical likewife fent down, to be put in due Execution.) An 
Account of which and the Succefs thereof, take from the Pen of one 
of them, viz. Edward Fleetwood, Parfon of Wigan, and in the 
Commiffion of the Peace of that County, in a Letter, writ to fome 
Perfon at Court, under the Title of Right Honourable; whom I 
conclude to be Lord Treafurer: Making thefe Obfervations of the 
_ Commiflion of good Juftices fent down for that corrupt

And every Quarter 
Seflions, containing moft of them two Hundreds, a competent Num- 
ber of Juftices. And the General Ailizes had a full furnifhed Bench 
of worfhipful Gentlemen to countenance and attend that great and 
honourable Service. Which appeared moft evidently in the Eyes of 
all Men that laft Affizes, by the moft plentiful Concourfe of all the 
Gentlemen Juftices well affe&ted from all Parts of the Shire. Pro- 
viding thereby, that neither the common Service, fpecially laid up 
on them, fhould be disfurnifhed of due Attendance, nor the difco 

tented Sort fhould obtain any juft Occafion to argue their Honours 
{of the Counties] DireGion of Infufficiency, or them of any want 
of Duty. Where they employed themfelves fo thorougly in the 
Cafe of Religion, that there enfued a moft plentiful Detection of 
6co Recufants by Oath prefented:- As alfo the Indi@ments of 87 
of them, (as many as for the Time could be preferred to the Jury :)

A Privikge of | There came an Epiftlé of Thanks this Year from the other Uni- 
ee Unaek? verfity of Oxford to the Lord Treafurer; to whom they had ad- 
vaded. dreffed for his Affiftance in a Caufe, wherein one of their Univerfity 
Privileges was invaded : Which was, that none within five Miles of 

that City fhould be compelled to fend Provifion of Bread Corn to the

Which occafioned a Vindication of him, by fome parti- 
cular Order from himfelf, wiping off thofe fcandalous Reports that 


‘were given out of him. Whether then printed or no, I cannot tell. 


But I fhall tranfcribe it from the Original Paper, as I found it in the 
Cotton Library; referring the Reader to the Appendix. Which is 
worthy the Publick; for the better Knowledge of fo great a Man, 
and fo ufeful a Statefinan in that Age.

thy Statefman the Lord Burghley, Lord Treafurer, of-whom fo 1587, 
much already. He had matched his beloved Daughter Anne, to the 57 7 
Earl of Oxford. Who had not fhewed that conjugal Kindnefs and Oxford difcot- 
Love to her, as was expected: Being difcontented that he was not tn “terg” 
_ preferred (which he looked for) efpecially, depending upon the great Burshley. 
Intereft of his Father in Law ; and it having been fugsefted to him, 
that he had f{poken fomething in Council to his Difparagement: 
And fo in ca angry Mood went beyond. Sea. This made the Lord 
Treafurer very uneafy, as-well asithe Lady, his Wife, a very.wor- 
thy and accomplifhed ‘Lady. I find a Letter of the faid Treafurer 
written to him, to foften him, and vindicate himfelf; that he had 
not been wanting in his: Endeavours to prefer him at Court. And 
the Day after he had received the Earls Letter, he anfwered to this 
Tenour. 7 

“ That he perceived by it an Opinion of his Lordfhip, that he Test Leds

And as this gave Caufe of his Expedation from that pel 
whofe Daughter he had married, fo likewife to that Letter above, 
written in Vindication of himfelf, and his Endeavours to ferve him. 
The Eel f = This good Lord Treafurer had another Trouble created him by 
Lord Pole another great Lord, at Court, and Favourite, namely, Rodert, Earl 
loan Dif- of Leicefter Who had ufed fome angry Speeches to the faid Trea- 
furer; having thwarted him in fomewhat, difcourfed before the 
Queen in Council. 

As, “* That he found himfelf grieved with fuch crofs Handling, 
** as both at that and other Times he had done. And that he faw 
“ his Lordfhip very ready to crofs him before her Majefty. And 
*° that he liked it fo ill, that he would and could find way to anger 
“ him as well.” The Treafurer had alfo reckoned by fome of the 
Earls Words, as though he had charged him with fomething againft 
her Majetty. 

This caufed him to write that Morning to the Earl ; and the Earl 
as foon an{wered him that Night, juftifying himfelf. And by this 
private arguing with one another, taking a better Courfe than fome 
Gentlemen are wont to do, by making Challenges, and deciding 
their Differences by the Sword; intending nothing lefs than the 
murthering one another. But it will not be unacceptable to read 
the Earls Letter, which is endorfed by the faid Treafurers own 
Hand, The Earl of Leicefter in anfwer to mine, writ the fame 
Morning. . :

Afterwards he travailed 

abroad, and at length came to Italy; and fettled to his Studies at 

Padua, where he was made a Do@or, and a Synaic too.

in fome clofer Reftraint by the Spaniard, that he might be the more 
willing to get his Liberty, and obtain this Favour from the Queen. 
Winter ,hereupon fent two of his Servants to the Englifb Court: 
Efpecially, their Tetms with hith being, not to grant him his Li- 
berty,-unlefs by fuch' Exchange. : And the Report went, that the 
Queen was. enclined thereto. But in Truth fhe would not vield to 
it, And why, the enfuing Letter from the Lords of the Couneil 
to Mr. Winter, will fhew, (and is worthy inferting here) by me 
tran{cribed from the Lord Treafurers own Minutes. - ‘ 

_ Where, by two of your Servants, named Thomas Hall and That the Quem 
“ William Meredith, we underftand, that you are there retained feming to it,

““ you any reafonable Compofition for your Ranfome, or rather ~ 
“ none,’ unlefs that Don Pedro De Valdes, a principal Captain in the 
“ King of Spains Army, on that Side, here Prifoner in England,

*s tereft in you affirm, that there hath been an Intention here for -

Man, being no Captain, delivered upon fome reafonable Recom- 
pence to your Taker; as many Hundreds of Spaniards, yea, 
many that have had good Charge in the late Wars, and have been 
known to have been of Honourable Families, have been put to 
Liberty upon {mall Ranfoms, and very many for no other Charge, 
but for their Diet. 

“¢ And thefe Things thus confidered by her Majefty, in Confe- 
rence with us, fhe commanded us to fignify thus much to be 
fhewed to fuch as with whom you are to compound for your Li- 
berty, which we know by no better Means to do, than by this 
our writing to peg Which you fhall do well to thew, 
where you fhalf think meet. For to that End we have written 
this our Letter, by her Majefties exprefs Command, in the French 
Tongue: Not doubting, but that when Seignor Mount Dragon, 
in whofe Cuftody you are, fhall fee the fame, being a Nobleman, 
of good Wifdom, and of long Experience in the Wars, as any now 
liveth in thofe Parts, he will further your {peedy Delivery upon 
reafonable Conditions; for your Degree, and for the Quality of 
the Manner of your Taking; without giving Credit to any In- 
formations that have been given, [viz] that for your Delivery, 
Don Pedro fhould be delivered. Which was never meant, nor 
with any Reafon ought to be accorded; having Refpe@ to fo 
great a Difference of your Perfons, your Actions and Eftimation 
for Martial Service: Although her Majefty indeed ‘is very defirous 
of your Delivery, as of a Gentleman to be favoured, both for 
your own fake, and for your Father, that ferved her Majefty 
very worthily of long Time. 

We have feen, how exceeding diligent the Queen and her Coun- 


cil were in their Preparations againft Spain, and how fuccefsful (by 
the Bleffing of God) it proved in the Event. But fhe counted not 
herfelf {ecure after that fignal Conqueft late obtained ; but like a 
wife and provident Prince judged it neceffary, to make Provifion ftill 
againft any future Attempts, which fhe was apprehenfive of from

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that malicious and haughty King. And therefore in order to get in_.4 N NO 
a readinefs Arms and Men againft any danger of Invafion, having 1588. 
pretty well exhaufted her Treafure, borrowed Money of her Sub- —~W~ 
jects, as fhe had done before upon like Occafion. And which fhe 
promifed faithfully to repay again; as fhe had done always before in 
the like Cafe. And accordingly Circular Letters, dated December the 
4th, were fent to the Lords Lieutenants of the Counties from the Lords 
of the Council ; for this Loan, with Directions for the raifing of ir. 
Which being a notable Letter, and giving fuch Light to the State of 
the Nation, and containing Expreflions obliging to the Subjects,: I 
will tranfcribe it here from the very Pen of the Lord Treafurer ; 
who beft knew in what Condition the Treafury now was. 

‘© After our very hearty Commendations to your good Lordfhip, 
** we doubt not, but both to your Lordfhip, and alfo to others that 
““ have had any Charge this laft Year in any Part of Government 
** within this Realm; it is manifeft, how neceflary it was, that this

“ inform your Lordfhip therein; how of each particular Perfon, 
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ANNO“ being Men of Lands, or of Wealth in Goods, fuch particular

His Conteft with the Dean of Durham. This

ND now we turn to the Church of England, and the Re- 
ligion profeffed therein; the main Ground of all the fore- 


mentioned Malice towards the Queen and Kingdom. 

I fhall begin with the Church of Norwich. Between 
the Dean and Chapter of which Cathedral Church, and Sir Tho. . 
Shirley, and other Patentees for Concealments, there had been long 
Conteft. Whereof divers Things were related before under the 
Year 586. But it ftill depended, Yet it came fo far, that Popham, 
the Queens Attorney General, ‘had drawn up a Plat for eftablifhing 
that Church anew; with refpedt alfo to the Benefit of the faid Pa- 
tentees. Which Writing he fent to the Lord Treafurer, enclofed in 
a Letter to him; importing, “ That according to his Lordfhips Di- 
“ rection, he had fent a Plat concerning the re-eftablifhing of the 
“ Church of Norwich. And that his Lordfhip might pleafe to re- 
‘form it, and amend, as fhould feem beft tohim. Dated fromthe

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But a new Controverfy arofe from this Book then drawn up, and 4 N NO 
that by Warrant from the Queen, for putting an End to thatCon- 1588. 

But it feems, it ““W~ 
was not drawn after the Manner accorded between them, chiefly on ~ 
the Churches fide. So that when the Lord Treafurer had fent a 1 Deen of 
Copy of the faid Book to Dr. Gardiner, the Dean, who, having been glee: thee 
a long Time affe@ed with the Gout, and fo not able to mind Bufi- 
nefs, could not till now acquaint the faid Lord with his Thoughts 
thereof. Which he did by his Letter dated- the 1ft of Ofobder, 
from Norwich: Shewing therein, how different it was drawn in 
many Refpects to what had been accordéd between them.

The Sum of which Letter to Sir Thomas Shirley, now fent by 
the diligent Dean to the Lord Treafurer to perufe, I fubjoin; 
The Deans Let- wherein he told Sir Thomas, “ ‘That the Book engrofled, which he 
eer fe Sir Th. «¢ had fent to him, in no Point agreed with the Book drawn at his 
“‘ fthe Deans] laft being in London, and that as it varied much 
“ from their Agreement; fo it anfwered not her Majefties gracious 
«¢ Meaning in the Warrant under the Broad Seal. And that if 
‘< the fame fhould pafs in that Manner, it would not only be much

This, and what follows, may be worthy recording for the Charch 


of Norwich’s grateful Remembrance of that Dean, and his good 
Service to it. Now what Terms of Agreement between the Church 
and the Patentees were, which was mentioned above, and which 
the Dean fo much infifted upon, and the prefent Book now offered 
them to fubfcribe, and fo varying from, I have entred in the 4p- Numb. 
pendix, being a Paper figned by tHe Dean himfelf, thus endorfed, LX. 
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Articles of Agreement between the Dean and Chapter and the Pa- 
tentees, drawn up by the Atturney and Sollicitor, and offered to 
the Dean: And fhewing on what Terms he accorded. 

Upon the abovefaid Complaint of the Dean to the Lord Trea- 
furer, of this Book, fo injurious to their Church, and his earneft 
Appeal to him, to judge between both Partics, that Lord took it 
upon him, according to their Defire. And thereupon gave Order, 
that the Dean, not being by reafon of Sicknefs able himfelf to come 
up, fhould fend fome of their Body to tranfa& their Bufinefs before 
him. Whereupon in the Month of November, two of them, viz. 
Caftleton and Suckling, had Commiflion from the reft fo to do. 
With whom the careful Dean fent another Letter tothat Lord, with 
Warrant under their Chapters Seal, to profecute the Caufe of their 
Church: And by the Advice of his Lordthip, and fome other learn- 
ed in the Law, to finifh the Matter: Having found hard Meafure

fold away for ever: And one Parcel fold to five feveral Perfons : 
Some violently entred upon, without Payment of Rent or Ferme: 
One had paid none, fince the Controverfy began; the Houfes with- 
in the Cathedral Church offered to Sale; or Money taken beforc- 
hand, @c. And after a Relation of all this, they did moft hum- 
bly befeech his Honour, that “1 might feek for Succour under 
his Wing. The whole Letter I have thought worth preferving 
among the other Papers of Note in the Appendix. | 

And having brought Matters thus far, the good Dean deceafed 
the next Year, viz. 1589. And foon after, this long Suit feemed 
to come to an Iffue and Conclufion: Nothing wanting to be done, 
but the Decifion of the Lord Treafurer, the Differences between 
both Parties being compremifed: Sir Tho. Shirley petitioning the 
faid Lord for the fame, both Parties agreeing upon the Points. I 
refer the Reader to the State of the Cafe now drawn up briefly; 
and the Patentees Petition at the End. See the 4p oe ibe And 
fo he feems to have a Leafe granted him for the forefaid Deans and 
Chapters Lands for 99 Years. 

As I have related feveral Hiftorical Remarks of Sandys, that emi- 
nent Confeffor, Bifhop and Archbifhop of this Church; fo I fhall 
join to the reft one or two more, which fell out this Year, which 
put a Period to his holy Life. A hard Demand, or Requeft was 
made to this Archbifhop of York ; which was not the firft Time fuch 
uneafy Applications were made to him, for the impairing of his 
Bifhoprick. It was required, that by Leafe or fome other way, he 
fhould part with his Epifcopal Houfe, fituate in London : Which I 
fuppofe ftood there where now are York Buildings. This Requeft 
(for fo he called it) had been made to him by the Queen herfelf, 
in Behalf, as it feems, of fome of her Courtiers or Noblcmen, 
But he then declared unto her, his unwillingnefs to do fuch a 
Wrong to his Church, and which would be alfo fuch a lafting Re- 
flection upon him, and his Memory. And being now inhis Diocefs, 
the Requeft was again renewed. But he was refolute, not to yield. 
Yet writ his Mind to his Ffiend, the Lord Treafurer; thinking, 
that fome Words cf his to the Queen, in reprefenting his Refolu- 

tion 
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tion tenderly, fhe might pafs it over without much Difpleafure to- 
wards him. His Letter wrote in the Month of Pune, (which feem- 
ed to be one of his laft Letters, for he died the next Month) was 
in thefe Words : : | 

“ As for my Houfe at London, a Thing moft unreafonable is re- 
“‘ quefted of me. I cannot well defire your Lordfhips Help herein, 
“* yet one Word of your Lordfhip to her Majefty, would do me 
** much good. I cannot in Confcience yield that Requeft. I re- 
“main refolute. I am only to entreat your Lordfhip to be a 
“* Means, that I may fo do without Offence unto her Majefty. 
“« Yet her Highnefs Speech unto me touching the felf fame Matter, 
“< hath been fuch, that I am fully perfuaded, her Mayjefty will not 
“* deal againft mein it.” And then making a fad Reflection here- 
upon, ufed thefe Words: “* Thefe be mervailous Times, The Pa- 
“‘ trimony of the Church is laid open, as a Prey, unto all the 
*© World. The Minifters of the Word, the Meflengers of Chrift 
“¢ are become Contemptibiles omni populo, and are efteemed tangquam 
“ excrementa mundi,. This was forefhewed, and in our Time per- 
“‘ formed. It may be feared, God hath fome great Work in Hand. 
“ For this Ignominy is done unto himfelf, @*c. Dated from South- 
wel, the 1ft of Fune 1588. |

More is {aid of this Matter in the Life of Archbifhop Whitgift. 

Yet another Trouble vexed this good Archbifhop, now at the Iat- 
ter End of his Life; namely, a Conteft between Toby Matthew, the 
Dean of Durbam, and him. What the Caufe was I know not; 
whether it were concerning the Vifitation of that Church, or fome- 
what elfe, uncertain to me. But the Archbifhop feemed to have the 
Right of the Caufe; and the Dean put to Shifts in maintaining his. 
But in this Difcord he addreft himfelf to the faid Lord in thefe 
Words, * My honourable good Lord; Sundry great Wrongs are 
“ offered me, Oc. What manifeft Wrongs the Dean of Durbam 
“° offereth me, and by what indirect Dealings he proceedeth againft 
“ me, with a big Mind to maintain a bad Caufe; and what Shifts 


“* and Delays he ufeth, that his evil Caufe come not to Trial, this 


‘* Bringer, your Servant, can declare unto you.” And the Arch- 
bifhop might the rather. betake himfelf to this Lord in this Diffe- 
rence between the Dean and him; the Deanry having been chiefly 
obtained by his Intereft with the Queen on his Behalf. And fo he 
- gratefully profefled to the Treafurer, foon after he became Dean; 
to be always fenfible of his-Favours, And fo in a Letter to him, he 
promifed, “ That if any Defed& fhould happen at any Time in him 
“ in the Difcharge of that Duty, and coming to his Lordthips Ear, 
“© he befeeched him to make him know it; and promifed to be re- 

‘“* formed by his Authority, and directed by his Wifdom. 
This Archbifhop died the roth of Fuly this Year; and was in- 
terred in the Choir of the Collegiate Church of Southwel, in Not- 
tinghamfhire, 
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AN NO tingbampbire, under a fair Monument, with the Egigies of his Chil- 
1588. dren, kneeling round the Sides of it. The Picture of which Monu- 
UF \~syJ ment remains’ in a Vifitation Book in the Heralds Office. The Epi- 
saad Noing. taphical Infcription thereon may be found tranfcribed at length in 
ria the Life of Archbifhop Whitgift. Which will explain his extracr- 
dinary Character. But his Laft Will and Teftament will further 
Bok Ill.ch. difcover, from himfelf, the holy, and divine, the pious and hum- 
os ble Spirit of this excellent Prelate. Which inclines me, to let the 
Chrifian Reader, (that defires to look on the good Bifhops of that 
Age) to be acquainted with it. It will thew us what his Thoughts 
were of the Reformed Religion and Church eftablifhed among us, 
and of fome Rites and Ufages therein, and of the Differences among 
Num. the Profeflors of the Gofpel on that Account. But being fomewhat

So much the greater Pity is it, that there | 
fhould be fuch Diffent in Matters of {mall Importance, Rites and 
Circumftances, -That by Contentions in fuch Things the Courfe 
of the Gofpel fhould be hindred, Chrift’s Adverfaries ftrength- 
ned, and his Church offended. The Miniftry cannot be well exe- 
cuted without her Rites. Which Rites are left indifferent to 
every Policy. So that they be not difagreeing to the Word; fo 
that they tend to Edification; fo that they be feemly, and accord- 
ing to decent Order. _ | 

«Be it granted, that fome Rites upon fome Confiderations might 
be bettered, or omitted; yet can I not fay, neither any Man, I 
{uppofe, can prove, that any Thing is fet down to be obferved 
in the Church, wicked, or contrary to the Word. It were 
{carce Wifdom, when as in many Years a beautiful and a coftly 
Houfe is builded, if a Window be fet a little awry, or fome 


: {mall Eye-fore do appear, in refpedt thereof to difturb the whole 


Houfe, to pull it down, and lay it flat with the Ground. For 
every Change being fo full of Peril, furely, thefe great Altera- 
tions, upon light Advice; thefe new Commonwealths, howfo- 
ever they be fhaddowed with the pleafible Name of Reformation, 
yet in feeking -(for undoubtedly this is fought, and that by many) 
to have the Patrimony of the Church divided, mangled and em- 
paired, they threaten the utter Overthrow of Learning and Re- 
ligion. For take any Livings, at which this Axe efpecially 
ftriketh, and ye take away Learning, and ye overthrow Teaching. 
Take away Teaching, and what. fhall become of the Church of 
Chrift. Where.there is no Vifion, there the People cannot choofe 
to come to decay. : 

“ There is no State, (no, not the State of a Prince excepted) to 
whom Fear, Honour, Obedience and Tribute is due, that may 
more rightly challenge a ‘competent and fufficient Living, than 
the Minifters of the Word of God. They feem to have put out 
the very Light of Nature in themfelves who repine at the rea- 
fonable Maintenance of them that minifter before the Lord in 
thefe fanctified Labours. For who doth plant. a Vinyard, and 
doth not eat of the Fruit thereof? Or who feedeth a Flock, and 


: eateth not of the Milk of the Flock. Mark, how the Scriptures, 


both in the Law and in the Gofpel, do beat upon this Point. In 
the Law it is faid, Thou fbale not muzzle the Mouth of the Oxe. 
Doth God take care for Oxen ? No, his Care is for us. For our 
Caufe it is, that he hath faid, The Labourer is worthy of bis 


‘Hire. For our Caufe he hath ordained, that they which preach

This moved this moft Reverend Man, now he was preaching be- 
fore the. Queen, (who wanted not for Solicitation for fuch Injuries) 
in fo large-and ample Sort to fpeak of Maintenance and Honour due 
to the Minifters. Adding, “ That if any were flow and wretchlefs 
“ jn doing his Office: If there be any Idol Shepherd, that feedeth 
* himfelf only, and not his Flock; let him be reformed, or rea 
* moved; But for the Fault of a few, that the whole State.fhould

During the Vacancy of the rich Bifhoprick of Ely, there wanted 4 N No 
not Applications to the Queen, and fome of her Court, for fome 1588, 
of the Revenues of it upon long Leafes. As there was one Letter —“V~. 
the laft Year obtained from the Queen to the Dean and Chapter, for ae fae: | 

Afbley, Efq, a Servant of her Majefty, for the Manors of Dunning Chir Ely, 
-ton, Thriplow, and the Parfonage of Hinckffos, Which Letter of sw. , 
the Queens was accompanied with another from Secretary Walfng- 
bam. So again this Year thé Lord Treafurer fent his Letter to the 
faid Dean and Chapter af Ely, for the Leafe of Wentworth, belonging 
to them, upon Lives, for one Medley, a famous Chymift, and Retainer 
to that Lord. Which they could not grant by their Statute, and 
being their Patron, and high Steward of their Church, they hoped 
he would not require it of them.

And as I do not ufe to omit Jrifo Church Matters, when in my 
Collections [ meet with them, fo here may fall in a Remark. of an 
Archbifhop of Dudlin, Lord Chancellor of Ireland. There was a 
Letter of his wrote this Year to the Exglifo Court. The Occafion 
this: The Queen had difpofed of the forfeited Eftates of her great 
Irifh Traitor, the Earl of Defmond, and his Complices; which were 
vaftly great, confifting of an infinite Number of Acres of Land in 
many or moft of the Counties of. that Kingdom. Thofe to whom 
the Queen had granted thefe Lands, were Perfons of Honour and 
‘Quality of the Englifh Nation, and that had done good Services in 
that rebellious Kingdom. But thefe Eftates together with many 
Privileges, were granted them upon certain Conditions. : TheQueens 
great Purpofe at this Time was the peopling of the County of 
Munfler, and furnifhing it with Inhabitants from England that were 
Proteftants : That Popery and Rebellion might at length ceafe, or 
be diminifhed in thofe Parts. And the Gentlemen, on whom the 


‘Queen had beftowed thefe Eftates, undertook the doing of it. But

what Succefs they had in this Undertaking, is out of my Way here 
to relate: ‘Though there wanted not Informations and Complaints 
to the Court, of thefe Undertakers, (as they were called) and 
thofe concerned in the Lands, and the Bounds thereof. 

But one of thefe Undertakers was Sir William Herbert, Knight, 
(which gives the'Caufe of my Mention of this Iri/b Affair.) The 
Queen had granted him in the County of Kerry, 13276 Acres of Land, 
to the yearly Rent of 221 /, and upwards, He was a Gentleman of 
good Defert in this Charge,-and had been at Pains and Coft, to 
promote the Queens good Ends there: And being now ready to go 
for England, he took with him (and perhaps to clear himfelf of 
fome Mifinformations againft him) his Character to the Lord Trea- 
furer, from the faid Lord Archbifhop of Dublin, Which ran to 
this Tenour: :

The Popes Bull, Popifh’. Books flew abroad this Year, in order to the 
fpepeaen great Defizn now on Foot. The chief Writers, as well as Tranf- 
invade Eng- actors on that Side, were Allen, made a Cardinal by the Pope for 
his Deferts that way, and Parfons, a Fefuit. One of this Cardinals 
Books fet forth this Year, or hereabouts, was a large Explanation of 
the prefent Popes Bull, publifhed at Rome. Which I will briefly 
mention, and then fhew, how the Cardinal backed it with his own 
Comment and Explanation. This Bull had more Severity than that 
of his Predeceflors, Pius Quintus, that came forth near twenty 
Years before, that excommunicated the Qucen, as I have from the 
Copy of a Letter fent hence to Mendoza at Paris, by one of that 
Sort here, “ Whereby the Queen was accurfed, and pronounced 
“* to be Deprived of her Crown; and the Invafion and Conqueft of 
“* her Realm, committed by the Pope to the King Catholick, to exe- 
** cute the fame, with his Armies, both by Sea and Land, and to 
“© take the Crown to himfelf, or to limit it to fuch a Potentate, as 

“ the Pope and he fhould name. 
The Explane- ‘This Bull was followed by a great Number of Copies of an Eng- 
Book by Cora. H/o Book, printed at Antwerp, fent into England, even when the 
NatAllen. Navy of Spain was daily lookt for. The Original of which Books 
was compofed and writ by the abovefaid Cardinal in April, called

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by himfelf, the Cardinal of England, to add the greater Authority 4 N N O 
to his Book : Which was fo violently, fharply, and bitterly written, 1588. 

“ Yea, (faid the Writer of the Letter to Mendoza) fo arrogantly, ““v~ 
“ (charged by the Adverfaries) falfly and flanderoufly, againft the 

“© Perfon of the Queen, againft her Father King Henry VIII.

objected to him, one of his Affertions in his Book, That Readers 
were no Minifters; meaning fuch of the Clergy as did not, or could 
not preach, but only read the Holy Scriptures, the Homilies, and - 
other good Books appointed to be publickly read to the People, when | 
there. were no Sermons. This Penry afferted in his Book was not 
preaching the Word: And fo the ordinary Means of Salvation was — 
wanting, which was the Word preached. And that upon this Say- 
ing of his, it was reported, that the abovefaid Bifhop fhould fay, 
that this was next Door to an Herefy. This Matter thus did Penry 
abufively relate ina Book that he afterwards publifhed : .

fied with his Reafons, to the faid Lord: Who thought it convenient 
to. difpatch the faid Letter ta Dr. Whitaker, ‘That fo underftand- 
ing what Anfwer he could make, he might be the better enabled 
to make a final Decifion of this'Controverfy.

Archbifoe 
of was given elfewhere, to which I refer the Reader; but I fhall Book ities. 21. 
further enlarge this Univerfity Concern, with the Confequences 
and Proceedings; which ftuck a great while before the Heads, and 
afterward removed to a fuperior Cognizance. Upon the Demand of 
the Heads, why they refufed to give their Anfwers to thofe Arti- 
cles before-mentioned, they made thefe three Proteftations. I. That Ter Prete 
we do from our Hearts reverence your Authority fet over us by 
God. ° II. We refufe not an Oath, as thinking it fimply unlawful 
upon all Occafions. . II]. That we are not afraid, nor unwilling to 
acknowledge and defend that which we openly taught, if any Man 
fhall impugn it, or charge it to be unlawful, or unlawfully done. 

The next Time they were called before the Heads (which was 
March the 13th) they made another Proteftation, befides thofe they nether Pre 
made before, namely, That their only Stay was, that in this their 
Cafe, having preached publickly, they might not be conftrained 
under their own Oaths to give Matter of Accufation and Proof 
againft themfelves, if any Crime were committed, it beirig contrary 
to the Word of God, and Law. But to continue a further Relation 
of this remarkable Univerfity Occurrence : 

The next Day of their Appearance (which was April the 18th 
_ 1589) they made this Proteftation, that if the Oath offered in this 
their Caufe could be fhewed to be warrantable by the Word of God 
and Law, they were always ready to receive it.

“* lows as ftoutly refufing to do it, And both the Heads and thofe 
Fellows had addreft their Letters to him. Who gave his Letters 
again to the Heads by way of Advice, and what his Thoughts were 
concerning their dealing with and proceeding againft them, and that 
they, the Fellows, fhould not be dealt rigoroufly withal. To which 
they anfwered, ‘ that they dealt with them in civil and courteouf- 
* wife, with offer of Conference; as of Intent to perfuade, not to 
‘© force them.” But when they had kindly communicated to Bam- 
brig and Fobnfon the Tenor of that Lords Letter, they took Ad- 
vantage thereat; and made their Conftrudton of it, that his Lord- 
fhip would not have them {worn at all; becaufe there was no ex- 
prefs mention of receiving their Anfwer upon Oath. The Heads 
upon this Interpretation made ,by thefe Men of that Lords Advice,

This was the fum of their Letter, that they might more perfectly 
know his Mind concerning adminftring the Oath: Signed by Nevyl 
Vice-chancellor, Perne, Still, Tyndal, Copcot, Bynge, Prefton, 
Heads. In anfwer the Chancellor wrote plainly concerning theit 
Proceedings, that it feemed to be a very hard‘ Courfe taken by 
them ; meaning by detaining them fo long in Prifon. _ - 
Whereupon in their next to him, “ They acknowledged it fo to 
“« have been, if they (the Vice-chancellor and Heads) had not firft | 
 affayed, by all good and gentle Means to prevail with them. 
*¢ But that when they faw, they were wilfully bent to withftand 
their Government, and that others, who in like Cafe had heen 
before. produced for Accufers, were afterwards, not only by pri- 
vate Speech, but alfo public Reproches, very injurioufly * dealt 
withal.

for Jewels. But that could be no Caufe; for that he was known 
to be well able to difcharge that Debt, being rich in Money and 
Lands. And to the Emperor he owed nothing, nor ever put him 
to any Charge; except for Coals and Houfe-room, [for his Km- 
ployment irf his Chymiftry.} Another Reafon given out for this 
his furprizing Apprehenfion, and that one of the chief, was, that 
the Emperor having been troubled a great while with a Throb- 
bing in his Heart, which caufed him foon to fall into'a Swoun, 
and feemed to be a Diftemper hereditary , Sir Edward Kelly had 
diftilled an Oil for his Ufe in that Cafe. But fome of Kellies 
Enemies: being by, perfuaded the Emperor that he had intended to 
poifon him with it. Thefe, with other Reafons of this —— 
with this Man were reported about. All which, with the fevera 
Circumftances of his being taken, and further Remarks of him 
and his Misfortune, I leave to be read at large in the aforefaid 1 mp:

Diep upon Friday laft, and fo did alfo 
our Companies And I wifh that I have heard 
at this prefent by a Report thither from Diep, 
“NP Ries SA ev] that the French King had won Mount Katharine. 

A uh \ Boa eae = Yur laft Letters reporting the Conference had with 
Vesyounderrase} you there in that Court by the French King, and Sir 
Roger Williams being prefent, hath been fomewhat unpleafant unto her Ma- 
jefty, though fhe findeth no fault therein in you. For the whole Contents of 
the Negotiations have been exprefs’d at very large length, by the King’s 
Letters unto her Majefty ; and alfoto her Ambaffador here: Who hath de- 
livered the fame to her Majefty. And after the fame well weighed by Her, 
fhe hath made Anfwer by Writing in a Letter of fome length, (the Copy 
whercof I do fend you) and therefore meanto make no Recital. But am by 
her Majefty commanded to require you to deliver itto the King. And though 

ou fhall not ufe any Speech to him in her Majefty’s Name, as it were to par- 
ticipate the Contents of the Letter, yet you may briefly, after the Delivery 
in thereof andthe King’s Perufal, fay, That you are very forry, that the Time, 
- Vou HI A ° both 
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“both on his Part and the Queen’s, be fo unfeafonable, as neither her Majefty 


can yield to his Demands, nor he obtain that whereof he hath heed. 

And yet te deal plainly with you, her Majefty hath great Caufe to-fufpect, 
that the Report of the King’s Weaknefs of his Forces there made with good 
Advantage for him. For Sir Roger Hillians coming from the King with 
Letters of Credit at his laft being here, made another manner of Report of 
the King’s Forces, by particular Denomination of all Sorts, both French and 
Strangers, treble to the Number of the King’s Allegation for very Footmen. 

And asto the Point, that the King maketh Doubt of the leaving of the 

Siege, to fight with the Duke of Parma; we here have good Intelligence, 
that the Duke of Parma is not yet in Perfon come from Bruxelles ; neither are 
his. Forces with the Duke De Main Lorrain: and the Italians not fo great by 
a Third Part, as the King’s Comptroler’s Report was. And it may be the 
Duke of Parma will not be able to bring his Army fo far as Roan for lack of 
Vigtuals; confidering, he is to come through a Country already fpoiled, and 
hurried by the Réiffers. And befides, if S. Cetbarines fhould be won, before 
the Duke can come near with his Army, the Town of Roan may be with a 
{mall Number blocked up, and the King have fufficient Forces to withftand 
the Duke of Parma’s Affailing, when he fhall have comen fo many Miles in 
March, to encounter with the French King. 
* Whefes and’fach like Suppofitions, not altogether improbable, have moved 
her Majefty to think the Peril of the King not fo great as he hath pretended. 
Which alfo I with may prove to be true. But. however it is, in Truth, the 
Time is not proper to levy new Numbers in England at this Time of the 
Year, { the Depth of Winter ] efpecially to be tranfported by Sea : and im- 
pofible to be fent thither in Time. For that if the King recover not Ross 
Hefore two Months, there is no hope to gain it for-many ref 

Her Majefty fendeth Sir Thomas Leighton thither of efpecial Truft, to ad- 
vife the Earl in the Actions. And hath commanded the Earl by her own 
Letters. And if the King fhould depart from Roan to go to fight with the 
Duke of Parma, the Earl fhouldnot go with him by any Perfuafion. 

I wifh you could come to underftand of the Truth of all the King’s For- 


ces: Whereunto I cannot prefcribe you how to. obtain. But by their quar- 


tering and encamping, I think it moft eafy to be known, by fome Men of 


Judgment that might there ufe thefame. And thus having no other thing at 
prefent, I wifh and hope fhortly to hear fome good News of the Fort of S. 
Katbarines : Whereof I make fuch Account, as the old Proverb is, Dimidium 


plus toto. From the Court at Whiteball, this 12th of December, 1581.

Plot, touching the reported State of King Antonio to her 
Majefty for Aid. ‘The due Execution whereof can in no fort prejudice her 
Majefty, either in Honour, Peril or Charge: and may, with her Majefties re- 


(training of the fame, many ways get Advantage, and moft fingularly guard her 
| Majefty 
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Majefty in this doubtful Time, from many Inconveniences, with the Favour 
‘of the Almighty. My firm Perfuafion wherein, and the Importance of the 
fame, being ufed in Time, make me bold to break it, and willing only to 
your Lordfhip to impart it ; humbly craving favourable Acceptance of my 
poor good Meaning therein, And thus it may pleafe your Lordthip to under- 
ftand it. : 


t. Thatthe faid King, Don Antonio, crave of her Majefty leave underhand, 
at his own Charge, and of ready Pay to her, s000 Soldiers of her Majefty’s 
Subjeéts, anda Fleet anfwerable, as well for Fight, as for Portage of all kind 
of Munition and Victuals. But that this Levy be made altogether by her Ma- 
jefty, and altogether in her Majefty’s Name, in Shew for the Reformation of 
dreland.

Articles to be confidered of for the Voyage of Sir Francis Drake to the Sea, with 
the Ships te ferve Don Antonio, Kiug of Portugal. 


I. JY 1IRS T it feems convenient, that feeing the 6th of Anguft, the Ler- 

cera was in the Poffeffion of the faid King, it is no Offence to any 
‘Treaty, or League with the King of Spaiu, to permit any her Majefty’s Sub- 
jects to ferve the faid King Axtonio, to maintain him in Poffeffion thereof. 
For that her Majefty is not bound to take Knowledge of any other Right that 
Kings have, but as their Poffeffion yicldeth Knowledge. 

II. There is no Treaty or League betwen the Crown of England, and the 
Crown of Spain, for the Kingdom of Portugal, nor for any Ifles or Countries 
poffeffed by Portugal. Soas it isno Offence to any League in any Subject of 
her Majefties, to do any Service in or uponany of the Territories, Ifles or In- 
dies, pofleft heretofore by Portugals. 7 


Hereupon for a Matter of League, her Majefty may permit Sir Frawcis 
Drake to fervethe King Autonéo to maintain that he poffeffeth, or to recover 


any thing taken from him, whereof he was, asa King, poffeffed. 


The Second Queftion is, What is convenient or expedient for her Majefty 
to do in the Cafe ; and what may be contrariwife inconvenient. 

For the Firft, it is profitable and convenient that the Iflands of Azores, and 
other Territories of Portugal, were rather in Poffeffion of Don Antouic, than 


-in the Kingof Spain, for many over-apparent Caufcs.

For the Second, thefe Difficulties are to be remembred. Firft, if the 
French King will not judicioufly deal. for Don Antonio, as her Majefty thould 
do, the Peril might be too great for her alone, to provoke the King of Spain: 
And alfo, without the Help of the French King, her Majefty’s Aid, without 
it be very great and royal, cannot {uffice to procure Reftitution to Kine 
Antonio, to the Kingdom of Portugal ; which muft be the Endof his Aétion: 
Or elfe to invade the Ifles, or to keep the Poffeffion of fome Part, and not of 
all, will be but a perpetual War and Charge. Which ought to be confidered 
of in the Beginning. | Son 

Whereupon the Freuch King with good Affurance is to be plainly under 
ftood, before any great Action be enterprized by her Majefty’s Subjeéts, to 
offend the King of Spain, by feeking to invade any Portion of the Portugal 
Territories, being in the King of Spain’s Poffeffion. But to maintain the 
Poffeffion of King Astonio in any Thing held for him, feems reafonable, and 
may in Juftice be maintained. But how the King of Spaéu will interpret the 
Aétion againft her Majefty, will reft in him. ; | 

For the Second Difficulty, it may befaid, that this Voyage may give Caufe 
to the King of Spaén to arreft all the Queen’s Subjects, their Goods and Ships 
within his Power. 

Whether it be better to ftay the Merchants Fleet thither this Year: wherein 
by Conference with the Merchants may be underftood, what Damage fhall 
enfue to her Majefty for her Cuftoms, and to her Realms and Subjects. Or 
whether in refpect of the Money in the Queen’s Majefties Hands, it may.be 
thought, that the King of Spaén will not attempt the Arreft. Or whether 
our Merchants cannot by little and little recover that they have need of, with- 
‘out conveying into the King’s Dominions a great. Number of Ships, Mariners 
or Goods, to the Power of the King’s Arrefts.

her Majefty, by arrefting and taking all her People, Ships and Mariners, be- 
ing in his Country, and coming within his Power. Item, He may give new 
Support to Jre/and, and Reliet to the King of Scots, to be an ill Neigh- 
bour. 

If the Novae procede not. The King Antonio ought to have the Jewel 
in good Reafon. For he fhall have nothing for his Jewel. The Preparations 
would be viewed and fold, and diftributed.

IL Tothe Second we anfwer, ‘That Coppin and Tyler, [ who were Difper- _ 
fers of Brows Seditious Books ; and afterwards the former executed for 
the fame, Anno 1583. | being committed to Prifon five or fix Years paft, and 
often convented before the Judges of our Affizes, fo long as there was hope to 
do any good unto them by Chriftian Perfuafion and Counfel, we were means 
unto the Judges for their Freedom. But when by Experience we found, 
that neither our entreating, nor the often godly References and Labours of 
divers learned and godly Paftors ( which we only procured) could any thing 
prevail, we gave them up to their froward Wills ; attd became earneft Suitors, 
both to the Bifhopand Judges, that they might be removed out of our Prifon, 
for: fear of infecting others. Which we could never obtain at the Bifhop’s 
Hand. But he hath kepr them here, without offering them any Means for - 
their Converfion ; rather, as we prefume, for Stales to catch ahd endanger 
Men with, than for any good intended to themfelves, or any other. 

For Remedy whereof wedo humbly pray your Lordfhip, that the Bifhop, 
according to his Office, may be ordered to take them to his Prifon at Norwich. 
And for the Truth of this our Anfwer, we appeal to my Lord Chief Juftice 
of ‘England [ Sir Chriftopber Wray |, and the Mafter of the Roi/s that now 
is :- Then Judges of our Affizes. - , | 

Baker, mentioned in that Article, weknewnot. [ M. Paine a Baker, was 
thentioned by Day in his Letter to the Bifhop, to have been bound over by 


thefe Juftices. 


Il. Tothe Third we fay, That he and they who fet down this Article for 
the Bithop, (the Articles indeed being compact at Bury, the Bifhop being at 
Ludbam, which we pray your good Lordfhip to obferve ) was much to blame 
to make the Bifhop a Patron of unlearned Minifters. For it was their Plea- 
{ures only to be true in this, and in nothing elfe. For the Bifhop indeed hath 
not only favoured and countenanced thofe ignorant Minifters which he found 
when he came, but added unto thofe of his own Creation and Ordination, 
twice fo many as any other Bifhop of this Londe hath had in this, as we verily 
think. Yet to the Point of the Article we anfwer, That we never heard any 

other, neither do our felves hold, that an ignorant Minifter may nat be tolera- 
ted. For daily Experienge fheweth, that we are prefent at the reading of the 
Service appointed by Authority. But we do heartily pray, that none might 


be now ordained, but fuch as are both,able and apt to teach. 
IV. To the Fourth we fay, That we cannot but mervail at the Butt of thefe 
Articles, that they durft offer unto your Lordfhip a Butt at Geneva Pfalms 
and Sermons. [ This Article ran, that thefe Juftices were for nothing elfe, 
but the Geneva Pf{alms and Sermons. | The P/a/ms were David's and other 
holy Fathers, infpired by the Holy Ghoft. The Neceflity of Sermens your 
Lordfhip knoweth. Surely we cannot but lament, that any pretending Reli- 
gion and Obedience to her Majefty, fhould be fo far carried, as to utter fuch 
unchriftian Speeches, to the Difgracing of fo Chriftign and Religious Exer- 
cifes, fo univerfally frequented in all her Majefty’s Dominions; being Speeches 
a I proper 
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proper to Scoffers and profeffed Enemies: And therefore in thefe Articles the 
more infufferable. 

But tothe Article. This Wodde was avery fimple Young Man, whom di- 
vers religious Perfons of the Town feeking to eftablith, thinking, by retain- 
ing of him, eitherthat their old Preachers fhould be troubled, or made lefg 
able to live: and fo by that means to beat the Miniftry of the Word quite 

out of the Town, (as their Purpofe is even ftill.)) We calling together all 
‘the Inhabitants of that Parith ; remembring the Ufage gr Cuftom that the 
People of Burie, ever fithence the Suppreffion of the Abby, ufed to chufe 
their Minifters ; by which Order the faid 4 odde was elected to that Place. 
And fo Agreement was made for Tryal of him until the hady-day following : 
During which Time, finding him utterly unable to difcha ge the Place, about 
a Fortnight before our Lady-day, warning was given him by like Order of 
the Parifh to avoid at the Day. Which becaufe he refuféd, Mr. Badby being 
a Parifhoner and Juftice of the Peace inthe Town, adviféd him not to intrude 
himfelf into that Charge, without the Goodliking and Approbation of the 
People ; being then another prepared to ferve. For the which the faid - 
Wodde, by the Bifhop’s and Mr. Andrew’s Inftinction, procured very unjuftly 
the faid Mr. Badby to be indicted as a Difturber. And where he faith, thar all 
the Juftices oppofed themfelves againft him inthe A€tion: The Truth is, that 
Sir Robert Fermyn was then at Londo, and none of us which were pre=- 
{cnt further meddled in this Adétion, than that we thought we had both 
Intereft and Authority. But when the Bifhop, both by his Letters and his 
Word, had declared himfelf to have Intereft to collate, neither we nor any 
other did ft r further in that Caufe, either to the making of Divifion in that 
Parifh, or Trouble to his Lordhhip. 


V. To the Fifth we fay, That the Angel is an ordinary Place, where we 
meet for her Majefty’s Service, dire€ted unto us by Letters in Commiffion, or 
otherwife. And neverhave proceeded to the Determination of any Caufe Ec- 
clefiaftical ; no, fcarce tothe hearing of any, the Bifhop only being of the. 
Quorum in the Ecclefiaftical Commiffion. But if we did ever deal in any, it 
was by his Affignment: As in the Cafe of Gillous juftified Adultery ; who 
hath married a Wite, the firft Husband yet living. Which yet remaineth une 
reformed, to the no little Grief of many good Men. 


VI. To the Sixth we confefs, That the Commonry was fometime there 
before us, for Conterence to join our Authorities together, in helping the 
Good and punifhing the Wicked. Other Troubles and Complaints made a- 
gainft him by others, for divers his Abufes. But we fay, that to our Rememe 


brances we never threatned to fend him to the Jayle, if he came not prefently 
uNto Us. | 


VIL To the Seventh, Mr. Blage andthe Commiffary have often ufed hard 
and unkind Speeches one towards the other. But the Matters beard before 
the High Coinmiffioners at London, were compounded with the Seeking and 
Defire of theCommiflary. Mr. William Fermin, after the firft falling out be- 
tween them ( being five Years fithence) being earneftly required by Sir Ro- 
bert, never offered him Violence, or violent Speech fithence. And as for 
further Courfe of Juftice, he never denied it unto him, nor to any other to his 
knowledge. Neither did the Commiffury ever feek for further Security, at 


aes Juices Hand in the County. Which proved that he remained in 
no fear. 


VII. To the Eighth we fay, That we do not remember that we ufed any 
Svecch againft him unlefs ic were ina Cafe mentioned in the Tenth Article. 
Upon the Anfwer whercof we will refer to your Lordfhip’s Judgment, what 
Caule we hid by his fatfe and unjuft Proceeding, fharply to reprove him.

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- ¥X To.the Ninth Sir Robert Fermyn anfwereth, That to his Remem- 
brance he never delivered any fuch Speeches, but profeffeth rather, that he 
hath often laboured the Commiffary to join Authorities together, to the Re- 
preffing of Sin and Wickednefs. And Sir Jobs Higham thinketh, that both 
he hath faid, that the Commiffary is no Magiftrate, ( though he greatly 
vaunteth thereof ) and alfo that he may juftify the fame. For Proof whereof 
Ke faith, That none, except the Queen’s Majefty, and fuch as hath Fara Re- 
galia, can depute another to be a Magiftrate. Which he verily thinketh the 
Bifhop hath not, if the Commiffary were proper Officer under him; as he 
thiriketh he’ is Officer under the Archdeacon of Sudbury: 


| X. To the Tenth we fay, That we bound Dr. Day to his good Behaviour. 
And the Caufe we humbly befeech your Lordfhip to note : For that it wag 
pertinent to the Eighth Article. Weunderftanding that he hath purpofed to 
elect and fwear certain Queftmen ih Bury, which were fufpe& not to favour 
Religion, devifed by himfelf and his Confort, on purpofe to gall and annoy 
the Preachers, Minifters, and honefteft Sort of the Town, with their con- 
tinual Prefentments ; We underftanding thereof conferred with the Commiffary; 
and fhewed him the Inconvenience likely to enfue of this his Ele€tion:; Be- 
fides, we told him that the Law, in our Opinions, fhould not bear a Commif- 
fary to elect Queftmen, but that properly the Choice refted in the Minifter 
and People of every Parifh. With which Reafons of ours he feemed fatif- 
fied, and promifed faithfully not to-procede to Eleétion of them, or any 
other without our Privity: protefting, that of himfelf he knew not Ten of 
the Parifh. Notwithftanding, in fhort time after, forgetting all Duty and 
Promife, as he was going to his Court , to perform this Action, we received 
Intelligence, and fent for him: who promifed tocome prefently. But before his 
coming he {wore thofe Men in that Office, contrary to his Promife before 
made unto'us, and contrary to the Caufe for the which he knew we fenit for 
him. And then he came unto us. And we not knowing what he had doney 
began again in good and loving Manner to entreat him to forbear that Ele- 
Gtion: He anfwered {coffingly, that he had done, and could not undoe. 
Whereupon, for his untrue and uulawful Proceding, not contented to break 
Promife with us, but to fcoff and fcorn at it when he had done, one of us 
called him ‘ack, and bound him to his géod Bebaviour. But we remember 
fiot the other hard Speeches mentioned in the Eighth Article. And fufpect« 
ing the Election to be unlawful, and knowing divers’ of, the faid Queftmen to 
be backward Men in Religion, we charged them to be careful how they pro- 
ceéded in that Office. The one of them giving us fuch lufty Anfwers at that 
time, we were enforced to bind him to further Appearance. s 4 


XI. Tothe Eleventh we fay, That the fame Mr. Pbilips,: being Brothet 
to the Commiffary, made a Sermon at Bury, wherein, for the moft Part, he 
‘was occupied in depraving the godly Preachers of the Town and Country : 
comparing them to unbridled Colts, rufhing through the whole Hedge: and 

et not fo contented, called them Vipers, Serpents,’ Stingers, and urifatiable 
Peatts. Which Sermon ended, and Mr. ‘Badby aforefaid, all the Time being 
prefent thereat, finding thereby that he fought by all the Terms he could de- 
vife, to fever the Hearts of the People from their faithful Miniftets, he fent 
his Man to the faid Mr. Pilips, requefting him to come unto him, for Con 
ference with him touching that Sermon. Whereunto Mr. Philips asked the 
| Meffenger, What Token his Mafter had fent to him, that he might know 
‘that he had fent for him? The Meffenger anfwered,; By the Token which he 
_did wear was his Mafter’s Livery. “And then Mr. Pbelips anfwered, He 
would {peak with ‘hin another Time: ahd fo depatted and went to Dinner 
with Mr. Andrews’ at his Houfe: Whereupon Mr. Badby fent the Conftable 
, for Mr. Philips: Who together with Mr. Andrews and the Commiffary repair- 
ed unto Mr. Badly. And then Mr. Andrews demanded of Mr. Badby, 
"Wor. IIL. B Where- 
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Wherefore he had fent for Mr. Philips ¢ Who anfwered, That he thought’ 
he had not made a charitable Sermon, but an undifcrete. And therefore he 


would gladly have talked with him. And Mr. Phi/rps very deridingly faid to 
Mr. Badby, I thought you had fent for me to Dinner, and my Dinner was pro» 
vided. Mr. Andrews promifing of himfe!t, offering, that if he would fend 
him to Prifon, he and the Commiffary would be bound for him. Mr, Badby 
anfwered, He would take none of their Bonds ; but Mr. PLilips’s own Bond 
for his Appearance the next Morning betore the reft of the Juftices. Which 
he did for preventing Divifion, which he feared would enfue thereof, as in 
Truth there did. 

Thereupon the Commiffary (which fheweth the Sermon to be a Matter 
of fet Purpofe}) commanded Mr. Badby, that the fame Moming by the 
Hour aforefaid, in which he had commanded Mr. Pbil:ps’s Appearance, that 
he fhould be at the Court. For which his Non-Appearance he was excommue 
nicate. And after, on the Monday aforefaid, upon Mr. Plilips’s Appearance, 
we and divers others in Commiffion, upon hearing the Matter, both for the 
Mifliking of his Sermon, for his very railing Terms before-mentioned, and 
for other his contemptuous Demeanour, thereupon thought good in Difcre- 
tion, to bind him for his Appearance for further Confideration in that Caufe, 
(the Words aforefaid being fet down under his own Hand.) And as touch- 
ing the Term in the Article fet down, Sir Robert Jerniyn faith, He remem- 
breth he called him Crafty Merchant, becaufe he craftily went about by curtain 
Queftions to bring the Anfwerers within danger of Law. Mr. i/bficld, he 
faith, that upon the hearing of the whole Matter, and underftanding that 
he was and is beneficed at Bradly in Suffolk, and Non-refident there, and had 
left his own Charge, and had offered the unfitting Terms before-mentioned, 
he ufed thefe Speeches: Viz. He are more troulled with thefe unrefidented 
Knaves, than with all the Country befide. 

And as tor Mr. Blage, he alluded to Plague, whereof Mr.- Philips is moft 
abiding. And yet at that time he faid to Mr. Philips, 1 mean you, not a Pa- 
piftical Fe/uit. And for that Caufe was called before the high Commiffioners : 
Where the Caufe, as we are informad, took a full End. 

And touching his further binding at the Seffions for his Behaviour, we fay, 
That at the faid Seffions was prefent the Lord North, and fundry other Jufti- 
ces ; where all Matters being heard at full, and Mr. Philips anfwering very 
contemptuoufly and difdainfully, it was thought good, by the Confent of the 
whole Bench, to bind him to his good Bebaviour. Which Caufe hath been 


at large heard by the Juftices of Affize. 


AI. To the Twelfth Article, Sir Fobn Higham denieth, that he ufed the 
Speech mentioned jn the Article, or any to that Effect. But he well remem- 
breth, that upon the Difliking of the Parifhioners of St. Fames’s in Bury had 
taken againft Gyles Hodde their Minifter, he, the faid Sir Zobn, for-the En- 
a of the Caufe with moft Quiet and Peace that might be for that Towne, 
periuaded with the faid JVodde to give Place to fome other more fit for the 
Parifh, and to betake him to fome more fit Place for his weak Gifts: }’odde 
juftifying himfelf to be fufficient for the Place, becaufe he could read the 
Service eftablifhed in the Book of Common Prayer. Then the faid Sir fobs 
an{wered, That if he had no better Proof of his Sufficiency than the Read- 
ing of the Service in the Book appointed, that then a Man might have a Boy 
ot Twelve Years old to do as much as he. 


Thus we have truly delivered unto your Lordthip our Anfwer to the Bi- 
fhops untrue Accufarions. The feveral Matters whereof be fome fix, fome 
five, fome four, and the Jeaft of very near two Years Continuance. Which 
being both fo old and fo weak, do tre: that rather to difcredit us with her 
Majefty, than to reform any Amiffes in us, his Lordfhip hath put down thefe 
Mattcrs againft us.

I GH T Honourable, whereas I came out of Germany, and Botuiland, Fox; 
| 


being fent by my Superior, and adventured my {elf into this Noble 
Realm, my dear Country, tor the Glory of God, and the Benefit of Souls ; 


I thought it like enough, that in this bufy, watchtul, fufpicious World, I - 


fhould, either fooner or later, be interrupted, and ftopp’d of my Courfe: 
Wherefore providing for all Events, and uncertain what fhall, orsmay be- 
come of me, when God fhall happily deliver my Body into Durance; I fup- 
pofe it needful to put this Writing in a Readinefs, defiring your good Lord- 
fhips to give it the Reading, and to know my Cafe. This doing fhall eafe 
you of fome Labour ; for that which otherwife you muft have fought for 
by Practice of Wit, I do now lay into your Hands by plain Confeffion. And 
to the Intent this whole Matter may be conceived in Order ; and fo the 
better underftood and remembered, I make therefore all my Points and 
Articles directly, truly and refolutely, opening my full Enterprize and 
Purpole. 

1 contefs that Iam ( tho’ unworthy ) a Prieft of the Catholick Church, 
and through the great Mercy of God, vowed now thefe eight Years to the 
Society of “fe/us : And thereby have taken upon me a {pecial Kind of War- 
fare under the Banner of Obedience, and have refigned all my Intereft and 
Poffibility of worldly Wealth, Honour and Pleafure, and other worldly 
Felicity. | | 

At ae Voice of our General Provoft, which is to me a Warrant from Hea- 
ven, and an Oracle from Chrift, I took my Voyage from Prague to Rowe, 
where our faid Father General is always Refiant, and from Rome into Eng- 
Jand ; as I muft and would have done joyoufly into any Part of Cbriffendom or 
Heathene{s, had I been thereto affigned. _ 

My Charge is, of free Coft to preach the Gofpel, to minifter the Sacraments, 
to inftruct the fimple, to retorm Sinners, to confute Errors; in brief, to 
cry Alarie {pivitually, againft foul Vice and proud Ignorance, wherewith 
many my poor Countrymen be abufed. 

I never had mind, and am ftraitly forbidden by our Father that fent me, 
to deal in any Refpect, with any Matter of Eftate or Policy of this Realm, 
as thofe Things that appertain not to my Vocation, and from which I gladly 
eftrange and fequefter my Thoughts. | : 

I do afcribe to the Glory of God, with all Humility and your Correction, 
three Sorts of indifferent and quiet Audience. The firft before your Ho- 
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nours; wherein I will difcourfe of Religion, fo far forth as it toucheth the 
Commonwealth, and your Nobilities. The fecond ; whereof I make moft 
Account, before the Doctors and Mafters of the chofen Men of both U- 
niverfities ; wherein I undertake to avow the Faith of our Catholick Church 
by Proofs invincible, Scriptures, Councils, Fathers, Hiftories, natural and 
moral Reafon. The Third; before the Lawyers Spiritual and Temporal ; 
wherein I will juftify the fame Faith by common Wifdom of Law, ftanding 
yet in Force and Practice. 

I would be loth to {peak any thing that might found of an infolent Brag 
or Challenge, efpecially being now as a dead Mf{an to the World, and wil- 
ling to caft my Head under every Man’s Foot, and kifs the Ground they 
tread upon: Yet have I fuch a Courage in advancing the Majefty of Jesus 
my King, and fuch Affiance in his gracious Favour, ard fuch Affurance in

And becaufe it hath pleafed God to enrich the Queen my Sovereign Lady, 
with notable Gifts of Nature, Learning, and princely Education ; I do ve- 
rily truft, that if her Highnefs would vouchfate her Royal Perfon and good 


Attention, to fuch Conference as in the fecond Part of my firft Article I 


have mentioned and requefted ; or to a few Sermons, which in her and your 
Hearing I am to utter: Such a maniteft fair Light by good Method and 
plain Dealing, may be caft upon thofe Controverfies, that poffibly her Zeal 
of Truth, and Love of her People, fhall encline her moft Noble Grace to 
disfavour fome Procecdings hurtful to the Realm, and procure towards us op- 
preft, more Eafe. 

Moreover, I doubt not, but her noble Counfellors, being of fuch Wifdom 
[ and Religion, added in anvther Copy | in Caufes moft important, when you 
fhall have heard thefe Queftions in Religion opened faithtully ; which many 
times by our Adverfaries are huddled up and confounded, will fee upon what 
{ubftantial Grounds our Catholick Faith is builded, and how feeble that Side 
is, which by Sway of the Times prevaileth againft us. 

So at laft, for your Souls Health, and for many Thoufand Souls that de- 
pend upon your Government, will difcountenance Error, when it is betrayed, 
and hearken tothofe that will {pend their beft Blood inthcir Bodies tor your 
Salvation.

A Relation of the cruel Burning of Richard Atkins, an Englifhman, 
in Rome: Put into the Inquifition, for déffurbing the Prieft carry- 
ing the Sacrament. 


HE was fet upon an Afs without any Saddle, being froth the Middle Engl. ito- 


upward naked, having fome Exglifh Priefts with him. Who talked to ; 
him, but he regarded them not, but fpake to the People in fo good Lan- 
uage as he could ; and told them they were in a wrong Way : and there- 
a willed them for Chrift’s Caufe, to have regard to the faving of their 
Souls. : | 
All the Way as he went, there were four, who did nothing elfe but thruft 
at his naked Body with burning Torches : Whereat he neither moved, nor 
fhrunk one Jot: but with a cheerful Countenance, laboured ftill to perfuade 
the People: After bending his Body to meet the Torches as they were thruft 
at him, and would take them in his own Hand, and hold them burning 
ftill upon his own Body ; wheteat the People not a little wondered. Thus he 
continued almoft the Space of half a Mile, till he came before St. Peters, 
where the Place of Execution was. , | | 

When he was come to the Place of Execution, there they had made’a De- 
vice, not to make the Fire about him, but to burn his Leggs firft, which 
they did, he not difmaying any whit, but fuffered all marvellous cheerfully ; 
which moved the People to fuch a Quandary, as was not in Rome manya 
Day. Then they offered to him a Crofs, and willed him to embrace it, in 
Token that he dyed a Chriftian. But he put it away with his Hand; tel- 
jing them, that they were evil Men to trouble him with fuch Palery, when 
he was preparing himfelf to God, whom he beheld in Majefty and Mercy, 
ready to receive him into the Eternal Reft. | : - 

They feeing him ftill in that Mind, departed, faying Let us go, and leave 
dim to the Devil whom be ferved. ‘Thus ended this faithful Soldier and Martyr 
of Chrift, who is no doubt in Glory with his Mafter. 7 | 

This was faithfully avouched by obx Young, who was at that Time, and a 
good while after in Rome, in Service with Mafter Dr. Moorton 5 who fecing 
the Martyrdom of this Man, when he,came Home to his Houfe, in Pre- 
fence of Mr. Smithfon, Mr. Creed and the faid Jobs Young his-Servant, fpake 
as followeth: © Surely this Fellow was marvellous obftinate. He nothing re= 
© garded the good Counfel was ufed to him, nor never fhrunk all the Way, 
© when the Torches were thruft at his naked Body. Befide, at the Place of 
© Execution, he did not faint, or cry one Jot in the Fire, albeit they tor- 
© mented him very cruelly, and burned him by Degrees, as his Legs firft, 
“ to put him to the greater Pain ; yet all this he did but {mile at. Doubr- 
© lefs--but-that the Word of God cannot ‘but-be true, elfe we might judge 
€ this Fellow to be of God : For who could have fuffered fo much Pain as he 
© did ? But truly I believe the Devil was in him. 

On which Words the Writér makes this Reflection: Behold, good Reader, 
-how they doubt among themfelves. And becaufe they will not {peak a- 
Baintt their Mafter the Pope,. they inferr the mighty Power of God upon the 

evil.

» Which did know him familiarly, muft needs give to God this Praife 
3 for him; that among Men, I have fcarce known one like unto him 
I did know When, and partly How, it plcafed God, by effectual Calling 
to turn his Heart unto the true Knowledge and Obedience of the mott 
Holy Gofpel. Of which God did give him fuch a heavenly Hold, and 
lively Feeling, that as he did then know that many Sins were forgiven 
him, fo furely he declared by Deeds, that he loved much. For where he 
had both Gifts and Callings to have employed himfclf in Civil and World- 
ly Affairs profitably, fuch was his Love ot Chrift, and Zcle to the promo- 
ting his glorious Gofpel, that he changed not only the Courfe of his for- - 
mer Life, as even his former Study. | 

Touching the Firft, After that God touched his Heart with that Holy 
and Effectual Calling, he fold his Rings, Chains, Brockets, and Jewels 
of Gold, which before he ufed to wear: And did beftow the Price of this 
his former Vanity in the neceflary Relief of Chrift’s poor Members, which 
he could hear of, or find lying fick, or pining in Poverty. : 

Touching the Second, He fo declared his great Zele and Love to promote 
the Glory of the Lord Fe/tts, whofe Goodnefs and faving Health he, had 
tafted, that to do the fame more pithily, he changed his Study of the 
Common Laws; He went to Camvuridge, to ftudy Divinity, where he 
heard Dr. Martin Bucer diligently, and was right tamiliar and dear unto 
him. In this godly Courfe he did by God’s Bleffing fo profit, that the 
bleffed Martyr Dr. Ridley, then Bifhop of London, did as it were invite him 
and his godly Companion, Mr. Zvosias Horton, to become Fellows of Pema 
broke Hall in Cambridge. And after, the faid Dr. Rid/ey called our Brade 
ford to Loudoun, to give him a Prebend in Pasi’s Church, lodged him in his 
own Houfe there, and fet him on Work preaching: And befides, after. 
preaching in London, and Panl’s Crcf, and fundry Places in the Country, 
and efpecially in Lancafbire, [being a Native of Afanchefer in that County. | 
He preached before King Faxard VI. inthe Lent, in the laft Year of his 
Reign, upon the Second Pyaii. And there in one Sermon fhewing the 


_ Tokens of God’s Judgment at hand, for the Contempt of the Gofpel. As 


that certain Gentlemen upon the Sabbath day going in a Wherry to Paris- 
Garden to a Bear baiting, were drowned : And a Dog was met at Ludgate 
carrying a Piece of a dead Child in his Mouth ; he with a mighty and pro- 
phetical Spirit faid, I fuiisnon xox all, even every Mether’s Cord of you to theFudg- 
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ment of God, for it is at band. So it followed fhortly after, in the Death of 
King Edward. In which State and Labour of Preaching, he continued till 
the Cruelty of the Papifts cut him off; as thou mayft read in the Hiftory of 
his Life and Death, by that faithful Servant of the Lord Fe/usy Mr. Fobn Fox. 

Indeed he had many Pullbacks ; but God ftill helped torward his chofen 
Servant in that Trade of Life to which he had called him. In which he ran 
forward fo happily, that he outrun me and others his Companions. For 
it pleafed God with great Speed to make him ready and ripe to Martyr- 
dom. But in all Stops and Stays he was mightily helped forward by a 
continual Meditation and Practice of Repentance and Faith in Chrift, in 
which he was kept, by God’s Grace, notably exercifed all the Days of his 
Life. 

Even in this mean time he heard a Sermon, which the notable Preacher, 
Mr. Latymer, made before King Edward VI. in which he did earneftly 
fpeak of Reftituticn to be made of Things falfely gotten. Which did fo ftrike 
Bradford to the Heart, for one Dafh with a Pen which he had made, with- 
out the Knowledge of his Mafter, (as full often I have heard him confefs 
with Plenty of Tears) being Clerk to the Treafurer of the King’s Camp be- 
yond the Seas ; and was tothe deceiving of the Kinf®: That he could never be 
quiet, till by the Advice of the fame Mr. Latymer, a Reftitution was made. 
Which Thing to bring to pafs he did willingly forbear and forgo all that pri- 
vate and forry Patrimory which he had on Earth. Let all Bribers and poling 
Officers, which get to themfeives great Revenues in-Earth by fuch flippery 
Shifts follow this Example; leaft in taking a contrary Courfe, they take a 
contrary Way, and never come where Bradford now is. 

But befidesthis, Bradford hadhis daily Exercifes and Practices of Repen- 
tance. His Manner was, to make tohimfelf a Catalogue of all the groffeft and 
moft enorme Sins, which in his Life of Ignorance he had committed, 
and to lay the fame before his Eyes, when he went to private Prayer; that 
by the Sight and Remembrance of them, he might be ftirred up to offer to 
God the Sacrifice of a contrite Heart; feek Affurance of Salvation in and 
by Faith ; thank God for his Calling from the Ways of Wickednefs, and 
pray for Encreafe of Grace to be conducted in holy Life, acceptable and 
pleafing to God. Such a continual Exercife of Confcience-he had in pri- 
vate Prayer, that he did not count himfelf to have prayed to his Contenta- 
tion, unlefs in it he had felt inwardly fome {miting of Heart for Sin, 
and fome healing of that Wound by Faith ; feeling the faving Health of 
Chrift, with fome change of Mind into the Deteftgtion of Sin, and Love of 
obeying the Good Will of God — as appeared by this : He ufed in the 
Morning to go to the Common Prayer of the College where he was. And 
after that, he ufed to make fome Prayers with his Pupils in his Chamber. But 
not content with this, he then repaired to his own fecret Prayers.; and exer- 
cifed in Prayer by himfelf, as one that -had not yet prayed to his own Mind. 
For he was wont to fay to. his Familiars,' I have prayed with my Pupils, but 
I have not yet prayed. with ‘my felf— "Z 

Another of his Exercifes was this: He ufed to make unto himfelf_ 
an Epbemeris, or a fournal, in which he ufed to write all fuch notable 
Things, as either he did fee or hear each Day that paft. But whatfoever 
he did hear or fee, he did fo pen it, that a Man might fee in that Book 
the Signs of his fmitten Heart. For if he did fee or hear any good in any 
Man, by.that Sight he‘ found, and noted the Want thereof in himfelf ; 
and added a fhort Prayer, craving Mercy, and Grace to amend. If he did 
hear or fee any Plague or Mifery, he noted it as a Thing procured by his 
own Sins.; and ftill added, Domine, miferere mei : He ufed in the fame 
Book to note fuch evil Thoughts as: did arife in him, as of envying the 
Good of other Men ; Thoughts of Unthankfulnefs ; of not confidering God 
in his Works; of Hardnefs, and Unfenfiblenefs of Heart, when he did fee 
other Men moved and affected. And thus he made to himfelf, and ‘of him-- 
Self, a Book of daily PraGtices of Repentance. | 
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Befides this, they that were familiar with him might fee, how he, being 
in their Company, ufed to fall often into a fudden and deep Meditation : 
in which he would fit with fixed Countenance, and Spirit moved, yet 
{peaking nothing for a good Space. And fometime, in this filent fitting, 
plenty of Tears would trickle down his Cheeks. Sometime he would fit in 
it, nd come out of it with a fmiling Countenance. Oftentimes I have 
fitten at Dinner and Supper with him in the Houfe of that good Harbou- 
rer of many Preachers and Servants of the Lord Fe/us, Mr. Elijing ; when 
either by occafion of Talk had, or fome view of Benefits prefent, or 
fome inward Cogitations, and thofe of his own, he had fallen into thefe 
deep Cogitations. And he would tell me inthe End, fuch Difcourfes of 
them, that I did perceive, that fometimes his Tears trickled out of his 
Eyes, as well for Joy as for Sorrow. 

In all Companies where he did come, he would freely rebuke any Sin 
and Misbehaviour, which appeared in any Perfon ; efpecially Swearers, 
filthy Talkers, and Popifh Praters. Such never departed out of his Compa- 
ny unreproved. And this he did with fuch a Divine Grace, and Chrifti- 
an Majefty, ‘that ever he ftopt the Mouths of the Gainfayers. For he {pake 
with Power: And yet @ {weetly, that they might fee their Evil to be 
evil and hurtful unto them ; and underftand that it was good indeed, to 
that which he laboured to draw them in to God.

The Anfwer of Dr. Beacon, to the Three Reafons propounded by the 
Bifhop of Coventry and Litchticld, Why be fhould not be Chan- 
cellar of that Diocefe. 


Sce the Bifbop’s Reajons in the Book, Chap IX. Lhe Aafwer followeth. | 


O the Firft, B. [ Dr. Beacci: | doth ftill hold the Right of the Patent 

{ for the Chancellorfhip ] good, even as the Bifhop himfelf fets down 
the Cafe; although touching B’s Procurement of the Condition is not 
Truth. 2. As for the late pretended Forfeiture of Non ufer, befides, that it 
{tandeth not with the Gravity, Confcience and Profeffion of a Bifhop, it was 
direétly contrary to his Lordfhip’s taithtul Promife made to the Mafter of the 
Rolls ; at whofe earneft Requeft, upon the firft Riot committed, Dr. B. 
yielded to forbear: ‘The rather for that as well his Lordfhip, as the Mafter of 
the Rol/s did affure Dr. B’s Security of Non afer, until further Order taken. 
3. To take fo nice Advantage, when the Patentees, by Order of that moft 
honourable Table, were neceffarily to attend, wanteth Judgment to confider 
with whom his Lordfhip doth dally, and argueth {mall Confideration of their 
moft honourable Care to fupply his Lordfhip’s former Overfight and Defedct, 
for the publick Good and Peace of his Church; even amidft their great and 
weightier Affairs, to the Bifhop’s Comfort and Credit: if God’s Judgments do 
not flill. blind his Lordfhip’s Eyes. 4. The Bifhop hath in all thefe Devi- 
ces rather encumbred and entangled himfclf, and bewrayed his unconcionable 
Defire to fupplant the Patent, than obtained his Purpofe. Whereupon Dr. 
B. will ftand under indifferent Hearing and Judgment of Law. What thofe 
publick Inftruments are, and how authentical, upon the Sight and Scanning, 
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To the Second ; The Patent remaining good and found for his Sufficiency 


in Skill of Law, it is either more than the Bifhop’s hard Opinion and Judg- 


ment can difgrace, with the Teftimony of the Univerfity, and the beft 
Learned of that Profeffion, and his former Services in other Places do afford 
him: Or elfe, but his own avouching it cannot receive further Credit. 
Would to God, both the Bifhop and every Man elfe were groundly furnifhed 
according to the Profeflion of their Calling. But thus much Dr. B. may truly 
fay without Offence, he difpatched one Hundred Sentences without reverfing, 
before his Lordfhip was towards his Bifhoprick. And thus not altogether {fo 
rude a Chancellor. 

Touching B’s Corruption and bunting aftcr Bribes, whereby. Juftice may be 
perverted ; if his Lordfhip mean fince I was his Officer, I anfwer, I never 
yet was fuffered to intermeddle wich his Jurifdi¢tion. And therefore need nb 
further Tryal. If his Lordfhip mean in Norfolk and Suffex; to his Lord- 
fhip’s general Plea, I can fhew fo fufficient a Difcharge for both, as that he 
could do me no greater Pleafure, thari bring me into Queftion. And to any 
Particulars his Son in Law, or others, have lately hunted out, I am moft rea- 
dy and defirous to anfwer. | 

The favouring of fuch as ate Enemies to the Queen’s Proceedings, when 
other Slanders will takeno hold, is commonly informed againft the beft Sub- 
jeéts, and Lovers of the Gofpel, by the profeffed Enemy, and fained Friend. 
Dr. B. thus anfwereth for himfelf to this Point, That he did always accord- 
ing to his Duty execute her Majefty’s Laws: Making yet in Difcretion 


“much Difference between the Enemy and Friend to her Majefty’s Eftate, fo 


far as it pleafed God to give him Grace. As for Marberiey; B. never knew 


, the Man, before the very Day he was convented before his Lordfhip at Lstcb- 


field, nor faw him fince. And although his Lordfhip, upon long and publick 
Conference befcre many, grew into fo great Liking of Marberie’s Anfwers 
to all Points then moved, that he not only offered him his Licenfe to Preach 
within his Diocefe, but alfo wifhed him S. Michaels in Coventry: Promifing 
him to certify the Lords of the Council of his well fatisfying his Lordfhip in 
thofe Points whereof he was unjuftly charged. Yet B. in Love and Defire 
the Man’s Gifts might be profitable to the Church of God,. fo preft him in 
reafoning, that his deareft Friends there prefent, and hearing, thought well 
of his Lordfhip, were greatly in Diflike of Dr. B. And therefore in publick 
Affembly at Home to feem fo plaufible, and fo bitterly fevere here, is fcarce 
an{werable to the found, conftant Refolution of a Bifhop: and to charge a 
‘Man fo heinoufly now of fo dangerous Matters, whom his Lordfhip in pub- 
lick Audience did-{o greatly comfort then, (the Time being one and the 
fame ) favoureth nof of that Chriftianity whereof Bifhops fhould be Fathers 
and Nurfes ; efpecially, when it tendeth to the unjuft Accufation and Preju- 
dice of another. 


' Yo the Third; B. és the Bifbop’s deadly Enemy. And therefore though he 

had right, and were fit, yet not to be trufted. For B. defaceth the Bifhop 
in every Place. Where manifeft Wants and Blemithes in private.Dealings and 
publick Government do proclaim open Difcredit, there a Man may lament, 
cannot deface: B.caleth the Bifbop Beaf. What Beaf? ( but that the Judg- 
ments of God are above Reafon, in befotting Mens Underftanding and 
Senfes:fometimes ) would call an honeft Gentlewomans good Name in que- 
ftion, who throughout her whole Life was never noted with any Sufpicion of 
Lightnefs ; bewraying thereby a bitter Defire of Revenge, and a foul Cor- 
ruption and Ufage of a-fenfual Man ? And although his Lordfhip’s Letters 
written unto her with his own Hand, Apri] 15. 1580. to Lewys, [a Town 
in Suffexs | doth apparently juftify the Oath fo folemnly, with fuch Execra- 
tions before the Lords denied, yet what is /celus {celeri addere, if this be not, 
fo recompence fo great an Untruth with fo heinous a Slander ? Otherwife, 
perjured Men, Knaves, Horefon Knaves, are not to be juftified. 
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If his Lordfhip hath Ss:monzacally laid Hands upon Minifters ; or by excef- 
five encroaching, where Law directeth Service ( gratis ) be culpable, it is 
his Lordfhip’s Guilt, not mine Accufation. If his Lordthip’s own Folly and 
Confcience burft not forth to his further Condemnation, I charge him not. 
It is happy the pretended Confpiracy was the very next Day, with all their 
Circumftances committed to Writing: When his Lordfhip, by the humble 
and dutiful Letters of the Dean and Chapter, was jointly befeeched to Con- 
ference touching fuch untrue Suggeftions, informed his Lordfhip for that 
timely Satisfaction. Which was by hard and fharp Letters unchriftianly ree 
fufed. At whichI faid thus much only, by occafion of his manifold Vexa- 
tions and Deprivations of my felt, and a great.many more intended, Jf ber 
‘Majefty’s Hand were asveadily to be cbtatiucd, as the Hand and Seal of ordinary 
Patrons, it might bythe Biflop’s Title fal out as doubtful as bis Lordfbip made 
glany poor Mews: The very next Morning the Bifhop himfelf publifhing to 
Dr. Bick/ey and others, a furmifed Effect [ Defeét | in his Eleétion, where- 
by he might be avoided from his Bifhoprick. When his Lordhhip pleafe to 
fet down the particular Devices to intrap him within Danger of Law, I will 
anfwera Truth. 

B. in his own Defence at the Council Table juftified the great Diforders 
committed, in making fuch a Rabble of moft diforderly Minifters, contrary 
to all God’s [ Word | forbid ; and his Lordfhip’s publick Advertifements, 
with fuch Exactions as were ftrange and flanderous throughout the whole Dio- 
cefe. For Reformation whereof he had divers Times betore by Letters and 
otherwife, had humbly befeeched his Lordfhip in vain. When his Lordfhip 
firft provoked the Deanof Litchfield by foul Accufations at the Council Ta- 
- ble, what Time I difcontinued one whole Year out of the Country, wife 
Men may eafily confider what moved Mr. Dean to take the Ccurfe he dic, 
If his Lordfhip term the Dean and Chapter his Enemies, and reckoneth my 
poor Advice to avoid the firft Encounter with them for a Money-Matter, both 
by Words and Letters joyning with them, I hope his Lordfhip now finding 
the Truth by Expericnce, will alter his Opinion. 

B. thinketh, as Zu/y faith, Charé amici, chari propinaut; fed omnes omnium 
Charitate, nia Patria, & Ecclefia Corifi, ccupiexa cf. A Bifhop in Watch- 
ing and Prayer, in Preaching and Zele, in comforting the Good, and dif- 
cousaging the Enemy, going before in a painful ftreight Courfe, I account 
hima treacherous and perfidious Variet, that willnot, with all faithful Heafe 
and Service attend him. It his Cale be contrary, in Ambition, Vanity, 
Covetoufnefs, &%¢. whereby he becometh a Step-Father to the Church of God ; 
I hold it ever a moft perfidious Treactiery both to God and the Party, to footh 
-- & follow his Humour. God muft juage every Mans Heart. I thank God 
for that Portion of his Favour and Blciling, that my Services have-not been 
altogether unprofitable to his Church: and the better fort have received fome 
Comfort and Liking of them. Now how B. is to be trufted with publick 
Government, his Lordfhip is {carce an indifferent Judge. 

Men commonly lie rebuked inthe Cradle of Security, when they may do 
what they lift without Efpial or Controulment. An Encmy maketh more 
upright, watchful and circumfpect Dealing. The Truft that is required in 
a publick Perfon is, fo to difpofe his Government, U? nulla alia Poteftas ab 
tis quibus preeft, defidiretur.

' The City of Litchfield, fince the Temporal Goverment hath been divi- 
ded from the See, and tranflated from the Bifhop to the Citizens ( which ne- 
verthelefs hath not been long) is in fo far worfe Cafe than it was, as there 
is odds almoft between fomewhat and nothing ; or at leaft wife between 
gery and Welfare, or between happy and unhappy Eftate. I fptak, I fay, 
upon the Report of others that knew it then; and upon mine own Know- 
ledge, which fee it now: It is not the City it hath been. If your Lord- 
fhips ask me the Reafons, Why ¢ I might particularly fet down divers Caué 
fes of this Decay ; but to avoid Tedioufnefs, I will generally anfwer- in 
one. Their Government is too too bad. To ufe Extortion, Oppreffion, 
cruel dealing with the Commons, regrating, foreftalling the Markets, Li- 
berty inthe Syze of Bread and Drink, with fuch other like, .to favour theme 
{elves in Searfements, { Seffements ] to lay the heavieft Burdens on poor 
Men’s Backs, to impannel themfelves upon Juries in their own Caufes, to 
be Inquifitors, Prefenters, Judges and Lords in one Court : To reftrain the 
Commodities into few. Men’s Hands, to breed Beggery in the City, and fet 
none aworke: every Man to feek his own private Gain, and no Man to 
regard the publick State. If this be not bad Government, What is bad ? 
And yet this is their Doing, and no Man may coutroul them for it. To 
be fhort, they live as they lift, both in the City, and in the Church. And 
therefore little Reformation to be looked for, if it goon as it doth. 

But you will fay,,Thefe Matters are impertinent. Moft Honourable, [| 
will now draw them to the Purpofe ye know. Ye look for at my Hands in all 
Commiffions a principal Care, Qverfight and Furtherance of her Majefty’s 
Service in Caufes, as well: Spiritual as Temporal. Ye know alfo, I muf 
begin firft at the Head and Spring it felf; which is the Church and City of 
Litchfield: And then afterwards deal with the reft of the Shire and Diocefs, 
where I am, as Imay. Now if the Church and City, with whom I fhould 
firft begin, and trom whence the reft are to fetch their Light, thall be fo 
exempted from. may Jurifdiétion, that I may have no Power and Authority 
to look into their Matters, nor once to meddle. with them; no, nor your 
Commiffions, which you fend forth, may aucthorize me foto do, my Labour 
is foon at an End, -and my Service fooner done than begun. | 

And therefore if now, for the better Performarice of my Duty, I refume 
into my. Hands again my auncient Liberties, which of late Days have been 
but flenderly conveyed from nie, or rather not at all conveyed, but encroach- 
ed upon by evil Neighbours; I fay, If I refume them again into-my Hands, 
and ufe. the Benefic_of mine own Charters for the better Service of her 
Majefty, and more profitable Government of her People, as now I have be- 
gun to do: I truft your Lordfhips will likewife hold me excuféd, and par- 
don me in fo doing. Yea, that you will give me your lawful Countenance 
and Affiftance therein, fo far as my Right and juft Title fhall reach, It may 


be they have prevented me in Complaint, becaufe I have already attempted - 


Suit againft them for Redrefs of their Government, and Recovery of mine 
own’ Right. But J hope your Lordfhips will fufpend your Honourable O- 
pinions,, till you hear further of the Matter ; and I defire no better Judges 
than-your felves, if it would pleafe you to be troubled with.-it. ce 
Surely, the whole Diocefs isto be looked unto in Time, -( for we have 
many things amongft us far amifs}) but yet Svaffurd/bire more than any Part 
elfe; and moft of all, the City and Church of Litchfield, with nea da 
drwy Furifdiczions. Out of which, as out of a full Fountain, floweth’ all 
Corruption, both of Life and Religion in my Dio¢efs. We had here in 
Stuffordbire, even the laft Day amongft us, fuch a notable bold Attempt 
made, and fo daungerous for the Example of others, as I may. not pafs it over 
with Silence. The Matter is this: Sir Walter Aficn and I, with divers o- 
ther Julticcs, being met together at Sond Church, on Heduefidsy Jatt paft, 
or 
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for the publick Service of the Country; and having a gteat Part of the 
County before us, one Hugh Eardefwick, Lord of that Mannor, and the Huch Ear- 
foreft and dangeroufeft Papift, one of them in all England; who ‘otherwife ditwick, Pe- 
cometh neither to the Church nor Churchyard, but keepeth himfeff and his pif. 
‘Family clofe at Home from the Divine Service, in.Contenfpt of ber Ma- 
jefty’s Laws: Yet at this Time in the Church yard, and before us that were 
ean and openly in the Sight of the whole Country, was not afraid to. 
rike a Juftice of Peace upon the Pate with his Crabtree Staff. Whereup- 
on immediately began a Number of Swords and Daggers to be drawn: And 
had we not with Diligence applied our felves forthwith to appeafe the Out- 
“rage ; orrather, had not God bleffed our Bufinefs at that Time, and ftayed 
the Hands and Hearts of the People from further Mifchief, I think there 
had been fuch a bloody Day, as hath not been feen this great while in Staf- 
fordfoire: A Matter, doubtlefs, worthy fharp Punishment and Animadver- 
fion. A Papift to ftrike a Juftice of Peace, fitting in the Queen’s peel : 
and the Affairs of his Country, and in the Churchyard, and before the whole 
Multitude: It wasa very bold and malicious Part. And what further Reach 
they had in their Heads that begun it, God knoweth, and I leave to your

ceived, and fome were to receive, that ( if fuch Boldnefs of Men be not re- 
preffed-and punifhed with Speed }) the Example will grow very far, and be 
very daungerous. Certain of the Lord Pagett’s Servants or Officers ( by 
- whofe Commaundment and Appointment I cannot tell) under the Pretence 7 Pageti 
of ferving of Writs, came into Colewich Church that Day, and arrefted di- 
vers Perfons, -fome that had received, and were newly rifen from the Lord’s

- vice of.God and-his. Holy Sacraments. I am credibly informed, and by 
Examination alfo have tryed it out, that the Parties arrefted were every Day 
' paffing to.and fro:by the faid Officers. which did arreft them: And yet having 
_ the Writs in their Hands a Month or two, or more, would find nore other 
- Time to work their Feate, but on Eaffer day in the. Morning, and at or about 
- the Communion Time... | a ee oo ee 
Muchlike Part allo was played by others of the Lord Paget’s Officers with- 
- in this Shire at Barton upon Zrent, about the fame: Time of Eaffer: At which 
Time there was great Difturbance of the Communicants. For. that the 
Lord Paget being bound to find the Parifhioners Communion Bread, his Offi- 
cers would have forced them to ufe little finging Cakes after the old Popith 
- Fafhion; varying nothing at all in Form from the Maffing Bread, fave only 
fomewhat in the Print. ..A Patterne whereof I my. felf do keep, to fhew to 
- your Lordfhips if need be, being brought me by the Lord Page?’s Officer his 
. own felf, whom I called betore me for the farhe Matter. 9 | 
Surely, this argueth great Courage in the Adverfaries if they may be fuf- 
fered: And for mine own Part, I dare not meddle with them, as Ordinary, 
becaufe they pretendt peculiar Furifdiction within themfelves ; but am feign 
to ufe the fecular Power committed unto me; and to deal with them as 
“. Juftice of Peace :_ By which Authority neverthelefs, I cannot do much good 
in fuch Matters. And fome indeed think, Iam bufierthan Ineedto be; and 
fo I get great Difpleafure for my Doings ; but I weigh not Men’s — 
| res 
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fures. Ifeek to pleafe God, and the Queen’s Muiefty that is appointed un- 
der God; and your Honours that are appointed under Her, to govern the 
People of God, to his Glory, and the Comfort of his Church. As tor me, 
I feek not to pleafe them: And if Idid, I could not, burt be evil as they 
are. And therefore, howfoever they reporr me from hence ( as I am fure 
they will fay the worft they can) I befeech your Lordfhips, judge of me as 
you find me. And I defirc nothing more, than to have your felves the only 
Judges of all mine Actions. For fo my Troubles fhould be the lefs, and my 
Credit the greater: Where now I fpend and toyl, and do all I can to littie 
Effect ; and yet am ill fpoken of when I have done. For if I corre& for 
their evil Life ( as no Country I think, is more out of Frame that Way ) 
the worft I can do them is Excommunications, and then they appeal, to mine 
infinite Trouble and Charges, if I follow ic. ° 

If Icorreét them for Religion (whercin they are more out of Frame ) 
they fit out the Excommunications willingly, and are glad thcy have fo good 
Occafion to be cut off from the Church ; thinking to avoid the Penalty of 
the Statute, becaufe we forbid them Increffin: Ecclefie, when indeed they 
meant not to come there at all, tho’ they had been bidden never fo much. 
For if by the Ecclefiaftical Cenfures they be excommunicated out of the 
Church, they think it no Reafon to punifh them for not coming, when by 
our {elves, and by our own Laws they are forbidden to come. And fo they 
make our Excommunications to ferve their Turn. And yet, as I fay, in the 
mean time they cry out upon me, as an hard and cruel Man, and do laugh 
ae my Doings toa Scorn. 

I eftfoons moft humbly defire your Lordfhips to devife the Means, I may 
be better ftrengthned and comforted in thefe my ‘Toyles ; or elfe I fhall nes 
ver be able to hold out, the Troubles and Charges are fo great. I truft you 
are not ignorant of this Diocefe, that ic is large and wide; of the People, 
that they are ftubborn and quarre!lous ; of my Living, that it is very fmall 
tor fo great a Charge, {cantly four hundred Pounds by the Year, for thefe 
firft Years. Itruft likewife that you confider, that my Diocefs is the Den 
of Fugitives, the very Receptacle of all the Refufe that is thrown out of o- 
ther Dioceffes round about me. They fly hither out of Chcfbire, out of 
Lancafbire, out of Yorkflire, out of Lincoluflire, out of Huutimgtosfbire ; 
yea, and from London Side, and from all Places. And fuch as other Bithops 
drive away from them, I muft harbour here with me, whether I will or no, 
exccpt I fhould write upto your Honours for every particular Perfon tbat I 
hear of: Which would be infinite Trouble and Charge unto me ; neither were 
I able to undergo the Burthen of it. . 

And therefore, if I fhall not have the Helps that other Bifhops have, (all 
the Premiffes confidered) I muft give over my former Travails and Charges, 
which are intolerable, and only with all were well; and fo reft there, as my 
Predeceffor did before me. Thus much I am bold to write unto your Ho- 
nours, to fhew you the State of my Country, and mine own hard Cafe ; and 
would be glad toamend it if Iknew how ; or will hereafter, it I fhall be bet- 
ter enabled. | 

Muchmore I had to write unto your Honours at this Time, but I am afraid to 
be over tedious. Only it may pieafe you to confider ofthe Certificate, which I 
have here fent you, touching the convicted Recufants, andto pardon me, (for 
the Caufes premifed ) if not fo foon, or not fo perfeétly as you look for, my 
Duty to be performed in that behalf. And fo I humbly commend your Ho- 
nours to the gracious Protection of the Almighty, and moft bleffed Govern- 
ment of his Holy Spirit.

HEREAS by fpecial Order of the Queen’s moft Excellent Ma~ 
jefty, I appeared lately in Eaffer Term aft before the Lord Chan- 
cellor and Honourable Lords Counfellors of the State, in the Star Chama 
ber ; and there was, by her Majefty’s Attorney General, charged with fun- 
dry Confpiracies by meand other evil difpofed Perfons, Affociates with me, 
moft malicioufly and unjuftly praétifed againft your Grace, my Lord Arch- 
bifhop of York ; tending tothe great Difcredit of your good Name and Eftima- 
tion ; your felf being innocent, and guiltlefs of any unhoneft Attempt or 
Meaning in that Fault and Crime, that I and my Affociates, for Gain to 
fome of our felves, and Spoil to your Grace, and for the Revenge of fome, 
of our: cruel Malice conceived againft your Grace, fought moft unjuftly to 
lay upon you, to your utter Contufion in this World; if God of his Good= 
nefs, through her Majefty’s great Care in fearching out the Truth, had not 
otherwife provided.

For firft, whereas in the fame 27th Year of King Henry VIII. the Bifhop 
had Fura Regalia, and Perquifiones Seffion, 8c. thofe Royalties and Pre- 
rogatives have been taken away by Act of Parliament. 

Item, by the Suit of Mr. Edward Carey, one of the Grooms of her Ma- 
jefty’s Privy Chamber, and Mr. Dodington, his Sollicitor ; not only the Gift 
and Patronage of Llandewy Braby, and twelve other Churches, have been 
taken away trom the faid Bifhoprick ; but alfo the Parfonage of Lianarth, 
and Chapel of Lianyna, being of the yearly Value of 3¢/ and for the 
Space of divers hundred Years, appropriate ad Menfam Epifcopi, and united 
to the Bifhoprick: And for which the Bifhop for the Time being, paid al- 


ways Firft Fruits, Tenths and Subfidies; hath alfo heen by the faid Suit of . 
the faid Mr. Cary, and Mr. Dodington, evitted from the faid Bifhoprick, in 


this Manner following. 

Firft, the faid Mr. Cary informing, that the Parfonage of Liandewy bre 
wie, of the Bifhop of St. David’s Diocefs and Parfonage, was a College, 
and concealed from her Majefty ; he obtained a Leafe thereof cum pertinen- 
tiis, Ant.8° of her Majefty’s Reign for 404. paying 494 Rent per Ans. 
being the Value of her Highnefs Records of that Church only. |

from me ) but for the publick fatisfying of Chrift’s Church. And now, tho® | 
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and Iffue joyned, .a Jury of fubftantial Gentlemen out of Hereford/bire gave 
Verdi& with the Incumbent: and found it to be no College, nor concea- 


ed. 

But the Verdict notwithftanding, the faid Mr Carie began again ; and up- 
on the fame Matter and like Evidence, obtained another Jury to pafs againft 
the former, and to find it concealed. 

Afterwards, he took a new Leafe of the Premiffes with larger Words ; and 
for the Term of fourty Years.

Yet Mr Cary 
by his faid Solicitor Mr Dodington, revived a new Suit, and continuing the 
fame many Years againft the faid Bifhop and the Farmers, at laft in Zrinity 
Term, Amo R. Rue Elizabethe, &c. 23° recovered the faid Parfonage 
of Liauarth alfo. ‘And now fueth the poor Widow and Executrix of 
the faid Bifhop, for the Arrearages of the faid 32/. Rent for many 
Years. 

For thefe Fourteen Churches being valued in her Highneffes Records to 
181/. 155. there is4o/. Rent anfwered to the Queen’s Majefty ; Her High- 
nefs lofeth much more, commuiibus annis, in Firft fruits, Tenths and Sub- 
fidies. 

How thefe Churches are let, and for what Rent, to particular Tenants and 
Farmers, I cannot prefently advertife your Lordfhip in Certainty. But I am 
fure they are worth by Year about the Sum of one Thoufand Marks. For 
that one Church and Retory of Liaudewy brevie it felf is worth between 
two or three Hundred Pounds by Year. And for the Parfonage of Lianarth, 
now laft recovered from the Bifhoprick, Mr Cary refufeth an roo/. Fine, and 
1oo/., Rent per annuin, 

And now as it is reported, he hath all the faid Churches in Fee-Farm 
for the Rent of 4o/. So that the Bifhoprick at this Day is in Value 
about . 383 — 234

F IR ST, he moft humbly defired, that it might be confidered, Whether 
A: any man by our Laws be bound to accufe himfelf upon his Oath; for 
any Deed or Word; much lefs to declare his Thoughts. Jtem, Forafmuch 
as he was driven to anfwer at the firft by Word; and not fuffered leifurely to 
perufe the Anfwers which the Regifter fet down ; and for thatthefe N por 
os di 
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did much refpect thofe Anfwers ; he therefore with like Duty defired, that 
both his Anfwers before might be poifed with the Weight of the former Cir- 
cumftances ; and alfo that it his Memory failed him now in any Point, which 
then was an{wered, he might be charitably judged of, as he protefted before 


Almighty God, that he meant well to fpeak the Truth. Thirdly, he defired 
that it might be noted, that the Collector of thofe Notes dealt partially. 


Then follow the Contents of his Anfwers. 


To {peak in general of the Book of Common Prayer; he thought it good 
and godly. 

His Practice of reforting ta Churches where Ceremonies have been ufed, 
did fuffiiciently clear him in that Point [ When being before Demanded, 
what he thought of Ceremonies, he was Silent: ] 

About the Form of Ordination, he anfwered, he remembre: not that he 
had read and perufed any fuch Form. He fent for it to the Stationers, and 
could not get it: but he judgeth foreverently of thofe Rites, that he acknow- 
Jedgeth, there is the Subftance of the Miniftry. 

He did that private Duty [ of Preaching and Catechizing in.my Lord 
Rich’s Family | being thereunto requefted by the Houfeholders, for their 
own and their Families Profit; and other Means of Inftru¢tion failing them. 
For where they had means to be inftruéted, they were reverently ufed: As 
Mr Berriman, Minifter of Rochford muft needs teftify ; that both the Prayers 
and Preaching were reforted unto. And Wright conferring with him at firft, 
meant no otherwife to deal in my Lord’s Houfe, being there, but with the 
Minifter’s Leave ; and for his Affiftance, in difcharging the Duty. - 

He prayed as Preachers ufe to do in all Places, and altogether in prefcript 
Words ; but as the Occafion fell out in fome Points. Yet he ever prayed for 
the Queen’s Majefty, and for the Lords of the Council, and forall Minifters 
of God’s Word. And fo for Archbifhops and Bifhops, feeing they be. Mini- 
fters. [This was in Anfwer to that Article, that he ufed Prayer of hisown 
Devifing: and never ufed to pray as in the Book of Common Prayer : nor 
for Archbifhops and Bifhops. 

To the Article that he had no Licence to Preach ; he knew no Law, that 
requireth. Licence for thofe private Duties, which had been ufed in King 
Edward’s Days; and all the Time of our Queen in many Places. And with- 
out which, he doubted not but it may well be proved, that there had been 
many more Papifts in this Land, than are. If it be faid, that it is inconve- 
nient, tho’ not unlawful, he defired firft, that it might be confidered, how 
he had Preached feven Years before, by Order of her Majefty’s Injunctions 
with approbation in the Univerfity. Which confidered with his full Pur- 
pofe of ferving in the Miniftry, when God fhould call him thereto, he was 
not altogether in the common Degree of Laymen, asthey callthem. Second- 
ly, that he ufed to repair both to Sermons and Sacraments, ready to fhew 
the foundnefs of his Belief, €%c. That the Want of others teaching might, 
as he hoped, procure a Difpenfation in fome greater Inconvenience. That 


when Order hath fet Order herein, he will moft reverently obey it, | that is” 


den this private Teaching, Catechizing and Preaching fhould be forbid- 
den. 

To the Article, That he faid, the Eleéfion of Minifters ought to be by the 
Flock ; he only faid, that he fuppofed it notto bean Error, that the Minifters 


fhould be chofen with Confent of their Flock ; fo that their Flock were firft 


well taught. | 

To the Article, That he was chofen inthis Sort [by the Family ] in the 
Houfe of the Lord Rich; he confeffeth that thelate Lord, calling his Houfe- 
hold together, (in the Abfence of the faid Wright, and not moving him there- 
to) to the End it feems that they might more willingly harken to good In- 
ftru€tion, having one to teach them, whom themfelves had before approved 5 


Asked, whether any of them could fhewany Reafon, for Life or pes 
. : 7 why 
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why he might not be their Teacher. Whereupon no man objecting any 
thing, my Lord fent for him, and perhaps efteemed him as his Paftor. But 
that he took not himfelf to be any other than a private manto dothem fome 
good, till they might have a {ufficient Paftor. For at Rochford, the Mini- 
{ter was diftra€ted between his two Benefices. And at Leez his Provifion 
was worfe. | 

It is true, that of the Houfe of this Lord Rich, he faid, he took them 
for his Flock; not by Vertue of the former Choice, but having been called 
fince the Death of the old Lord, unto the Miniftry. And this [ prefent ] 
Lord being defirous to ufe his Miniftry, with Promife that he would labour 
to have it public: and my Lord of Londo not utterly denying Licence; but 
faying, he would firft fee fome Teftimony, that the {aid Minifter was ordai~ 
ned Minifter. But he only did the Duty ofa private man, neither prea- 
ched he publickly, nor miniftred any Sacrament. 

To the Article, That he preached on a Holy day, Fan. the 24th. Re- 
ging, in the Hall at Rochford; and divers People thereabouts reforted to his 
Preaching: He anfwered, we did then, as at other Times; neither drawing, 
nor fhutting out any Man, nor omitting any pubdlick Duties in the Church. 

Concerning his Ordination at Antwerp, he faid, not that he went over for 
that End: but being at Autwerp, whither he went to fee the Churches from 
whence Idolatry had been lately driven; and Eng/i/o Merchants defiring him 
to affift in the Miniftry ; he was religioufly ordained thereunto; and there 
did execute it. As alfo at Vilfort, where was a Garrifon of 600 Scots, by 
the earneft Suit of their Band, and a Collonel, one Mr Bombridge, Gover- 
nor of the Town; and with Confent of the Minifters of the three feve- 
ral Languages in Antwerp. ‘The Manner alfo of his admitting, he declared, 
fo long as they would hear him. And he is ready to declare it at all times, 
when it fhall be demanded of him. 

Touching that he faid, Every Minificr is a Bifbop; it is true that he faid, 
he is ’Evimez@-, which we call Bi/bop, according to the Word of God. But 
he faid not, every one is a Lord Bifvop. My Lord of Londcn himfelf faid 
as much in effect, when I was laft before him in the Confiftory. For 

Firft Monday rebuking Mr H’bite for {miting one of his Parifhioners, he alledged that 

tm Lent. 581. Scripture, wa wAnx]iu, 1 Lim. iii. 3. That a Bifbop ninft be xo Striker, there 
had been no reafon in the Speech, if Mr H’bite only being a Minifter, had 
not been a Bifhop. 

To the laft Article, that Mr Greenccocd ferved the Lord Rich, and 
did that which he did for him only: that he ufed the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer: faving, that for Brevity fake, he read not all. He hath 
anf{wered himfelf, that he continued not a Curate, for want of Audacity 
and Utterance: he being otherwife both godly and well learned.

Wrights Anfwers to the Notes of Matters proved againft bim by fworn 
Witneffes. 


H E humbly craved, that the Manner ufed in proceeding againft him might 
A & be confidered of. That the Commiffion was fert down whilft he was 
in Prifon, [ inthe Garehou/e..] The Commiffiuners were Men appointed by fpe- 
cial Choice, that they might ferve fuch a Turn. Dr. //’a/ker Archdeacon, 
who was never injured by him, had before notorioufly flandered him. Others 
whom he knew not: but the one was a Commilfary, allied to the Bifhop, 
the cther a Gentleman, of whom he had heard indeed, that he went to the 
Church. That the Examinants which were godly difpofed were fharply re- 
buked, when they would not {peak that which they Knew not againft him.

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That they which were brought in for Witnefles weré the. only men that 
bare him Difpleafure. , And his humble Suit was, that the Caule might be 
weighed. ‘That he never abufed any of them in Word or Deed:. But the 
being all Minjfters, partly:{tomached him, becaufe he fhewed a Miflike of thofe 
which had -two Benefices ; ,partly for that he lovingly admonifhed one Mr. 
Barwick, hig firft Accyler, who laboured to prove that God delighted in 
Mediocrity, by thefe Reafons : Via. Man was put in Medio Paradifi, A Rib p eer 
was taken .out of the Mid? of Man... The I/raelites went through the Midf o 3. patie 
of Fordan: and the Midf of the.Red Sea. Sampjon put Firebrands .in the Perio. 
Middeft between the Foxes Tails: Daviéds men had their Garments cut off 
by the Middef. Chrift was hanged in the Msddef between two Thieves. _ 
Another great Caufe of their ill will feemed to be this, That my Lord, that 
was then with God, ufed him with great Favour; ashe did alfo all Preachers 
whom hé faw to be diligent in their Function. But contrarywife he fhewed 
{mall Countenanceto thefe men. Yet lovingly € yea,.perhaps alfo vehement- 
ly) told them of fuch things, ashe thought to be Faults and Negligencies 
in their Miniftry. And this they falfely attributed, as coming from him 
[ right: Now the chief Caufe of fhewing this Envy, was the great Per- 
on, who defired to have Mr. Rich and him out of my Lords Houfe: as Mr 
Barwicks Letter did thew. , o aire 
That touching the Colle€tions, [_fpecified in thofe Notesof what was {worm 
againft him | altho the Witneffes indeed were as abovefaid, yet he could not 
think fo illof them, as that they would affirm the Things which were there 
fet dawn. Some being fuch as he never thought in his Life. to his Remem- — 
brance ; as that there were no Lawful Miuifters in England. That he was 
likewife charged, as. it had been depofed againft him, that he fhould fay, Zo 
Lave a Sermon on the Queens Day,and to give God Thanks for her Majefty, was to 
make ber a God. He thought.at the firft, that perhaps corrupt men had 
teftified fo much: but when by Gods Grace he got a fight of the Commiffion 
returned, there was no fuch Matter. . | 
That here was a Witnefs oft named, one Mr Wardal: with whom he ne« 
ver talked but once only.. And he had no other talk with him, but only 
where he had preached againft my Lord, and the Exercifes in his Houfe. 
He faying, he did. it upon my Lords Words: who told him .and the other “° 
Minifters that he fhewed in preaching, that they were al Dumb Dogs, &c. 
He told Vardel, that firft he fhould. have talked with him privately, before 
he had preached againft him openly. Secondly, that.he never. ty e an 
thing of him, or his. Neighbour Minifters, but sp {pake generally inne 
the Faults of Minifters, as his Text led him, JFobn x. A Zbief cometh not but ; 
to kil, &c. fhewing, that indeed of fuch as fought only their own Commodities 
and not. Gods Glory, nor the Profit of their Flock ; of them he faid, as the 
Texte faith, They were Thieves and Murtherers. At which Time Mr. Wardel 
fhewed no Mifliking of him, of his Speech ; but {pake very gently unto him.

~ And then Wright proceded to give his Anfwer.to each Article fet 
down inthe Notes, of Matters depofed againft him.. Which follow,. - : 

Ad. 1. The Phrafe of Dumb Dogs (tho’ yfed in the Scripture) is, and ale. 
ways hath been, very feldom in my Mouth in any Sort. But I fuppofe ice 
cannot be proved, that ever I called any Man fo, much lefs a Preacher, and.

Ad. 2. -This doubtful Speech argueth fome evil Affe&tion. The Colleétor 
or the Witnefs would have an Indefinite to be generally taken ; forto fay fome 
Minifters are Thieves and Murtherers; I would to God, all fed their Flock 
fo well as it might be falfe. But that he would not have it underftood 
of all, it may well appear. The Mafter and Fellows of Cbri/?s College in 
Cambridge, being all, as I think, Minifters, that time whenI had lived there 
about fourteen Years amongft Minifters, with one Confent fealed the Tefti- 
mony of my good Behaviour.

Ada. I defire that this Note may be anfwered by that wh:ch goeth nexe 

before. As for this common Fame, it muft be taken from thefe Perfons, Vicars 
or Curates, thathave fet their Hands to thefe Notcs: and yet I am fure two 
of them at the leaft will fail them. Touching thofe that are defamed in 
the Judgment of thofe Deponents, they are fuch Minifters as being idle al- 
together, and unmindful of their Duty, are fpoken of according to their 
Deferts. As if a man fhould fay, the Prophet Zachary was a Detamer of 
Priefts, when he cryed, faying, /0e be to the Idol Shecpbard, that forfaketh 
bis Flock: Or St. Pani .a Defamer of Preachers, becaufe he writ ot fome 
fuch, that they were Enemies of the Crofs of Chrift: whofe God was their Bel- 
by, their Glory their foame: which minded earthly things.

Sentence of that Decree might feem to his Mafter too fudden, and befides 
Expectation, by reafon of paft Letters on the Behalf of her Majefty, fig- 
nificatory of fo unthought on aChance,as Letters Revocatory by the fame Catho« 
lick King to his Ambaffador: whence it mightbe feared, left thatFriendfhip might 
with neighbour Nations and Monarchs be rendred fufpeéted ; which from 
antient Times was between the Kings of England and the Kings of 
ain ; 
ae feemed worth the Pains to her Majefty, as well publickly to teftify a ful- 
ler Belief of her Purpofes, as on that Part to explain to the Catholick King 


the Caufes of that fufficiently fudden Decree, and to inform the King, what 


the Thing is; that fhe, overlooking all thofe Acts that were committed by 


Mendoza, and commending them to perpetual Oblivion, was ready to culti- 


vate that antient and long paft Amity, which both their Majefties drew by an

Which things whilethey were openly difcovercd and brouzht to the Light, 
Mendoza was tound: who, befides the Office of an Ambailador, to which 
he was given by the King, andaccordingly the Affairs of his Lord, concer- 
ning which now for many Months le had no Difcourles with, her Majefty, 
( but followed thofe Studies by which he might leffuen the Amity and Peace 
conftituted between thefe Crownes ) he is tound a moft diligent Head and 
Ringleader, by Witnefs clearer than Noon light, and by Arguments beyond 
all Exception, to difturb the quict {tare of the Common Wealth. i 
Which Deed, as being barbarous in its {elf, and againft che Law of Nati- 
ons, and contrary to his Office, and quite eftranged from it, her Majefty 
doubted not, how rejected and hated it was of his Catholic Majefty. 
But according to that Study of Juftice and Honour that is in her Majefty, 


- She would not refolve to fend back the Man, betore that fhe had made it to 


be demonftrated tohim, and thatfromtheConfeffions of thofe whom he hath 
affociated in this Confpiracy, the Counfels which he had attempted and aéted - 
having given for that Purpofe certain Commands by the Counfil of his Secre- 
tary to the Chicf men; which lay the Crimes to Afendoza, that are in the 
next Place recited. 

To wit, That for fome Months he had communicated more fecret Coun- 
fils, as well by Letters, as by Meffengers, with the Queen of Scots, and her 
Minifters. That he conferred frequent Difcourfes with fome of her Majefties 


Qucen of Scots Subjects : and fo was Author tothem concerning Means whereby the forefaid 


Queen might be conveyed out of Cuftody, in which She isdetained by her 
Majeftys Order, and recover her Liberty. That as well by himfelf as by 
his Meffengers, he hath not defifted to follicite the Minds of thofe to revolt, 
whom he thought tobe Favourers of the Romain and Popes Religion, and that 
they fhould joyne Hands together in Society, to the exercifing Foreign Sol- 
dicrs, if any were fent by thofe Princes, whom he named C2thclic, to make 
an Irruption into this Kingdom; giving his Faith, that the Catholic King his 
Matter would fend Auxiliary Forces, and would bear half the Charge of the 
Soldiers. ‘That he was confcious and knew of his Secretary the Return into 
Englaud of Charles Paget, a Runnagate out of this Kingdom. Which faid 
Charles being of the more fecret Service of the Qucen of Sccts, being fene 
into thefe Parts,'came to Mendoza, ( Francis Tircgmcrton relating the Matter ) 
as well to folicite the Minds of the Pap:fs, a8 atorefaid to make a Rebellion : 
and to defcribe the Ports, which feemed moft convenient tor Landing Foreign 


- Soldiers; asalfoto note their Names who were Favourers and Aiders of the 


defigned Invafion. ‘This the forefaid Zhrcgmorton, altho’ a ftrong and weigh- 
ty Teftimony againft himfelf, and that would touch his Life, moft freely 
confeffed. Which may be for an Argument, thatit was not malicioufly made 
by the Man, nor fought out by himfelf for fome bad Purpofe. Laftly, that 
he had received a little Cheft or Box from the faid Lbregmcrton, being in 
fear of taking ; which contained his torefaid Detcriptions and other Wri- 
tings: Inwhich were noted the fingle Heads of their Confpiracies and Pra- 
ctices ; to wit, for that End, that the faid Cabinet or Box fhould be prefer- 
ved with him, as the Head and Chief of this Confpiracy.* For fo Lérogmor- 

ton related the Thing. | 
Thefe things, when they were repeated to his Face from the Confefion of 
the Confpirators themfelves, he was fo far from leffening them by fome ho- 
neft Anfwer, that fo immodeftly, and befide the Duty of an Ambaffador, 
boidly bawiing out, Dreams and Trifles; and nothing elfe; the Point of his 
Speech being turned againft Her Majefty ; loaded her by falfe Accufations 
with fome Injuries, which he feigned to himfelf, proceeding trom her Majefty 
towards the Catholick King. The Heads of the Calumnies are thefe. That 
befide the Faith of Friendthip, and the Laws of Nations, her Majefty put un- 
| der 
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der Arreft the Kings Treafure, put in at certain Ports of this Kingdom: 
that fhe helped the States of fol/zvd with Solzicrs and Aiony, ut the Inter- 
cefMfionof the Marquels Hauivecat, andothers: chat fhe aocted Prince tithes y 
with very many Honorary Gifts and Benerts: that dhe had fone fume Thou- 
fands tothe Duke of dijon in his Expedition at Cimoray: that fhe had fent 
fome Noblemen of her Kingdome in the frid Dukes March to Belzisc, that 
for Honours fake they might be prefent at the Auguraticn of the Duke for 
Duke of Bravaut: that a certain Counfillcr of her Majefty, witb the Brother E-rl of Suffex. 
of a certain Earl, entred into hidden Counlils, with the Beocher of a certain 
Earl, concerning killing of Fobu of dufiria. Laftlyy thatone Divke, a Sub- 
ject of her Majefty, in May plundred the Catholic King and his Subjects, to 
the Sum of 200,000 Crownes.. | ' 3 : OO 
But now altho’ the hafty and rafh Conveyance of falfe Crimes againft her 
Majefty, fignificth nothing at all to wafh off fo wicked a Practice, where he 
is held bound in the Court of all Judgments, and moreover to Le paft over as. 
unworthy. of Anfwer: yet it hath feemed good toher Majefty to teftify to all 
men the honeft Confcience of her doings, and to draw down thofe Objecti- 
ons with the Faith of Honour and Sincerity, that it may appeartothe Catho- 
lic King and others, whofoever are not qverfe to Truth ; how befides all her 
Deferts, Mendoza hath endeavoured to draw her Majefty into Hatred with 
ood Princés. Which that it may be, let it firft be allowed to run over more 
paringly, and lefs largely than.is fit forthe Truth of the Matter, the ingrate- 
ful Deferts (as fhe perfuades her felf) which the Catholic King and his Mini- 
fters, provoked with no Injuries before given, have laid down to her Mrjefty. 
Let firft occurr that well known Peace by the Catholick King made with 
the French King, not much after the Death of his Wife, and the Queen’s 
Majefty’s Sifter, Queen Mzry.. Which ‘Peacé was very gainful to him, for 
the rcftoring of many Things; but very daummageable to her Majefty, and 
the Crown of England ; by reafon of the reftoration of Calais, defpiled by 
him. Which yet he ought not to have neglected ; becaufe of the very frefh 
Memory of the Benefit of the, Auxiliary Forces, which he had received from 
her Majefty’s Sifter. And that at his Prayer and Entreaty alfo, the Crown 
of England had joyned it felf in his War with France. Whence followed the Calais. 
taking of that Town out of the.Hands of the Englifv, after the Kings of 
England had poffeffed that Town with much Honour tor the {pace of _

Add, becaufe that when the Crown of Exgland lived in the fulleft Peace 
with its neibour Nations, and fo with all the Princes of Burcpe, yet for the 
fake of the Catholic King alone, before that Siege which was at St. Quintins, 
it caft it felf into Enmity with the King of France ; whence that War broke 
out, which prefently followed with the Freucb and Scots, at one and the fame 
Time the Realm of England bearing the Affault of both: to which never- 
thelefs afflicted for his fake alone, the Catholic King was fo far from being 
an Help. _ —_ 
That he favoured the Scots : permitted them free Traffic in the Low Coun- Scots. 
tries; paffing by the moft equal Demands of the Crowne of Englaid, of not 
_ following the Scots with fo great Deferts; who had becn Enemies to her 
Majefty by reafon of the Auxiliary Bands, joyiied with the Catholic King a- 
inft the French King. Strange things might be related, that the Kingdom 
of England, fo very wel deferving of the Catholic King, that it caft ic feif 
‘Into the Hatred of the French and Scots, might be objected againft their Ar- 
guments, to be forfaken in their Straits and Affictions, unlefs, the open 
Defertion, and the Kings Decree concerning the Scots mens Friendfhip tefti- 
fiedit. — . 4 | 
D’ Affonville,who now lycth in the Low Countries,and took by the Kings Com- 
mand Count Feria his Colleague of this Office .... wascome into Exglaid,! fome- 
thing here wanting | hereafter after this maner, being compelled by very un- 
equal Conditions, to make Peace with the Freuchb and Scots.

| Behold! 
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Behold! in one Moment the Crown of Eng/and placed in a double Mif- 


fortune: Calais loft, an antient Poffeffion ; and two neibouring Nations, not . 


to be defpifed, of Friends made Enemies: and in fhort a Third, from the Me- 
mory of man not eafily to be wiped out, without a Compenfation of Benefit. 

Her Majefty born and made to all Humanity of Nature, who is wont to 
forget nothing but Injuries, according to that Study wherby fhe maintaineth 
Amities with Neibour Princes ; but fo chiefly with the Catholic King, for 
that Friendfhip which from antient Times was betwixt this Crown and the 
Houfe of Burgundy, the foregoing unkind Deferts neglected, firft by the Lord 
Cobham mediating, who was Queen Maries Ambaffador with the King ; after 
that by two Ambafladors of the Queen with the fame King, each in their 
Time Refident, Tho. Chalcner, and Clo. Chamlerlain, Knts. She tryed the 
King’s Mind, and of fome of the chief men that were prefent with him in 


his Councils, of renewing the antient Leagues made between the Kings of 


England and the Houfe of Burgundy; but in vain ; neitherthe King, nor the 
Counfillors having Regard to that Matter. Not much after, her Majefty re- 
neweth her Purpofe; Vicount Afeuntagu, and lo. Chaiderlatu, Ke. being 
fent away into Fiaiders, Re iufecta. | 

If thofe things do not openly enough fhew the King’s Mind not well affeéted 
towards her Majefty, Mr. Mfcu fucceded the former. Who how friendly he 
was received, and with what wonderful Expreffions of Humanity, in his firft 
Entrance upon his Ambaffy in Spatu, Witnes the opening of hisChefts and. 
Coffers ; his Accefs to the King put off to the Third Week ftom his Coming 
into the King’s Court ; His Servants compelled to hear Mafs: hie Son and 
Steward were compelled, with Wax Candles in their Hands, to be prefent at 
their Service ; from his firft coming into Spain to his Return out of Spain, 
loaded with no better Rewards. Thefe things proceded from the King him- 
{elf to her Majefty, deferving and expecting better Offices: and was any 
thing better or more courteous from the King’s Minifters ? 

‘In the Year 1568 which followed the former, the Duke D’4/va in the Low 
Countries, put in Arreft not only the Goodsand Merchandizes of whatfoever 
Subjects of England, but alfo the Merchants themfelves ; pretending certain 
Ships here [{ ftopt ] and of fome Merchandizes of Genoa, to belong to the 
Catholic King. There came forth into Light, now a good while ago, a 
moft equal and ful Detence of this Arreft don by her Majefty ; which fo far 
commendeth the Faith and Integrity of her Majefty, that there is no body 
of all Men, who can want theretore Reftitution from her Majefty in whole. 


' For the Letters of the Geioans (which are ftil kept) are Witneffes, that 


nothing in that Cafe was don by her Majefty, but by the Requeft of the 
Catholic Ambaffador, and at the Prayer of the Catholic Ambaffador, and at 
their Prayer, who thought it as athing very profitable to efcape the Hands of 
the French Pyrate, who at that time roving in the Seas, laid wait for them. 
Of the Arreft don by the Catholick King [ towards the Euc/if> Merchants 
Goods | it feemed not fo clear. 

In the Year 69 the Civil Fire brake out here into Flames, within the King-

is certain indeed that the Catholic King for that ‘Time, in Word difproved 


the Decd, as don without his Knowledg: altho’ he make it believed on the 
contrary, that he did as yet, maintain at his own Coft the chief Incendiaries 
and Rebeis in his Dominions with him ; where they fearing, withdrew them- 


{elves from the Danger of their Lives. And but a little while ago ufed, for 


that Matter, the Pains of fome who are with him in the chief Magiftracy.

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He that perfuaded fome of the former Incendiaries to pafs over into Scotsend, 
to ftir up Innovation in thofe Northern Parts: where they were thought to 
be provided with the Patronage and Tuition of Friends. The later Wounds 
of violated Friendfhip, are thofe in confirming the Minds of the Rebells in 
Ireland, and by affording help to them. . te.

And now the Things being recited more difcourteoufly don againft her 
Majefty by the Catholic King, which it is enough fhortly ‘to have. touched, 
let him weigh them with himfelf; and what may feem to Have given the 


Caufe : and of thofe Thingsin the next Place, which.are faid to havé pro- | 


ceded from her Majefty towards the Catholick King; -he will judge :moft 
rightly and eafily ; the Kings Confcience being Witnes, that no Prince ever, 
or any where, prepared and furnifhed fo well to revenge Injuries. brought 
upon Her, would or.could fo temper her felf in fo fingular.a Number of the 


greateft Wrongs, as her Majefty hath tempered herfelf. But of thefe 


_ enough. 
ioe let us fee concerning the Calumnies of Mendoza. He obje€teth Firft 
That the States, at the Requeft of Hautretcht, were aided with Men an 
Mony. Concerning this Head enough hath been anfwered already of the Queen’s 
Majefty by Zo. Wilks, one of her Secretaries, being fent, at the fame time 
and for the fame Purpofe, Ambaflador to Spain. To which Anfwer if an 
now fhould be added, what hindred ( by how much the lefs he hath taken all 
Belgium) her taking the Low Countries into her Power, on their own accord 
offered to her by the Confent of the greateft Part of the Nobles, Common 
People and Cities ; if fhe had carried in her Mind the fevere Revenge of fe- 
verer Revenge. Add, that there were not wanting Abetters, and fuch as 
‘ perfuaded to that thing, which at this. Day are in fome Place, and obtain 
Countenance with the King. | a 
But as her Majefty is more defirous of good Deeds, Confcience and Honour, 
than of Profit, fhe could be perfuaded by none, neither Perfuafion, nor 
the Tears of thofe that were oppreft with his Tyranny by the Kings chief 
Officers, nor by the Surrender of all the Low Countries, throwing themfelves 
down at her Feet,to ufurp to her felf the antient and hardeft Poffeffions of the 
Catholic King ; or fuffer it to be ufurped by others, that were ambitious of it. 
Wherefore that fhe might as well preferve intire to the Catholic’King that 


which was his, as fhe might not be wanting, more.than too much, to the ~— 


affliéted Belgic People, and might reftrain them fromcafting off their Obe- 
dience and Allegiance due to the Catholic King, and might keep them in 
their Duty ; miniftred {ome Mony to maintain ‘an Arniy, and helped them 
by fome other not difhonorable Means. In the mean time by frequent Embaf- 
fies moving their Minds to yield Obedience to the Catholic King, to come 

' into Favour with him: andon the other fide by entreating the King to fuffer 
himfelf to be bent by the Prayers of his Friends, to forgive his People their 
Error, to receive them into Favour, to protect them in the good Fortune of 
their Laws and Privileges.’ -' That he fhould give Governours in the Low’ Coun- 
tries, who fhould be difpofed to Peace, not’ to Civil Broils ; by fuch ‘Offices 
on the one fide, andon the other, thatthe Low Countries might be’ prefer- 


Which’ 
was indeed afterwards don by fubmitting themfelves to the Rule of the Duke

But as to the fending over of 3000 Soldiers into the Low Comtries, whom 
her Majefty is faid to fend for the Ufe of' the - States to rule his Subjects ; 
(whence he [ Mendoza] by 4 certain Study of Evil-fpeaking would “caft a 
Blot upon her Majefty) who is there fo‘averfe to Truth, ‘fo mad, fo ignorant 
of things done in England, who doth not underftand, or might, if he would, 
that the tranfporting of Soldiers out of this Kingdom ‘into the Low~ Coun- 
tries had been prohibited from the firft Time of the Civil Tumults in Hol- 
and to this very Day? That it is fo far from it, that any at any Laan 
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fhould..be furnithed with Royal Authority fent for the States, that they 
‘waited for the Expedition privately, and without:the Queens Knowledg : 
-having gotten for that Purpofe Means very Gecret, not out of the Public 


Ports, but out of obfcurer Creeks. ae | 
Tis true, the moft fortunate Times of happy Peace, which her Majefty 
obtaineth: by the fingular Goodnefs of God, now Five and Twenty Years and 
more, have.begot a very numerous People. It is true; and that Eafe and 
great Minds do not...... efpecially where things flowing according to Peo- 
les Wills are wanting, or where thete be but narrow Circumftances at home. 
Pence it hath come to pafs, that fome few, the Barrs of Obedience broken, 
being not made for Idlenefs, have withdrawn thenafelves from England to 
Armes, and ferved in the Low Countries: fome on the States, and fome on the 
Kings fide. Not, as he [ Mendoxa] rathly, inconfiderately, and without 
Thought, hath dated to afirme. . |

9, How ftandeth it with Gods Juftice, that fome are appointed unto Dam-

A. Very well: Becaufe all Men have in themfelves fin: which deferveth 
no lefs. And therefore the Mercy of God is wonderful, inthat he vouchfafeth 
to fave fome of that finful Race, and to bring them to the Knowledge of 
the Truth. | | | Ss Be | 

. If Gods Ordinance and Determination muft of .Neceffity take EF 
_ fet, then what need any man care? For he that liveth well, muft needs be 
damned, if he be therunto ordained : And he that liveth ill muft needs be 
faved, if he be therunto appointed. 

A. Not fo: for it is not poffible, that either the Eleét fhould always be 
without Care to do well, or that the Reprobate fhould have any will ther- 
unto. For to have either good Will, or good Work is a Teftimony of the 
Spirit of God ; which is given tothe Eleét only : whereby Faith is fo wrought 
in them, that being grafte in Chriftt, they grow in Holinefs to that Glory, 
whereunto they are appointed. Neither are they fo vain, as once to think 
that they may do as they lift themfelves, becaufe they are Predeftinate unto 
Salvation. But rather they endeavour to walk in fuch good Works, as God 
in Chrift Jefus hath ordained them unto, and prepared for them to be occu- 
pied in, totheir own Comfort, Stay and Affurance; and to his Glory.. 
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9, But how fhall I know my felf to be one of thofe, whom God hath or- 
dained to Life Eternal ? 

A. By the Motions of Spiritual Life: which belongeth only to the Children 
of God. By the which that Lifeis perceived: even as the Life of this Body 
is difcerned by the Senfe and Motions therof. 

2, What mean you by the Motions of Spiritual Life? 

A. 1 mean Remorfe of Confcience, joyning with the loathing of Sin, and 
Love of Righteoufnes: the Hand of Faith reaching unto Life Eternal in Chrift ; 
the Confcience comforted in Diftrefs, and raifed up to Confidence in God by 
the Work of his Spirit: a thankful Remembrance of Gods Benefits teceived, 
and theufing of all Adverfities as occafion of Amendment fent from God, 

9, Cannot fuch perifh, as at fome time or other feel thefe Motions within 
themfelves ? | | 

A. It is not poffible that they fhould. For as God’s Purpofe is not change- 
able, fo he repenteth not the Gifts and Graces of his Adoption. Neither 
doth he caft off thofe whom he hath once received. 

2, Why then fhould we pray by the Example of David, that he caft 
us not from his Face, and that he take not his Holy Spirit from us? 

A. In fo praying we make Proteftation of the Weaknefs of Flefh, which 
moveth us to doubt. Yet fhould not we have Courage to ask, if we were not 
affured, that God will give according to his Purpofe and Promife, that which 
we require. : 

2, Do the Children of God feel the Motions aforefaid always alike ? 

A. No, truly. For God fometime, to prove his, {cemeth to leave them 
in fuch fort, that the Flefh over matcheth the Spirie. Whcereof arifeth Trou- 
ble pf Canfcience forthe Time. Yet the Spirit of Adoption is never taken 
from them, that have once received it: elfe might they perifh, But as in 
many Difeafes of the Body, the Powers of Bodily Life are letted ; {oin fome 
Affaults thefe Motions of Spiritual Life are not perceived: becaute they ly 
hidden in our manifold Infirmities,asthe Fire covered with Afhes. Yet as after 
Sicknefs cometh Health, and after Clouds the Sun fhineth clear; fo the 
Powers of Spiritual Life will more or lefs be felt and perceived in the Chil- 
dren of God. 

2, What if I never feel thefe Motions in my felf, fhall I defpair, andthink 
my felf a Caft-away ? 

A. God forbid. For God calleth his at what time he feeth good. And the: 
Inftruments whereby he ufually calleth, have not the like Effect at all Times. 
¥et it isnot good to negleét the Means, wherby God hath determined to work 
the Salvation of his. For as Wax is not melted without Heat, nor Clay 
hardned, but by means thereof: fo God ufeth Means both todraw thofe unto 
himfelf, whom he hath appointed unto Salvation; and alfo to bewray the 
Wickednefs of them whom he juftly condemneth.

A Proclamation againft Retainers. 


T HE Queen, weighing the great Inconveniences, and Enormities that 
have univerfally grown within her Realm by unlawful retaining of 
Multitudes of unorderly Servants by Liveries, and otherwife, contrary to the 
pood and antient Statutes of this Realm; hath therefore by her Proclamation 
notified the fame, and the Dangers and Penalties of the faid Laws, unto her 
Loving Subjects: giving them exprefs Admonition, that if they fhould not 
therupon forbear any further to offend therin, Her Will and Pleafure was, that 
the faid Laws and Statutes fhould be ftraitly put in Execution ; and the Penal- 
ties and Forfeitures growing thereby to her Highnefs for the Offences com- 
mitted againft the fame to be duely levyed. Whereof notwithftanding their 
neither hath followed fuch Reformation in that Behalf, as was expected ; but 
the faid Mifchiefs and Enormities have rather more and more encreafed. Nei- 
ther have the faid Laws hitherto been duely put in Execution, according to 
the former Proclamation. Wherein had appeared moft wilful Contempt in the 
Offenders, and great Negligence and Lack of dutiful Care inthofe, to whom 
the Execution of the faid Laws was committed: which might juftly move her 
Highnefs to ufe herein hereafter all Severity and Extremity. Yet nevertheles 
her Majefty having an earneft and moft godly Intention to procure fpeedy 
Reformation of fo pernicious a Sore in this Commonwealth, and of her 
Gracious and merciful Difpofition, tendring more the quiet Reformation of 
the Faults, than to enrich her Treafures by the great Forfeitures, which by 
Juftice are due unto her, Meaneth to make fome further Tryal, before the 
procede to fevere Execution of the fame. 

And therefore tothe End, that fuchas have offended inthis Behalf (either 
by unlawful retaining, or by being unlawfully retained by Livery, Badges, 
Promife or otherwife ) being eftfones iy of the Dangers and Penal- 
ties of the faid Laws and Statutes, and of her Majefty’s Will and Pleafure for 
the ftrait Execution of the fame hereafter, may have convenient Time and 
Refpit to reform themfelves, and to efchew the Peril and Dangers of the faid 
Laws ; fhe doth by her Proclamation Notify to all Her Loving Subjects, of 
what State or Degree foever they be, that whofoever after the laft Day of 
May, next coming, fhall unlawfully Retain, orbe Retained, €c. fhall nothave 
any manner of Favour or Grace of her Majefty for any fuch Offence com- 
mitted, or to be committed againft the Laws and Statutes; but that the whole 
Penalties, Forfeirures and Punifhments, limited and appointed by the fame 
Laws, fhall with al Severity be extended againft them, as well for their Of- 
fences committed before the faid laft Day of Afay, as after, &c. And fhe 
charged all her Juftices and Officers, to whom the Execution of the fame 
appartained, to caufe Inquifition and Examination, according to the fame 
Laws, to be made in all Places of the Realm, affoon as conveniently they 
might after the fame laft Day of Afay, €%c. And in every Seffions Inquifiti- 
on to be made by a fufficient Jury of all Points and Articles of the Statutes 
in force againft unlawful Retainers: efpecially of the Statute 8. F. 4. and 
the 3d. of her Majefty’s moft Noble Grandfather, King Henry, 7. &c. Given 
at her Manour of Greenwich, the 19. of April, the 25. Year of her 
Reign.

HEREAS, by Dircétion from us heretofore by Sundry Letters 
_ written unto you, you have proceded to the levying of a certain 
Contribution by 8d. by the Week upon every Parifh within the Diocefs of 
Chefter; Levyable by the Statute of the XIV‘» Year of her Majefty’s Reign, 
for the feeding and Maintenance of Prifoners, committed to the Common 
Goals of the Counties within that Diocefs: which Contribution not having 
been, fithence the ftablifhing of that Statute, collected, and (as we havebeen 
informed) we did conceive, that the fame might have been gathered, and 
employed in the Maintenance of fuch Prifoners, as being Perfons dangerous 
to the State, and committed to fafe Cuftody ; to the End they fhould not 
pervert her Majefty’s Subjects with Popery and Difobedience : but that certain 


of 
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of the Juftices of the Peace of the Counties of Lancaffer and Cheffer, have 
been here with us, and declared unto us, that the Inhabitants of either County 
do murmur and find themfelves grieved with the Payment of that Contribution, 
as well for that the fame is conceived, not to be agreeable with the Meaning 
of the Statute, as that it is not indifferently laid among them in refpect of 
the Parifhes, being of unequal Numbers of Houfeholders; fome containing 


many, and fome but few: and yet the Tax equal, both to the great and to - 


the lefs. | | 

Upon Confideration wherof, .we think it not convenient to lay any Charges 
upon her Majefty’s Subje¢ts more than the Law may Warrant, or the Neceffity 
of her Majefty’s Service; with regard to her Prerogative, may be allowed. 
So in cafe of fuch Neceffity as this is, the fame tending to the Benefit of her 
Majefty and her Eftate ; we did little expect any fuch Difliking of the Inha- 
bicants of the faid Counties, as by fome of the Juftices hath been declared 
unto us. And fo much the lefs, becaufe we never underfteod thereof from 
your Lordfhips, and the greateft Number of the beft affe€ted of the Juftices 
of thofe Counties. Who, as we are informed, did joyne with your Lordfhips 
in the aceffing of the faid Collections. Of whom many have lately written 


unto us for the Continuance therof; fhewing the Benefit already grown there- 


by. Confidering alfo, that by yielding thereunto, the whole Diocefe was to 
have been eafed of the Number of Rogues, Vagabonds, and mafterlefs Per- 
fons, wandring and peftring the fame. Who, by the erecting certain Houfes 
of Correétion, were to have been fet on Work and employed in honeft and 
commendable Arts and Exercifes. , 

And albeit upon this Information upon the pretended Grievance of her 
Majefty’s Subjects, Wee do think it convenient to have the faid Collection of 
$d. by the Week to be ftayed ; yet before we would give any Direction 
therunto, not knowing what your Lordfhips and the reft, by whom the fame 
hath chiefly been dealt in by our Directions, can fay to the Information in 
that behalf delivered unto us ; we have thought good, Firft to acquaint you 
therewith, that we might receive your Anfwer, Knowledg and Opinion 
therof. Which we pray you to Certify with as convenient Speed, as you 
may. And fo we bid your good Lordfhips right hartily Farewel. From the

¥Y Duty unto your Honour in moft humble maner premifed, with 
MSS.

. outward things @Contention layd apart) men would conform themfelves to

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her Majeftys Law and Pleafure. And herein there have been Faults on all 
Sides. For as in the one there hath been an over-earneft ftanding in Trifles ; 
fo in the other too fevere and fharp Punifhment of the fame. For 'wheras 
they that omitted the chief Duties of good Minifters laid upon them, both 
by Law of God and Man, efcaped freely unpunifhed, the only fticking at 
Trifles is feverely punifhed; as tho’ that only and alone were Difobedience: 
Secondly, the manner of the Punifhment is fuch, as that the innocent People 
not offending, are rather punifhed, than the Perfon faulty. For he, retai- 
ning his Charge, is fufpended from executing his Office. _ Which is all one, 
as if a Man being angry with his Shepheard, forbids him to deal with his 
Sheep, and appoints none other: And fo they fterve in the Fold, afore they 
be let forth to pafture. | as ae | 

The Care of your Honouf to have infufficient Minifters removed is com- 
mendable and godly. And herein I wifh that Refpectin your Articles had 
been as particularly had to the Book of Con/ecration of Minifters, as to thé 
Statute of 13 Regine. For by that Book it will appear that all unpreaching 
Minifters are infuffictent Minifters. And that this Fault hath beén in the 
Makers of them, and not in the Law. But how fhall your Honours be cer- 
tified of them? Sure, it is hard for them that made them to accufe them- 
felves. | o. | 

But now to the chief Occafien of this my Letter; which is the prefent 
Subfcription to the Book of Common Prayer, now urged ; I do think reve- 
rendly of the Book, and of the Authors therof: and yet notwithftanding I 
think with Augufine, that it is a Reverence due only and aloné to the Cano- 
nical Books of Scripture, to think, that the Authors of them in writing of 
them, erred in nothing ; and to none other Books of Men, of what Lear- 
ning or Holinefs foever. The things in that Book which I wifh to be amended 
be of two Sorts. The Firft fuch as cannot be defended. The Second be 
fuch as tho’ with favourable Expofition they may ftand and remain, yet they 
give the Adverfary fhrewd Advantage, as well to confirm in Popery them, 
whom they have already won; as alfo to allure and intice others therunto. 
Befides; fome other Inconveniences of the firft Sort are Private Bapti(m ; 
and the laft part of the Rules for the Communion of the Sick. For where there 
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“are none Prefent, but Women; it is all one to fay, a Woman fhall Baptize, 


as one of them that are prefent fhall Baptize. And the Imagination that a 
Minifter may be fent for, cannot ftand with the Words of the Book. For . 
what time carrthey have to fend for any, which have not Leifure to fay the 
Lords Prayer, before they baptize ? Befides,that Minifter, which ( if any be) 
is moft likely to be fent for, muft by the Bookbe ignorant of the whole Acti- 
‘on, til the Child be brought to Church. Further, how the Neceffity to 
baptize at home can ftand with the Do¢trin of our Church publickly by Law | 
eftablifhed, I fee not. 

The other, that the Minifter may with the Sick Man receive alone, is con- 
trary tothe nature of the Communion; contrary to the Do¢trin eftablifhed ; 
and is Cofin German to the Private Ma/fs. And therefore is by the Defence 
therof, as an old Corruption, alledged by Mr. Harding, and his Fellows, as 
well generally againft our Doétrin, as efpecially againft a br Chalenge. 
The which things with fome others, in the Beginning of her Majefty’s Reign, 
fome of the Bifhops then being, were charged with by the Learned of | 
Foreign Churches. Who in this wife excufed themfelves, as I my felf faw 
in their Letters of. Anfwer, which by Mr. Budinger, and Guaiter were fhew- 
ed me at Zaric Anno 1567. Namely, that they nor none of them were of 
the Parliament Houfe, at the sine of the Book : and that therefore they 
had no Voice in making of the Law: But after it was paft, they being 
chofen to be Bifhops, muft either content themfelves to take their Places as 
things were, or elfe leave them to Papifts, or to them which are not much 
better, that is, to Lutherans. But in the mean {pace they both promifed, 
not to urge their Brethren to thofe Dottrines ; and alfo when Opportunity 
fhould ferve, to feek Reformation of them.

An APPENDIX 


The Second fort of Things, being taken out of the Portuife, and tranfla- 
ted into the Book of Common Prayer, the Papifts urge in that Senfe in the 
which they were ufed by themfelves, from whom they were taken. And 
thefe Expofitions which we now give, they fay, they areviolent, and wrefted 
from the true, native, natural and ordinary fenfe. Wherby they make the 
Ignorant believe, that the Book favouretlt divers of their Errors. Which 
Weapon I with were pulled out of their Hands. 

Further, it is an inconvenience that the Tranflation of the Scripture, in 
the firft Great Bible is by the Bifhops corrected, and yet remaineth in the 
Book [of Common Prayer ] uncorrected. Likewife, that the Interrogato- 
ries in Baptifm in the Primitive Church directed to men, are now direéted 
to Infants. Laftly, where Unity isto be Sought, theurging of this Subfcrip- 
tion, 1 fear, will make our Divifion greater. For I think, that many who 
both in their Miniftry obediently ufe the Book, and in other Things thew 
their Conformity to the Laws prefent, will hardly yield to Subfcribe in that 
Form which is fet down. 

Thus befeeching your Lordfhip to pardon my rude Boldnefs, Fcommit you 
to the Protection of Almighty God.

A private Letter of one Touker to the Lord Treafurer, Lord Burgh- 
ley, Informing bim of Englifh Men in Rome: And of fome Mat- 


ters relating to them. 


IGHT Honourable, fince my faft being with your Honour If have 
been three times at the Mar/balfai’s. Where I find one Yither, who 
was acquainted with me in Rome. This Zither at my Requeft, profered 
Chriftopbur Taters Wife to write unto the Reétor of the Engli/o Seminary in 
Rome for the Delivery of her Husband out of the Gallies : who was con- 
demned with Peter Backer. He faid alfo, with fome Travail fhe might have 
the Queenof Scots Lettertothe Pope, or Fecknams to the Cardinal. He pro- 
fered me to convey my Letters at any Time, to Nicholas Fitz Harbord in 
Rome: I think the Conveyer of thefe Letters would be known with fome di- 
ligence. Wither hath written two times fince his Imprifonment ; but not ane 
{wered. Hewarned meto bewareof one Robert Woodward : whoferyed fome- 
time D. Wenden in Rome. They have great Intelligence, and fear hlm much. 
In April laft, there came from Rome to Naples an Iri/o Man, whom the 
Pope created Bifhop of Rofs in Ireland; and gave him Authority to make 
Priefts. By which Authority he gave Orders to as many as came; and got 
mich Money: The Archbifhop of Naples forbad him. But the Nentio main- 
tained his Doings: This Bifhop ftayed in Naples only for Paffage into Spain : 
and fo dire€tly for Ireland. He caried with him great Store of Pardons and 
Agios Deis to the Popes Friends in Jreland. He hath to his Servant one 
Thomas Galtrope, a Merchants Son of Dewlin. This Galtrope pretendeth to 
leave the Bifhops Service, and Return to his Father at their coming home. 
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Alfo there dyed one “fobn Davies in Rome : Who ferved the Lord Wikiam 
Howard, as he faid. This Davies faid in Rome, That happy fhall they be 
one Day that have Languages. For when God taketh our Prince from us, 
there will be mich Trouble in England, and great revenging of old Quarels. 
But he faid, if the Earl could get Norwich on his Head, they did not care; - 
with many like Words. 


Upon Sunday next I go towards Exeter, and return by the End of Augu/. 
If it be your Honours Pleafure, that I fhall come to youbefore I depart, Mr. 
Cope may let me know of it.

ty, and now ready for the Prefs. 

As for the Doubts which they caufed, rather in refpe€t of their private 
Gain and Commodity, and to bring the Univerfities more antient Privileges in 
this behalf than theirs, under their Jurifdiction at London, than for any other 
good Confideration, the deciding or Peril wherof alfo pertaineth not to them ; 
we dare undertake in the behalf of Mr. {Zomas, whom we know to be a very 
godly and honeft Man, [ It was in refpect of Schi/matical Books, in danger 
to be here Printed ] that the prefs fhall not be abufed, either in publifhing 
things prohibited, or otherwife inconvenient for the Church and State of 
thisRealm. And this we promife the rather, for that his Grace, [ Viz. His 
Grant to Print | Cwherof we have fent a Copy to your Honour by himfelf’) 
was granted unto him upon Condition, that he fhould ftand bound from time 
ta time, tofuch Articles as your Honour, and the greateft part of the Heads 
of Colleges fhould ty him unto. | 

And for the Conference, wherunto your Honour moveth us, if it fhall be - 
your Honours pleafure, wee, as defirous of Peace and Concord, (the Pre- 
miffes confidered ) fhall be ready to fhew our Willingnefs therunto; if it fhall — 
pleafe the Company of Stationers in London, to fend hither fome certain Men 
from them with fufficient Authority for that Purpofe. Thus mofthumbly de-

apt to ferve the Church of Chrift: Which if they were fought out, and had 
every one of them a lawful Calling tothe Miniftry, and a Charge committed 
to them, in which they may exercife their Gifts; there will be found greater 
Store of meet Men to ferve the Church of Chrift in England, than is now 
thought on. To that, if that be liked of, which is hereafter fet down, con- 
cerning the Families of Bifhops ; and alfo, if all the Free Grammar Schooles, 
which have been decayed fithence the Firft Year of King Henry VIII. may 
be by his Daughter, our Queen, repaired and reftored into their old State : 
Furthermore, it there were good Order taken for the maintaining and pro- 
moting of fuch Scholars in gcdly Learning, as after this Time fhall be left 
remaining, or fhall come to the Univerfities ; ( which may be weil done by 
fome Exhibition to be miniftred unto them, not only out of the Cathedral 
2 Churches, 
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Churches, but alfo by the Bithops' and other Churchmen, which do enjoy 
Livings Eectefiaftical of great yearly Revenues, if they be bqund for every 
one roo/, they may difpend by the Year, to give yearly 104. towards the 
finding- of fome poor ‘and towardly ‘Scholar in the Univerfity ; there to be 
maintained‘in the Study of Divinity ;3 ‘there thalt, God willing, hereafter be 
found no Want of godly Minifters, for to exercife the Paftoralty of the Con- 
gregations of this Church of England.

' FV. That it be ordained, That evéry Deah and Chapter of every Cathedral 
and Collegiate Church of England; which‘do now pay yearly Wages to Sing- 
ing Men, Chorifters, ‘and’ Muficiarls ‘in their Church, do ceafe to pay the 
fame in fuch fort any longer.- And that they bé appointed from henceforth to 
pay the fame Wages in yearly Penfions to fuch Paftors,’ being refident on their

And if all this will not ferve for a Sufficiency for all the refident 
preaching Poftors, then let the Bifhops be appointed to pay yearly fome fuch 
Stipends out of their own Lands and Revenues, as fhall fuffice to make a full 
and fofficient Living to fuch refident preaching Paftors, as fhall want the fame 
within their Diocefles. | ! 


VII. And if by all thefe Means a full Safficiency cannot be’ provided for 
every refident preaching Paftor, to be maintained fufficiently upon his Charge 5 
then we defire the Rulers, which are godly wife, to take Order, that of the 
Impropriations a full Supply of Living may be made for all fuch refident 
preaching Paftors as fhall want. If none of all thefe Ways be aegis: 
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nor the Reftitution of Impropriations to the Paftors or Vicars, which have the

And for the avoiding of the great Danger. which the People of 
Chrift do fuftain in this Church of Epgiand, by the Nourefidesce: of them 
which are their ordinary Paftors ; wedo humbly befeech, that it may by ftrait 
Law be ordained, that none of thefe preaching Paftors, which are to be fur- 
nifhed wich a fufficient. Provifion of. Living in any : of the Maners or. Formes 
aforefaid, do abfent themfelves trom the Benefices and Flocks, whereof the 
Charge is committed to them, nor to make any Abode, either at. the Cathee 
dral Churches, out of which they do receive the Augmentations of their Li- 
vings, either with any of the Bitvops by. whom they doreceive the Encreafe 
of their Livings, as is aforefaid. Northat any af them, nor any other Paftor 
of a Congregation, do abfent himfelt from his Flock and Charge of his 
Parifh, to make his Abode in any Coilege of either of the Univerfties, 
Cambridge or Oxford, in any Refpect ; or in any other Places in refpect of 
Service, in the Court, or in the Houfe. ot any Nobleman. But that all and 
every..Paftor do remain upon his own Charge; doing diligently his Office, 
in feeding the People committed to his Cuftody, according to the Word of

_ IX. That every Archbifhop and Bifhop of this Church of Exgland and 
Ireland, if it be. tound by the Exzauination, Cof which mention is made 
hereafter ) that the Office of the Azchbithop or Bifhop, as it is now, is both 
neceffary and profitable tur the Ci.urch of Chrift in Engsand and Ireland ; then 
that every one of the f.ia Archbifhopsand Bifhops, fhall within the Space of 
fix Weeks, nextafter his or their Comecration (as itiscalled) have afligned, 
nominated and appointed unto him (by the fame Authority, by which he is 
chofen Archbifhop or Bifhop, ) eight, ten, twelve or more, preaching Pa- 
ftors, Doctors and Deacons, fuch as are.Refident on their own Parifhes and 
Charges, within his and their Dioces, together with fome other grave and 


godly Men of Worfhip, or Juftices of Peace within that Shire, in fuch a 
‘certain Nombre, as fhall be thought good to the Queen and her Council, © 


which may be affiftant to him, the faid Archbifhop and Bifhop, inthe Govern- 
ment, of all thofe Caufes Ecclefiaftical, which now the Archbifhop or Bifhop 
with his Chancellor or Archdeacon, do ufe to hear and order alone. And 
that the faid Archbifhop and Bifhop fhall with them and by their Counfil, 
Advife and Confent, hear and determine every Caufe Ecclefiaftical ; which 
is now ufed to be heard before any Archbifhop and Bifhop or Ordinary. To 
the End that he, the faid Archbifhop and Bifhop, and they with him, as his 
Senate Ecclefiaftical, may call before them all Controverfies, touching Religi- 
on; which fhall be found to arife inthe Dioces of the faid Archbifhop and 
Bifhop, and to decide the fame by their common Confent, according to the 
Word of God. 


X. And that it may be lawful for every Paftor refident on his Charge ; 
and that all and every fuch refident Paftor, within fix Weeks next after that 
he be inducted into his Benefice, fhall by the Advice and Direétion of the 
Bifhop of the Dioces, and of his Affociates prefent to the faid Bifhop, 
and his Affociates, 4. 6. or 8. Inhabitants of his Parish, fuch as fhall be 
thought by their Age, Wifdom, .Godlinefs and -Knowledge, to be meet 
ta be the Affociates and Seniors to and with the faid Paftor, to govern 
his faid Parifh with him: To hear and order with him fuch Quarals 
Offences. and Difcrders in Life and Maners, as fhould be among the fame 
Parifhioners.. And if the Caufes and Quarels arifing in his Parifh be fuch 
that the fame Paftor and his Affociates or Seniors cannot Determine the fame 
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among themfelves in the Parifh, then fhall the faid Paftor and his Affociates 
and Seniors, bring the faid Caufe before the Bifhop of the Dioces and the 
Elders, which are to him affociate, as is before faid; that he and they may 


hear and determine the fame. 


XI. And wheras now there are in this Realm of England fome Cities, 
which have many Parifhesin them ; Boroughs, Townesand Towns Corporate, 
which alfo have many Parifhes inthem ; and alfo many great Townes in the 
Country, which have divers Hamlets and little Villages belonging to them, 
and depending upon the Charge of the Paftor of the chief Church which is 
in the Townes; We do humbly befeech them which are in Authority, to de- 
vife, how each of thefe Parifhes, having in them a Refident preaching Paftor, 
to inftrué them by Doétrin, may al have a fufficient Seignorie, to joyn with 
the Paftor, not in Teaching, but to have a Care with him, that the Doétrin 
may have the Courfe which it ought to have. To take Care alfo with 
him, how to remove fuch Offences, as do rife among the People againft the 
Doétrin. For furely each Parifh and Paftor have need of fuch Help as is to 
be had by a godly Segnorie. 


XII. That all and every of the faid Paftors be bound to be refident upon 
his own Charge; to teach and to govern the People committed to him, ac- 
cording to the Word of God. That not only he, but al other Paftors do 
both faithfully preach the Word of God in his and their Congregations or Pa- 
rifhes, and alfo Catechize the Youth, and all the People committed to hisand 
their Charge, diligently. ‘That by the diligent Travail of the Paftors, the 


‘Lord bleffing their Labours, we which are the People of God and your Sub- 


jects, may be brought to fome good Underftanding of the Truth of the Re- 
ligion of God ; both to believe it in Heart, to confefs with Mouth, and to 
practiceit in doing, in our Lives reformed. That by this Means Blafphemy 
and al abominable Loofnefs of Life, with al kinds of Bribery and lewd Doing, 
may be utterly banifhed from us which are Subjeéts, as out of the Court, 
and out of the Houfes and Families of Noblemen. 

Thaf alfo no Popifh Idolatry be fuffered to be exercifed in them, nor by 
any of thofe Perfons which do ferve our Sovereign or them, in any Office. 


‘ And to this End we do humbly befeech her Highnefs and every one of them, 


with godly Judgment deeply to confider, that which the Kingly Prophet 
David doth write in that Pfalm which is in Numbre CI. That we all thus be- 
ing godly and diligently taught, and exercifed in the Word of the Lord, 
may the better fee, hate, and with forrowful Hearts lament our former Igno- 
rance and Blindnefs, in which we were carried away in Popery, to adore that 
fhameful Idol of the Popifh Altar, withthat blafphemous Mats, andto admit 
the intolerable Tyranny of the Primacy of the Bifhop of Rome, with the 


alfo publickly proteft to ftand hereafter againft all Popery: promifing with 
all our Hearts al dutiful Obedience to the Lord our God according to the 
Truth of his moft Holy Word. That by this Means we who are the People 
of this Land may be brought at length to have a ftayed, grounded and fertled 
Confcience in the Religion of God ; and not be left wavering and inclinable 
to all fuch Chaunges in Religion as men fhall make. There are at this Time 
{ome to be found in this Land, which do fully content themfelves to be fo 
religious as the Politique Laws do prefcribe: But they procede no farther. 
Their Loyalty to good Laws is net to be difcommended ; but they muft in 
Religion procede further, with Defire to attain to that Faith, which is firm, 


— fure, ftable and conftant in God, and in Chrift our Saviour. Otherwife thefe 


Loyal and Politique Subjects are not unlike to chaunge their Faith and Re- 
ligion fo oft as politique Laws are chaunged. Which is indeed to have but a 
‘Temporary Faith: It is not tobe faft in the Religion of God.

_whole Abhominations of Popery, as we did of late. That we now feeing our 4 solemn 
former Fall herein, may both penitently contefs our faid former Faults, and Proteftation. 
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A fearful Exampleof this Chaunge was given in this Land, when Queen 
Mary did fuccede her Brother King Edxard. Now it therebeno more {ure 
Hold taken of the Religion of God by us, nor that his Religion doth take 
more fure Hold in us, than politique Laws can procure, we may fear, that if 
another Mary fhould fuccede our Queen Elizabeth, the like Chaunge would 
follow. Therefore we humbly defire our Rulers, which are godly, to devife, 
how by al godly Means we al, and every one of us, may be bound to the 
true Religion of God, now received and profefled among us. So that as 
God himfelf is one, and not to be chaunged ; and his Religion is one, 
and not to be chaunged ; even fo we, by Gods Grace and good Means, 
may be faft tyed to God and his true Religion; that we do never 
depart from it, nor chaunge it for any other. Ic hath been the dutiful 
and neceffary Care of them which do bear rule over us, under the Queens 
Highnefs, to prevent al fuch daungerous Pragtices, as have been attempted a- 
gainft her Royal Perfon, State, this Church and Common wealth. And it 
hath pleafed God to blefs their Labours fo, that all thefe do ftand fafe and firm 
this Day. Now we humbly befeech our Queen and the Rulers, that She and 
they will together confule and devife, how the Kingdom of Chrift Fe/us may 
remain fully eftablifhed among us and our Pofterity ever, to the end of the 
World. That as we are taught to pray, Yby Kingdome come, {o al humain 
Policy and Power may ferve to maintain and advance the Kingdom of Chrift 
Fe/us among us, and to withftand all the Tyranny of that Popifh Antichrift 


Of Rome, and al that is contrary to the Kingdom of Chrift, our Lord.

It is well known what folemn and juft Oaths were required, and in 
Policy taken of us in the Days of that famous King Henry the eight, and of 
his Son King Edward the Sixth, a King of moft bleffed Memory. Ic is alfo 
well knqwn, how the whole State of this Realm openly, and that in Parlia- 
ment, in the Days of Queen Mary, did unjuftly depart from their faid moft 
fawful Oaths. Our unteigned Repentance for this foul Fall is to be put in 
practice before God and his whole Church. In which whiles we do not fhew 
our felves hearty, bold, forward, zelous and ready, nor do give that open and 
full Defyance to Rome, which we ought togive, but do fhew our felves faint, 


cold, and not fervent herein, we feem not to feek, how to pleafe the Majefty © 


of God, as we oughtto do. And we do give Courage to that Romi/b Anti- 
chrift, our antient and capital Enemy, to teed bimfelf with an Hope to re- 
cover us once again, to behis Prey ; at leaft when theChaungeof the Prince 
doth come, if not before. And therfore he is buify even now in this blef- 
fed Time, notonly to fend forth his Curfes, but to ufe alfo curfed Means b 
his Efpials, to fteal the Hearts of the Subjects of this Land to him: and fo 
to make the Way open and eafy for his more ful Return to his old Place. 
And Experience hath taught, and daily teacheth, what Mifchief is wrought 
in fome unftable Minds, whilft that Antichrift of Rome doth fow by his Se- 
stinaries the Promifes of his Popifh Abfolution among them, which do not 
know the Poifon of it: and doth promife his Favour to them which wil be 
reconciled to him. A Thing which none can accept, but they that wil fal 
from God, from their Prince and natural Country : And fo become Apoftates 
from God, Rebells totheir Prince, and common Deftruétions to their Country. 
Ic is Time therfore, and it is our bounden Duty, folemnely in the Sight of 
God to confefs and lament our former Fall : and therewith both to give an open 
and ful Defyance to the Antichrift of Rome for ever ; and alfo to bind our 
felves again, both by Oath and Promife to the Lord our God moft Gracious 5 
feing that his Mercy is fuch towards us, that he doth ftil, Cand hath done 
now many Years ) call us by the Voice of the Gofpel to be reconciled to him. 
This Day therefore if yee bear bis Voice, harden not your Hearts, &c. We do 
with dutiful Thanks acknowledg, that by publique Laws made in Parlament, 
holden in this bleffed time of our Quecns Government, the old Laws made 
fometime for Popifh Idolatry and Tyranny, are wel revoked; and that new 
Laws 
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_Laws made for the Freedom and Sincerity of Gods moft holy Religion, are 
by juft Authority made and eftablifhed: which is fome Fruit of open Repen- 


tance. But our Repentance hath not yet proceded fo far as it ought : feing 
that notwithftanding thofe Laws, the People oncé offending in Popery, are 
not yet brought to the Practice of a ful, publique and perfect Repentance. 

For a Nombre of us do not only hange doubtful between Popery banifhed, 
and the Gofpel now by Gods Grace reftored ; but are inclinable to Popery. 
Becaufe we do not yet taft the Power of the Truth of God. Wedonotem- 
brace it heartily, and only. We want that hearty Calling upon us al, to 
come clofely to the Lord, and to joyn our Hearts to him only: and that by 
his Word. This requireth a Praétice of our felves inwardly, and publicly in the 
open Congregation of God. It isnot wrought by publique Lawsonly, but by 
the Power of the Word of God, taught and preached with Power, believed hear- 
tily, and confeffed freely. ‘To bring this to pafs is a Service verily, which 
we al do owe to the Lord. It hath been of us altoolong neglected. It hath 
not been called upon earneftly. It hath not yet been don fo fully as it ought. 
The Lord forgive this and al other our Sinns, for Chrifts fake. 

Now therefore it is high time, that the godly Rulers do themfelves yield 
thir Obedience herein to the Lord God Almighty ; and alfo do both require 


and exaét the fame of us, who are the People of God committed fo their ” 


Government and Direction. And likewife, that they do by their Authority 
command al the Paftors of this Church ef England to do their Office accor- 
dingly : andto givethem full Authority by godly Law to execute the fame: 
So that we may attain by Gods Grace, working with this profitable Miniftry, 
to a Confcience bound to the Religion of God taught us in his Holy Word. 
And that by this Mean we may in true Underftanding be hable to difcerne the 
Difference which is between the holy Religion of our Lord God, and the 
filthy Superftition and ftrong Abhomination of Popery. ‘That we may cleave 
faft to God by his Word, and depart wholly from all Popery with ful De. 
teftation of it. So fhall our Rulers and Minifters do their bounden and duti- 
ful Service, to the Lord God Almighty, and draw us by their good Example 
and Order, to do the. like. So fhall the.wretchlefs, carelefs and wilful People 


be brought into the dutiful Obedience of the Lord God Almighty, according 


to his holy Word : and fo that Antichrift of Rome and his Supports may be 
put out of al Hope to-recover the Place, for which he practifeth in England, 
fo long as there is left any one Exgli/b man alive to withftand his Popifh At- 
tempts. | ; 


XIII. That no one Bifhop do hereafter procede in admitting, or depriving 
of any Paftor, by his Sole Authority : Nor in excommunicating any faulty 
Perfon ; nor in abfolving any Perfon that is excommunicated: nor in 
the deciding and determining of any Caufe Ecclefiaftical, without the 
Advice and Confent of the aforefaid Seniors and Affociates joyned with- 
him. And that their Confent may be teftified by theirown Names in Writing, 
fet to every Act and Actes, which fhall be determined and ordeined by their 
common Confent. 


XIV. Moreover, that it be eftablifhed, that it fhall not be lawful for any 
man to appeal from the Sentence and Judgment of the Bifhop, given with 
the Advice aforefaid, to any maner of Perfon or Perfons, but only to the 
next Provincial Synod, which fhal be kept in this: Church of England. 


XV. And that ic may be lawful for the Provincial Synod, being called by 


the Queen, her Heirs or Succeffors, to admit every Appeal fo made. To 
hear, decide and determine the Caufes; and to give Sentence upon it by the 
Word of God. From the which Sentence of the Provincial Synod, it thall 
not be lawful for any man to appeal in any Refpect, but only to a National 
and general Council of the whole Nation. : oe 


Vor. ITI. : K | XVI. That 
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XVI. That fuch a Proviucial Synod be called every Year once, both in the © 


Province of Canterbury, and alfo of York. And that the faid Synod may have 
ful Authority to cal before them any Diforder or Controverfy, which arifeth 
in any Caufe or Matter Ecclefiaftical within that Province. Andto bear and 
determine the fame according tothe Word of God and the Lawsof this Realm. 
And that a National or general Council, for the whole Exglifb and Irifb Na- 
tions, be called ever hereafter once in Seaven Years, by the Queen, her 
Heirs and Succeffors, in fuch Place as She or they fhall appoint. And that 
from hencetorth the yearly Synods, Vifitations and Courts, kept ordinarily 
for Mony by the Sole Authority of Archbifhops, Bifhops, Archdeacons, 
Chancellors, Officials, and other like Officers, do ceafe. 


XVII. That it be commanded to the Archbifhops and Bifhops of Exgland 
and Ireland, that neither the faid Archbifhops within their Provinces, nor 
the Bifhops within their Dioceffes, do hereafter by their Sole and private 
Authority, make and publifh any Injunctions touching Religion or Church 
Government ; nor by their Authority cal and command the Paftors, Prea- 
chers and Clergy, fubjeét to them, to fubfcribe to the fame their Devices, 
with fuch Interpretations or Qualifications, as they fhall think good to 
make, or toallow of the fanie: Nor to compel men to yield totheir Devices 


‘by Threats of Sufpenfion or Deprivation. Neither that they, nor any 


of them, do fet forth any ether Injunctions, than fuch as have been before- 
hand confulted upon, and concluded according to the Word of God, by 
common Confent in a Chriftian and free Synod, holden and approved by 
Royal Authority in thisChurch of England. 


XVIII. That ie be utterly forbidden to any Bifhop hereafter with his Affo- 
ciates, and that upon fome great Penalty, to give the Holy Orders of the 
Church to any unlearned Perfons, or to Perfons unmeet for the fame, or to 
any that is not by juft Examination found fufficient in Knowledg to do that 
appertaineth tothe Duty of a Paftor: And that hath not fufficient Teftimony 
by the Judgment of the Bifhop, and his Affociates or Sensors, of his honeft 
and godly Converfation of Life. And alfo that no Bifhop with the Confene 
of his Affociates, or without it, do hereafter give the Title of any of the 
Offices of the Miniftry of the Church to any Perfon, betore there be fome 
Place provided within the Dioces for the Perfon ordained ; in which he may 
exercife the fame Order of Miniftry, to which the Bithop doth cal him. 

This Order being obferved, a Nomber of unmeet and vagaring Mini- 
fters in Calling (as they are called) fhall be cut off, with which the Church 
ot England isnow peftcred. 


XIX. That it be by fome fharp Law provided, that Patrons of Benefices 
do give their Prefentations to fuch men only, as fhall be found meet, by the 
Bifhop and his Affociates, to take upon them that Paftoral Charge, to which 
the Patrons do prefent them. And that the faid Bifhop and Bifhops, with 
his and their Affociates, be charged that they fhall to the uttermoft of their 
Power, examine and try, whetherthe Patron doth give his Prefentation freely, 
fimply and only regarding the edifying of the Flock in the Knowledg of Al- 
mighty God. That fo it may be well and plainly known, that neither hethe 
faid Patron himfeclf, nor any other Perfon for him, or by his Means, do reap 
any worldly Commodity for the fame Prefentation: nor that he, nor they, 


‘do thruft upon the People of the Parifh any fuch Perfon for his, or theirown 
‘private Gain, Affection or pleafure ; againft whom either any of the Parifh, 
to the which the Patron doth prefent his Clerk, or any of the Seigiorie of that 


Parifhcan take any juft Exception before the Bifhop of the Dioces and 
Affociates or Seniors. That the Bifhop of the Dioces with his Affo- 
ciates, affifted by the Seignory of cvery Parifh, to which any Perfon is 
prefented by any Patron, or by Cclour of any Advocation, be commaun- 
ded both diligently and publickly fo try and examine every Perfon 1o 

2 prefented 
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prefented to any Benefice: And alfo that they may have Authority by their 
mutual Confent and Affent, teftified by Writing, Subfcribed with their own 
Hands, to admit al and every Perfon fo prefented, if they do find in him 
the Sufficiency and Fitnefs which is meet for the Office, or to rejeét him for 
the Infufficiency and Want of Fitnefs which they fhall find in him. And thae 
neither the faid Bifhop and his Affociates, nor any of them be molefted, 
fued, or vexed with Suit in Law, by the Patron, or any other, that clai« 
meth by Advocation or otherwife, for their juft and lawful Doing in this 
Behalf.. | 


XX - That it be forbidden, that any man, having one Benefice with Charge 
of Souls, do either take any other {uch Benefice to it, or be abfent from ir 
unlefs it be fora Time. And that by the Advice of the Bifhop of the Dioces 
and his Seniors ; and with the Confent alfo of his own Congregation, and his 
own Affociates there. 3 


XXI. That al and every Parfon and Vicar, that is now Refident upon his 
Cure, being for his Ability approved by the Bifhop of the Dioces and his 
Affociates, to preach the Word of God, do himfelf in his own Perfon preach 
to his People, and Catechize them and their Youth diligently and truly, ac- 
cording to their Duty. Orif he be not, either thorow Age, Impotency or 
Want of Skil hable not to do his Duty himfelf in his own Perfon: then we 
pray, that it may be commanded by Authority, that the fame impotent and 
unable Perfon may and fhall, by the faid Bifhop of the Dioces and his Affo- 
ciates, be conftrained to feek and find out fome other Learned Man, who is 
not otherwife tyed to any other Charge. Which faid Perfon thal be by the 
Advice and Approbation of the faid Bifhop and his Affociates, authorized to 
joyn with the faid impotent Parfon or Vicar in his Charge, to be his Coad- 
jutor in the Difcharge of his Duty, and execution of his Office, during all 
the Time of his Impotency. And that the fame his Coadjutor may have 
allotted unto his Sufficient Maintenance out of the Living of the faid Par- 
fon or Vicar, that is found unhable to do his Duty himfelf. And that this 
Coadjutor may enjoy the fame Portion of Living, fo long as he doth help 
the fame Parfon or Vicar in his Office, as is aforefaid. a 

And if any Parfon or Vicar, Refident on his Cure as is aforefaid, refufe 


todo any of thefe former Things, thenwe pray, thatthe Bifhop and his Affi- 


ftants may be authorized and commaunded by Law, to expel the faid Parfon 
or Vicar out of his faid Benefice for ever. And alfo to provide and put in 


the faid Office fome other meet man, to occupy and difcharge the fame — 


Office; notwithftanding the Right or Claime that any Patron can make to 
prefent his own Clerk to that Benefice, or that may be made by any former 
Advocation to the faid Benefice. _ 


XXII. That it be not Lawful from henceforth for the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, nor for any Bifhop of this Church of England and: Ireland, nor 
for any, Judge of the Court of Faculties, Audience, Prerogative, or other 
Court whatfoever, now eftablifhed in the faid Realms, to grant any Licence 
of Plurality of Benefices, nor any Difpenfation, to any Beneficed man, of 
Non-refidence ; nor to any Man that doth enjoy any Living Ecclefiaftical, a 
Licence to keep that Living, and not to take the Orders of the Church, if 
he be found meet to ferve in the Miniftry of the Church. _ Nor by Inhibition 
to let or hinder the Proceding of any Caufe which doth hang in Contreverfy 
before any Bifhop and his Sensors, or Affociates in his Diocefs, any Aéct, 
Law, Conftitution or Provifion in this Behalf heretofore made to the Contra 
ry notwithftanding. : 


XXIII. That fuch as either are unwilling, or unmeet to ferve the Church 
of God in the Miniftry of the Word and Sacraments, be not fuffered to enjoy 
Vou. III. K 2 | any 
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any Living Ecclefiaftical ; whether it be Prebend, Benefice, Deanery, Par- 
fonage, Vicarage, or any fuch like: And aguin, that from henceforth no 
: fuch Living Ecclefiaftical be given to any other Perfon, but to fuch as have 
| already taken {ome Degree of the Orders of the Church : and hath alfo gi- 
| ven fome open Shew and Token by public Preaching (being therunto law- 
| 


fully called ) of their Forwardnefs and Meetnefs to ferve the Church of God 
in the Holy Miniftry. 


XXIV. That at, and in every Synod, hereafter to be called by the Autho- 
_ rity of the Queen, her Heirs and Succeffors, the Bifhops, Deans, Archdea- 
cons, Clerks, and fuch a¢ fhall be called by Order to the Synod, do all 
{it together brotherly in one Houfe. And that they do chufe one of them 
felves to be the Afoderator or Prolocutor of the Synod. That the faid 
Moderators or Prolccutors may have Power to fe comely Order kept 
amongft them in fitting, each one according to his Degree in Lear 
ning and godly Gravity. And that they of the Synod may and do, orderly 
and freely give each one of them his Advice and Sentence in any Matter that 
fhall be brought before them, or that is to behandled among them. That 
there may be alfo by the Appointment of the Queen and her Council, joyned 
to them, to fit with them in the Synod or Convocation, fome other godly lear- 
ned men, which are not in the Order of the Miniftry; to hear the Caufes in 
Controverfy, to reafon with them, and to give their Confent to the*Con- 
clufions which fhall be made in the faid Synod, as the reft of the Minifters 
there do. 


XXV. That it may alfo be Lawful for the faidSynod ( after that all former 
Reftraints of the Liberty of Synods or Convocations be by fome new repel- 
led; and the Synod now to be reftorcd to that Chriftian Liberty, which a 
Chriftian Synod ought to have) to cal any Caufe or Controverfy Ecclefiaftical 
which now is, or hereafter fhall be.in this Church of Engsandand Ireland, to their 
Common Examination ; which do touch any Part of Doctrine, or Ceremonies of the 
Beayers Church, and namely, the Book of Common Prayer, which is now eftablifhed 
to be the Book of Common Prayer of the Church of England. That they of 
the Synod may be commaunded to try and examine the fame Book, and every 
Part of it, by the Holy Word of God; and both to cut off that which is 
doubtful or Superfluous in it; and to add to it that which is neceffary and 
wanting to it. So that the Blockesthat are in it, at which fome godly men 
do now ftumble, may be removed; and fuch a Book of Divine Service be 
framed, commended and commaunded to the Church of England, and to all 
the Members of it, as is wholly founded upoft true Divinity, taught in the 
Word of God: and fo be commaunded to us Subjects, by Royal Authority ; 
as a thing commaunded firft of God, and then of the Prince. 
That we the People, may both underftand what it is that the Majefty of 
God doth commaund, and what it is that the Queen by Royal Authority doth 
commaund: and fo to be taught in true Underftanding, to give Ce/ar the 
_ Things which are Cefars, and to give to God thofe things which are Gods. 
That we may religioufly dothat which God commaundeth, and alfo dutifully 
that which in this Behalf the Queen commaundeth. 
| We do alfo humbly defire, that the other Book, in which the Order of 
‘the Beok of making of Bifhops and other Ecclefiaftical Minifters, in this Church of 
‘ aa ae cn, England, is fet down, may alfo by a Chriftian and free Synod, be examined 
*” “and rectified, where it departeth from the right way of the Lord. And that 
the faid Synod may have full Authority to call before them all fuch other Con- 
troverfies, which do touch the Ceremonies and Rites of the Church of 
England, andthe Conformity or Difference inthe fame: And all Doubts which 
do touch the State of Marriage, and Divorcement or Contraét of Marriage. 
And that the Synod may without Reftraint of Liberty or prefcribing what 
the Pleafuresof men are, freely debate, order and detcrmine the fame accor- 
ding tothe Word of God. That they mayalfo prefent the fame their Deter- 
mination 


Rights and 
Ceremonies, 
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-Mination to the Queen, her Heirs and Succeffors, to be by Her and their 
Royal Authority ratified and confirmed. And that every Thing and Caufe 
fo concluded by them, and ratified by Royal Authority, may be of fuffcient 
Force to bind al the Subjects, the Members of the Church of England and 


Ireland, toobey the fame: any Act or Acts, Scatute, Privilege or Reftraint 
whatfoever, heretofore made to the Contrary notwithftanding. 


XXVI. That in every Congregation and Parifh there may be fuch godly 
Order taken for the Provifion of the true and very poor People of God, by 
the common Almes and Offerings of the Rich, and by the godly Miniftry 
of the Deacons, as is ordeined inthe Word of God. And that Bifhops and Deacens, 
Cathedral Churches may be charged by fuch Commiffioners as the Queen 
fhall appoint for the ordering of this Affair; to pay yearly Penfions to- 
wards the fupply of the Want which fhall be tound in thofe common Al- 
moffes, in fuch a Proportion as fhall be thought meet by the faid Commiffi- 
oners. To fatisfy that old Order taken and concluded of the Fourth Part 
of the yearly Revenuesof the Churches : which were wont to be paid by them © '> Qt 
tothe Poor yearly. of 


XXVII. That by Law fevere Punifhment be appointed to be laid upon them, 
which do ufually in {wearing take the Name of God in vain ; and upon Blaf- 
: . Swearers, 
phemers, Common Swearers and perjured Perfons: as alfo upon common piathemers 
Drunkards. : ec. : 


XXVIII. That it be not fuffered, that any maried man do hereafter put 
away his Lawful Wife from him. Nor that any maried Wife do depart from 
her Husband, upon their own private Wil: And fo live feparate the one from 
the other, as many now do. But that fuch Perfons living one from another 
‘be by Law compelled to bring their Caufe to be heard before fome compe- 
tent Judge, as the Provincial Synod, or the Bifhop and his Affociates of the 
Dioces, where the Parties fo feparated do dwel. Who may have Authority 
tocompel them tolive together, as Man and Wife ought todc: Or elfe by Order 
of Law, upon juft Caufe alledged and proved, to feparate and divorfe them 
the one fromthe other.  — . 

And that known Adultery, and fufficiently proved by two or three Wit adultery, 
neffes, may for ever hereafter be punifhed by Death: and the faultlefs Party Iucett, &c. 
have free Liberty to mary again inthe Lord. That alfo al Incefts, and al 3 
unnatural and beaftly Copulations againft nature, be likewife punifhed by 
Death without Redemption. And that fome more fharp Law be made for the 
Punifhment of Fornicators, than is only to ftand in a White Sheet, as the 
Maner is now. 

XXIX. That there may be fome godly, learned and zealous Men appointed 
by the Queens Highnefs, with the Advice of her Honorable Council ; to 
Vifit the prefent State of all Archbifhops and Bifhops of England and Ireland. 

And firft, to confider of fuch Doings and ACtionsas have pafled by the Autho- ws. cote of 

ae of the faid Archbifhops and Bifhops, and through the Hands of their Archbithops 
cers, under the Name of the faid Archbifhops and Bifhops, fithence the and Bithops 

Beginning of her bleffed and peaceful Government. That fo the Queens to be Vifited, 

Highnefs may perfe€tly underftand, how the faid Archbifhops and Bifhops 

have, fithence the Beginning of her Majefties happy Reign, behaved them- 

felves in their Offices. And whether they have in all Actions faithfully dif- 

charged their Duty, according to the Truft which was repofed in them, 

ferved the Church of God faithfully, or havedon unfaithfully, and neglected 

their Duty to God, to his Church, to her Highnefs, or not. 

Again, that the faid Commiffioners or Vifitors may have Authority, and that 
it be given in ftreight Charge tothem, to look godly into the very State it 


felf of the faid Archbifhops and Bifhops, as it is now: And to ab 
, whether 
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whether it be fuch as the State of thofe old true Bifhops was, of whom God 
himfelf doth {peak by St. Pau/ in his Holy Word, and of fuch other Paftors 
as were called Bi/bops, in the firft and fincere Age of the Primitive Church. 
And if by juft Examination they do find, that it was the Device of the. 
Devil in Popery, to transform the holy Office of the firft Chriftian Bithops 
into a profane Office; and to draw that Order into fuch Diforder, that ic 
fhould be moft unlike to that Order of godly Bifhops which the Holy 
Ghoft hath ordained, as we are taught in the Word of the Living 
God ; and that they do find in the faid Archbifhops and Bifhops, and in their 
Offices, more ftately and worldly Pomp, than becometh a Chriftian Bithop, 
les Paftoral Careand Diligence, than oughtto be: Then let the faid Com- 
miffioners and Vifitors make true Report cherof to her Highnefs, according 
to their godly Wifdome, Learning and good Confcience, 

Upon which their faithful and fincere Report, confidering that by Gods 
great Grace, under the Happy Government of our Sovereign Lady Queen 
Llizabetb, Chrifts Gofpel is now preached, and by it both Bifhops, Minifters 
of the Word, and al other Chriftians are taught their Duties, Chriftianly and 
truly; we do humbly pray and defire that, as the Lord God Almighty hath 
by the Service of his chofen Servant, our Sovereign Lady Queen E/izaberh, 
banifhed the Head, the Heart, and other great Parts of Popery, fo She may 
do the Lord God this Princely Service, yet remaining to be don; that atl 
fuch Officers and Offices, as in the Abufe of Popery, crept into the Church 
and are yet after a Sort retained in it, under a Pretence to ferve God in his 
Holy Gofpel, may have their Difcharge. For it is meet, that the Lord be 
ferved with his own Officers. And then is his Holy Majefty beftfer- 
ved of men, when his own Officers, by himfclf ordained to be his Officers, 
do execute their Offices faithfully, according to his holy Wil, written in his 
moft holy Word. ‘ 

Therefore may it pleafethe Queens Highnefs, withthe Advice of her Ho- 
norable Council, and Authority of Parliament, to take Order for the remo~ 
ving of all that which fhall be tound but Abufe in the Offices of the faid Arche 
bifhops and Bifhops of this Church of Eng/and and Ireland ; and provide 

Stately Bith- that hereafter Bifhops may be Paftors, in Humblenels, Diligence and Sincerity 
ops. to feed the Flock of Chrift. And not be Stately Bifkops , bearing Lordthip 
among Politic Lords ; Overlooking the Flock of Chrift, more like Stout Pre« 
lates, than Fatherly Paftors. And to the End, that the faid Bifhops may 
hereafter do that Office, which fhall be committed tothem, the more fincerely, 
we defire, that all they and every one of them, may be delivered from the 
Burthen of all worldly Pomp, Honour and Charge ; and not to be puft up 
any longer with the {welling Titles and Dignities of worldly Honour and 
Lordfhip. And that they alfo be fet fo free from the Adminiftration of all 
Civil Caufes and Offices, that ue may wifely apply themfelves to the 
Labour of the Gofpel and Ecclefiaftical Function, in Diligence and Since- 
rity. | 

That Bifhops, by doing the Duty of Bifhops Evangelical, may get theme 
felves the Honour meet for a Bifhop, by doing themfelves the Bufinefs of the 
Gofpel, and by helping others to do the fame: As did the old godly Bifhops 
in the Primitive Church. ‘That fo the Lord God Almighty may be ferved 
in his Church with his own Officers. So fhall Chrifts Church in Exgland and 
Ireland be better ferved ; and the Defire of the Queens Highnefs to have her 
People wel taught, be better fatisfied. Andto be fhort, fo fhallour Bifhops 
depart clean from al that Perverficy of Antichrift which doth yet remain ; and 
{ubmit themfelves to do their Duties according to the Rule of the Lord 
Fefus Chrift, whofe Gofpel they do now protefs. 


XXX. That the Lords Day, even the Sabbath Day, which we do barba- 
TheSabbath-roufly cal Sunday, may hereafter be kept fo holily, that ic be not abufed, 
nor mifpent, neither in open Feafting, nor in making or ufing any public 

Shews, Plays or Paftimes. Nor that therebe any Fairs or Markets kept upon 


any 
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anc Sabbath Day hereafter. But that if any Fair or Market hath been here- 
tofore ordained to be kept upon a Sabbathday, either it may. he nut off to be 
kept within the next two Days: aften the {aid Sabbath day ; or if, by. the long 
accuftomed. Continuance of the Time. of any Fair, a Sabbath day do fal in-the 
Time of the wanted Continuing of the Fair, the Rulers of it be commaun- 
ded and Authorized to ftop the Courfe of all buying and {elling publickly, 
during the Tithe of the Sabbath day. And that al Games and Paftimes’ of 
Shooting,. Bowling, .Cocking, Bearbaiting, Dancing, Prices of Defence, 


- Wakes, Maygames, and al other {uch rude Difports, be utterly forbidden ta 


be ufed upon any Sabbath day: And that upon great Punishment to be laid 
upon the Offenders. Sothat che Lords day may be kept holy, as it is com- 
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maunded. That then the People may learn, as the Prophet faith, in the Way. 96 


Name of God, tochaofe the Thing that pleafeth God, and to take hold of bis 
molt boly Covenant. : , 


XXXI.: That Bifhops, being enriched with fuch Landa and Livings as now 


they do poffefs and do enjoy, be not compelled, either by Law or. Cuftom bithops Fa- 
hereafter to keep in their Family fo great a Nombre of idle Gentlemen and milies. 


Serving Men, asnow they ufe todo. But that they be commaunded to take 
into their Families a fufficient Nombre of fuch young Men, as are the Sons 
of poor Fathers, and fuch as have good Capacity, and are apt to receive 
Learning. ‘That they, the faid Bifhops, may be cammaunded to traine up 
thefe Youths in Learning, and in the moft profitable Exercifes of all kind 
of good Learning im their Houfes and Families. That fo by ferving the 
faid Bifhops for their Living, and by learning in their Families, they may 
be framed to be in time meet Minifters, to ferve the Church of Chrift in the 
Miniftry of the holy Word and Sacraments. 


And fo fhal our Bifhops Houfes became more like to Chriftian Schools, 


than to Princes Courts, as now they are. So fhall the Bithops alfo have a Store 
of wel framed and tryed Youth, to be preferred to the Miniftry of the 
Church, when it fhall have need. And fo thall the Gogds of the Church, 
which are in the Bifhops Hands, be hereafter profitably ‘beftowed ; which 
are now for the moft part unprofitably and prodigally {pent, {pailed and 


‘ wafted. 


XXXII. That the Chancellors of the Univerfities may be appointed to 
take fuch Order with the Heads, and the Fellows of the Colleges, whichare 
in the faid Univerfities, that neither they, nor any of them, nor any other 
Perfon for them, do hereafter admit or receive any Scholar or Fellow into any 
of the faid Colleges for Mony or Reward. And that no Fellow nor Scholar 
of ahy of the faid Colleges, do refign or fel the Place which he hath in any 
of the faid Colleges, to any other Perfon for Mony. For it is meet, that all 


Univerhities 


Eleétions of Fellows and Scholars into the faid Colleges be made freely : and 


that the Electors have a refpect to the aptnefs fimply, and tothe Poverty of 
them which are to be ele€ted and chofen ; according to the good Meaning 
of the firft Founders of the faid Colleges. And that like Order may be ta~ 


ken with the Provofts of the Colleges of Batoy and Wisebefter ; And with - 


the Pofers yearly appointed for the Eleétion of Scholars in the fame. 


XXXII. The Church of Chrift is to be governed by fuch Chriftian Laws, 
as are meet for the Government of the Church of Chrift. Therefore feeing 
.that the Church of Chriftin England is once again by Gods Grace, crept out 
of the Payles of Antichrift, and hath need of {uch Chriftian Laws, as are 
-meet for the Government of it; May it pleafe the Queens Highnefs, and the 
Parliament, to aflign {ome learned Preachers,.and fuch other Men of godly 
Wifdome and Learning, as fhall be thought to their godly Wifdomes, to be 
moft fit for this Purpofe; in fuch a competent Nombre alfo as fhall bee dee- 
med to:fuffice. And to give to thefe chofen Commiffioners Power and Au- 

thority, 
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thority, to confider firft and principally, of the Lawsof Almighty God, which 
are fet down in the Word of God, for the Government of the Church of 
Chrift; Then, of fuch Laws as our Neighbours and Brethren in Germany, 
Zuitzerland, Savoy, France, Scotland, and other Churches reformed by the 
Gofpel, have fet down for the Government of the Church of Chrift, which 
is with them. Laft of all, toconfider as well of fuch Laws as are already e- 
ftablifhed for the Government of this Church of England, by public Autho- 
rity, as alfo of that Book intitled, De Regno Cbrifi: which that worthy 
Servant of God, D. Martin Bucer, did once make for the Church of Eng- 
Jand, to have been prefented to King Edward the Sixth, of Blefled Memory. 
And alfo of other fuch Books, as have been written fichence that Time, as 
well by fome of our Countrymen, as by other Learned Men, born out of 
this Land, touching the Church, the Difciplin and Government therof. And 
that the faid Commiffioners may be commanded to gather out of all the fame 

Books, one Book of fuch Canons and Rules, as they fhall think to be moft 
meet for the Government of this Church of England. Which their Colleétion, 
by them figned, they may be commaunded to prefent to the firft Synod, 

which fhall be kept in England, next after the compiling of the faid Book; 

that the fame their Book and Colle¢tion may there be examined, tryed, cor- 

rected, or approved. 

After which Examination, Correétion or Approbation, we defire that the 
fame Book of Colleftion may, bythe fame Synod, be prefented to the Queens 
Highnefs and the High Court of Parliament: that the fame Book of Canons 
may be by their Authority ratified and authorized, to be the Law Ecclefiaftical. 
Whereby this Church of Chrift in England and Ireland may be thorowly go- 
verned and ruled, touching all Perfons, al Caufes, and all Places, none ex- 
empted. So that all Pecasiars (as they are called ) and Places priviledged, 
and the Perfons dwelling in them, may be brought under the Government 
of the faid Law. And that all other Conftitutions, Cuftoms, Ordinances 
Ecclefiaftical, heretofore eftablifhed or ufed, may be utterly void and of none 
effe&t. That fo the Church of Chrift in England and Ireland may be fully 
freed from the Canon Law of the Popes making. By which now the Bifhops 
and their Officers do order Caufes Ecclefiaftical, tho not inthe Popes Name: 
yet, as Officers, they put his Laws in Execution. 

For it doth not agree with the Nature and Majefty of Chrifts Kingdom, 
that the Laws of Antichrift fhould be the Laws of his holy Church, which 
is his Kingdom. Let us at length fhake off all the Tokens of the Tyranny 
of Antichrift ; and yeild that whole Glory to Fe/us Chrift, which is due un- 
to him, according to our Duty: And in humble Obedience let us Ki/s the 
Sonne, as we ought to do. 


XXXIV. Laft of all, we Engii/b Subjeéts moft humbly befeech the moft 
High and excellent Majefty out the Lord our God, by whom all Kings do 
reign, and Common Wealths do ftand, to move the Hearts of our Noble 
Queen Elizabeth, and her Nobility, and of the High Court of Parliament, 


- with due Care to provide in Time for the fure eftablifhing of the Gofpel a- 


mong us, and our Pofterity : and alfo for the Continuance of Civil Peace 
in this Land among the Inhabitants therof ; by fetting the Succeffion of the 
Crown of England fafely, furely, and in Quiet ; where it may reft after the 
Death of our Sovereign Lady, Queen Elizabeth. And that they may both 
forefee carefully, and prevent f{peedily, all fuch Daungers as do now draw 
nigh to us ; threatning to bereave us of all the Benefits which we do enjoy, 
by the fingular Goodnefs of God, under the happy Government of our Dear 
Sovereign, Queen Elizabeth ; and do menace to bring upon us the Plague of 
Popith Idolatry, foreign Government and Tyranny, with fuch other Cala- 
mities, as we by our manifold Sins do juftly deferve. |

As Deanries, Prebends, Mafterthips, and Fellowfhips in the Univerfities ;

The Article is grounded upon a falfe Principle of ‘T’. C. [ 0. Cartwright.] 
againft Minifters having no Paftoral Cure. Which néither he, nor any Man 
elfeis able to maintain, either by the Word of God, er antient Authority. 
For by Minifferium vagum, the old Councils and Canons did always undet~ 
ftand fuch as were ordained, fine Patrimonio aut Titulo: that is, not having 
any Stay of Living. As ’tis manifeft in the Council of Chalcedon. 

Such as have great Cures fhall be overburtherted with faying of Service, 
Preaching, Miniftring of Sacraments, al themfelves. . For they fhall be de- 
ftitute of a Curate to help them to fay Service, to Vifit the Sick, to admini- 
fter the Sacraments, to Catechize, &c. By this Means Fellowships in Col- 
leges, which by their Statutes muft be in Orders, are overthrown. 


Lhe Second Article.

The Seconda Article 


The Offences that grow by the Pra¢tice hereof in this Manner, are great: 
One, that being the higheft Cenfure left by the Church of God, it is pro- 
faned by applying it to temporal and Civil Caufes. Another, that it is ex- 
ecuted by Men that have no calling in the Church, as Chancellors, Officials, €8c. 

_ Again, forafmuch as the Church may not be left without this Cenfure of 
Excommunication, it is to be provided, that for enormous Crimes, as Adul- 
tery, and fuch other, the fame be executed, either by the Bifhops themfelves, 
with the Affiftance of grave Perfons, or ele by other Perfons of Calling in 
the Church with the like Affiftance ; and not by Chancellors and Officials, as - 
hath been ufed. 


Anfwer. Excommunication hath been ufed by the Ecclefiaftical Judge, 
ever fithence there hath been either Difcipline inthe Church, or Jurifdi¢tion 
in the Ecclefiaftical Magiftrate, and is the only Punifhment therof. For the 
antient Law-makers, thinking, that Blood and bodily Pains ought to be tar 
from Ecclefiaftical -Magiftrates, have given them this mild Spiritual Sword, 
to divide that Perfon from the Ecclefiaftical Body, that refufeth to do his 
Ecclefiaftical Duties, and to obey the Ecclefiaftical Judge. Not excommuni- ' 
cating every Man for Ywopeny Caufes, as is furmifed ; ( tho” indeed there be as 
much in 2d. asin 200.) but in excommunicating them for not obeying the 
Order, Decree and Sentence of the Judge, according to her Majeftys Eccle- 
fiaftical Laws.. Even as in a Temporal Caufe of 2d. the Party is out-lawed: 
and confequenrly his Fruits and Goods of his Lands, are at the Princes Ple- 
fure, if he appear not, or obey not. And yet it is not to be faid, that a 
Man is out-lawed for 2d. But for not obeying the Law, Procefs and Judge 


‘ina Twopeny Matter. For the fmaller the Matter is, the greater is the Fault 


of Contumacy and Difobedience, faith the. Law. : 
Excommunication for Procefs, Order not obeyed, taking fome Oath, &e. 
is not for Civil Caufes. But.thefe Caufes are Ecclefiaftical: and what can be 
more againft the Church, than when Men will not be ordered by it, nor obey 
it ?

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be according to Law, before he inflict the Cenfure: which will be as great 
Decay of Preaching, as ichath been in fore time, For the Jurifdiction alone 
requircth, totum €& integrum hominem. 


Touching the Execution by Men of no Calling in the Country. 


The Jurifdiétion in the Beginning was joyntly in the Bifhop, Dean and 
Chapter. Which bred fo many Opinions, fuch lkmpeachments and Confufions 
in Proceding, that by the general Cuftome of the World, generally the Jurif- 
diction was thought convenient to be exercifed by the Bifhop alone: which 

rowing great, as the Church, and Ecclefiaftical Caufes encreaft ; and con- 
eee calling the Bifhop from his Funétion, the Law and Confticutions 
ordered, that the Official, or Vicar General of a Bifhop or Archbifhop thould 
have the fame Confiftory or Jurifdiction, that the Archbifhop or Bifhophad, 
and the fame Authority to excommunicate. Which by the Statutes of this 
Realm, is alfo allowed to Doctors of the Law. For that in later Times Di- 
vines have wholly employed themfelves to Divinity, and not tothe Procedings 
and Study of the Law: wherunto infore times the Clergy were more addicted 
than to Divinity; in refpect of the Gain, and Offices exercifed under Bifhops, 
Archdeacons, and other Ecclefiaftical Callings, which drew them wholly 
from Divinity. 

This Excommunication by Law was never ufed, nor could be ufed, as a2 
Punifhment of any Crime, faving of notorious Herefy, Ufury, Symony, 
Piracy, Confpiracy againft the Perfon of the Prince, of his State, Dignity 
and Crown, Perturbers of the Common Peace and Quietnefs of the Church 
or Realm, wilful Murtherers, Sacrilegers, Perjurers, and incorrigible and 
notorious Committers of Inceft and Adultery, falfe Witnefs, and Suborners 
therof, violent Layers of Hands upon Ecclefiaftical Perfons ; and fuch other 
great and horrible Crimes: Which were called Sententie Canonam. Wherin 
befides the particular Penances, that the Bifhops and their Officers did im- 
pofe, it was for more Terror provided by antient Canons, that there fhould 
be a general open Denuntiation of this Excommunication in every Cathedral 
Church and Parifh Church twice in the Year. 

For other light Faults there was no Excommunication permitted or ufed as 
a Punifhment, other than for manifeft and wilful Contumacy or Difobedience, 


in not appearing, when Perfons were called and {ummoned for a Caufe Eccle- — 


fiaftical, or when any Sentence or Decree of the Bifhop or his Officer, being 
deliberately made, was wilfully difobeyed or not performed. 

Such wilful Contumacy and Difobedience to Authority, is in the Law ac- 
counted fo great, that it is called a Contempt of that Q:od ef in Fure extre. 
mum. That is tofay, If the Judge cannot have Appearance -of the Parties, 
or Execution of his Judgments, here he is at the Wal, and can gono further. 

Of very antient Time this was the maner of Proceding in this Realm, and 


_ the only Mean of reducing obftinate Perfons to the Obedience of the Law. 


It may appear by the ancienter Statute or Act of Parlament in the gth. 
Year of Edward II. that it was the old Cuftom and Ufage of the Realm long 
before that Time. The Words are thefe: Si aliqui propter [nam Contumaciam 
manifefiam excometunicentur ; ac pof 40 dies, Dies pro eorumC€aptione fcribatur ; 
€9 pretendunt fe privilegiatos; € fic denegatur Breve Regium pro Captione 
Corperum, Re/ponftio Regis, Nunquam fuit negatum, nee negabitur in futuro. 

It is to be confidered, whether this manifeft Contumacy and wilful Dif- 
obedience to the Magiftrate and Authority, be not as well punifhable, when 
the original Caufe or Matter is as weighty. The Difference wheraf doth no- 
thing alter the Nature of the Difobedience. 

In this our Realm of very antient Time it hath been obferved from time 
tOtime, that there was never Alteration made of any Law Ecclefiaftical, al- 
tho’ it had Appearance to benefit the State of the Clergy ; but that irrurned 
ever to fome notable Prejudice. 


III. Concerning 
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oT. Concerning Commutation of . Peavnce: 
That there be no Commutation of Penance for Sin, but by the Order and 


Appointment of the Bifhop, with the Affent of the Dean and Chapter, or 
the moft Part of them, or with the Affent of Six Preachers of that Dioces. 


The Anfwer. 1. The Bilhop is fufficient for this Matter. 2. It were good. 
to inhibit Juftices of Peace to commute ; but to permit them only to punith 
corporally. And yet notwithftanding, the Parties offending, not to be received 
into the Church, til they have don fuch Penance, wherby the Congregation 
may be fatisfied. | 


IV. Concerning Difpenfations. | 


The Firft Article. 


The Faculties which did the greateft Hurt in the Church of God, were 
three ; Viz. Difpenfation De non promovend. Difpenfation for Pluralities of 


Benefices, And Difpenfation for Non-refidence. 
The Second Article: 


Thefe two laft-named Faculties have bred the Diforders of making Vage 
Minifters. Whereof have enfued two great Incommodities: one, and the 
chiefeft of al, that the People is nottaught. The other, that the Minifters 


placed in Benefices, where the Paftor is abfent, and having for the moft part © 


{mal AHowance, do poft from Place to Place, for their better Preferment: 
and refting no where, refpect neither their Life, nor Encreafe in Knowledg. 
For men be‘ careful for their Converfation, where they are to have Continu- 


ance. And {mal Account:can be taken, how he profiteth, that abideth no’ 


where long. 


» Anfwer. -The Faculty De nou refidendo is fo rare, as by the prefent Arch- 
bifhop there was never any granted. And by the laft Archbifhop never any 
yielded unto, but by {pecial Requefts and Warrant from my Lords of her 
ere Council : and that to Men qualified in her Majeftys Service, or other- 


wife greatly employed in the Common wealth. And therfore it needeth no — 


fach Provifion by Law.’ . 
The Faculty of Nonereftdence is alfo fo rare, and granted in fuch Ref- 
pects, as fithence the Time of this Archbifhop there hath not been above one 
granted ; and that to a Man of 80 years old; with whom the Law it felf 
difpenfeth. | 
Befide, that the Statute of the Realm provideth fo fharp a Penalty for Non- 
fidence by the Forfeiture of 10%. a Month, to berecoverd in the Exchequer ; 
as no man careth to fue fér the Faculty : and if they do, ‘it-profiteth nothing. 
For that the Statute infli€teth the Punifhment, al Faculties and Difpenfation 
notwithftanding, And a more fevere Punifhment cannot welbe devifed. 


Touchihg the Faculty of P/uralities, the Ground therof is this. Men of éx= 


cellent’Gifts ‘and extraordihary Vertue, oftentimes have no Livings or very 


‘fmal Living. And when they cannot attain fo great as their Quality defer- 


veth; the Policy of the Church hath thought fit to grans ta'fuch an one two 


Livings, as an extraorditary Reward for extraordinary Vertue. For if al 


Men could be made fit for afl Livings ; or al Livings for.al maner of Men, 


there fhonfd have needed’nd Difpenfation of Pluralities; but forafmuch as’ 


that cannot be, it is Lawful in fuch cafe of Neceffity, and for fuch excraor-- 
dinary Caufes, to recede from the ftrait and common Courfe of the Law. 


And fo hath it been ufed in al Ages. Neither can it bee better policed, nor 
8 


more 
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more reftrained than of late it hath been in refpeét, both of Diftance of 
Places, and the Value of their Parfonage, with great Caution both for their 
Hofpicality and Preachings. Befides that the Laws being Pofitive, that forbid 
Plurality, the Difference in reafon is very {mal between the little Benefices 
not far diftant, and one great Benefice. And therfore no ftrange thing, if 
by like Pofitive Law, there be admitted by Mitigation a Difoenfation o the 
Rigor of Law. , a4 

Moreover, the Number of Benefices in England, being about 18000. And 
the Univerfities not able to furnifh the Thitd Part of them with fufficient 
Men, it is better that one worthy man have two Benefices, than to be une 
furnifhed of Living, or be ob{curely placed in a fms! Parith or poor Living ; 
or the fame Benefices committed to two unlearned Men. 


The Third Article. 


That no Chaplain have two Cures if both amountabove go £. in the Queens 
Books ; or be 20 Miles diftant. 


The Fourth Article. 


That none enabled to have two Cures fhall enjoy the fame, unlefs they be 
under the Value aforefaid, and within 20 Miles Diftant; and be Refident 


upon one of them. 


The Anfver tothe bird and Fourth Articles. 


1. The Diftance of Miles is not to be mifliked; but the Limiting of the 
Value is unreafonable, and tendeth only to the impoverifhing of the Miniftry : 
Being a State as worthy of Living in many Refpetts as others of other Cal- 
ling whatfoever, in re of their Calling. | 

2. The beft Gifts deferve the beft Rewards. And therefore it were better 
to make a Limitation, what Degrees of Schools fhall only be enabled -for the 
beft Livings. 7 

3. Dignities, Prebends, and Places in Colleges (as before ) are required 


by Difpenfation for Lay-men. Here the Divine is fet at 40%. If a Man 


would deal covertly to pul away Religion, how could he do it better? 


The Fifth Article. 


That no Dean of Cathedral Church, Prebendary, or other having Dignity, | 
fhal have more than one Benefice with Cure, befides his Dignity. 


The Sixth Article. 


That no one have mo Dignities or Prebends than two. 


The Anfwer tothe Fifth and Sixth Arlictes. 


1. It is very unreafonable, and tendeth to the fame End with the Third 
and Fourth Article, and wil difcourage Men from the Miniftry, and make 
a beggerly Clergy: far unapt to give Hofpitality, or todo many other things 
required of them, and lookt for at their Hands. 

2. It is alfo very inconvenient: for moft of thefe Dignicies are decayed 
within thefe laft fifty Years very much. Greater Impofitions for theService of 
the Realm are layd upon them. Every thing to be required at double or 
treble Prices in Refpect of that it was then at.

a oa the greatenefs of the Revenues of Noblemen, Knights and 
i Gentlemen, may more juftly ahd with-greater Reafon, (if there were 


‘either Juftice or Reafon in the one orthe other) becarped at, than the Bifhops 


and: Clergy, for'the Portion by the Conqueror, and before and fince, com- 
mitted to their Difpenfation; if Right difpenfeth to an Heir, fometimes of 
mean Qualities, and unable to perform thofe Parts that firft moved the Prince 
to that Allotment. And it often falls out, that the infinite Charges to erect 
a Lay man (whofe Wifdome and Learning oftentimes defcends not with his 


“Xands'}' into Honour and Government, ferveth but for one Generation: 
See Se gy Oo os ° gate, te See 
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Whereas the Bifhopric is transferred by perpetual Succeffion, to the fitteft in 
Wifdom, Learning and Vertue, tor Government of the Church and Common- 
wealth ; tobe nominated at the Princes free Wil and Pleafure, without any 
Charge to the Prince at al. And for this Caufe the Colleges, Bifhopricks 
and other Ecclefiaftical Dignities were endowed with fo great Revenues. 
Hence may be inferred, how neceffary and profitable a thing it is, for her 
Majefty and the Commonwealth, to have the Bifhopricks, Dignities, Pro- 
motions, and Perfons Ecclefiaftical, to be raifed to the former State and Dig- 
nity, and to ferve in thofe Honorable Places, as heretofore they have don. 

And here muft be collected hy Stow, or any other, what Bifhops and 
Clergymen, were Counfillors or Officers in Court, and at Weffminjier and 
elfewhere, and Ambaffadors, ever fince the Conqueft. 

That the taking a of the Livings of the Church, the Diffolutions of 
Archbifhopricks and Bifhopricks, and Cathedral Churches, wil bring Religi- 
on into Contempt, withdraw the Subjects, wanting Inftruction, from their 
Obedience; and hazzard the Kingdom. And that Neceffity hath enforced 
the Princes, where fuch Diffolution hath been, with infinite Charges to erect 


’ the fame again. Hereefpecially Proof would be made out of the Scriptures, 


and out of the Stories of this, and all other Countries, as wel Chriftian or 
others; where in all Ages a Clergy hath been, and now is fo neceflary, that 
without it che Common Wealth could not ftand. And therfore were ever, 
and ftill are in great Honour and reverend Eftimation. 

The Premiffes being true, her Majefty, the Great Men, and Favourers of 
the Church and State ; have juft Caufe to direct or procure {pecial Choife of 
Knights and Burgeffes for the next Parliament. And if by Choife of Bur- 
geffes the Ruine of theChurch cannot be prevented, then whether itbe con- 
venient, that the Enforcement, Proof and Publication of fome of the Pre- 
miffes be fet forth by Story and Scripture, at the Court and Crofs, by {pecial 
Preachers and otherwife by printed Books, I leave to your Graces Wifdom 
and better Confideration. 7 
. And becaufe that it may be fufpected, that in every Dioces Obfervation 
is taken of the leaft Breach of any Law Ecclefiaftical, and with fingle Intent, 
by procuring the Offenders Punifhment, in the natural Place, and with the 
exprefs Pain, to work Reformation and Amendment (which they would 
be loth to fee) but af malicious Purpofe, by Exclamation to overthrow both 
Law, Perfons and yulifaietion, in the great Affembly of Parliament: where 
no particular Caufe, unles remedilefs in ordinary Courts was (as I have heard) 
wont to be produced, orcome in Debate: therfore to meet with fuch Malice 
and Exclamation, a Collection into Briefs of al the Abufes, Fees, Exa¢tions 
and Oppreffions in the Courts and Officers Temporal, and of al Diforders 
whatfoever in this Common Wealth and in the Government, Utes, Cuftoms, 


- Laws and Procedings, and touching the Counfillers, or any Matter of State ; 


is moft neceffary : to the Intent, that fome of both the Houfes may thence 
for one Propofition in Parliament, againft one petty Diforder in the Clergy be 
ready with Twenty inthe fame kind, as neer as may be, againft fome Abufes 
in the Temporalty, of more Pernition to the Common Wealth, and of grea- 
ter Weight and Confequence. That fo good Acts may be provided for Re- 
formation of both; or both reft under. the Coertion of the Law, fuffici- 
ently already provided. , 

For there is no Abufe in the Clergy or Church, not punifhable, either by 
Statute, Canon or Ecclefiaftical Law, or by both. And therfore it is a very 
malicious and perverfe Courfe, to make Complaint and Exclamation to the 
ILaw-makers againft Abufes in general, and not to procure the Offender in 
particular to be punifhed. 

If her Majefty were truly informed in thefe, and the Notes by me delive- 
red toyour Grace the laft Parliament, upon Petition, or otherwife, to be by 
the whole State of the Clergy exhibited, and not faintly or fearfully purfued ; 
it cannot be, but Reftitution of the State and Perfons Ecclefiaftical to former 
Dignity and Eftimation would follow ; or at leaft no further Depreffion.

Majefty to aflign me, I am bold at this Time to be fuitor to your 
Honour : that you wou!d vouchfafe to be a Means, that I may go into the 
‘Country with fuch Authority and Direction of Affiftance there; that mine 
Endeavour may take effe€t among them. 

I being defirous fomewhat to know the State of the Country, willed the 
Archdeacon of Hamp/bire to make Enquiry cf fuch as be obftinate Recufants. 
And I am certified, that there be already prefented by the Churchwardens to 
the Number of 400: And in fome one Parifh 40 or 50. And yet it is 
thought certainly, that by the Slacknefs of the Churchwardens a great 
Number more are omitted. Wherefore the Country being in fuch Cafe, I 
am of Opinion under Correction, that there will need extraordinary Autho- 
rity: and that to be committed not tomany. For I underftand, there be di- 
vers of great Countenance will {peak very well, and deal very hollowly. 
If ic might be lawful for me to wifh, I could defire either Commiffion 
Ecclefiaftical, or Commiffion of Oyer and Yerminer, or both. The Perfons 
that I can be informed of, to be the foundeft, and moft willing are 
the Lord De Ja Ware, living often about the City, Sir Richard Norton 
Sir William Kingsmill, Mr. Kingsmil, that is Atturney of tie Court of 
Wards, Mr. Flemming, Recorder of the City of Winckefer, and ufually 
living there. And if it fhall pleafe you to have any Ecclefiaftical Men, 
I think thefe very fit, Dr. Bi/fon, Dr. of Divinity, Dr. Elden, or Dr. 
Reniger. | 

But I muft leave the whole Matter to the Confideration of your 
Honours ; only I humbly defire you to have fome fpecial Order therun- 
to. ForlI fear, if I bring not fome extraordinary Direétion from your 
Honours, they will conceive, that there is not fo great Care taken to 
have diforderly Perfons repreft, as all good Subjeéts know that there is.

Lambeth 1j-" i ey Statute of Edward the Third faith, that if any Man thal compafs 
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or imagine the Kings Death, or fhall levy War againft him ; or fhall 
probably be atrainted to have been an Adherent to the Kings Enemies, he fhall 
be adjudgeda Traitor. 

Now let us confider the Papifts Dealings. Péas V. (the Father in his 
Time of them all) calleth her Majeftys Intereft in the Crown Preten/um jas. 
He declareth Her deprived, by his Authority, of the Kingdome, He abfolveth 
her natural Subjects from their Oath of Obedience: He curfeth all that thall 
yield Her any Princely Duty. And Ps not herewith content, before the 
Bub was generally publithed, he fent of his Minifters into this Land, to fig- 
nify, Apoffolicad Auttoritate certis viris Illufiribus, what was don at Rome: 
how Elizabeth was an Heretic; that She had loft her Crown ; and that they 
did owe her no kind of Obedience. | 

Wherupon the Earls of Northumberland and Wefimerland, with fundry other 
Gentlemen perfuaded by Aforton, the Popes principal Agent, Catholicos omnes 
fummis Viribus this affuturos effe ; (i.e. That all Catholics would affift them 
with their cheifeft Strength. | They took up Armes, and fought by Force to 
have fubdued her Majefty. And Saunders yieldeth this reafon of their ill 
Succefs therin, Quia Catholict omnes nondum prcbé cognoverunt Elizabetham 
bereticam effe declarandam, [i.e. Becaufe all the Catholics did not yet well 
know, that Elizabeth was to be declared an Heretic. ] But for the Attempt, 
faith he, howfoever it fel out, Yamen laudanda illorum Nobilium Confilia erant. 
{ i. e.Neverthelefs the Counfils of thofe Noblemen were to be commended. ] 

Now as Morton and his Companion by the Popes Apoftolical Authorit 
wrought in England ; fo did Saunders by the fame Authority with his Holinefs 
Soldiers, as you all know, work in Jreland, &c. Wherby, I truft, that the 
Matter is evident, that the Pope is the Queens Enemy : and that by the Sta- 
ni of Edward III. Morton, Saxnders, and all their Fellows were rebeliious 

raitors. 

But to procede acomenzzrer my Purpofe, thefe Rebellions repreft, 
and greater Regard being had of the Popes feditious Firebrand, another 
Courfe wastaken, no lefs mifchievous, and dangerous, thanthe firft.

The Pope that now is to animate his Workmen, and free them from 
Danger, hath agreed likea Fox, to wink at the Bal} of Pius V. A Qualifi- 
cation is made therof in that which might touch his Brokers. 'The Bui thal 
not fo bind them ; but if they be taken feducing her Majefties Subjects, and 

examined for their Allegiance, by Difpenfation they may profefs it frankly. 

But will you know, how long? Donec publice ejufdem Bulle Executio fiert po- 

teft. (i.e. Until the Execution of the faid Bull may be don publicly.] Will 
you know, how long ? Until the Catholics by competent Forces fhall be able 
to refift. And therefore in the midft of their beft Proteftations toward her 
Majefty, being asked, if the Pope, or any other affigned by him, fhould in- 
vade the Realm, which Part they would take, or what Part a faithful Subject 
of her Majefties ought to take, they cry out againft the Demand. In his 
Matter they are mute, they anf{wer indirectly. Andthe Reafon is this. 'They 
had all {worn their Obedience unto the Pope. And then both they, and all 
other current Papifts living (acknowledging the Popes Authority over both 
Swords ) are bound by Oath and Profeffion, when Opportunity ferveth, that 


the Pope have his Affignes, fhall affault her Majefty with the ‘Temporal or 


Material Sword, to: joyn with him, to their' utmoft Ability, according to 
their Place and Callings. 

To colleét therefore all I have faid into one Summary. The fe/uites and 
Seminary Priefts executed, before their Coming into England, did know, 
what Pius V. had done againft her Majefty, neither would they by any Means 
improve [i.e. difprove| the Faét. They were not ignorant of the two 
Rebellions, ftirred and procured by the Popes Factors in England and Ireland ; 
wherof being — they would fhew no Miflike. ‘They knew that the Want 
of a fufficient Number that would rife againft her Majefty, was the Caufe, 
why the Bai} was notexecuted. They did confefs, that they themfelves were 
fent over to encreafe that Number: and that therin they had laboured greatly. 
They were not ignorant, that the Pope now living had given themino longer 
Licence to acknowledg her Majefty than Rebus fic flantibus, than by reafon of 
Power and Number Publica Executio Bulle fieri poterat. (i.e. the public Ex- 
ecution of the Bull might be don.] And then according to their Oaths both 
they and their Scholars were to joyn againft her Highnefs, their native 
Country and Kingdom. 

I omit here Confpiracies and Treacheries wrought beyond fea, proved a« 
gainft them by fufficient Witneffes at their Arrainment. And thus I drawto 
an End in this Point. 7 

For the Fe/aites and Seminary Priefts executed, to give-their Faith unto 
the — Enemy ; who fought her Overthrow, her Death, her Crown 5 
to perfuade her Subjects unto a Reconcilement with the faid her Enemy; and 
fo to encreafe his Strength, and diminifh her Majeftys, &c. is to compafs, 
or at leaft imagine her Highnefs Deftruétion ; is in a Sort a Levying, 
or Preparation of War and Rebellion. And to be convicted of the Premif- 
fes I am fure is probably to attaint them fer Adherents unto her Ma- 
jefties Enemies. And therefore the Fefustes and Semjnary Priefts, ex 


ecuted by the Statute of Edward III. were Traitors; and fo moft Law- 
fully executed. | 
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Wheras then their Abetters and Upholders do give it forth, they were 
no Traitors, but that they fuffered Death and Martyrdom tor faying of 
Maffes, for hearing Confeffions, for iar of Sinners, for Agnus Des’s, 
for perfuading men ta the Roman Religion, for Mattcrs of Confcience, for 
Chriftian Religion; and not for Treafon, I anfwer, 

Firft, that if indeed they ftill hold as the Caufe ftandeth, betwern her 
Majefty and the Pope, that the Pope hath in himfelf the Right of both 
Swords, as well by the Material Sword through Force to fubdue Her, as b 
the Spiritual to Excommunicate Her ; then there cannot be any Cafe or Caufe 
of Treafon which may any way touch them; but being convicted of any 
Murther, or Mifchiee either executed or intended, or any Sedition, Re- 
bellion, or Solicitation to every {uch Extremity, if they followed therin 
the Popes Pleafure, all fuch Stratagems are Grounds for Religion. 
~ But by their Leaves they muft firft prove unto us out of the Word of God, 
that, as they write, their Pope is Rex regum, & Dominus Dominautiam, 
[i.e. King of Kings and Lord of Lords } that Kings and Emperors, as Feu- 
datory Vaffals, do owe him Homage; that he may place and difplace, give 
Kingdomes and the Empire, to whom he lift ; that he doth obtinere Princt- 
patum totius Mundi, (i.e. obtain the Principality of the whole World, | and 
that Chrift hath committed unto him Yerreni fintl &8 calefis Imperti Fura. 
[ i.e. the Rights of the Earthly together with the Heavenly Empire. | Let 
them, I fay, provethis. And then for my Part I thall chink, that our Fe/a- 
stesand Seminaries were no Traitors, in that they did by their God’s, the 
Popes Commandment. Mary, if it fhall fall ouc by the Authority of the 

| 


Scriptures, in taking upon him to have Regnum fuper Reges terre, he prove 
himfelf to be Auticbrif?. If it appears directly, that Kings in the Old Tefta- 
ment were Lords of the Temporal Sword; that Chrift himfelf in that refpett 
payd Tribute unto Ce/ar ; thathis Apoftles did the like ; Obeyed the Civil 
Magiftrates ; prayed for them, and commanded all men to be fubject unto 
them ;: If it prove true, that the antient Fathers, (agreeing, and generally 
with Yertullias ) do confefs, that every King and Emperor within his own 
Dominion, is Hono a Deo Sccundus: oninibus major, tantum Deo minor; VF it 
be evident, thatthe old Bilhops of Rowe acknowledged with their Fellow 
Bifhops, Gregory and Leo, that the Emperor was their Lord, and themfelves 
at commandment his Servants, his Subjects ;*Then moft affuredly tor any 
Subject, Prieft or Fe/uste, to joyn either with Pope, or any other Clergy 
Faction againft his natural Prince, efpecially touching the Temporal Sword, 
or any ufe theriinto belonging, for the Overthrow of the fame, is and hath 

; been accounted a Matter of 'Treafon, not only in King Edward HI. his Time, 
but even, as Itake it, from the Beginning among all Princes; and cannot 
now by any Pretence be.made a Matter of Religion; except they have the 
Privilege that certain Heretics (as I have heard ) did chalenge, Quod volu= 
mis Sanctum eff: That what they lift fhall be a Matter of Religion. 

Again, wherethey fay, their Fellows were executed for faying of Maffes, 
for: Confeffions, €c. they reafon as the Witches, Inchanters and Conjurers, 
being convicted of the wicked Practice of thofe Abominations, fhould alledge 
for themfelves (as oftentimes they do) that they were condemned, and muft 
dy, only for faying their Pater noffer, and fome other godly Prayers. Or as 
tho’ the Agents of fome mighty Rebell, being attainted for labouring by 
Letters, Gifts and Promifes of great Rewards, to alienate from their Kings, 
and joyn with their Mafters the Strength of the People; fhould cry out and 
publifh abroad, that they dyed for writing of Letters, for relieving the Poor, 
for promifing Good Turnes unto their Friends and Acquaintance. 

Indeed to pray, to write Letters, give Gifts, and to promife good Bene- 
fits, isnot evil: But to ufe Prayers as Inchanters do, is wicked. To folicite 
either by Letter, Gift or Promife, any Princes Subjects to any Purpofe that 
tendeth to their Overthrow, is Treafon, andfo to be punifhed. 2 
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And even fo our Ze/uétes knowing there wasa Timé lookt for, when the 
Bull fhould be executed, and that nothing was wanting but Number of Stout 
Converts, (as they term them) to endeavour by Maffes, &%c. to encreafe 
that Number, by any fuch Practice, tho’ their Maffes were good of them- 
felves, (as they are noc ) yet are their Labours wicked, treacherous, and ful 
of great Treafons. 

But to pafs over thofe that be dead, and to come to thofe that be 
alive; what Prince in the World liveth, that doth tolerate fuch Sub- 
jects? For to omit, that all that are in Eng/and as yet alive, are in the like 
Condition of Treafon with thofe who are executed, this furely mutt 
whet me on very much againft them and that Brood, to fe, how fhame- 
fully, untruly and impudently they flander her Majefty, her Govern- 
ment, her Minifters, their Queen, their Rulers, their Country. There 
is nothing fo villanoufly attempted againft the State, but it is excufed, 
may, approved and commended: Nor any thing upon never fo good 
Grounds, either don or faid againft them, but it is is perverted, flan- 
dered, and condemned. 

The Bifhops, who upon fufpicioh only, that their Pomp would be ex- 


iled, refufed to Crowne her Majefty in the beginning of her Reign, | 


are greatly praifed. The Rebells in the North are highly extolled. 
The Popes Practices againft her Majefty are by all that are abroad very 
greatly liked of. If any be juftly executed they write, they are Mar- 
tyred. Uf any be imprifoned they fay, they are /mothered and pined. 
Nay, their moft horrible Traitors, even fuch as fought to fuck her Mae 
jefties Bloud, are excufed. Thus one writeth of Somervile, (who hang- 
ed himfelf) the Common opinion is, faith he, the poor Gentleman was 
difpatched of Purpofe, and by Appointment, for the Prevention of the 


Difcovery of certain Shameful Practices. And of Ardern, that he was a_ 


Worthipful, a valiant and innocent Gentleman, and through Prattice and 
Envy was overthrown. And of another Rebell the fame Author, We 
necd not to defend the Actions of that Noble Earl of Weftmerland againft 
snalicious Envy and Detrattion of Malice. 

Briefly we fee by daily Experience, that the more horrible their Trea- 
fons are, the more they are accounted of. The Earl of Northumberland 
is become a Martyr and Saint. So is Felton, the Trumpet of all Engiifb 
Treacheries. And fo I think fhall all the reft. And is not this a moft 
dangerous Device againft the Safty of all Eftates, who fet themfelves a- 
gainft the Man of Sin and Romifb Traitors? I am perfuaded the two 
Attempts againft the Prince of Orange would never have been made, but 
that the Parties were perfuaded, they fhould be Saints. And the like I 
might fay of Somervtle.

The Venetians’ have lent the Pope 200,000 Crownées ; conditionally, that The Vezesi- 
the faid Sum be not repayd to them within Five Years, the City of Ravenna, **5 
(which is already mortgaged to them ) to betheirs for. ever. 

About two Months paft at Vienna in Auftria, a Fefuite practifed with a poor 
Man and his Wife, by a feigned Miracle to enrich them, and win Credit 
to his Superftitious Religion.

For the poor Man who was kept long 
within the Biere without Air, was f{mothered, and found dead indeed. 
Whereupon the poor, Woman, turning her diffembled Lamentation to un- 
feigned Tears, exclaimed on the Fefnite, and uttered his Practice unto all 
the People ; in fuch fort that the Fe/uite hardly efcaped with Life: and 
is fled no Man can tell whither.

ORASMUCH as there is not any governed Eftate, which in Peace 

pen.mea or War can beaccounted fure, or preferved from Difhonour and Ruine, 

unlefs it be fupported and born up by Juftice duely adminiftred, and Difci- 

pline orderly obferved: and for that no Man can be fo ignorant as not to 

know, that Honour, Fame and Profperity do duely follow that Common- 

wealth or Nation, wherin good Laws are eftablifhed, the Magiftrate mini- 

{tring Jufiice is duely regarded, and the People fearing to offend, are drawn 

under the Rules of Juftice and Obedience. And fecing that Martial Difci- 

pline above all things, (proper to Men of War ) is by us at this Time, moft 

to be followed, as well for the Advancement of Gods Glory, as honorable, 

to govern this Army in good Order: And left that the evil enclined 
Cpeeading Simplicity 9 fhould cover any wicked Fact by Ignorance: 

Therefore thefe Martial Ordinances and Laws following are eftablifhed 

and publifhed. Whereby all good Minds, endeavouring to attain Honour, 

may ftand armed, and receive Encouragement to perfevere in well doing: 

and fuch as are enclined to Lewdnefs, be warned trom committing Offen- 

ces punifhable. Which being embraced with careful Refpect, and followed 

with 
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with Obedience, do ptomife good Order and Agreement amongft our felves, 
and Victory and good Event, againft our Enemies. 


1. Firft, every chief Magiftrate, Captain, inferiour Officer, Souldier, 
Pioner, of what Perfon elfe, receiving her Majefty’s Pay, in Field or Garri- 
fon, fhall folemnely {wear, and by corporal Oath be bound, to perform the 
underwritten Articles ; fo far as to each, in their feveral Qualities thall-ap- 


pertain. The violating or breaking wherof is to be punifhed by the Generalls 
Direction, according to the Quality of the Offence. 


2. Forafmuch asthe Holy Name of our moft Mighty and Invincible GOD, 
withal Reverence ought to be regarded, and that Deftruction is pronounced 
to fuch as blafpheme or abufe the fame; it is therefore ordeined and com- 
manded, that no Perfon whatfoever, either in common Conference or Com-+ 
munication, or for any Caufe whatfoever, thall blafpheme,-being thus admo- 
nifhed, or take his Name in vain; upon the Lofs of five Shilling, To the 
Relief of the Poor, for the firft Offence ; for the Second five days Imprifons 
ment. For the Third, Lofs of his Place and Wages. 


3. Arid becaufe the continual and unfpeakable Favours of our Almighty 
God, by our Unthankfulnefs may be taken from us; and that no good Event 
of any Ation cati be expected, wherin God is not firft and principally 
honoured, and ferved ; it is therefore efpecially ordered and commanded, 
that all Perfons whatfoever fhall upon general Warning, given either by 
Sound of Trumpet or Drum, repair to the Place appointed, ‘ where the 
Divine Service is to be ufed: there to hear the fame read and preached. Un- 
lefs for the prefent by ficknefs or other Service he be impeached. Upon pain 
to loofe his = Wages for the Firft, two Days Wages for the Second, and 
{fo to be encreafed by the Difcretion of the Judge. And for every fuch de- 


fault in the Souldier, as wellthe Captain as his Inferior Officer, to be punifh- 
ed with the like Penalty. 


4. And feeing it well befeemeth all Chriftians, efpecially fuch as profefs 
the military Service, to pafs away the Time in Matters requifite to their Pro- 
feffion; and becaufe no Time can be more vainly fpent than that which is 
confumed in unlawful Games, befides the breeding of much Contention and 
Quarel ; and for that there be many allowable and commendable Exercifes 
for all Sorts of men toufe: ‘Therefore it is ftreightly commanded, that no 
private Soldier, or inferior Officer fhall frequent the playing at Dice and 
Cards, nor any other unlawful Games ; upon pain of two Days Imprifon- _ 


ment for the firft Time, and for after committing the like, to be further 
punifhed by the Judges Difcretion. 


s. And for that it often happeneth, that by permitting of many vagrant 
or idle Women in an Army, fundry Diforders and horrible Abufes are 
committed : Therefore it is ordered, that no Man fhall cary into the Field, 
or detain with him in the Place of his Garrifon, any Woman whatfoevery 
other than fuch as fhall be known to be his Lawful Wife; or fuch other 
Women, to tend the Sick, and to ferve for Launders, as fhall be thought 
meet by the Marfhall : Upon pain of Whipping and Banifhment. | 


6. And infomuch as Clemency amongft men of War, in fome Refpectss 
is a fingular Vertue, it is ordered, that no Man, in any Part of this Service 
that he fhall do, tha 


Il lay violent Hands upon any Woman with Child, or 
lying in Childbed, old Perfons, Widows, young Virgins, or Babes, with< 
out efpecially Order from the Magiftrate, upon Pain of Death. 


1. What Perfon foever that fhall be commonly given to Drunkennefss or

lian. M being in this Place before your moft excellent Majefty, and this Hono- 
rable Affembly of your three Eftates, Idid make my moft humble Submiffion 

" and Requeft, upon the Knowledg of my Difability and Unworthinefs, that I 
might have been forborn to have occupied in this Place. But fuch was 
your Majeftys gracious Opinion, as it feemed, conceived of me upon the 
Eleétion of your faithful and obedient Subjects, the whole Commonalty of 
your Realm ; that I was thereto directed. Andas then I beft knowing mine 
own Infufficiencies did for my Excufe defire your Majeftys gracious Accep- 
tation of that which was only in my Power; which was of my good Will, 
Diligence and Endeavour to be beftowed in this Service: fo now, if I fhould 
not acknowledge in this Place, Chaving here in my Company fo many Wit- 
nefles againft me ) the Multitude of Imperfeétions, that I have found in my 
felt, during the Time of this my Service, I fhould fhew my felf to be over- 
partial to mine own Caufe, and in fome fort to be void of Modefty.

IL FEING greatly in doubt, that the Lofs of Antwerp may breed 

B fome dangerous Alteration in the reft of the United Provin- 
ces, efpecially in Ze/and, confidering the Credit and great Acquaintance, 
that S. A/degonde ( who hath been the principal Inftrument and Praéticer in 
the giving over of the fatd Town) hath had with Men of beft Credit in the 
{aid Province ; and alfo that he hath a Houfe of Refidence in Walcheren; We 
have thought meet, for that we underftand, that he feeketh by all Perfuafions 
he may, to withdraw them ftom depending upon our Favour and Affiftance, 
in a kind of mialicious arid envious fort ; to fend you thither, as well to com- 
fort fuch as Happily may have received Difcouragement by the Lofs of the 
faid Town ; asalfo to ufe fome Countenance againft fuch Perfuafions as the 


faid S. Aldegonde and his Affociates may ufe to draw this People to Subject 


themfelves under the King of Spains Obedience, without fufficicnt Caution 
for the Prefervation of Religion in perpetual ; and their Liberties to be free 
of Government of Strangers. 


If. Secondly, You fhall therfore at the Time of your Accefs unto the 
States General of the United Provinces, (unto whom our Pleafure is you thall 
addrefs your felf}) let them underftand, how forry We are for the Lofs of 
the faid Town : and that the Care we had for the Prefervation therof was 
not accompanied with thofe good Effects we defired, through the Cunning or 
rather corrupt Dealing of certain evil Inftruments in the faid Town: who 
drew the Inhabitants therof to yielda dangerous Accord with the Prince of 
Parma, in refpect to the yielding to the reception of a Garrifon, without be+ 
ing forced therto through any Neceffity or Lack of Vi¢tuals, or any other 
Defects or Want : And alfo without Provifion to have the free Exercife of | 
the Religion Reformed. Which altho’ it be in fome part tolerate, yet hall 
be eafy by Colour of the Popes Authority, ( which is accounted above the 
Kings andthe Princes) both to retrench the Time, and to reprefs it wholly : 
Therby judging the principal Mifchief unremedied. Which is, that the 
Countries are, and {ftill may be governed by Strangers. All which confidered, 
it is evident, how full of Dangers this treafonable Compofition fhall be. 


III. And for that it isto be doubted, that like Praétices may be fet a foot 
in the principal Townes of the reft of the Provinces, if good Forefight be 
not ufed for Prevention therof ; it fhall be therfore neceflary for all good Pa- 
triots that defire the Maintenance of Religion in Perpetuity, and Prefervati- 
on of their Liberties without Violation of them, (as heretofore hath been) 
to cary a watchful Eye over fuch dangerous Perfons; who having made 
Shipwrack of their Credit and Reputation, cannot but prove moft perillous 
Inftruments to work the Ruine and Deftruétion of the whole Country: A 
Matter that may the eafier by them be accomplifhed ; for that fome of the 
faid Parties have had heretofore the Reputation to have been the principal 
Pillars and Maintainers of Religion in thofe Countries. And therforé under 
the Colour and fhaddow of their Hypocrify may do the more Harm.

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IV. You fhall therfore further let them know, that as we are careful by 
our Advice to forewarn them of any Mifchief we fe likely to grow towards 
them, fo fhall they find us alfo as ready to affift them from time to time 
with fuch Means as God hath given us, and fhall be found neceffary for 
their Defence againft thefe Dangers. And therefore doubting, that now 
the Enemy is poffeft of that Town of Antwerp, he fhall be enabled fo

lity to affift them with Advice and Authority ; for the better Direétion 


of both Civil and Martial Caufes. So as before his Repair thither, ( ac-_ 


cording to their Promife and Offer) the {aid two Towns above mentioned, 
fhall be delivered into the Hands of fuch well chofen and well qualified 
Perfons, as fhall be by Us out of hand fent over, to take the Charge and 
Government of the fame Townes.

We think it convenient in your way to the Hague, ( where we are 
informed you fhall find the States General) that you pafs by Viifing : where 
we think meet you fhould impart in general Termes unto Count Maurice, 
and the Council of State there, the Caufe of our fending of you unto the 
States General of the Provinces United ; and fhall lay before them {uch 
Reafons as by you fhall be thought fit : as well to lead them to accept in al 
thankful fort the Offer by us now made; as alfo to beware of thofe thae 
fhall think to cary them headlong into that dangerous Courfe the Town of 
Antwerp hath taken. 


VII. And wheras we did give Direction unto eur Servant Norris (Sir 
Fobn Norris | our Collonel General there, by Letters written unto him from 
our Secretary, to advife the States of Holland and Zeeland, to take a {peciall 
Regard, that fuch as fhould retyre from Antwerp into the Provinces, un- 
der Colour of Religion, or any other Refpeét ; might not be fuffered to re- 
pair thither, nor to become Inftruments of Praétice, to disjoyne and fepa« 
rate the Principal Townes of the faid Provinces from the general Union 5 
efpecially, the Town of Viifing: As alfo to willthem to look to the Town 
of S/uce. For that Wee have been given to underftand, that -the Enemy 
hath fome Intelligence in the faid Town. We have therfore thought meet 
you fhould inform your felf by him, how he hath proceded therin: And 
accordingly to direct our Speeches both to the States General, and the 
Council of the States, as you think may be beft for the Furtherance of our 
Service. And for prevention of the Danger that may come to Sé/uce, we 
could like well, that fome of our Bands, ferving there, were placed in that 
Town ; with Care always, that the Numbers may be fuch as may be able 
to Mafter fuch Bands, as either are, or fhall be placed by the States in 
the fame Town. 
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VIII. You fhall alfo advife them to have a fpecial Regard to impeach, that 
no Vituals be caried to the Town of Antwerp: as alfo to inhibit under fome 
great Penalty, that none of Holand or Zeeland do cary any Viétuals to 
Calais or Bulloyn, or any other of the French Pofts between Calais and New- 
baven. “Letting them underftand, that we are prefently in hand to take 
fome Order with our Subjeéts in that behalf. For that Wee are perfuaded, 
that, the prefent State and Condition of the Enemy duely confidered, no- 
thing may more annoy him, than the Reftraint of Victuals. Which if it 
had been carefully looked unto by them; and alfo had not been fraudu- 
lently ufed by fome of our evil Subjefts, by colourably going to Bulloys 


and Calais, (which we hope to remedy ) the Enemy could not have cone 


tinued the Siege of Antwerp fo long, as he did. 


IX. Laftly, you fhall, for the Encouragement of the fnhabitants of 
Viisfbing and Briel, to make them moft willing to receive oyr Garrifon, 
deal underhand with forthe fuch, as you fhall learn by Conference with 
our Servant Norris, to be well affected, and to have Credit with the 
People there: Letting them underftand, that Wee can be content, that 
fuch Merchants inhabiting in the faid Towns, and have refided there by 
the Space of a few Years paft, fhall during the Time, that the faid 
Townes fhall remain in our Poffeffion, enjoy hete like Libertyes and 
Franchices in Matters of Cuftome for their Trades hither, both inward 
and outward, in our Ports of London, and fome other which we fhall ap- 
point within this our Realm; as our how natural Subjects do: provi- 
ding, that therby no other Strangers fhall be coloured by them to our 
Detriment. _ 

You fhall advertife us from Vliffing, how you find the State of thofe 
Countries there; and what Alterations the Lofs of Antwerp hath er 
is like to work: What Order they have given for the furnifhing of 
fuch Townes as they think may be attempted by the Enemy; and how 
they mean to preferve Lyllo, and all other Places, for Commandment 
of the River there: ¢ And of other neceffary Circumftances fit for our 
Knowledge. - 

You fhall alfo, during the Time of your Continuance in Zeeland, deli- 
ver our Letters, dire€ted to the States there, in recommendation of Zerjon. 
Letting them underftand, that we hope, that cur Credit fhall fo prevail with 


_ them, as our Mediation for him fhall not prove fruitlefs: and that, until 


‘Time may remove the Sufpicion had of him, we could like that he fhould be 
fent over into this Our Realm. Where we will undertake, that during the 
‘Time of his Abode here, nothing fhall be don by him to the Prejudice of the 
common Caufe. You may confer with his Friends, before the Delivery of 
our Letters, and take their Advice tor your maner of Proceding, as may 
moft further his Delivery. 

And when you fhall have delivered this your Charge in maner aforefaid, Our 
Pleafure is, you fhall with all convenient Speed make your Repair home again : 
silage Lg fhail find fome {pecial Caufe for the Continuance of your Ser- 
vice there.

III. Item, All thefe Grants were as well confirmed, as alfo enlarged by 
King Wiliam the Conqueror ; King Henry the Firft, his youngeft Sqn. In 
whofe Time the faid Church was tranflated from an Abby to a Bifhopric,: in 
the Time of one Harvey, the firft Bifhop therof: and alfo confirmed by 
King Stephen, and Richard I. Asalfothat the faid King Richard, over and 
befide all the fame, then granted further to the faid Bifhoprick and Church 
the Liberties, Viz.

Item, Furthermore, all the faid Grants were likewife confirmed, and alfo 
enlarged with other mo great Liberties by King Fobuy King Henry III. and 
King Edward I. In whofe Time, . 


HOLBOUVURN 


Came firft into the Bifhopric of E/y by one Kéirkety, then Bifhop therof. 
And fo always the Liberty ever fincedownward from Age to Age, and Time 
to Time fucceffively, were as wel confirmed and allowed of, as alfo enlarged 
with further Words and Liberties by King Edward II, In whofe Time like- 
wife ail the fame were confirmed by Act of Parlament. And alfo allowed by 
King Edward WI. Which enlarged the faid Liberties by general Words ; 
Viz. In omunib. terris & feodis dict. Ecclefie pertinent. cum omutmod. forisfacturis, 
&c. And fo by the Kings, Richard W. Henry IV. Henry V. Edward iV. 
Henry VI. Henry VIL. Edward VI. Queen Mary: and laftly, by the 
Queens Majefty that now is, under the great Seal of England. 

And fo therupon accordingly unto the faid Grants and Confirmations, all 
the fame have been always allowed of before Juftices in Ayere, Juftices of 
Affize ; and all other her Majeftys Juftices in every her Highnefs: Courts of 
Records, where and whatfoever, until now of late, within thefe 16 Years 
laft paft, by the City of London here difturbed within He/lorne. 


Ihe Proofs of Holbourn Houfe, with the Appurtinences, to be a 
Manour, and alfo a Liberty exempt from the City of London, 
befides the general Grants aforefaid. ' 


- Firft, the fame may well appear to be a Manour py rundry Records therof 
made in King Edward the Third his Time. And alfo after him in King 


Richard the Second his 'Time. 
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be 


Item, for.further Proof of the fame Manour and Houfe, with its Appur- 
- tinances, to be a Liberty exempt from the City, it will evidently appear 
by Records in King Henry the Fourth his Time; that the Bifhops Officers 
there had the Collection of green Wax: and paying therof over again by 
Order of the Exchequer, unto the Sheriffs of Lowdox ; having the Fee farm 
granted unto them (among other Things) of allthe fame, by reafon of the 
County of Middlefex. 


Item, it may alfo well appear by divers and fundry other Records, Dated 
as well in the Time of King Henry VII. and other Times befide; as alfo by 
Ufage ever fince; and Witneffes ; that the Bifhops of Ely, and others, their 
Officers there, within the faid Rents and Liberties, have had and enjoyed, 
to the only Ufes of the faid Bifhops, by exprefs Word: Viz. Omnia Lona & 
Catalla felonum, fugitivorum €& deodand, &c. without Comptrolment of any, © 
until now of late difturbed by the City of London: which betore this Time 
never withftood any of the faid Libertics: As might well appear by them- 
felves at the firft, when they only pretended Intereft there about the keeping 
‘the Affize for weighing of Bread ; and no other thing. And yet fince en- 
croached further. | 


Item, for further Proof of the faid Liberties, it may well appear, that ever 
‘time out of mind, all the faid Manour Houfe, Rents, and Liberties belong- 
ing to Holborn, have been always railed and barred up, as a Thing exempt 
from the faid City. © 


Item, Alfo for further Proof, that the faid Manour and Houfe in Holborn, 
with their Appurtinances, be out of the Liberty of the City ; ic may well 
appear upom Search for the Grants of the Liberties of London, made unto the 
City, from the Kings and Queens of this Realm: That no mention is made 
by any Words in any of their Grants, of Ho/dorn being within the County of 
Middlefex: but of Fleetfreet there is. 


Item, For further Proof of the Likliehood of Holborn to be out of the 
Liberty of the City, itisto befeen, that Srszrhfield, neerer to the City than 
Holborn is, in the Time of King Henry I. was a void Place, where Prifoners 
“were executed, and alfoa Layftall, altogether without the Liberties of the 
City: the fame not tending and reaching then fo far that ways: but only 
rather from Ludgate: And fo through Fleet/treet to Weiminfter. 


Item, Furthermore touching the Antiquity ‘of the Church and Bifhopric of 
Ely, they do appear now to be more antient than the Cities are. And alfo, 
that there was a Bifhop of Ely before any Maior of Loudon; being but Port- 
greves there in the Beginning of King fou his Time. And alfo for that 
the Liberties of the City of Loudon have been as well before as after the 
Conqueft, as alfo fince the Time of King Edward (when Hollcra Houfe and 
Manour was purchafed to the See of Ely) forteited and feized. Vz. in the 
Time of King Richard II. King Henry VI. and other mo. And afterwards 
newly granted to them again. Wherby their Priority, if they had any, is 
clear gon and loft by them. 


Item, Laftly, for further Proof of the faid Liberties, there were always 
Bailiffs and other Officers, appointed within the faid Manour and Liberty, 

from Time to Time, for thedue Execution therof: as may appear by Records 

from the 46 Edw. IIL. until that late Difturbance made by the faid City. 
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The State of the Cathedral Church of Norwich: Truly fet down by 
William Downyng, in Purfuit of bis bumble Petition. 


Chart. Brite Hy IRS T, it was a Priory founded by one Herbert Bithoppe of Norwich, 
by the Licence of William Rufus, the Right of Founderfhippe, then 
being and remaynyng; in and to the Bifhoppe and his Succeffors, Bifhopps of 
Norwich. That Priory being above 2004. per ann.. was never fuppreffed, ‘nor 
furrendered, nor relinquifhed, but a tranflation from Prior and Monks to 
Dean and Chapter, was pretended to be done by Letters Patents in Anno 30. 
H.8. and. by thofe Letters Patents, the Prior was named Dean, and the 
' Monks were named, fome Prebendaries, and fomeCannons, and called Deane 
and Chapter; but thofe Letters Patente, weremeerly void, in Law, becaufe, 
the King cold not tranflate without the confent of the Founder, neither 
cold the King, ereét them Deane and Chapter, of himfelf, except thold 
Corporation of Prior and Convent, had been furrendered, or ctherwife dif- 
folved, which it was now, neither cold the King do it, by reafon of Supre- 
macy, for where the Pope Ufurped, the King, andthe Pope, cold not do it 
without the Founder. So the old Corporation of Prior and Convent ftill 
remyaned, and the Prior and Monks contynewed {till in their Houfe, and 
Church, and all their poffeflions, and changed only their Prayers and Ser- 
vice, wherunto they had collour of defpenciation by the Letters Patents, 
but they contynewed Prior and Monks ftill, till all the Monks were dead, 
the laft wherof, (fave one) died in Anno. 28. of her Majeftie, and that one 
became an Apoftata, in Henry the Eighth tyme ; fo then, that Priory came 
to the Crowne in Anno 28 of her Majefty, when the Priorie was diffolved by 
the Death of the Monkes, and not before. 

Notwithftanding, that the faid pretended Dean and Chapter, did in King 
Edward 6. his Tyme, fee the weaknefs of their tranflation, and fought a newe 
Foundation, of King Edward, who paffed to them newe Letters Patent, 
which relied upon a furrender made by themfelves, by the Name of Deane 
and Chapter, onely, and not by the name of Prior and Covent, and fo their 
furrender and newe Foundation were alfo void, becaufe the old Corporation 
{till remayned in Lawe, andthe poffeffions therewith alfo. | 

It femed that their Councell in Lawe, was verie weake, for, there be di- 
vers fuch imperfections, in their Books, as might overthrow them, though 
the faid King had been fufficiently inabled to have paffed their Letters Patent 
according to their Pretences. 

A Judgment is had in the Exchequer, upon the whole Matter, by true 
and full pleading on both fides, and argued and greatly deliberated, before 
judgment. But the old Leffees have alledged, that the defendant, did plead of 
himfelf without confent of thother Leffes, and fo do pretend collufions between 
that Leffee, and Sir Thomas Sherley. Which isnot true, but though it were, 
yett, the-pleading is as itought to be, according to the truth of the Cafe 
and not ctherwife. 

But it femeth, that God is difpleafed at the crucll dealings ofthe Deane and 
Chapter,and doth fend troubles to them,which have caufed multitude of troubles 
to many other Men. For they have made many feveral Leffes, of every feveral 
Farme that they had, tofeveral Perfons, to take begynnyng, and have being 
all of them, before the Tearmes of the firft Leffes, in poffeffion ffiould end, 
Without any diftin¢tion, or relation as had been meete. And therby their

Item, for the better coloryng, of their doing, they have ufed {trange Praéti- 
ces, and Subornations of Jurors and other odious things, which feeme end- 
lefs, iffa gracious remedie be hot extended, and by packing of a Jurie got 
averie fowle Verdiét, as the Lord Chief Juftice of England knoweth well, 
being clean contrarie to his direCtions :* but the Court wolde not give Judg-

I am therefore determined to adhere to God, my onely Patron: and thall 
be ready to an{wer all Spirits, wherfoever I may find them blazing: And 
doubt not, but if they would to my Self but breath any of thefe Speeches in 
prefence of any honeft Company, I would with apparent Truth confound 
their Blafphemies.

For my Houfe in Weftminfer, I think it fo old, as it fhould not ftir any ; 
many having of later Times built larger by far both in City and Country. 
And yet the building therof coft me the Sale of Lands, worth an 100 f. 
by Year in Stafford/bire, that I had of good King Edward. 

My Houfe of Burghley is of my Mothers Inheritance ; who liveth and 
is the Owner therof: andI but a Farmour. And for the Building there, I 
have fet my Walls upon the old Foundation. Indeed I have made the rough 
Stone Walls to be of Square. And yet one fide remaineth, as my Father 
left ic me. I truft my Son fhall be able to maintain it, confidering ther 
are in that Shire a dozen larger, of Men under my Degree. 
® . Now 
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Now fhortly, for my Sons adhering to Northumberland, Imervail, why he 
fhould not bear Favour to him that was his Brother in Law, as long as he knew 
no faults. My Son maried his Wifes Sifter, when no body faw Liklihood, 
that Sir Henry Percie fhould be an Eafl. For his Purchafes, I know, that he 
hath ventured upon more Bargains than I allowed. But I wifh he had not 
fold his Wifes Land of antient Title in Weftmerland, in Cornwal, in Nortb- 
amptonfoire and Worcefterfbire, of more Value than that he hath bought: 
They that envy him herein, if they be for thriving would not commit fuch a 
Folly, to buy new racked Lands for antient. And at this day I know, he 
doth repent himfelf. But I will end with my Paper: Wifhing you could 
procure fome Perfon to utter thefe Things to our felves; and not cowardly 
to backbite us.

Arrer that I had ended, tho’ my Letter doth and will ferve me, yet I 
could not omit to anfwer a notable, abfurd, manifeft Ly ; which is, that 
Counfillors are forced to feek at my Hands Means for their Suits. If it 
were confidered, how and upon whom, for thefe late Years, all manner of 
Offices, good and bad, Spiritual and Temporal, have been beftowed, to whom 
the Perfons beneficed do belong, and whom they do follow ; it will eafily be 
judged, how rare I do, orhave dealt therin. If great Numbers be beftowed, 
and not-one upon any Kinfman, Servant or Follower of mine; then how pro-

very Truth, Iknow my Credit in fuch Cafes fo mean ; and others I find fo 
earneft, and able to obtain any thing, that I do utterly forbear to move for 
any.

And in my Houfehold I do feldome feed lefs than an 
hundred Perfons. And for that Parpofe I buy in Loudon my Bread, my 
Drink, my Achates, my Fewel. And in the Country I buy my Grain, my 
Beef, my Mutton, and all Achates: And for my Stable; I buy my Hay, 
for the greateft part; my Oats, my Straw totally. For my Servants I keep 


none, to whom] pay not Wages: and give Liveries; which I know many 
do not.

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Thefe things confidered, I might not thus be flandered or envied. What 
my Pains in Service are ; and how many [ houres of | Leifure or Pleafure I 
take, is too manifeft: and indeed I condemne my felf therin. But I cannot 
remedy it, otherwife then I might leave my Offices. Which in the Prefence 
of God, I. could be contented to do ; fo as therby I might not be touched 
with Note of Difhonefty or Difplefure of her Majefty. You fe, how I am 
caried by thefe Provocations, to write more than I intended.

Another Letter of the Lord Treafurer Burghley to bis namelefs 
Friend: In vindication of “bimfelf from a flander upon bims 
of bindring the Negotiation between the Queen and the King of 
Navarr. 


VY COMMEND me teartily unto you, and do thank you for your friendly 
I Advertifement of fuch common Speeches as you have heard of me, falfe- 
ly uttered, and fo malicioufly devifed, and I hope in the Judgment of honeft 
Men, not abfurdly and improbably to be believed. I have been long time 
acquainted, and afflicted with fuch kind of viperous Breathing : and I have 
lorrg born the fame patiently, in refpect I had no mind to make Quarells with 
fome fuch as I had Caufe to fufpect to be the Authors therof. But yet Ihave 
fhewed my felf in many Places to have mifliked and condemned thefe injurious 


. Actions. Where alfo fome Perfons, of whom I had fome Doubt of good 


Friendfhip, have feemed to condemn the Authors or Reporters; and have 
wifhed the Reporters to beknown. And fo havel heretofore ceafed to purfue 
the Matters; remitting always the Revenge to Almighty God. 'To whofe 
Defence I wholly remit my felf 

Now in a few Words to this Matter. I know that Segar, the King of

And now, my Lord, if I would ground the like Conceits upon Tales and 
Prefumptions, I might, { think, alledge moe juft Caufes of Unkindnefs, than 
any I yet heard of from you. As for thefe of my Lady Ruffeis on'y, that 
She faid, I fhould name you not to be my Friend. Which is altogether un- 
true. The other part you have no Caufe to miflike of, for ought I conceive. 
But to enter into any particular Caufes I will forbear here to reply, til {ome 
other Time. And your Lordfhip fhall furely do wetl, having taken this Oc- 
cafion both to review, what former Tales have been told you ; and that this 
daft Report of my Lady Rxffel doth draw you to a Confirmation of the reft. 
Albeit in your Letter in fundry Places your own felf doth dereét them, as

Parlament. 


I-YOAN Queen of Naples, being in Love with the Duke of JZarent, 
hanged her Husband Andreas ( or as fome write Andrafias)) King of 
Naples in the Year of our Lord God 1348. . 
Mary Queen of Scotland, being, as appeareth by the Chronicles, and her 
own Letters, (in Love] with the Earl Botbwe//, ftrangled her Husband, the 
Lord Darly, King of Scotland, inthe Year of our Lord God 1567. 


IX. Foan Queen of Naples did prefently after the foul flaughter of her 
Husband, mary with the faid Duke of arent ; notwithftanding they were 
joyned and knit in Kindred neer together. | 

Mary Queen of Scotland, within twelve Days after the Death of her faid 
Husband, was maried by the Bifhop of Orkney, to the faid Earl Bothwel: 
notwithftanding he had two Wives alive: and was divorfed from them upon 
a likely Adultery, by himfelf committed. 


III. Foan Queen of Naples had no long Fruition of her inordinate Luft, 
and infamous Mariage of the faid Duke of Yarent. For he being therefore 
detefted of all the Country, pined away fhortly after with immoderate Venerie, 
and Thought. 

Mary Queen of Scots, after the adulterous Mariage had with Bothwell, did 
but a {mall time enjoy him. Forthe Nobility andCommons, rifing in Armes 
againft them, put them both to their Several Shifts. Her, to fly into Eng 
Jand: Botbwel into Denmark, where he living, or rather fanguithing, like a 
banifhed and confumed Man, had nothing fo comfortable to his guilty Con- 
{cience, as prefent Death ; which fhortly after enfued. 


IV. Foan Queen of Naples raifed a miferable Schifm in Italy and France, 
by reafon of two Popes atone Time, Urban, Pope of Rome, and Clement, 
Pope of Avignion. | 

Mary the Scotifo Queen did fow the Seeds of Schifm and Sedition, both in 
the Church of England and Scotland, by means of two Popes, Gregory XIII. 


| and Sextus V. 


V. Foan Queen of Naples was befieged in Caffelo, now called New Cu/fle, 
one of the 3 ftrongeft Forts within the Kingdom of Naples. 

Mary Queen of Scots, was befieged in the Caftle of Dumbar [ Dunbar | 
one of the three Forts, of the greateft Force in all her Dominions, and 
Kingdom of Scotland. 


VI. Foan Queen of Naples fent to the Pope of Avinion, called by many 
Hiftorographers, Antipope Clement, a Pope of her own Faéture and Faétion, 
to uphold and defend her Quarel againft Charles his Fortes. Who, by reafon 
he was Nephew to Lewis Kingof Hungary’s, Son according to fome Right; or, 
as fome fay, next of Kinto Andreas, her firft Husband, King of Naples by 
her murthered ; was Competiter with her in the faid Kingdom: and that by 
the Title of Robert King of Naples, her Grandfathers Teftament. 

Mary Queen of Sccts (which is far worfe,) fent many times to Popes of 
Reme, bothto the faid Gregory XIII. while he lived, and afterwards saa 
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faid Sextus V. now Pope ; not tor the Defence of her felf, or her Son, in the 
Kingdome of Scotland, but to difturbe and terrify the quiet State of Englaid 
with the Thunderboltsof Excommunication, and other teditious Diffentions ; 
tending to the bereaving of her Majefty of her rightful Crowne and Dignity 
Royal. ° 


VIL Foax Queen of Naples fent alfo at that Time, and to the fame End 
and Purpofe to Charles, the French King, and Auiens, | Anjou] the French 
Kings Uncle, requefting them to bring all the Forces they could; to 
the fubduing of Charles Nephew to Lewis King of Hungary. 

Mary Queen of Scots fent many times to King Philip, and her Uncle, 
the Duke-of G@uis/e, to bring their foreign Forces, and to preferve her in 
her Poffeffion of the Kingdom of Scotland ; which fhe had refigned long 
before toherSon: But [alfo] to the Invafion of this Realm of Eng/aud, and 
en of her Majefty, the moft lawtul and undoubted Queen of the 
ame, 


VIII. Feax the Neapolitan Queen, for that fhe had no Child, offered to 
make the faid Lewis Duke of Anjou in France, her Heir by Adoption, and 
Succeffor inthe Kingdom of Naples. — 

Mary the Scctch Queen, altho’ She hada Son, promifed England and Scot- 
and to the King of Span; if her Son would not be called trom Herefy : 
As by her Letter lately written to the Spani/b Ambaflador, Meidoza, evident- 
ly appeareth. 


IX. Foan Queen of Naples had great and mighty Princes to take her 
Part, both outef France, and trom the Province. But both She, and all thae 
held on her Side, had fo ftrange and Difafter Fortune, asic is wonderful. For 
the Pope, by her Means exalted, was Depofed. The faid Duke of Anjou, 
General of the Field, that came into Italy, as Paiudulplus Cornatius writeth, 
with g0000 Men; and as Peter Meria afirmeth, 30000 of them Horfemen, 
dyed by the Way. And 16 Barons, and moft of the gallant Company with 
him. And the Remnant that furvived returned home with more Shame, than 
with Pride they came forth: Begging all the way they went, by two or three 
in a Company, as Plantina witneffeth. And the Queen her felf was taken 
Prifoner by him, whom fhe firmely hoped to have taken, and flain. 

Mary the Scotch Queen, which had in Rome at feveral Times two Popes, 
in Spain King Philip, in France, the French King, and the Duke of Gu//e ; 
and in England and Scotland, Dukes, Earls, Lords, Gentlemen and others, 
too too many, bent to accomplifh her unquiet Humour, and Seditious Diffen- 
fion; yet neither had She, nor any other that took her Part, any profperous 
Succefs. For the beft Friend of the two Popes dyed. King Pbz/ip and the 
French King have never been without Civil Warrs, and their Lands full of 
Uproars, and dangerous Tumults. The Duke of Guife fo maugre, and fo 
croffed in allhis Defignments, that he could not at any time Help her, nor. 
will relieve himfelf. ‘The Dukes, Earles and Lords, for the moft part, have 
loft their Goods, Lands, Liberties and Countreys ; or have been flain, or 
flain themfelves: many Gentlemen hanged for her fake ; to the perpetual In- 
ad of themfelves and their Names, and the utter Undoing of their 
Pofterity. : 

And i touching her felf, neither her own Land could abide Her, nor the 
Ocean Sea, to whofe Mercy in extreme Refuge She committed her felf, could 
brook her. Nor the Land of England where She hath remained above 16 
Years in our Sovereign Lady Queen Elizabeth her Protection, could for the 
more part like Her, or be liked of Her. And fhe became all that while Pri- 
foner unto Her ; whofe Royal Perfon She continually hoped, and often practi- 
fed to have murthered. ) 


X. Foan 
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X. Foan Queen of Naples being taken laft of all by Charles, Nephew to 
Lewis King of Hungary, was, by the faid Charles, upon Advice taken and 
had of the faid King, fecretly ftrangled in Prifon. And fo by Gods Provi- 
dence payd the Debt, as the Hiftory witneffeth, that She gave to her fir 


Husband Andreas, King of Naples. 


Mary Queen of Scots, altho by flying out of her own Realm of Scotland in- 
to England, and by coming under the Queen of Engiands Protection, fhe ef- 
caped hitherto to have due Revengment for her Husbands Death, (when and 
where her chiefeft Nobility purfued her End) by Juftice: Yet becaufe fhe 
had fundry Times fince that Time, confpired the Deftruction of the Sacred 
Perfon of her Majefty: And being once or twice pardoned, hath fallen into 
a Relapfe, or recidevation; there hath been upon her due Hearing and Ex- 
amination of the whole Matter, together with her perfonal Anfwers, taken 
by the chiefeft Lords of the Realm, afifted with the principal Judges of

“Which craveth no more at your Highnefs Hands than that you perufe thefe | 

Letters, which are longer than willing I would; butthat they contain Matter, 

that concerneth your Princely Juftice, by defending your innocent Subjects, 
-and protecting them from harm. | | 

I am the fame, altho’ now far different in Condition, that prefumed here- 
tofore to write Letters unto your Majefty, and as it hath been told me, you 
vouchfufed to receive andread them. And if the Report that hath been told 
me be true, you took great Joy and Comfort of them. Alas! my right 
dear Lady and Sovereign, Iam right forry, that the Effect of your Comfort 
whatfoever it were, proceded from fo illa Caufe. TheGround wherof when 
once it fhall be known, will yield you more Difcomfort, than fully may be 
fhewed.

I. As touching therfore my firft Coming to your Majeftys Realm, fince 
the Time of my Priefthood, trom Rome, even asif I were tody this prefent 
Hour, and as I fhall anfwer it at the dreadful Day of Judgment, Inever was 
of other Mind than this, as if I proteft unto my knowledge all other Prieft to 
be of the fame, only to help in my Vocation to fave your Subjects Souls, 
and to keep them from Damnation. My meaning was never to perfuade any 
to Difloyalty, but to fear God above all things ; and fo far forth as they did 
not hazzard the Lofs of their Souls, to obey your Majefty.- This -was the 
only Mind I had, when I firft came into your Majeftys Realm; welpleafing 
unto God: and fo direéted by my Superiors.

Now as touching my Converfion, this is moft fure and certain, that if 
my Life had been agreeable to my Profeffion, this Mind in me had never 
changed; neither Fear of Death, nor Hope of Preferment, would have made, 
or altered my Opinion ; but rather than I would have been brought for to re- 
lent, or to have forfaken my Faith, as I have don, I would have yielded my 
Body moft willingly unto Death, as divers of my moft vertucus Brethren 


~ moft glorioufly have don, and every good Prieft hereafter will do, in defpight 


of all the Devils in Hell, or Torments of any men. But alas! here, oh / 
moft gracious Sovereign, to my temporal Shame and Confufion, fo as my Soul 
may find Mercy at the dreadful Day, I muft openly confefs, that I fell into 
a great Corruption of Life, and diffolute Maners ; fuffering my felf to be 
drowned in all fenfuality and pleafure, that the Grace of the Holy Ghoft 
could no longer abide in a Temple fo defiled and polluted with fin. Infomuch 
that my own Conftience, crying out againft my own Impiety, I not amend- 
ing yet my evil Maners, the Devil feized, and fo expunged my Faith. 
Wherupon my Religion began to be irkfome unto me; Not for that I knew 
my Religion to be evil, but becaufe I knew my felf to be pafling naught, as 
that God, nor any Goodnefs could not any longer abide in mee. I wasthere- 
fore oftentimes, before that ever I did fall into the danger of your Majeftys 
Laws, minded to have renounced my Religion, and to have yielded my feif 
unto your Majeftys Council. And fo either to have played the diffembling Spy, 
or elfe to have counterfeited a Recantation, for no other End, but ne have 

| : I erved 
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ferved the World, and to live for the Time in Plefure ; altho’ in the End I 
was fure thereby to purchafe eternal Damnation. | 

~ Yet Gods Mercy expecting my Repentance, preferved me ftill from that 
horrible Crime. . And altho’ all the Branches of the Tree of my Soul were 
withered dry by Sin, and ready tobe cut of, and caft into the Fire; yet fo 
long as there was any Life lett in the Root ; that is, that my Faith was not 
yet forfaken, there was fome hope of my Return to God again. And fo be- 
ing by Gods Providence taken, and brought intothe danger of your Majéftys 
Laws, whereby I thought I was to lofe my Life for the fame; thofe Thoughts 
then came into my Mind, that to dy tor Gods Caufe, or the Catholic Reli- 
gion, I was not worthy : by reafon I had fo contaminated my Life by Sin. 
Yer fuch was the Mercy of Almighty God, as he letted not to offer me the 
Grace, if I moft wickedly had not forfaken him for the Devil, having gotten 
fo great an Advantage of me through Sin, envied now my happy State, for 
to be called unto my Tryal for my Profeffion: fearing, left that hereby he 
fhould have loft me altogether, affailed me more fiercely in another kind. 


Procuring me under the Colour of Plefure to fave my Life, by recanting my | 


Catholic Religion. Aitho’therby I was fure in the End I fhould leefe that 
altogether. a 


III. And now Iam come, moft gracious Sovereign, unto the true Caufe 
of my laft Converfion, or rather meer Perverfion, (as truly I may term it.) 
By the which Means what lamentable Stratagems have been committed may 
now eafily be feen. For after that the Devil had prevailed with me, that I 
was content, for my temporal Life, and worldly Preferment, co yield unto 
all maner of Sin, Oh! fweet Lord, (for I tremble now to recount unto your 
Majefty what a Number of Monfters Idid prefently let in} think you, that 
I had either Care or Confcience of my Doings ; when I had abandoned all 
Grace, all Goodnefs, all Truth and Honefty, and caft my felf wholly unto 
Sin? No verily ; for from that Fime I became more malicious, than ever 
was Judas, that betrayed Chrift. For I converted my Malice wholly againft 
him. And for one Chop I forfook my Faith, which I knew forcertain to be 
pure and good, and accufed the Pope, and flandered the Fe/uits, belyed D. 
Allen and Lewis and D. Gifford; reporting of them and divers others of our 
Nation, unto my Lord Treafurer, fuch horrible Matters, as againft the 
Turk or the Devil, I could not devife the like. What Bal'ard his Pratti« 
ces were again{ft your Majefty, or any of the reft, that fuffered with him, I 
proteft, I know not, nor ever yet could learn. And if they were guilty of 
any Crime, Ido not, nor will not here excufe them ; but rather will rejoyce 
at their Defervings. Only this, O gracious Queen, I cannot but contels a 
Truth, (what Peril or Danger of my Life foever I fuftain ) that I accufed 
Ballard moft falfely, in confpiring your Majeftys Death, that he fhould have 
begun to break the Matter with D. Lewis at Milain ; continued the fame 
with the Rector of the Euglifo Seminaries, and the General of the Fefuits at 
Rome. By whofe Helps his Speeches fhould have been commended unto 
Pope Gregory XIII. And by him the Aétion of your Majeftys Death fhould 
have been allowed and confirmed. The fame he fhould have imparted unto 
D. Alen at Rheimes ; who fhould like well enough of the thing: and after 
fhould have been prattifed by Badard, or fome of hisp Complices here in 
England, when they fhould fe their Time. 

Wherin I accufed Cha. Tilney and Edward Windsor ; the one dead, the o- 
ther living, to have been twoof the chiefeft Attempters of that Fact: all 
which, Cas I hope to be faved at the latter Day ) was as fale, as God is 
true. Fornever in my Life did I hear fo much as a Thought conceived 


awry of your Royal Perfon. When I had deeply waded into the Ford of 


Lying, I {pared no maner of Perfon, upon whom I might colour any Caufe 
of Mifchief tobe don. InfomuchasI accufed the French Ambaffador in many 
Things 


ex 
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Things moft wrongfully: ‘as alfo his Secretary. I accufed the Earl of Arun- 
del, and his Countefs, of many a hainous Marter: Diversother Noblemen and 
Women of your Land, of Matters moit falfe and untrue. Among the reft 

He accufed the I falfely accufed the Scoti/o Queen unto your Majefty of Matters I knew no 

Scots Quees more than the Child new born. What orherwile She deferved I know 

falfely, not, nor mind not to, defend her, if fhe have offended your Majefty in 
any thing. But whatfoever I did inform your Highnefs, it was only 
to bring your Majefty into a greater Hatred, where I fuppofe you did 
not greatly love : and that made me to enlarge lyes againft all Ca- 
tholics: and namely, againft my Lord Wiudjcr, the Lord Svortcn and 
his Wife, my Lord Compton, Sr. Fobis Arundeb and others. And I 
remember, that being fettled in this malicious Humour, that I did write unto 
your Majefty ; wherin I warned you of three things. The firft, toextirpate 
and root out all Seminary Priefts, as Members moft pernicious unto your 

_ Realm. For that they went about, wherefoever they came, to bring your 
Majefty in Hatred and Contempt with your Subjects ; perfuading them, that 
to feck the Deftruction of your Perfon was a very laudable thing. The Se- 
cond, that you fhould have great Regard unto the Scosti/v Queen ; by whom 
your Majeftys Life ftood moft indanger: Who fought by allthe Means fhe 
could, not only by foreign Power, but by domeftical Attempt at home, to 
fhortenand end your Days: that fheher felt might be advanced untothe Crown. 
The Third was, that your Majefty now having cenfured the Heads of the 
Confpirators, and had all your Enemies now at fuch an Advantage, that it 
were not good, that you fhould let to profecute the fame: And to enaét fuch 
Laws againft all Recufants ;'as whofoever fhould refufe to {wear againft the 
Pope and all his Procedings againft your Majefty and this Realm, he fhould 
be accounted no better than a rank Traitor unto your Majefty. 

All which Invectives, moft gracious Prince, if you confider with what a 
Mind I did write them, you have no maner of Caufe to believe them. For 
I uttered thefe Matters, as one replete with all Malice ; and intended not to 
fay Truth in any thing. | . 

Pope Gregory, For as for Pope Gregory, I proteft as I hope to be faved, I never heard him 
{peak any thing unto your Majeftys Prejudice or Harm; but I have heard him 
with mine own Ears, and feen with mine own Eyes to fhed Tears, for your 
Majefty ; Wifhing, that all che Bloud in his Body were fpilt to do you any 
good. And fo far he hath been from perfuading us to any Treachery towards 
your Perfon, as he hath by his own Mouth commanded us to pray for you, 
and not to intermeddle in any thing, but that directly concerned our Pro 
feffion And this is the worft, that ever I did know Pope Gregory to with you. 
whom [have moft falfely accufed in many things. be 

And as for Seminary Priefts, I proteft, as I hope to be faved, that never 

Seminaoy - fince I came into England, ( which is now more than Six Years paft ) Inever 

Priefis. heard of any one but wifht unto your Majefty, as tohis own Soul, and would 
willingly beftow his own Life, unto the uttermoft Drop of his Bloud, for 
the Prefervation and Safty of your Majefty, as wellin Soul as inBody. And 
that in all theirSermons, Exhortations, Informations, as well private as pub-= 
lic, they perfuade your Subjects toall Obedience; to pray for your Majefty, 
and to fuffer the Affliction of your Penal Laws withal Patience, and not re- 
fift, cr move Sedition for any Caufe. And this is the worft that ever I did 
know by any Prieft, Ballard only excepted. From whom neither I heard 

Railard. a any Hurt intended (as I moft falfcly reported) againft your. anointed 
Perfon. 

Queen of Scots And as for the Queen of Scots, who being dead, and God knows now, 
whether fhe hath don well or ill, I can neither accufe her, nor will defend 
her: but from the Wrong which I have don her, which hath been in ob- 
jecting fuch Matters againft her, as in Truth to me were never known. 

Cat oics. And laftly, for all Catholics, as I accufed them unto your Majefty tor moft 

notorious Traitors, I would to God your Highnets did but fee their inward 
Minds and Intentions. And then I doubt nor, but you would not then fo 
much wonder at them, their Trenfons and Confpiracies ; or at leaft for a tew 

wicked 
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wicked anid évil difpofed Members, to condemn all the reft. For fince iy 
Coming into Exgland, God be my Witnefs, I never heard of one or other; 
that fought, or wifhed Hurt or Harm to the leaft Hair of your Majeftys Head. . 
And therfore that I fhould advife youto profecute them now upon the Advan- 
tage, as fo to beat them down, it was fpoken only of a Devilifh mind on my 
part, and forno Trefpas that they had committed of theirown, | __ 

For whp feeth not, during the Time of your Majeftys Reign, with what 
Patience and Obedience they have lived under the Sovereignty of your Ma- — 
jeftys Laws? Which, when it fhall pleafe God, you may eafe and mollify 
again. And if fome few difordered Perfons have ftrayed afide, (as in no 
Government or Commonwealth of any Continuance, but theré have been’ 
always fome ) yet how their Doings have been hated and contemned of the 
reft, your Majefty may judge, if you pleafe by your own Experience, that 
you have feen. ‘Therefore there is none that can juftly accufe them of .Dif- 
loyalty, or worthily procure them your Majeftys Disfavour ; but only fuch 
as either in refpect of a contrary Religion, cannot abide them, or fuch as be 
defperate Perfons, and feek to curry for his own particular Credit and Advan- 
tage, that cares not which End goe forward, fo they may ftand upright ; 
or pafs not, who be the Loofers, fo they may win. Men without all Pity 
and Compaffion of others, that care not who Lament and Weep, fo they 
may laugh. Of which kind I muft confefs my felf unto your Majefty to have 
been one ; and therefore worthy of all Punifhment ; not knowing what way. 
to make Satisfaction, but by Penance, Death, or true Repentance. 

Thus have I in part recounted unto your Majefty the Caufes, that induced 
me to forfake my Religion, to write fuch Letters unto your Highnefs, to 
give out fuch fore and grievous Informations againft many of your Majeftys 
moft Loyal and loving Subjects. Now, and if it may pleafe you to give 
me Leave, butto fay a word or two of my Turning back again; then will I 
make and End. And truly tofpeak, asI fhall anfwer before God, and not 
ly, the Devil was the Caufe that made me fo to counterfeit unto your 
Majefty a Converfion ; and the Grace of God undeferved on my Part hath gis-Coppers 
brought me back again. For I could never have been induced to have made fom 
fo many notorious and monftrous Slanders againft fo many worthy Princes, 
againft fo many Noble and Weorfhipful, againft my deareft Friends and Ac- 
quaintance, whom I know to be moft clear of all the Matters wherof I had 
charged them; had not Sin only andthe Devil procured me unto it. Juftice 
Young with all his Cunning could never have catched fuch hold of it,nor never 
could have brought me to that Offence, as to forfakemy Faith, to abufe your 
_ Majefty and my Lord Treafurer with fo many Writings and falfé Informati« 
ons, had not Sin and the Devil proeured me to it. 
Therefore think not, good Madam, that I could write or {peak unto your 
-Majetty with a pure and fincere Heart being fo foully ftained with Filth and 
Corruption. Think, that I imagined nothing but Lyes ; praétifed nothing 
but Lyes ; fought the Effufion of innocent Bloud, by betraying of Priefts, 
betraying of Catholics, and by doing all the Injuries I could againft them, 
which never imagined Hurt or Harm. I was not fo forward unto thefe Mif- bim/elf. t 
happs my felf, asI was alfo perfuadedunto them by Juftice Young. Of whom 
I cannot but fay, altho’ I abide allthe Torments, that he can procure me, if Fupice Yeung, 
ever I come again under his Hands, that he is a moft cruel Bloud-~ 
fucker, a Deftroyer of your People, and a great Abufer of your Mae 
jefty ; For his Cruelty in fhedding of Bloud, it is too well known. 
For {uch as he cannot deftroy both in Body and Soul, (as he hath dan 
me) he will be fure to preferr unto the Gallows: otherwife under the 
Colour of oe them unto Gods Truth and Religion, hé will not 
let to bring them {trait headlong unto Damnation.- For fo fome as he 
hath made, either Priefts or Catholics, to relent, all Religion is fet apart.

‘ We muft learn the Rudiments, how to betray. Chrift and his Anointed, and 
to impeach the innocent, he they never fo good, never fo vertuous, never fo 
far from offending your Highnefs, or your Laws. Some Means we muft 
feek to find a Hole in their Coats ; to no other End, but to cut their Throats. 
And when we have learned perfectly this Leffon, then we muft procede unto 

_ greater Evils. For we moult yield unto all kind of Diffimulation. °For that 
Difimulation was the chiefeft Point of Juftice Young his Perfyafion : Never talking with me 
ss aie 3 any Matter of Religion, albeit I craved it my felf very often. I defired 

him, that I might have Books, that I might have Conference; nay, that 

which is more, that I might come unto his Houfe, if I might. not in the 

Church and receive the Communion. But no fuch Matter could be obtained 

fo long as there was any Means tor me to perfecute the Catholics. In 

which Mifchief I muft play the Seminary Prieft, which notwithftanding 

our Majeftys Laws, which have made us Traitors and all fuch Felons as 

alt receive us; yet muft we now boldly pra¢tHe our Treafons, and make 
as many Felons, as we can. Laws were wont to be made to prohibit evil, 

and’ to fave the innocent.

For 
mow, altho’ too late, I tel you truly, I accufed them all falfely, and betray- 
ed them wrongfully.

OUR Letter, Right Honorable, of the 4th of September I received Epit. Epif- 
the 8th of the fame Month. For your great Care wherin, for the due oP: P&2 me 
Adminiftration of Juftice, as I thank God, defiring him to blefs your good 
Purpofe, with all other your Honorable Studies for the Peace of his Church 
and this Realm ; fo I am heartily forry that Iam not able to perform that 
Duty herein, which you have fo lovingly laid upon me, and I would mof 
willingly difcharge: but by reafon of Shortnefs of Time, and want of the 
' Knowledge, as yet, of my Country, with the great Diverfity in Reports of 
men, ( even by good men whom I have herein ufed) in nourifhing their own 
Humours, and partial Conceits; by means whereof I knownot what to write. 
For as I would be loth, in this Matter of fo great Import, to commend any 
man that fhall not be found fit for the Place, fo to difable any whom I do not 
know, upon any Mans Report, it were a great Rafhnefs in me, anda greater 
Injury unto them. For

Eccle- 
diftribute the fame to others, as faithful Difpofers of the manifold “af: pen. me. 
Gifts of God. For this Caufe I durft not concele from you, Brother William, 
as to whom Iam efpecially bound by manifold Links of Charity, Kindred 
and Calling to be beneficial, I dare not, I fay, hide from you that Know- 
ledge which I have by an extraordinary Means received from God, to impart 
to all in univerfal. : The Matter is this in brief Sum. | 
That we have hitherto like Saul, kicked againft the Pricks, yet now, as 
Paul, we fhall become chofen Veffels to bear his Name not before Englandonly 
(for which Caufe I am in Prifon) but even before al] Nations that are in the 
World : to fulfil thefe Scriptures, written long fince of my Callingand Works. 
Efay 49. 1.€&c, And §9. v. 20. And Mark, 9.12.And Rom. 10. 26, Dan. 7. 25.

IV. That thortly after that, all the Kings of the whole World thal] be ga- 
thered together, to fight ks pee us in Fudea. Where we fhall have the Viét- 
ory: And all the Kings of the World fhall be obedient unto us, and pay us 


Tribute: Yea, and for a whole Thoufand Years fhall be obedient- to the 


Gofpel. 
All thefe four Propofitions I do thus approve out of thofe Scriptures. 


Firft Propofition, That the very Zews by fature muft be gathered into their 
own Land from the Gentiss, thete Teftimonies, needing no Expofition, do 
convince: Namely, Ezek. $6. and 39. E/a.14. 1. And that of er. 4. and 
fully accomplifhed at the Death of the Infants, Marth. 2. For the Prophet 
doth add the Caufe of Rachels Comfort: Namely, becaufe there is yet hope, 
that they foall return into their own Border. ‘fer. 31. 17. Wheretore now 
rather is this Promife to be accomplifhed, fith they are yet to be brought into 
their own Borders. Neither was the Prophefy of Afycheas, Cap. 5. 2. yet 
fulfilled in the Perfon of Chrift, Afat. 21. For it isall one with Apo. 12. 


Secondly, That I am the Perfon ordained to be their Deliverer ; and a- 
gain, that this Land doth perfecute us ; I gather by thefe Teftimonies follow- 
ing. But for the Firft, that I am ordained to thefe Works, I know by thefe 
Reaions. a 


1. By mine extraordinat'y Calling I wss moved to fearch thefe Things. 
And fo by Searching I underftood thefe Things, and perceived that no other 
Interpreter underftood them. 


2. For thisCaufe I knew, that I was ordained onely, to feand work them. 
For it is teftified, that no Manin Heaven or Earth, of underneath the Earth, 
was able to open the Book, orto loofe the Seven Sealstherof. Apoc. 5. but the 
Lion of the Tribe of Fudab ; the Root of David, &c. Wherefore confide- 
ring mine extraordinary Vifion which was moft like the Vifion of thofe 
Seven Seals ; and confidering that God did inwardly inform me with the 
Underftanding of the Apocalyps ; I did not doubt to believe that I was the 
Perfon figured by that — and that Lamb, as itwereflain. Furthermore, 
I was yet more fully certified of this by another Property of that Perfon in 
the 19 of that Apo. ver. 16. For upon my Thigh is a Mark and Print of a 
round Circle. Which I interpret to fignity the Geometrical Proportion of 
that Poffeffion which I am promifed. And therefore it is faid, that this 
Name writtep is, King of Kings and Lord of Lords. 

Neither doth that Place of Paul to Lémotby, Epiftle r. Cap _gainfay this 
Interpretation, altho’ he applieth it as peculiar to Chrift. For it is proper to 
him, as the only Head of the Church, and even of all the World in all 
Ages, as Micheas teftifyeth, 5. 2. Butto his Servants it may be alfo appli- 
ed, For the Power and Authority that he doth give unto them fometimes 
upon Earth; as it appeareth in the 2. of Dan. 37. For Daniel faith of Ne- 
buchadnezzer, Thou art a King of Kings. Yea, Andin that Chapter he pro- 
mifeth the like Aucthority and Power to another Perfon, at the End of thofe 
four Kingdoms. Which doth agree altogether with this, which fobn alfo 
prophefieth Apo. 19. 1g and 16. I conclude therefore by this Interpretation, 
ae I am the Perfon, having the Mark or Name of Potentate upon my

4 Laftly, that I'am the Perfon, the Time of my Calling doth verify, 
together with the Teftimony of Danie and Fobn of the faid Time of my 
2 Calling 
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Calling. For Daniel € Das, 12:) by Vifion faw two others ftanding, wherof 
one, he faith, asked, when the End of thofe things fpoken of in his Pro 
phefy fhould be. Now thefe two were not Angels but Men: as of him which 
asked of the Time in the 8th Chapter, it isplainly witneffed. Of thefe two 
Men, the one was Fobn. Buthe did not ask afterthé Time: but without 
asking, the Angel did fhew him, both of the Time, and of my Calling alfo. 
- For by the Reed to mefure the Temple and Altar, and them which worthip 

therin, he did fignify my raifmg to fhew thefe Things. For how could he 
mete Worfhipers with a material Reed? Therefore Fobn by the Reed doth

And now to prove that I am this Reed and Inftrument, I alledge Experi- 
ence of Time: Namely, that now is the Time comé, and the Days and 
Months muft begin to be accounted at the Day of my Calling : which was 
the 24th of Auguft, 1585.

For he fpeaketh of the Perfon of that Elder. And by him he meant me. And 
therefore he noteth this his Meaning by that faying, Here is the Mind tbat 
bath Wifdome. ver. 9. The like he ufeth in the 13thChapt. ver. 18. That the 
Church might know, that whofo could underftand thefe two Places, he fhould 
know all. And that it might be allotted to one Perfon onely. For he faith, 
Here is the Mind that bath Wifdom: not Minds, &c. But of ail things gene- 
rall he faith generally. Cap. 13. Here are they that keep the Commandments of 
God, and the Teftimonies of Fefus. 

Now to come to the Seventh Head again. He faith, as he were living, 
(for fo he is, even that Elder, which in Vifion thewed obn thefe things.) 
Five are falien ; asnamely, Henry the King of late, of famous Memory : and 


- his Wife, the Queen Anne. 3. Edward the Sixth. 4. and 5. Philip and Mary. 


One is ; the Seventh is not yet come. And muft tarry but a fhort Time: 
Even five Months. For it is that Abaddon {poken of, Apoc. 9. This ismanifeft 
by the faying in the 4th verfe of the fame gth Chapter. For thereby it ismani- 
feft that Abaddon isthe Seventh Head. Anid this Queen the Sixth. Becaufe 
the ews which have the Seal of God in their Foreheads muft not be hurt by 
Abaddon: But before his Time, under the Queen, they muft be delivered. 
For this Queen her Reign is figured by the blowing of the fourth Trumpet. 
And that the ews muft at this Time be delivered, it is teftified by both 
Daniel Cap. 8. and by Fobn Apoc. Cap. 12. For by the Hoft of Heaven, and 
the Prince of the Hoft, and by the Woman and her Manchild, which fhould 
rule all Nations with a Rod of Iron, go hae and their Prince are figni- 
fied : as Daniel doth plainly Cap. 8. And Fobn in his 8th Chap. do mean one 
thing, by the Hoft of Heaven, Sun, Moon and Starrs, it is manifeft, becaufe 
Fobn and Daniel do note the fame Time, in that they both fay, This fhall 
be don in the laft Wrath: Dan. 8. and Apo. 15. For Fobn meaneth by them 
that have gotten Victory over theBeaft, andhis Name, and the Number of 
his Name, Chap. 15. 2. none but the Jews. For they are faid to have the 
Harps of God, both in the 15 and 14. Chapters. So then they alfo are the 
fame, which muft be the Deftroyers of the Papifts: as is fignified by the 
Viols which they pour upon the World: Cap.

When I was called tothis Matter, by Vifion, Iwas boldto Search. And 
in Searching I perceived, that the 7th Seal, {poken of by ‘fobn Apoc. 6. was 
very like to the Vifion I had: and that made me more bold.

Cotton Libr. B EING by your fpecial good Favour made acquainted with your Hono- 
Titus B. 2. rable A€tion, concerning the Placing and Difplacing of the Juftices of 
Peace in the County of Lancaffer, Ihavethought it my part to advertife you 

of the Sequel therof. Which I might the more fully be ableto do, I beftow- 

ed my Attendance at the Affizes. Where I perceived in them that ftand dif- 

placed no fmall Indignation towards thofe whom they could any ways fuf- 

peét to have been Furtherers, or fuppofe to be Favourers of that honourable 

Action. Wherewith alfo they prefumed to poffefs the Rt. Honorablethe Earl 

of Derby, as of a Matter of no {mall Difhonour unto him, and deep Difcon- 

tentment. Whereupon for the prefent Time and Place, I thought good 

(my, felf remaining in fome part of jealoufy with them) in general to lay 

forth, as Occafion ferved, in the Pulpit to their Faces, that which.before i 

had more particularly delivered to your Honour, concerning the Gofrupt State 

of the whole Country. That every guilty Confcience of them might Ba 

ther 
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ther up that which was due unto it. Wherof it pleafed my Lords, the Judges, 
to take fo good Notice, that they delivered the chief Points therof after, 
to the Jurors in Charge, and the fame alfo more efpecially recommended to 
the Juftices of Peace, to be in their continual Service regarded. All which 
fo neerly touched the guilty Confciences of the difcontented Sorts ; That 
they began, for the Refidue of the Affizes, to pluck down their high Looks, 


and fomewhat better to pacify their difcontented Minds, and to brook their’ 


emulated Friends, than before they feemed to do. | 

After which immediately, when Matters were at thehotteft, I alfo thought 
good to attend the Rt. Honorable, my very good Lord, the Earl of Derby 
by way of accuftomed Duty, which I accordingly did ; therby to give oppor 
tunity to his Lordfhip of Speech in the premifed Matters, and my felf alfo 
to win Occafion to lay forth that to his Honour concerning the Unfoundnefs 
of divers of his Counfil, as might either fully fatisfy his Lordfhip, or at the 
leaft clearly juftify your Honours moft confiderate Action. But I obtained 
not one Word of the premifed Matter, tho’ I endeavoured to ftir him up 
thereto by many Words on my part uttered concerning your Honours Direéti- 
on of the Ecclefiaftical Commiffion. Wherat he feemed to have great good 
Liking, and profeffed his beft Furtherance thereto. Wherefore howfoever 
the difcontented Sort, (the rather to countenance their difcontented State ) 
will feem to caft upon his Lordfhip a prefixed Purpofe of difcontented Ex- 
poftulation ; yet Iam perfuaded, when he fhall come in Prefence with your 
Honour, it will be wholly turned into an honourable Requeft of a moft difh- 
onorable Matter. Wherin, that your Honour fhould not be narrowly over- 
taken, as unfurnifhed of fufficient Intelligence, I have withall fpeed adreft 
thefe my Letters to your Honour, as foon as I underftood of the Earl. his 
fudden Departure towards the Court. 

By which to give your Honour to underftand, that as our State ftandeth 
the Satisfaction of his Lordthips Requeft, or rather of the Suggeftion of 
fome evil Inftruments about him, fhall breed not a little Inconvenience to 
your Honour, his Honour their Reformation that are difplaced, to the pub- 
lic Service, and to the good Eftate of the fincere Profeffors, both of the 


Commiffion, and of the whole Country. For firft itfhallargue your Honours - , 


former Action of Infufficiency ; being indeed in all Judgment of thofe that 
fear God among us, moft fincerely, difcretely and fully, to all good Purpofes 
accomplifhed ; both for the fincere Comfort of the faithful Profeffors of the 
Truth, and the rare Difparagement of the Adverfaries thereof in our Coun- 
try. Then it fhall not a little nourifh in the Earl that Humour of carelefs 
Security in tolerating and no ways foundly reforming the notorious Back- 
wardnefs of the whole Company in Religion, and chief of the chiefeft about 
him. In fum, it shall harden the Difcontented in their former State of Un- 
foundnefs. It fhall drive the zelous Gentlemen from the public Service ; and 
fettle in the Minds of all the true Profeffors an utter Defpair of any good 
Courfe of Reformation hereafter to be taken in thefe Parts, when they fhall 
fe your Honours firft Acts, and the fame of fo great Rnportance to their wel 
doing, to receive fo {peedy and untimely an Overthrow.

Whom yet I honour 
many ways, not unworthily: And fo likewife many others: if fuch there 
be, that feek. to have their private Humours of fingular Sovereignty, 
till nourifhed with public Difcommodity. Neither may your Honour think, 
that two, or but one more of his Lordfhips Counfil added (as it were but 
Mr. Haifa, or Mr. Farrington) to the Commiffion, or Mr. Rigby of the 
Quorxm’) fhall work no great Prejudice.

Rigdy is as cunning 
and.unfound, aseither ; and as grosfly to be detected therein, as Haifa. All 
three of them: as buify contrivers of dangerous Devices again{ft the Peace 
of the Miniftry, and free Courfe of the Gofpel, and direct Proceding of 
Juftice in all common Opinion, as any that ever bore Authority among us. 
If there were yet room tor any more of his Lordfhips Counfil, it might ra- 
ther be wifht, that Mr. Zilde/ly, or Mr. Scarsbrick, Gentlemen of beft Note 
among the reft, for honeft and upright Dealing in civil Matters. But much 
rather to be wifht, that his Honour would be perfuaded to hold himfelf fuffi- 
ciently contented with thofe Three of his Counfil, and chief about him, 
which your Honour hath already unrequefted freely given to his Lordthip, 
namely, Sir Peter Lee, Sir Richard Sbertorn, and Mr. Rigby ; all chree of 
the fame Affection of the reft.

W HER EAS her moft excellent Majefty hath of late dire€ted unto us ass¢ Burgh- 
her Gracious Letters of Difpenfation in the behalf of one obnlian. 
Yenifon, Student in our College ; and therin hath willed us, notwithftanding 

his Degree, being Mafter of Artes, to elect, and admit him ijito the Place 

of aFellow, either prefently void, or next hereafter to become void, in our 

faid College’; Which gracious Favour hath been vouchfafed to the faid Zeni/on, 
chiefly in Confideration of his Poverty, and Want of Mainfenance, as may 

appear by the Copy of her Highnefs Letter enclofed : 

May it pleafe your good Lordfhip to underftand, that by divers Points of 
certain Statutes ( wherunto upon our Oaths we are ftraitly bound ) being 
not yet difpenfed with by her Highnefs, we are barred from accomplifhing her 
_ Highnefs Plefure in the faid Behalf. As namely, itis required by our faid 

Statutes, that the faid Yeni/on fhould ftand a Year in Probation and at the 
End therof fhould be admitted by the Bifhop of E/y, or Vifitor, or by fome 
Deputed for him in like Cafes. And further, that he fhould be poor, and of 
a quiet and humble Spirit. Wheras on the contrary, he is taken to be of 
Tafbcient Hability. For that heretofore he hath been taken Ward; and of 
late the Thirds of his Mother have fallento him. Befides a Leafe, as we are 
informed, yielding a yearly Rent, exceeding the Rate of Living allowed by 
our Statutes: Having otherwife of certain Worthipful Friends very good and 
4 - “fufficient 
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fufficient Allowance by the Year. And during the Time of this his Suit, he 
hath fhewed fome manifeft Tokens of Difpofition, neither quiet nor bumble. 
And further, it may pheafe your good Lordfhip to be advertifed, that as 
we have not any Room.void at this prefent ; fo for the next Places, we have 
provided before the coming of her Highnefs Letter, an Election. of Four 
young Men very poor, and utterly deftitute of Maintenance ; yet very ftudious 
and of great Towardnefs in Vertue and Learning, and brought up among us 
in the Places of poor Scholars. By reafon wherof they were the rathey. ca- 
pable of Preferment by the Statutes of our Houfe. And accordingly have 
bean eleéted. _ For all which Caufes, not difpenfed with by her Maje Y> we 


do, in moft humble and earneft maner, pray and befeech your Lordthip,, of 


' lawful Favour to us. gur,Statutes and the faid young men, to whole great 


Prejudice and:Difcouragement the Suite of the faid Zeni/on diredtly. tendeth, 
that being not in Cafe to continue in the Univerfity, if by reafon of the 
Maid Suit, the faid Ele€tion fhould mifcarry.' As alfo, to the Difturbance of 
our Quiet, and of the faid lawful and pee A Election. - 7 ; 

And further, we befeech your good Lordthip to be an Honorable Means to 


' her Majefty, that wheras at divers and fundry Times heretofore we have per- 


formed all due Obedience toher Highnefs to the like Suits, to the manifeft 
violating and infringing of. our faid Statutes, we may now at the laft be fuffe- 
red to ufe the Liberty of the fame. And namely at this Time, when we 
cannot plefure the faid- Zens/on without the manifeft Prejudice and hurt ‘of fo 
many poor-and. forward young Men. As upon the Sight and Knowledg of 
her Majeftys Mind, we were in all Humblenefs of Duty and Reverence wil- 
ling todo, And weaffure your Lordfhip, that when it fhall appear unto us 
that the faid Teni/on. is not able, as it is fuppofed and reported to be, wecan 
be contented to plefure him all we may ; that isto take Order for his Entrance 
next after the faid young men already chofen ; he bearing himfe}f inthe mean- 
time in other Refpeéts, provided for by our faid Statutes ; as one capable of 
fuch Preferment. And this to perform by Vertue of her Highnefs ; Com- 
mand without any further Delay or Let at all to the Contrary.

Certain true general Notes upon the Aftions of the Lord Burghley. 
3 In Anfwer to a Libell. 


: U T above all, it is a ftrange Fancy in the Libeller, that he maketh his Cott. Librer. 
B Lordfhip to be Primam Mobile in every Action without Diftin¢tion. 
‘That to him her Majefty is accountant of her Refolutions ; and to him the 
Earl of Leiceffer, and the Secretary Mr. Walfingbam, both men of great 
Power, and great Wifdome, were but as Inftruments. Wheras it is well known 
that as to her Majefty, there was never Counfillor of his Lordfhips long Con- 
tinuance, that was fo appliable to her Majeftys princely Refolutions, labouring 
always after faithful Propofitions and Remonftrances (and thofe in the beft 
Words, and the moft grateful maner) to reft upon fuch Conclufions, as her 
Majefty in her own Wifdom determineth: and them to execute to tke 
beft. So far hath he been from Conteftation, or drawing her Maijefty into 
any his own Courfes. 

And as for the forenamed Counfillors, and others with whom his Lordfhip 
hath conforted in her Majeftys Service, it is rather true, that his Lordfhip, 
out of the greatnefs of his Experience and Wifdom, and out of the Cold- 
nefs of his Nature, hath qualified generally all hard and extreme Courfes, as 
far as the Service of her Majefty and the Safty of the State, and the making 
himfelf compatible with thofe with whom he ferved in like Parity. So far 
hath his Lordfhip been from inciting others, or running a full Courfe with 
them in that kind. But yet it is more ftrange, that this Man fhould be fo 
affuredly Malicious, ashe fhould charge his Lordfhip not only with all Actions | 
of State, but alfo with all the Faults and Vices of the Times. As if Curiofity 
and Emulation have bred fome Controverfies inthe Church, (tho’ Thanks be 

Vor. III. Cc2 to 
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to God, they extend but to outward Things) if Weaith and the Cunning of 
Wits have brought forth multitudes of Suits of Law ; if Excefs in Pleiure 
or in Magnificence, joyned with the Unfaithtulnefs of Servants, and the 
Greatnefs of many men, have decayed the Patrimony of many Noblemen and 


‘others ; that all thefe and fuch like Condition of the Time, fhould be put 
"upon his Lordfhips Account, who hath been as far as tohis Place appertaineth 


a moft religious and wife Moderator, in Church Matters, tohave Unity kepr. 
Who with great Juftice hath difpatched infinite Caufes in Law, that have 


been orderly brought before him. And for.his own Example, may fay (that 
few may fay) that what was faid by Cepbalus, the Athenian, fomuch renouned 


in P/ato’s Works, who having lived neer unto the Age of an hundred Years, 
and in‘ continual Affairs and Bufines, was wont to fay of himfelf thus, He 
never fued any, neither bad been {ued by any. Which by occafion of his Office, 
hath preferved many great Houfes from Overthrow by relieving fundry Extre- 
mities towards fuch as in their Minorities have been circumvented. And 
towards all fuch as his Lordfhip might advife, did ever perfuade fober and 
limited Expence. | 

Nay, to make Proof further of his contented maner of Life, free from 
Suits and Covetoufnefs, as he never fued any Man fo did he never raife any 
Rent, or put out any Tenant of his own, or ever give Confent to have the 
like don to any of the Queens Tenants: Matters fingular to be noted in his 
Age. But he that will blame his Lordfhip for the Tales of every Novellante, 
and for the vain and fond Pamphlets, and Ballads of every idle Fellow; thae 
will put News in Writing, or in Print, fometimesupon Gain, fometimes upon 
Humour; Wherashis Lordfhip neither hath any Charge of the Prefs, neither 
can his great and weighty Bufinefs permit him to intend fuch Trifles ; doth 
fhew, that tho’ this Libeller meant to {pare no Powder, yet furely, he thot 
but at rovers. 

But however by this Fellow, as in a falfe artificial Glafs, which is able to 
make'the beft Face deformed and hideous, his Lordfhips Doings be fet forth ; 
yet let his Procedings, which be indeed his own, be indifferently weighed and 
confidered, and let men call to mind, that his Lordfhip was never no violent 
and tranfported Man in Matters of State, but ever Refpective and Moderate, 
that he was never no Vindicative Man; in particular, no breaker of 
Necks, no heavy Enemy, but ever placable and mild; that he was 
never no Brewer of Holy Water in Court, no Dallier, no Abufer ; bur 
ever real and certain : that he was never no Bearing Man, nor Carrier of 
Caufeés, but ever pave way to Juftice and Courfe of Law: that he was never 
no glorious, wilful, proud Man, but ever civil, familiar, and good to deal 
withall, That inthe Courfe of his Service, he hath rather fuftained the Bur- 
then, than fought the Function of Honour or Profit: Scarcely fparing any 
Time trom his Cares and Travail to the Suftentation of his Health. ‘That he 
never had nor fought to have, for himfelf orhis Children, any penny Worth 
of Land or Goods, that appertained to any Perfon, that was attainted of any 
Treafon, Felony, or otherwife. ‘That he never had, nor fought any kind 
of Benefit by any Forfeiture to her Majefty. That he never was a factious 


_ Commender of men to her Majefty, as he that any ways intended to befiege 


Her, by bringing in his at his Devotion ; but was ever a true Reporter unto 
Her of every mans Defert and Ability. That he never took the Courfe to un- 
quiet ot offend her Majefty ; but to content her Mind, and mitigate her 
Difplefure. That he ever bare himfelf reverently, and without Scandal in 
Matters of Religion, and without Blemifh in his private Courfe of Life. 

Let men, I fay, without paffionate Malice, call to mind thefe things, and 
they will think it reafon, that tho’ he be nor Canonized for a Saint at Rome, 
yct he is worthily celebrated as Pater Patrig in England. And tho’ he be 
Libellated againft by Fugitives, yet he is prayed for bya Multitude of good 
Subjects. And laftly, tho? he be fomewhat envied without juft Caufe, 
while he liveth, yet he fhall be deeply wanted, when he is gon. And affuredly 

| I | many 
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many Princes have had many Servants of Truft and Sufficiency: but where 
there hath been great Parts, there hath often wanted Temper of Affection. 
Where there hath been Ability and Moderation, there hath wanted Diligence 
and Love of Travail. Where all three have been, there have wanted fome- 
times Faith and Sincerity. Where fome have had all thefe Four, yet they 
have wanted Time and Experience. And where there is a Concurrence of ail 
thefe, there it is no Marvail that a Prince of Judgment be conftant in the 
Employment and Truft of fuch a Perfon: of whofe Faithfulnefs, as She hath 
had Proof fo many Years in her own Time, as it were very hard, but if he 
had gon about to abufe Her, at fome time fhe fhould have efpyed it; So to 
begin withall, he brought with him fuch a notable Evidence of his conftant 
Loyalty, as a greater could not have been. 

For to confirm her Majeftys Opinion in choofing him to be her firft Coun 
fellor, as he is the only Counfillor living of thofe She did ufe many Years 
from the Beginning of her Crown, fo fhe had Caule todo. For that he, of 
all other Counfillors, in King Edwards Time, refufed to confent to the De- 
termination of a pretended Will of King Edwards, to deprive the Lady 
Mary, afterwards Queen, and then the Lady Elizabeth, now Queen. For 
whom two Times he only of all the then Counfillors, did for Confcience fake 
adhere, to the Peril of his Head, if Queen Mary had notenjoyed the Crown. 
For the which it is well known, that Queen Mary did not only reward him, 
but offered him to have been of her Counfil, Which he for good refpects 
did forbear to accept.

My Lord, 


Know not from whence my Hap hath it, but hit hath fallen out fundry poop oy 

Times, both contrary to my Expectation ; Cand much lefs by any De- jjgn, me 
fert of mine,) that I have found your Lordfhip more ready to thwart and’ 
crofs my Endeavours, than any other mans; efpecially, in the Prefence of her 
Majefty ; and for fuch Caufes as I have been the more earneft in: when by 
your Lordfhips own Allowance and Opinion hit had been fo refolved on by 
our Conference before, as fit and meet Advices to be given her Majefty, for 
the beft Furtherances of her own Services. And thefe Caufes have lately 
been moft in Queftion, in which I my felf by her Appointment, have been 
furtheft employed [ Viz. about Affiftance of the Low Conutries.| And there- 
fore did, both at your Lordfhips Hands, and other my Lords, hope to be 
affifted and comforted, fo far as my Opinion fhould tend to the Service of 
her Majefty, and to Matters being before by your Lordfhip and others deba- 
ted and Hah upon. Wherefore finding it to fall out otherwife, and to 
draw Difference in Argument, where there was good Affent before, what 
was it, but to leave mee in her Majeftys Opinion to be a Man either affecti- 
onate, or opiniative in mine awn Conceits ; and withall to fe her Majeftys 
Service hindred, and to take Lack through fuch needlefs and unprofitable Con- 
troverfies among Counfillors. | 

Albeit I know and grant among Counfillors there may and muft rife, by 
way of Argument, Divifions in Opinion ; which is both lawful and very 
convenient : and oft doth, without any Caufes of Miflike at all. And, God 


forbid, there fhould be. But my Lord, in thefe Caufes we have been two 
| or 
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or three Times before her Majefty, we had debated the Matter before. 
And the Courfe I took was no other, than your Lordfhip did beft like, 
and moft advife. And to fall into contrary Opinions before her Majefty, 
caufed me both to take it ill; and to fhew it plainly to you, as Tdid. And 
for the Words which I added withal, which your Lordfhip doth fet downin 
your Letter, that I did charge you with fone Matters towards her Majefty ; 
Affuredly, my Lord, I ufed no fuch Words. But finding my felf grieved 
with fuch crofs Handling, as both at this and at other Times I have don, 
I told your Lordfhip I faw your Lordfhip very ready to crofs me nowa days 
‘before her Majefty.

In which Conceit, my Lord, I pray you, think I can be as_others are to 
me, And to that End was my Speech, and my Meaning. And that Ifaid 
was to your Lordfhips felf; and before none other ; but moved, as your Lord- 
fhip faid, in Paffion. And as I have been loth to have the Occafion that 
fhould drive me, to take fuch hard, or unkind Courfes as I fee fome do, 
and my felf very deeply felt. | | 

Thus much, my Lord, I have thought good to fet down ; which receiving 
your Lordfhips Letter, even as I came away from the Court, had no Time 
till late this — to anfwer. Wherein I will not hide the Conceit I had 
upon the Caufes I have fhewed ; finding my felf indeed heartily moved 
and grieved : but plainly and flatly to deliver my Mind, rather thanto diffem- 
ble as many can. Leaving to your Lordfhip to confider of my Doings, how 
you have found them, if I be well ufed. And fo in very Hait, leaving the 
reft, till I {peak with your felf, I commit you to the Lord ; From my Houfe

T HE Fleet was by Tempeft driven beyond the Ifles of Orkney, about Copy of a. 
the Firft of Augu/t, the Place being above threefcore Degrees from the Letter to Dos 
North Pole; an unaccuftomed Place for the young Gallants of Spaén, that ne- Bern.do Maw 
ver had felt Stormes on the Sea, or cold Weather in Auguf?. And about thofe #™* 

North Wlands their Mariners and Soldiers dyed daily by Multitudes; as by 

their Bodies caft on Land did appear. And after twenty days, or more, ha- 

ving fpent their Time in Miferies, they being defirous to return home to 

Spain, {failed very far Southward into the Ocean to recover Spain. But the 

Almighty God, who alwavs avengeth the Caufe of his afflicted People, which 

put their Confidence inhim, and bringeth down his Enemies that exalt them- 

{elves with Pride to the Heavens ; ordered the Winds to be fo violently con- 

trarious to this proud Navy, as’ it was with Force diffevered on the High . 
Seas, Weft upon Ire/and ; and foa great Number of them driven into fundry 
dangerous ‘Bayes and upon Rocks, all along the We? and North Parts of Jre- 
and, in fundry Places diftant above an hundred Miles afunder: and there caft 
away. fome funk, fome broken, fome run on Sandes, fome burned by the 
Spanyards themfelves. | 

As inthe North part of Ireland towards Scotland, between the two Rivers 
of Loughfoile and Lough Swilly, nine were drivento Land, and many of them 
broken; and the Spanyards forced to cometo Land for Succour amongft the 
wild Irifh. 

In another Place, twenty Miles South-Weft from thence, in a Bay, called 
Calbeggy, three other Ships, were driven alfo upon Rocks. 

In another Place Southwards, being a Bay, called Borreys, twenty Miles 
Northwards from Gallowey, belonging to the Earl of Ormond, one {pecial 
great Ship of a Thoufand Tunn, with Fifty Brafs Pieces, and four Canons, 
was funk, and all the People drowned, faving Sixteen: Who by their Appa- 
rel, as it is advertifed out of Jreland, feemed to be Perfons of great 
Eftimation.

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Then, to come more to the Southward, thirty Miles upon the Coaft of 
Jbomond, North from the River of Shennan, two or three more perifhed. 


‘Wherof one was burned by the Spanyards themfelves, and fo driven to the

were alfo all drowned, faving threefcore. A third Ship with all.her Lading, 
was caft away ata Place, called Breckan. 


In another Place, afore Sir Zérlogh Obrynes Houfe, there was alfo another 


great Ship loft, fuppofed to bea Galliafs. 


.Thefe Loffes above mentioned were betwixt the sthand roth of September ; 
as was advertifed from Sundry Places out of Ireland. Soasby Accompt from 
the 21ft. of ‘fuly, when this Navy was firft beaten by the Navy of England 
until the roth of September, being the Space of Seven Weeks, and more, 
it is moft likely, that the faid Navy had never good Day, or Night. 

Of the reft of the Navy Report is alfo made, that many of them have 
been feen, lying off and on upon the Coaft of: Iresand, toffed with the Winds 
in fuch Sort, as it is alfo doubted, that many of them fhall hardly recover 
Spain, if they be fo weakned for Lack of Victuals and Mariners, as part of 
their Companies that are left on Land, do Lamentably report.

All which were orderly placed in Degree, (in a certain Place, between 
Caftel §. Angelo and St. Peters Church in the long Street there) Dutch efpied 
placed next to King Philips Picture on the better Hand, the Picture. of Sir 
Francis Drake. Wherat raging, (in Words Italian) overheard by the Pain- 
ter, Cor fome his Friends) and hafting to the Cardinals Lodgings, and to 
him, informing of the fame; wherof prefently came fome, as fent to pull 
down the fame Picture. It was, before Dutch his Repair thither again, taken 
away. But yet the poor Painter was in Trouble ; albeit he protefted, he knew 
not who erected it there, or who took it down, or what was become 
of it. | 
The Picture of her Majefty was not among them ; neither, as an Heir, is 
nermitted to open Shew. Neverthelefs fundry Romanshave it intheir Cham- 
bers infecret. Asone William, a poor Man there maried, (after his Efcape - 
with Fox, from Bondage of the Inquifition ) told me, and brought me into 
a Senntors Houfe, whofe Visero/ the fame William worketh in. Where I faw 
her Majeftys Picture at large, andcoftly fet out, and depainted. The poor 
M:n told methe fume Day, wherin the Tryumphing was in Rowe, tortaking 
of her Majefty, and fubduing the Realm, the Cardinal made a great Feaft, 
and invited, and had at the fame, all Englifo, Scotti/b and Irifb Mcriin Rowe: 
but it was his Hap not to be there, being at his Work ina Viuerol. : 

And the nextday after, Dutch met him asking him, why he came not the 
other Day to my Lord Graces Banquet, as all others did, in Rejoyce of the 
great Victory the King of Spaius Forces had againft Enelaidjand of the taking 
of the Queen, his Dane Captive. Wherunto when he anfwering, that he 
would not believe it, and would adventure the Lefs of his Ears, if it were 
true; the fame Dutch informed of the Speeches, and the poor Man waschecked, 
- and had been ill deale with, if the News had been true. 

At Liege upon fome Occafion of Talk, as well of your Honour, as fome 
others of her Majeftys Privy Council ; andhow by your Policy and Wifdome, 
your Lordfhip, and the reft over-reached ftill the King of Spain, and all his 
many Counfils and Counfillors in all Matters; the Councilof Spatn procrafti- 
nate and delay, not putting in Execution their Determinations ; the Coun=— - 
fil of England, ufing Expedition inall their Intentions: the Council of Spain . 
giving out now, what they will do or put in Executiona Year hence: the 
Council in Exglaud at prefent Execution of their Determination, before any 
Speech in public be had, or blown abroad. And thus the Expedition of the 
one overmatcheth the Jong temporizing of the other. 

_ At which Time of Talk, D.D. faid he could not more aptly compare the 
Lord Treafurer of England to any Man, thanto a Waterman of the Thames 3 
whofe Affair is to look one way, and row another. When he is to work, or 
to compafs any Matter of Importance, he will give out Matter carying great 
fhew of Reafon, that the fame fhall and muft of Necéffity fort to the End 
and Effect of what the Ears of men are filled with by that his Courfe of In-> 
vention and Policy. And while Ey is had upon the fame ; and Means work- - 
ing tocrofs as much, thenhe putteth in execution a contrary Determination, 
and hazzards or effects the fame, before it be revealed; wherby Prevention 
might, or canbe had. By which Courfe of Policy, with his Expedition 
in allhis Aétions, together with his long Time of Continuance in place of 
Government ; and having Wit at Wil, he is fo experienced and grounded, 
with fo deep a Judgment, as his pierfing Ey forefees and looks into all Acci- 
dents and fequences, that may prejudice, or further his Purpofes and Inten- ~ 
tions in any Matter he takes in hand, or is tobe handled in Government of 
the Realm, and practifed, and followed againft any other Strate. | 

Upon St. Nicolas day laft, being then kept Feftival, I dined in Li/le with 
D. Marfbal, {.a Scotch Prieft.] Among other Talk he faid, it was time now 
for the King of Scotsto advife himfelf well ; and to caft his Ey upon the ap- 
parent Hazzard, wherin the King of Navarr, [ a Proteftant | ftaadeth of 
Lofs of the Crown of France: left he come alfo in like Predisament, not on- 
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ly for ‘Scotland, but alfo for his Claime and Intereft unto the Crown of Eng- 
Jand; both which no doubt, but he fhall loofe too, after the King of Sparx 
hath eftablifhed a Catholic King in France: unlefs he reform himfelf and his 
Realm in Matter of Religion, and yield to the Obeifance of the Church of 
Rome, and Profeffion of the fame. We were in this Country faith he [ the 
{aid Dr. Marfbal | in fome Comfort, hearing that a Courfe and full Determi- 
nation was had,and taken[ and perhaps a Spani/b Invafion of Scotland | wherby 
upon great Liklihood he might bedrawn to Reformation, and cther Purpofes 
in the Catholic Caufe, and for our Return into our Country. But we hear 
not that the fame is put in execution. Pope S%xtus promifed todisburfe fome 
Summs of Mony to be ufed in that Affair. But whatis, or fhallbe don there- 
in, 1 cannot learn, nor yet think in Haft any Matter to Purpofe therof wiH 
be forwarded; fuch Variance is among them in Rome, fince the faid Sixtus 
dyed. . 


Thefe before recited, and the like Speeches, I have heard among them, ° 


befide their Talk and Opinion of the King of Spain, now of late. Of whom 
the moft part, and wifeft fort, defpair of all Hope in him, that may fort to 
their Liking; unlefs he gain Victory againft Navarr, as they term him. 
Whereof alfo they make doubt greatly, as fearing England, Scotland and the 
Germaine Princes will afford him Aid. .

An Account of the Procedings between Spain and England, beginning 
at the Accefs of Queen. Elizabeth to the Crown. In Anfwer to 4 
Libel. | | 


MSS. Burgh- H* R Majefty at her coming to the Crown, found her Realm intangled 
lian, with the War of France and Scotlandy her mightieft and neereft Neibours. 
Which Warrs were grounded onely, upon the Spaniards Quarel. But the Pur- 

fuit of them had loft England the Town of Calais. Which from the 
Year of Edward III. had been poffeffed by the Kings of England. Now there 
was a Meeting neer Dorleas, towards the End of Queen Maries Reign, be- 
tween the Commiffioners of France, Spainand England. And fome Overtures 
of Peace were made: but broke off upon the Article of the Reftitution of 
Calais. After Queen Maries Death the King of Spain thinking himfelf dif- 
charged of that Difficulty; tho’ in Honour he was no lefs bound to,ftand to 
it, than before, renewed the like Treaty ; wherin her Majefty concorded. So 
as the Commiffioners for the faid Princes, met at Chafteau Cambre/y, neer 

Cambray. 

In the Proceding of which Treaty it is true, that at the firft the Com- 
_ + mifioners of Spain, for Form and in Demonftration only, pretended to ftand 
firm upon the Demand of Ca/ais, but it was difcovered indeed, that the 
Kings Meaning was, that after fome ceremonious and perfunctory infifting 
therupon, tu grow apart to a Peace with the French, excluding her Majelty ; 
and fo to leave to make her own Peace, after her People had made his Warrs. 
Which covert Dealing being politicly lookt into, her Majefty had reafon, be- 
ing newly invefted inher Kingdom, andof her own Inclination being affected 
to Peace, to conclude the fame with fuch Conditions as She mought. And 
yet the King of Spar in his Diffimulation had fo much Advantage as She 
was fain to do it in a Treaty apart with the French. Wherby to one that is 
not informed of the Counfils and Secrets of State, as they paft, it fhould 
{eem to bea voluntary Agreement of her Majefty, where the King of Spain 
would be party. Wheras indeed he left Her no other Choice. And this was 
_ the firft Affay and earneft Penny of that Kings good Affection to her Majefty. 
s | About 
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About the fame Time when the King was folicited to renew fuch Treaties 
and Leagues as had paft between the two Crownes of Spain and England, and 
by the Lord Cobham fent unto him, to acquaint him with the Deathof Queen 
Mary, and after by Sir Lomas Chaloner, and Sir Thomas Chamberlain fucceffi- 
vely, Ambdffadors Refident in his Low Countries, who had Orders divers 
Times, dwring their Charge, to make Overtures therof, both unto the King 
and certain principal Perfons about him; and (thefe former Motions taking 
no effect) by Vifcount Mountague, and Sir Ibo. Chamberlain, {ent into Spatn 
in the Year 1560; no other Anfwer could be had or obtained of that King 
but that the Treaties did ftand in as good Force to all Intents, as new Rati- 
fications could makethem. An Anfwer ftrangeatthac Time; but very cor-: 
formable to his Procedingsfince : which belike eventhen were clofely hatching 
in his own Breaft.. For had he not at that Time fome hidden Alienation of 
Mind and Defign of an Enemy towards her Majefty, fo wife a King could not 
be ignorant, that the renewing and ratifying of Treaties between Princes 
and Eftates do add a gréat Life and Force, both of Affurance to the Parties 
themfelves, and Countenance and Reputation tothe World beftdes : and have. 
for that Caufe been commonly and neceffarily ufed and practifed. 

; In the Meffage of Vicount Mountague it was alfo contained, that he fhould 
crave the KingsCouhfil and Affiftance according to Amity and good Intelli- 
gence, upon Difcovery of certain pernicious Plots of the Houfe of Guife to 
annoy this Realm by the way of Scotland. Wherunto the Kings Anfwer was 
fo dark, and fo cold, as nothing could be made of it; till he made an Expofi- 
tion of it by Effects in the exprefs Reftraint of Munition to be caried out of 
the Low Countries, unto the Siege of Leith ; becaufe our Nation was to have 
Supply therof from thence. Sothat in all the Negotiations that paft with the 
King, ftill her Majefty received no Satisfaction ; but more and more Sufpition, 
and hard Tokensof evil Affection. . | 

Soon after, when upon that Projeét, which was dif{clofed before, the King 
had refolved, to difannul the Liberty and Privilege unto his Subjeéts, the 
Netberianders, antiently belonging, and to eftablifh among them a material 
Goternment ; which the People, ( being very wealthy, and inhabiting 
Townes very Strong and defencible by Fortifications, both by Nature, andthe 
Hand) couldnot endure; there followed the Defeétion and Revolt of thofe 
Countries. In which Action (being greateft of all thofe which have paft 
between Spain and England ) the Proceding of her Majefty hath been fo juft, 
and mingled wath fo.many honorable Regards, as nothing doth fo much clear 
and acquit Her Majefty not only from Paffion, but alfo fromalJ difhonorable 

Policy. | | eo 2 

For firft, at the Beginning of the Troubles, She did impart unto him faith- 
ful and fincere Advice of the Courfe that was to be taken for the quieting and 
appeafing them; and expresfly forwarned: both himfelf and fuch as were in 
spt Charge in thofe Countries, during the Warrs, of the Danger like 
toen{ue, if he held fo — a Hand over that People, left they fhould caft 
themfelves into the Armes o 


a Stranger. But finding the Kings mind fo ex- 


ulcerate, as he rejected all Counfil that tended to mild and gracious Proce- 


dings, her Majefty neverthelefs gave not over her honourable Refolution. 
Which was, if it were poffible to reduce and reconcile thofe Countries’ unto 
the Obedience of their natural Sovereign, the King of Spais. And if that 
aight not be, yet to preferve them from alienating’ themfelves to a foreign 
Lord: as namely, unto the French,; with whom they much treated, and a- 
mong them the Enterprize of Fianders was ever propounded, as a Mean to’ 


unite their own civil Diffenfions ; but patiently temporized, expecting the’ 


good Effect which Time might breed. And whenfoever the State grew into 
Extremity of Difpair, and therby ready to embrace the Offer of any Foreig~- 
ner, then would her Majefty yield them fome Relief of Mony, or permit. 
fome fupply of Force to go over unto them ; to the End to interrupt fuch 
violent Refolutions : And {till médiate unto the King fome juft and honoura- | 
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ble Capitulation of Grace and Accord ; fuch as whereby always fhould have 
been preferved unto him fuch Intereft and Authority, as he in Juftice’ could 
claim, or any Prince, moderatly minded, would feek to have. And this 
Care She held interchangeably ; feeking to mitigate the Wrath of the King, 
and the Difpair of theCountry ; til fuch Time as after the Death 6f the Duke 
of Anjou, into whofe Hands, according to her Majeftys Predictieh, but. a 
gainft her good Liking, they had put themfelves, the Enemy prefling them, 
the Vuited Provinces were recelved inta her ge aoe Protection. Which 
was after fuch Time as the King of Spass had difcovered himfeif, mot only 
an implacable Lord to them, but alfo profeffed Enemy unto her Majefty, 
having actually invaded Ireland, and defigned the Invafion of Exgland. 

For it is to be noted, that the like Offers which were then made onto her 
Majefty, had been made unto her long before. But as long as her Majefty 
conceived any Hope.either of making their Peace, or entertaining her own 
with Spain, fhe would never harken therunto. And yet now even at laét re- 
tained a fingular and evident Proof to the World of her Juftice and Modera« 
tion, in that fhe refufed the Inheritance amd Sovereignty of thofe goodly 
' Provinces, which by the States with much Inftance was preft upon Her: and 
being accepted would have wrought great Contentazent and Satistaction both 
to her People, andthem; being Countries, for the Seat, Wealth and Commo» 
dity of Traffic, and Affection to our Nation, moft convenient to have been 
annexed to the Crown of England : (And withall one Charge, Danger and 

Offence of Spain.) Only took upon Her the Defence and Protection of their 
Liberties. Which Libertiegand Privileges are of that Nature, as they may 
jufily efteem themfelves but Conditional Subjects to the King of Spafx, more 
jultly than Aragon, and may make her Majefty as juftly efteem rhe antient 
Contederacies and Treaties with, Burgandy to be of Force with the People and 
Natiori, rather than withthe Line of the Dukes. Becaufe it was never an abe 
folute Monarchy. So ds to Sum.up her Majeftys Proceeding in this great 
Aion, they have been but thif, that She hath fought to reftore them té 
Spain, or at the leaft to keep them from Strangers, and in no wife to por- 
chafe. them to her felf. a a 
But during all this Timethe King of Spain kept good Conformity in his 
Procedings toward her Majefty ; breaking torth more and more into Injuryes 
and Contempts. Her Subjects trading into Spam have been many of them 
burnt.; fome caft into the Gallies; others have dyed in Prifon, without any 
other Crime committed, but upon Quatrels picked upon themor their Reli- 
gion bere athome, Her Merchants, ‘at the Sack of Antwerp, were. divers of 
them fpoiled, and put totheir Ranfome, tho’ they could not be charged with 
any partaking. Neither upon the Complaint of Dr. 4yljon and Sir Edward 
Hor/ey {, the, Queens Ambaffadors ] could a Redrefs be hud. A general Ar- 
reft was made by the. Duke of d/va of Eugit/b mens Goods and Perfons ; upon 
Pretence that.certain Ships ftayed in this Realm, laden with Goods and Mony 
of certain Merchants of @éiua, belonged to the King. Which Mony and 
Goods were afterwards to the utmoft Value reftored, and payd back ; wheras 
our men were far from receiving the like Jaftice from the other fide. 
Dr. Mea, her Majeftys Ambaffador, received, during his Legation, fandry 
Endignisies, hinifelf- being removed out of. Madrid, and lodged in a Vil- 
lage: as they are accuftomed to ufe the Ambaffadors of the Moors. His 
Son and Steward forced to affift at a Mafs with Tapers in their Hands ; 
befides fundry other. Gontumilies and Reproches. But the fpoiling and 
dammaging of a Merchant, Vexation of a common Subject, Difhonour 
of an Ambafladory were rather but Demonftrations of evil Difpofition, 
than Effeéts, if they be compared with thefe Actions of Scate; wherin 
he and his Minifters. have fought the Overthrow of this Goverment. 

As in the Year 1569, when the Rebellion in the North parts of Eng- 
Jqnd brake forth, Wherof. who but, the Duke of Alva, then the Kings 
Lieutenant in the Low Countries, amd Dow Gacrres de Bfpees, then hit 
Ambaffador Ledgier here, were difeovered to be chief Inftruments and 
Practifers, having complotted with the Dukeof Norfcik at the fame Time 
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as was proved at the faid Dukes Condemnation ; thatan Army of 10000 
men fhould have landed at Harwich, in Aid of the Party that the faid Duke 
had made within the Realm: and the {aid Duke of A/va having {pent and 
employed 1s0000 Crowns in that Preparation. | 
Not contented thus to have comforted, and affifted her Majeftys Rebells 
in England, he procured @ Rebellion in :-Ire/and: Arming and fending 
thither in the Year an Archrebel of that Country, Fames Fitz

Morris, (which before was fled) as truly to fpeak the whole Courfe of — 


Moleftation which her Majefty hath received in the Realm, by the rifing 
and keepmg out of the Irifb, hath been nourifhed dnd fomented from 
Spain. But afterward in the Year — he invaded the fame Ifland with 
Spanife Forces, under an Isahes Collonel, being but the Forerunner of a 


ete Power, whigh by Treaty between him and the Pope fhould have. 


ollowed ; but that by the Speedy Defeat of thofe former they were difeou- 
raped to purfue the Action. Which Invaffon was proved to be don by the 
Kings own Order, both by the Letters of his Secretary B/cobed, and of 
Guevras to the King, and alfo by divers other Letters ; wherin the par- 
ticular Conferences were fet down, which paft concerning this Enter- 
prize between Cardinal Réaria, the Popes Legate,:and the Kings Depu- 
ties in Spain s touching in general the Number of men, the Contributi- 
on of Mony, and the Maner of profecuting the Action. And by the 
- Confeflion of fome of the chiefeft of thofe that were taken Prifoners at 
the Fort. Which Act being an Actof apparent Hoftility added uhto all 
ghe Injury aforefaid; and accommpanied with the continual Receipt, 
Comfort and Countenance, by Audiences, Penfionsand Employments, which 
he gave to the Traitors and Fugitives.both Bugli/b, and Irifh ; as Weftmerland, 
Paget, Englefield, Baltinglas, and Numbers of others did fufficiently juftify 
and warrant the Purfuit of Revenge. Which either in the Spoil of 
Cartagena and San Domingo in the India by Mr. Drake, or in undertaking 
ofthe. Protection of the Low Countries, when the Earl of Leicefer wasfent 
aver, after followed. | ioe 

But before that Time her Majefty, tho” fhe ftood upon her Guard, in 
refpect of the juft Caufe of Jealoufy, which the fundry Injuries of the 
King gave Her, yet had entred into no offenfive Action againft hint. 
For both the voluntary Forces, which Don Antonio had collected in 
this Realm, were by exprefs Commandment reftrained ; and Offer waa 
made of Reftitution to the Spani/> Ambaffador: of fuch Treafure; as Nr. 
Drake had brought into this Realm, upon Proof that it had been taken by 
Wrong. And the Duke of Anjox was, (as much as could ftand with thé 
neer. Treaty of a Mariage, which then was very forward betwixt her Majefty 
andthe faid Duke) directed from the Enterprize ef Flanders. ;

As, Ifay, I do affuredly hope, thatour Country for thefe Reafong is in no 4ing fome 

fuch great Danger, as it is pretended, fo may I conftantly affirm, that altho’ ‘ele 

by way of conceflion, I fhould grant it to be fo, yet the Subfidy, required by Drake and 

this Bill to be granted, could give little or no Relief therunto. For as a other Englifhs 

Pardon comes unprofitably to the Offender after his Execution, or a Potion 

to a Patient after his Death, or Recovery to Health ; fo if the Stroke of 

Gods Enemy and ours be likely to light upon us, either this Year, as it hath 

been here affirmed; fo the next, asit is in my {mall Judgment more likely, 

I doubt not, but you will all confent wich me, that a Subfidy, the firft Part 

wherof is not to be paid, till the End of three Years, ( for unto that only 

my ;Speech hath relation) can ferve neither for Pay, nor Provifion,-in De- 

fence therof. :

faith the Poet. And Sapientia fera, is{aid to be Proxima Stultitie. 

And thus having briefly fetdown mine Opinion againft the Neceffity of this 
Grant, I will by your favourable Patience, with like Brevity declare fuch In- , 
couventences, as Lhave conceived may enfue thereby. It is not unknown to ae reas 
you all, but moft fenfibly felt through the whole Realm, what Charge and Subfidy: 
Expences the Commons therof were this laft Summer driven unto by Prepara- _ 
tion and Provifion of Armes, Horfes, Apparel, and other Neceffaries, tor 
their juft and natural Defence againft the pretended Inyafion: you know; 
that fince that Time a Payment of the Subfidy laft granted, hath been made 
unto her Majefty. There is.none of us ignorant what Numbers of' Privy 
Seals are even now difperfed through the whole Realm, to the emptying. 
mens Coffers, and impairing of their Stacks: with what Readinefs,; Duty 
and Goodwill, thefe things have been, and fhall be performed by the Sub- 
jects, no man here may doubt. Now thento bring a new and unaccuftomed 
Continuation of Payments, one to role inthe Neck of another, ficut unda 
fuperterit undam, 1 know not, by what Warrant of Reafon or Confcience, 
wee may do it: Efpecially, confidering, that it is nota Matter neceffarily. 
impofed upon us, as I faid before, but voluntarily to be offered by us. Sure- 


ly, 
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ly, one fpeaketh very plainly, and faith, Afni eff clitelam ferre libenter. 
But I will, asit becomes me, ufe more Reverence in this Honorable Place ; 
and fay, that I think it not convenient, that we fhould lay Burthens on our 
own’ Shoulders, or put Shackles on our own Feet. | 

But it is fill urged, that the Service of her Mdjefty, and Safeguard of our 
own felves, is provided for hereby ; furely, by your Honorable Patience, I 
will attempt to prove, that by this Grant her Majeftys Service fhall be rather 
hindred than forwarded ; and our felves rather endangered, than fecured. 
It was very gravely and wifely delivered unto us in her Majeftys Prefence, at 
the Beginning of this Parlament, Uy my Lord Chancellor, Quod tutius Fide, 
quam Ferro regnant Reges. And furely, if Auro were put in the Place of 
Ferro, the Sentence were notwithftanding neverthelefs true. For it is not 
the Abundance of Treafure, nor the Multitude of Poffeffions, neither the 
infinite Number of Men, which maintain and eftablifh a King in his Throne, 
but the Faith, Love, Loyalty and Contentment of his People and Subjects, 
which as her Majefty bath hitherto, from her firft Auguration, moft defer- 
vedly had: and that as fully and amply, as ever had any Prince in Enrope: fo 
were it greatly to be lamented, that now through our Debates, any fuch Dif- 
contents fhould be bred in the Minds and Hearts of her People : wherby 
their accuftomed Affections towards Her, might receive the leaft Diminution. 
And furely, whofoever they be, that by new and ftrange Emactions on the 
People, fhall go about to fill up the Princes Coffers, may perhaps pleafe the 
Prince, by ferving his Turn from the Time, but fhall in the End be found to 
have donhim, but bad Serviee. The Anfwer of the Emperor Zilerius unto 
his Quefors, or T reafurers; which perfuaded him for the repairing of the 
Treafury, toload the Provinces with Tribute, is worthy eternal Memory 5 
which was, that it was Bons Pafforis tondere oves, non autem deglubere. And 
the Practice of the ‘Romans, while Hanibal befieged their City, is of all Na- - 
tions worthy to be imitated. For being hardly preft by the Siege, and their 
common Treafure quite exhaufted, the Senate took Counfil together for the 
Redrefs of thefe Mifchieves: fome of them perfuading, like Liberius’s Trea» 
furers, that the People were to be charged with a Subfidy or Impofition. 
But the greater and wifer fort ( whofe Authority alfo prevailed ) would by 
no Means affent therunto: thinking it, (efpecially in that Time of Extremi- 
ty) moft inconvenient by new Taxes and Impofitions, to difcontent the 
People, in whom the Strength and Defence of their City confifted. nd 
what did they ? Mary, they decreed thata Contribution fhould be made, by 
way of a Benevolence. And they themfelves would firft go unto the Zrium- 
viros Menfarios, which were Officers appointed for that Receipt ; and there 
beftow fo liberally of theirown, that the inferior People fhould by their Ex- 
ample be incited to a large and bountiful Contribution. But what followed ? 
The People, as the Story faith, came in fo faft, andthe Mony in fuch Abun- 
dance, Ut nes Lriumviri Menfarii accipiendo, nec Scribe referendo, fufficerent. 
It is written by Lzvy in the 26 Book, and needeth no Application. Only 
this I would with to be confidered, whether if we fhould by Extremity be put 
to the like fhift for a Benevolence, before the Payment of this latter Subfidy 
the Grant of this would not do greater Hyrt to that Contribution, than it 
felf could do good, when it fhall be paid. . 

I could with Enumeration and Amplification of the Inconveniences which 
may grow by this double Subfidy, detain you longer than either it is fit for me 
to {peak, or pleafing for youtohear. But I will haften to an End. It may 
be objected, that this Subfidy cannot be an Occafion of any fuch Grievance 
or Difcontent, as is fpoken of ; or if it were, that the Sharpnefs therof is 
well allayedand tempered bythe prolonging of the Payment. Surely, it ma 
be, that to all, or the moft part of this Honorable Houfe, who both in ee 
pect of their Ability, may, and by reafon of their liberal Education, and 
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great Wifdom, will fubmit chemfelves utito it: It is a light ahd eafy Burther 
and accounted but for a flea-bicing. But unto the People, and needy Coun- 
tryinen, to the Arcificer, whofe Treafure is always in his Hand, ( for whom 
we do fis here more principally, than tor our felves) under Correction, it 
cannot be accounted, but for a Punifhment. | 
Samuel, in the Oration which he made unto the Ifraelites, when they 
would needs have a King, among other Burthens, which he told them they . 
fhould bear under that kind of Government, accounteth the Payment of the 
Tenth of their Seed, their Vinyards and their Sheep. Which may prove, 
that then it was reckoned for a Pain. And the Suits, Exclamations, Com- 
plaints and Lamentations of the Commonsof this Realm, well known to the 
moft part of this Houfe, which they, make either at the Acceffing, or cols 
lection of thefe Subfidies, or both, doth fufficiently teftify unto us, that 
they account it now a Punifhment. And as for the prolonging of the Pay- 
ment, Iam fo far from thinking, thatit is any Mitigation of the Punifhment, 
that I am rather perfuaded, that it is encreafed therby. As it is well faid of 
Seneca in the beftowing of Benefits, Quod bis dat, qui cito dat ; {o is it as 
truly fpoken of another ih the inflicting of Punifhment, Dilatio pene eft 
duplicatio pena. Andof another, that the irrevocable Sentence of ‘* Death 
““ being once prcnounced, it is Mifericordie genus, cito occidere. Neither 
“* have I heard any great Reafon, why the Pains of Hell are intolerable, but 
“© becaufe they are perpetual. For Maloram fenfus accrefcit die. And, Leve 
“© eff miferias ferre, perferre grave. | ee 
Seeing then, that it is apparent, that this Impofition, how much the grea- 
ter it fhall be, by fo much the more grievous it will be tothe mean, ignorant 
and untaught Commons of this Land ; who bend all their Thoughts and 
Aétions, to the procuring and maintaining of their private Commodity ; and 
feeing, that their long Meditation theron will encreafe and double this their 
Grief and Punifhment, and that no Man, how well natured or nourtered {oe 
ever he be, can well content himfelf with Pain and Grief ; I hope you fe as 
clearly as you hear, that the Subfidy required by this Bill to be granted; 
mouft after breed a Difcontent in the Minds and Hearts of her Majeftys Peo~ 
ple. Of which their Difcontentment, what might enfue and follow, I would 
be very loth to divine. What if a Dearth of Victuals ? What if Reftraine 
of Traffic by means of Wars? What if therby Occafion fhould be given to 
feditious and traiterous Whifperers, to augmentand encreafe it@ = 
Sure I am, that hereof could follow no good Service to her Majefty, no 
great Safty to our felves ; no Benefit to the Commonwealth. But we fhould 
then all too late, cry, Woe be tothem that brought the firft Spark to the kind- 
ling of this Fire. And it hath often been proved heretofore by Experience, 
that Mony, this Sort obtained from the People, hath been {pent in greater 
Mefure in the pacifying of them of whom it was collected. et ee 
The Precedent befides may be dangerous both to our felves and our Pofte- 
rity. For we commonly fee, that in all CounfeJs and Deliberations, a Preces 
dent is a forceable and perfuading Argument. And it was a wife and true 
Saying, that Diuturnitas temporis efficere pote, ut quod pernictore more & ex= 
emplo convaluit, potentius ipfa Lege dominetur, And altho’I have before gran- 
ted you by way of Conceflion, that her Majeftys Will and Commandment 
is aneceflary Argument, to perfuade us to the pafling of this Bill ; yet left 
it may be thought of more abfolute Necefflity, than perhaps it is requifite. it 
fhould bé, I will fet down a Precedent or twos wherin in the like Cafess , 
pave in this Houfe been determined heretofore. re 
In the 39. H. 3. a Parlament was fummoned: wherin was required an ex 
traordinary Reparation of the Kings Treafury by a Subfidy. "The Commons 
becaufe his Demand was greater than ufually Be been paid, would grant 
no 7 at all. [This goes no further, tho’ it feemsto want fome- 
thing. ; | : “8 
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Thushave I prefumed to deliver my Opinion; hoping that if any thing 
hath efcaped me, worthy reprehenfion, through Ignorance, it fhall be excufed 
by reafon of mine Infancy in this Practice of Speaking; if any part of my 
Speech may receive a double Conftruction, it may be defended by your beit 
Interpretation.

in this Caufe, and therefore methinks I might needs judge my felf to be no 
sila Main ae But on the other Side, when inthe Perfon of the Stran- 
ger, I confider the miferable and affli€ted State of thefe poor Exiles, whoto~ 
gether with their Countries have loft all, or the greateft Comforts of this 
Life ; and for Want of Friends ly fubjeét and expofed to the Wrongs and 
Injuries of the malicious and ill affeted, (for that che Condition of Stran- 
gersis, that they have Multa Ho/pitia, but paucos amicos) in thefe refpects I 
am moved with an extraordinary Commiferation of them, and feel in my felf 
a Sympathy and Fellow-fuffering with them.

Becaufe ic is required, that this be made a 
Law, let us firft confider, how it may ftand with the Grounds and Foun- 
dations of all Laws. Which are the Laws of Nature, and the Law of 
ee Secondly, with the Profit and Commodity of the Common- 
wealth. | 
' T will not detain you with Mathematical or Philofopbical Difcourfes, to thew 
that the whole Earth, being but a Point in the Center of the World will 
admit no Divifion of Dominions. For Panéfum eft indivifibile. And that 
Man, as Plato faith, is no earthly, but a Heavenly Creature. And therefore 
hath Caput tanquam radicem infixum celo. Neither will I ftand.wpon it, that 
the Refidence or Continuance of one Nation in one Place is not of the Law — 
of Nature, which being in its felf immutable, would then admit no fuch 
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Tranfmigration of Pedple, and Tranfplantations of Nations, as in daily Ex- 
perience we fe. But I will only propound unto you two Grounds of Nature, 
as more proper to this Purpofe. One that we ld give to others the fame 
Mefute that we would receive from them.

Sball not vex bim. But the Stranger which dwelleth with you, foall be as owe of 
your felves, and ye foal love bim as your felves.. For ye were Strangers. In 
Ezekiel it appeareth, that the Land of Promife was by Gods Appointment 
allotted as well co the Stranger, as to the IJ/raelite. For they fboak part the 
Inberitance with you in the Midft of the Tribes of Ifrael, faiththe Text. And 
the Commandment which is given for the Obfervation of the Sabbath, for- 
bids the Stranger on that Day to labour.

It hath been confeffed, that the Arguments ufed againft this Bill do cary 
with them a great fhew of Charity, which fay they, being fevered from Policy, 
is now no Charity, but Folly.

Poffeffions for the Term of one Hundred Years. | " MSS.E 
The Queens Majefty Av. 25. of her Reign, did by her Letters Patents P™™ ™* 
afign over the fame Leafe to Heury Rice, one of her Gentlemen Ufhers. 
Sir Thomas Sherley purchafed the fame Leafe of Mr. Ryce at.a dear Rate 
and gave CC£. to the Dean of Norwich. Which was before promifed to be 
paid him at fuch Time as her Majefty fhould be pleafed to make her before faid 
Affignment. 
After which the late Lord Wentworth paffed all the Lands and Poffeffions of 
the faid Dean and Chapter from her Majefty, as concealed. 
Hereupon Sir. {0 Shirley and others, intereffed in fuch Leafes, under the 
Dean and Chapter, finding their Leafes to be made fruftrate, yf the faid 
Lord Wentwortbs Title took place, were driven, in fayeguard of that which 
they had disburfed before, to disburfe more Mony to purchafe in the Title of 
the faid Concealments; which they paid alfo dearly for.

Etierunt a me, &c. In Englifh, Some Englifo Catholics have defired of MSS. Burgh 
me, when they fee Warrs hang over England and Spain, to know ‘to !ian. | 
which Party they are chiefly bound in Confcience to adhere: and {pecially when 
it is concerning the Queen and Kingdom. | 

Whether they may fafely defend the Part of England; and by any maner 
and way, as they are wont to fet uponthe Spanyards, to offend him and over- 
come him. 

To which Requeft, that we might not be wantingto mine and their Duty, 
T will anfwer with what Brevity, Clearnefs, Force of Reafon and Charity 
I can. 

And firft he propofed the Reafon of this Doubting. Secondly, fome Pro- 
pofitions, on which depend the Knot and Refolution of it. 

The Reafon of Doubting is threefold: which Reafons are wont to caft a 
Scr.iple to Catholics in this Bufinefs ; and to perfuade, that it is by no means 
Lawtul to refift che Spanyard in the Invafion of Exugland. 

Firft, The Spanyard is fent by the Pope ; whom Catholics are bound in 
Confcience to obey. Therfore he that refifteth the Spanyard oppofeth the 
Pope. Which is a Sin of Difobedience. | 

Secondly, The King of Spain hath fuffered many Wrongs from the Queen 
of England. Theretore he may juftly bring War upon Her. But no Subject 
can defend a King or Kingdom inan unjuft War. And then becaufe She hath 
aflifted the rebellicus Subjects in Flanders againft their Lawful Lord. ‘Then 
becaufe She invaded, took, poffeft the Town G apain{t Juftice. 
Then becaufe She often fpoiled the Kings Indian Treafure, Ships, Cities, 
Subjects of the King of Spain. Laftly, becaufe England alone almoft creates 
him Bufinefs in Flanders, Frauce, Portugal, Italy, and intheOcean. There- 
fore to revenge all thefe Injuries, it is Lawful to bring a juft War upon Her. 
To which [ King ] Catholics cannot refift without mortal Sin. 

Thirdly, It was the Kings Intention to introduce the Catholic Faith in 
England. But Catholics are bowpd notto refifthim, who endeavours toreftore 
and amplify Catholic Faith. ‘The Major is proved, as well becaufe he is fent 
by the Pope, as becaufe there appeared no other way to reftore the Catholic 
Religion. And becaufein general all Catholics do think fo. 


I. I fay firft, that the Queen and Kingdom of England have fuffered very 
many, and thofe very grievous Wrongs from the King of Spain. Firft, be- 
caufe he had detained in Spain many Ships and Goods of Merchants againft 
his Faith given, as many Merchants worthy of Credit have fignified to me: 
Who as yet dwell in London, and lament the Lofs of their Goods. 2. It is 
certain (as a certain Spanyard, that was prefent, afterward told me) that 

Vox. ITI. lia Mendoza, 
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Mendoza, the Kings Ambaflador, procured by all means to intercept the Queen 
travailing between Loudon ahd Greenwich, and inher Boat, (for it was then 
Summer) to carry her to Dunkirk, a Prifoner, .by a Band of Soldiers. And 
in a certain Night they prepared all things to finifh this Bufinefs. 3. Ina 
Fleet at Seain the Year 88, he invaded the Kingdom. 4. He fent into Jre- 
Jand a Band of Soldiers, to move the Subjects againft their Lady and lawful 
Queen. 5. The Spanyards ftirred up many to kill, and efpecially Dr. Lopes, 
as it clearly appeareth by Letters intercepted, and by his awn Confeffion. 


II. I fay, Secondly, it is lawful for the Queen to require lawful Satisfacti- 
on for thefe Injuries offered. Which if he fhall refufe to yield, fhe may juft- 
ly declare War againft him. The firft Part is manifeft. For if a private 
Man may require from a private Man due Satisfaction for Injury done, why 
not alfo a Prince? Yea, the King himfelf is bound in Confcience to give 
SatistaGtion. Non enim dimittetur peccatum, nift reftituetur ablatum. Adde, 
that the Queen is bound in Juftice to revenge Wrongs brought upon her Sub- 
jects. The fecond Part is alfo certain, becaufe there are here Caufes for 
declaring War. 1. It is lawful to declare War, to recover one’s own. As 
the Example of David witneffeth: Who, 2 Reg. 2. fought with I/bbofbetb, 


‘the Son of Saas, for the Kingdom of I/rael, granted him by God. There- 


fore, for the Recovery of the Goods of the Merchants, which the King 
took away, the Qucen might bring War upon him. 2. It is lawful to wage 
War againft him, that bringeth Aids toan Enemy. Wherefore David fought 
againft Syria of Damafcus, becaufe it aided Adar-ezer, King of Zola, 
2 Kings 8. The Spanyard aided the Iri/o Men: Wherefore the Queen might 
declare lawful Wars upon him. 3. It is lawful to wage Wars again{$ a Prince 
that violates his League. ‘The Spauyard hath violated it, as we faid before. 


| Ergo. 


III. I fay, Thirdly, That it cannot appear, that the Spanyard, onely for 
the Reftoration of the Catholic Faith, doth wage War with the Engii/h: 
But upon another Pretence; either upon the Account of Revenge, or for 
extending his Empire. It is proved, 1. By moft evident Conjecture. For 
it is certain, that many Years are paft, wherein the Faith of Proteffauts hath 
taken very deep Root. Yet it appears in all that Time, that the Spanyard 
did nct fo much as think of reftoring that antient Religion, until the Exg/i/b 
had layd the Axe to the Root, and had wounded him to the quick by fetting 
upon the Judzan Fleet, that firft he began to think of War. This Reaion is 
confirmed hence, that before that Time, before the Earls of Northumberland 
and Wefimorland in the North had craved Aid to reftore the Faith, his Ear 
was fhut: No Help was afforded ; which without doubt he had afforded, if 
Religion had moved him to wage War. You will fay, he was not then rea- 
dy. But you had better have faid, he would not be ready. For to defend 
his Money, he could prefently be ready: But to defend Religion, he could 
not be ready. 

Secondly, This Affertion is proved a finili. Becaufe the Spanyard had 
been contented, that the Hol/anders fhould profefs any Religion, fo they re- 
fufed not to be fubjeét to him. Which is a Sign, that he was but little folici- 
tous of Religion, but much concerning Rule. This is fo tryed a Matter, 
that the Ambafladors of Germany in the Year gt. being fent to make Peace 
betwixt the King and the Hollanders, at Mentz, at Liege, and elfewhere, 
affrmed for a ccrtain, that the Spanyard would yield in Religion, fo that 
they refufed not the other Conditions of Peace. | 

Thirdly, It is proved by the Example of the Judians. By what Title, I 
pray, co the Spanyards poffels the Hf? Tiidia? What? becaufe they endea- 
voured to introduce Religion? But ic was not lawful for Catholics to de- 
prive of his Kingdom a lawtul Lord, tho’ an Infidel, for the fuke of Reli- 
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gion, or to throw him out of it. Chrift faith, Give to Cafar the things that 
fe Cxfar’s; altho’ he was an Unbeliever. Or was it, becaule the Jndians 
hindred the preaching of the Law of the Gofpel? But neither by Way or 
Means did they attempt preaching from the Inftitution of Chrift; but by a 
Fury truly tyrannical, and altogether barbarous, as almoft all the Judzan Hi- 
ftories teftify. Or-perhaps did the Pope give him Dominion, or the Indian? 
But by the common Doéftrine of Catholics, neither can he grant it, nor can 
it be proved, that he hath ever granted it any where. As theretore the Spa- 
syards in the Luft of ruling invaded the Indiz, took it, poffeft it; fo, it is 
very much to be feared, that they think of Eng/and. For altho’ atterwards, 
as it were by Accident, they pretend Religion; yet it was very like, that 
they chiefly intend Revenge and Dominion. 


IV. I fay, Fourthly, It is againft Policy, and the Quiet of all Chriftian 
Princes, to permit the Spanyard to invade England. This Affertion is ex- 
plained, and likewife proved. For if he fubject Exgland to his Yoke, who 
fecth not, that France, Scotland, Denmark, and other adjacent Jurifdictions, 
are placed in extreme Danger. For if the leaft Occafion be given to the 
Spanyard, COccafions are eafily taken and feigned to conquer Kingdoms) of 
fighting with others, who will reftrain his Boldnefs? Who will keep him 
within his Duty ? He will girt in France round about. His Forces will be 
invincible by Land and Sea. Hence will follow that extreme Fear, 1o hated 
by all Princes, and fo alien from the beft State of a Commonwealth. Tbe 
Lion roareth, who will not fear ¢ If fo great Forces be prefeat with the Spa- 
yard, who will dare fo much as to whilper [muffitare] againft him? Where- 
fore to no Chriftian Prince will there be any Security, any Tranquillity. 
All Kingdoms, States; Commonwealths, fhall obey the Will of the Spanyard. 

You will fay, Do we not fee the Dukes of Italy, of Florence, of Ferrara, 
of Mantua, the Venetian, the Gencefe, the Duke of Lorrain, to enjoy the 
greatcft Peace, notwithftanding the Rule of the Spanyard? ’Tis true, they 
enjoy fome kind of Peace ; but every one feeth, how much the Dominion of 
the Spayards {preading far and near, difpleafeth them ; with how great a 
Yoke they are preft ; with what Compliance they are compelled, tho’ uncon- 
quered, to yield to the Spanyard. Add, that the Spasyards are employed 
elfewhere. But if they had Peace and Reft from War, the Venetians for Ber- 
goniuim fhould try what it were to permit the Spaniard fo widely to ftretch the 
Confines of his Empire. The Genoefes for Savona. The Duke of Florence 
for Siena. The Duke of Mantua tor Mont Ferrat. But let us grant the pre- 
{ent King Philip doth not vex them, nor difturb the Peace, who can render 
us fecure of his Son, of his Succeffor. For it is incumbent upon Kings, not 
only to take care of the prefent, but alfo to provide afar off for the future, 


V. I fay, Fifthly, It is againft the Good of the Church, to permit the 
Sprniard to invade England. 'This Affertion is clearly fhewn by the former. 
For if the Spanyard fo widely diffufe, if he obey not the Church ; if he be- 
come an Heretic, if he rife up againft the Church,’ and its Dominions: if he 
favour the Afvors [Mauri], who may defend the Church? We know Con/tan- 
tins, the worft Son of the beft Father, introduced Ariani/m into almoft the 
univerfal Church ; banifhed Liéberius, the chief Prelate of the Church: be- 
caufe there was none that could break his Power, or refift him. Why fhould 
it not happen to the Son, Grandfon, or Great Grandfon of the Spanyard¢ Ic 
is confirmed. For it is known, how irreverently the Sp.wyards deal with the 
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Church, when the Pope’s Bulls are fent, which in a manner touch the Strate — 


of the Kingdom. They fearcely hear them, much lefs obey them. They 


may pretend, the Pope is not rightly informed. And fo leaft they might — 


feem to fhew themfelves rebellious to the Church; they receive them; but fo 
diffemble, that they do not obey them at all. 
It is confirmed moreover, becaufe there is no body but knoweth, how 
propenfe the Spaiyards are to Mzvometifm. Buterus delivereth in his Rela- 
tions. 
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InHifpania. tions. In the only Kingdom of Valentia were found two Millions of Fami- 


ge 


lies of Moors. Wherefore when the promifcuous common People do fo hang 


towards Mabometi{m, (of which there will be very many, yea, the greateft 


Part of them, who fhall inhabit Eng/and) furely it will be doubtful, leaft in 
the Place of Lutherani/m and Calvini{m, they introduce Alabometi/m ; if the 
Kingdom of Spain incline to Divifions. Add laftly, that egregious Praife 
of Pius V. Pope concerning the Spanyard; who was wont to fay, that the 
Spanyards were Catholics only by Pérmiffion. For if the Pope fhould deny 
them chief Privileges, many of them, which he granted unwillingly to 
them, it would be hazardous, leaft they wholly made a Defection from the 
Church. 


VI. I fay, Sixthly, The Pope may err in fending the Spanyard into Eng- 
Jand. It is proved, 1. From the common Do@trine of Catholics, that the 
Pope may err in all thofe Decrees, which do not belong to Faith, and the 
Mealures of the univerfal Church. But the fending of the Spanyards into 
Englaud doth not belong to Meafures, nor to the Faith of the univerfal 
Church. Ergo. 2. If the Spenyard were averfe from the Pope, altho’ he 
might command him, yet he would not obey. And yet he is not otherwife 
bound to obey the Pope commanding, than the Catholics in England. Ergo. 
Hence it manifeftly appeareth, that the Spanyards think that they are not 
obliged by the Pope’s Decree to invade England. ) 

It is confirmed, becaufe no body is ignorant, that the Pope commandeth 
the Spanyards many things: all which they evade under fome Diffimulation. 
Wherefore in this Bufinefs they think the Pope may err. But in this Affer- 
tion there is no place of doubting left among Catholics. For it is Matter of 


_ . Faét ; and a particular Matter concerning the Certainty of which there is 


no Teftimony of Scripture, no Tradition, no Precept of Councils. Ergo. 
Hence it follows, that the Catholics in England, on whom hangeth fo great 
a Dangers of Goods and Life, are not obliged to‘believe, either that the 
Pope fendeth the Spanyard ; or altho’ he fhould, that the Pope doth not erre 
herein. When the Pope doth not well underftand, neither the King’s In- 
tentions, nor the great Danger wherein he cafteth all the Catholics ot “Exg- 
Jand, if he fhould oblige them to defend the Part of the Spanyard. For by 
that Means he expofeth all the Catholics to manifeft Danger of Death, if 
they do not take up Arms againft the Spanyard. For all the Pretefants will 
efteem them as Betrayers of their Country ; and to proceed againft them. 
Wherefore if they underftand this before the Fights, undoubtedly they will 
ceftroy all. If the Spanyard doth not obtain the Victory, who doth not fee, 
how hateful the Name of Catholic will be throughout all England? Who will 
not efteem him for the Peft of his Country, Enemy of the Commonweal, a 
domeftic Enemy, a Betrayer of his own Countrymen? Now it is not to be 
thought, that the Pope inftructed of thefe Dangers, would call the Cuatho- 
lics into fo many Hazards. For we know, he ought to carry the Bowels of 
a Father, a Paftor, Chrift’s Vicar; not to expofe his Son, his Ships, his 
Subjects, to fo many and fo great Dangers. 

You will fay, if the thing be fo, we muft never obey the Pope, if he com- 
mand one King, for the Good of the Church, to keep another in his Duty 
by War. LTantwer, that Bufinefs is diffcult; yet this Rule may be kept, 
when the Subjects of one King, by an unanimous Confent, (that is, the 
whole Community, or the chief Heads) have informed the Pope of their 
State, and sfhrm the Safety of their Souls are in extreme Jeopardy ; and they 
judge, there is no other Remedy remaineth: Then Subjects are bound, after 
the Dangers unfolded, and all the Harmes which naturally might occur, to 
obey the Pope. Which was never done in England. 


VIL. I fay, Seventhly, It is the greateft Doubt, whether the Dutch War, 
which the Hollander had undertaken againft the King, was lawful on the Part 
of the King. The Reafon is, becaufe it appearcth, that one of the chief 
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Caufes of that War was the Impofition of new Taxes or Gabel/s, which the 
Duke of A/va, againft all Juftice, endeavoured to introduce ; to wit, a cer- 
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tain Tithing of their Goods: which now take place in Spain. When theres 


fore fuch Burthens. and Grievances were contrary to Juftice, and the King’s 
Oath, whereby he bound himfelf to defend their Privileges, nor to impofe 
any new Yoke upon them without their Confent; they _— lawfully refift 
him, and take up Armes. It is confirmed hence, becaufe many Men of 
Flanders, \earned and religious, do think this very thing. They fuppofe 
that War onthe Part of the SubjdfRs was lawful ; but unlawful on the Pe 
Part. It is confirmed befides, that the fame Duke D’Ajwa did unjuftly put 
to Death two of their chief Counts, Egmond and Hors. To revenge which, 
an antient Caufe was given of waging War. 


VIII. I fay, Eighthly, The Catholics will not be otherwife affii@ted, if 
the Spanyards invade England, than the Proteftants would be. It is proved 
firft, from the common Condition of War; in which the Innocent together 
with the Nocent are punifhed alike. For when all things are mingled with 
War, who will difcern a Catholic from a Proteftant. The Conquetft of Ant- 
werp isan Example. I have heard myfelf from very many Dutch Catholics, 
that after the City was taken, all Men were punifhed, who appeared for three 
Days in the City of Antwerp ; no Account at all being had of Catholics. 
For they know there are many, who; to defend their Lives and Fortunes, 
affume a Shape of what Religion you will. They know that Politicians 
wear Religion after the manner of Garments; which they change again ac- 
cording to Time and Place. The Confirmation of this is, that I have under- 
f{tood from a certain Perfon worthy of Credit, who himfelf heard the Duke 
of Medina Sidonia, General of the-whole Spanife Fleet in Anno 88. fay, that 
he thought no Englifo Man aCatholic, bue efteemed them all for Lutherans: 
and fo he would indifferently handle all. 

This Affertion is proved, 2. From two Vices, which will rule the Spaniard, 
having gotten Victory. One is infatiable Revenge. For it is certain, they 
will not obtain Victory without an huge Effufion of Blood, and the Slaughter 
of their Fellow Soldiers. But the killing of their Men rendreth them cruel 
and infatiable in Blood. ‘Therefore they will flay all whom they thall find, 
for the Punifhment of their Fellow Soldiers. Who of them, I pray, will 
{pare a Catholic? Will confider Religion? Thefe are far from Soldiers in 
the Fury of War. Did not the Spanyards alfo fpoil many Temples of Catho- 
lics in Portugal and Flanders, and left them wholly naked? Yea, they there~ 
fore facrilegioufly wafted the Temples of God, which they very well knew to 


be God’s Houfe, nor could diffemble Religion. What will they, how will — 


they handle Catholics, of whofe Religion, among fo many Troops of Pro- 
teftants and Politicians, they may defervedly doubt ? 


The other Vice is intolerable Luft and Heat towards Women. What Maid 


will they not violate, becaufe fhe is a Catholic? What Husband’s Bed will 
they not pollute, becaufe the Wife acknowledgeth the Pope of Rome ? 
' From thefe two let a prudent Catholic weigh diligently in what Place he 
ds put, that his own Bufinefs be done. If you fhall not take Armes, you ex- 
pofe your felves to the Danger of Death, as well on the Part of the Exgiift, 
who will reckon you a Betrayer of your Country; as on the Part of the Spa- 
nyards, who will kill you, as a Proteftant. You will fee your Father, your 
Brother, your Son, Phe Coufin, your Friend, wallowing in his own Bloud, 
breathing out his lait in his Wounds, taken off by Death. You will behold 
your Wife, your Mother, your Daughter to be violated, polluted, defiled bee 
fore your Eyes. Youthat fee thofe Enemies ruling over you, with the high+ 
eft Arrogance infulting, affecting you with Contumelies; wherefore Death it 
felf would be more pleafane to you, than your Life.- If therefore you live or 
dye, -Death is every where upon you. ‘Therefore it would be better to en- 
- deavour to defend your felves and yours, than to give your felves over volune 
tarily to Death. | - oe. oe : 
a IX. Tfay, 
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kX. I fay, Ninthly, There are many other ways of bringing in the Ca- 
tholie Faith, into England, than by the Spanyards. 1. Hf the Catholics fhew 
rhembfelves faithful Subjects to the Queen. Who knoweth whether fhe may 
be. converted :and -live ? Who knoweth the Mind of the Lord? Truly, the 
nth received moft. excellent Gifts of Nature from God. She is endued with 
‘avery, good Nature, and clear Wit. When therefore fhe is- certain, that all 
Catholics fo ftrenuoufly will fight for her Safety and Kingdom, I do not fee 
indeed, but: fo kind a Nature, fo eafy a Igglpofition, fo motherly a Piety may 
at laft yield to them the Liberty of Confcience: as fhe hath already granted 
to, fome.. Becaufp fhe very well hath known them to be food Subjects, 
2. Since the ae doth not dye in England, whq therefore fucceedeth her 
fhall be certainly a Catholic, or will permit us to live catholicly. Of which 
thing many Reafons may be produced. As well becaufe it is very uncertain 
who fucceeds, there is none-but feeth every one of the Pretenders will try all 
Ways to bring the Catholics to their Sides. Which certainly they will never 
pai) na unlefs Faith be given, that they will permit the Catholic Religion : 
as becaufe by this means, he fhall moft eafily enter into, and keep peace with 
all the-Chriftian Princes. Laftly, When it appears to him concerning the 
Fidelity of the Catholics ; and moreover, a Doctrine be eftablifhed between 
the Proteftants, that none is to be punifhed on that Account, becaufe he is 
a Catholic; truly, it will be doubtful to none, but that all Catholics will en- 
joy the greateft Peate,. ts | 
.» Wherefore, I think, we muft yield to the Time; and for a Time bear the 
-Yoke which: Chrift hath laid upon us with all Humility. _ 

Many things offer themfelves for this Opinion. As, the Difference be- 


tween Proteftants and: Puritans. Which Contention undoubtedly will be the 


Peace of Catholics, ‘The Multitude of Atheifts and Politicians, [that is, 


_'Time-fervers] who by how much the more they infeét England with their 


Plague, by fo much the ftraiter League Cathdlics and Proteftants will be 
joined.. But Atheifm daily creeps in wider and wider. And when among 
Jearned Men fo many difagreeing Opinions daily bud forth about the chief 
Do@rines of Faith, and the Fundamentals of Religion, new Sects do ever 
and‘anon arife: That all things are proved by Scripturcs; that no End is put 
to Controverfies, {carce any certainly knoweth to what Party to adhere. 
Hence Men, not altogether mad, (tho’ all imprudent) think nothing true, 
nothing to be believed. . A learned Proteftant, being fet in the midft between 
Catholics and Puritans, if they muft incline to one Extreme, it is far more 
probable they will embrace Catholicifm: For fince thence they have been 
cut offy:they do very fharply defend their Doctrines againft Puritans. But 
that the Religion of Proteftants cannot long ftand, Arguments are not want-

I fay, Laftly, It is lawful for Catholics to wage Wat in England avainft the 
Spanyards, It is proved, r. Becaufe it appeareth from the firft Affertion, 
that the Spavyarad hath affected England with very many and vety great 
Wrongs. Which, it is evident, are fufficient to declate a lawful War, from 
the fecohd Propofition, Ergo,.if the Queen may lawfully declare War, 4 
Catholic may fately in Confciente obéy the Prince. 2. The Intention of the 
Spanyard is very fufpicious to us, as I fhewed in the thitd Propofition ; it 
doth not appear to us, that the Pope fent him. And if he fhould fend him, 
he might erre in this, when he js not fully informed of the State of England;

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A Paper concerning the Superiority of Bifbops: Put into the Hands of 
Sir Francis Knolles by fome unknown Perfon: And by bim delivered 
to the Lord Burghley, Jan. 1588. | 


Ierom upon the Epiftle to Zstas, Chap. 1. declared, that in the antient A¢SS. Eccle- 
H Time of the Church, an Elder and a Bifhop were all one. And that Saf. pen. me. 
becaufe it fhould not be thought he meant 2a Community in Name only, and 
not in Charge and Authority, adding thefe Words: Communi Presbyterorum 
Confilio Ecclefie regebantur: He fhewed the Occafion, how it happened af- 
terwards, that one in every Church had Superiority over the reft of Elders.. 
But yet to put Men out of doubt, that this Superiority was not God’s Infti- 
tution, he concludeth in this manner: Sicut ergo Presbyteri (ciunt fe ex Eccle- 
fie Confuetudine ei qui fibi prapofitus faerit effe fubjectos ; ita Epifcopi noverint 
fe magis Confuetudine, quam Difpenfationis Dominica virtute, Presbyteris effe 
majores. 

As much in Subftance, tho’ not fo largely, he delivered in an Epiftle,. 
which he writeth to Evagrius. And Cyprian long before that Ferom lived, in 
fundry Epiftles fheweth, that he is of the fame Judgment. 

Such again as before this latter Age travailed to difcover, how unjuftly the 
Pope ufurped his Authority, began at this Point, as a neceflary Foundation 
to ground the Difcourfe. The Book intitled, Defenfortum Pacts, written in ‘ 
Delence of Lewis the Emperor againft the Pope, with fundry other, will 
witnefs that I fay true. : | : 
The Learned of this latter Time call this Superiority in Bifhops, Humanums 
Inftitutum, as Calvin in Inftitutiontbus, Mafculus in Loc. communibus, Beza in 
Confeffionibus, Hemingius in Epiftolis, Zanchius in Confeffiionibus, Antonius Sa- 
delius ad repetita Turriani Sopbif/mata, | 

Lambertus Danaus making three Sorts of this Funétion of Bifhops accord- 
ing to the Diverfity of Times of the Church ; and naming one Sort Divinaim, = 
the other Sort Humanum, the third Sztanicum, he placeth in the fecond Rank 
the moderate Superiority, which the Church, to avoid fome Confufion and 
Schifm, and fo for Neceffity fake, was induced to beftow upon one in every 
Church: Having before defcribed that to be the divine Function which was 
one with the reft of the Elders, and common in one equal Authority with 
them. The third Sort he maketh that which exceedeth the Bounds of Ne- 
ceffity, and deftroyeth the Policy of the Holy Ghoft in Church Government. 
Such as the Bifhops of Rome of long time have ufurped.

HE Articles were, 1. That fome feek Preferment ; themfelves pay asSS.Acu- 
Money for it: and pay their Money before hand. 2. That there be, dem. pens 
that have a Bar, that ftands between them and the Fire ; if Need thall be,™* 
to ftrike the Fire out of their Hand, which do bring it. And the Bar to be 
your Statutes, and pofitive Laws. 3. Extremity ufed, in Execution efpeci- 
ally. 4 The Fire put out, by ftopping their Mouths that be Bringers 
thereof. 5. If you mind indeed to awake. [As tho’ be bad irreverently re- 
fletied upon the Sleepine/s of the Dottors at Sermons.} 6. Bafe Eloquence.

| Thofe Expreffions of Fire were in Allufion to'his Text, Luk. xii. 49. I 
am come to fend fire on the Earth, &c. | 

That which I fpake in my Sermon touching thefe feveral Articles, was 
uttered in thefe Words. 

- To the firft Ianfwer, I faid, that the Excellency of a public Funétion in 
the Church or Commonwealth confifted rather in Labour and Diligence for 
the common Profit,. than in Pomp and Shew. Our Saviour Chrift came in- 
to the World, not to be miniftred unto, but to minifter unto others. And if Matth. xx, 
this Rule were obferved and kept, Men would rather with Mo/es and Feremiab28 
come away, when they were called, than feek Preferment with fuch Defire, 
and buy it with their Money, when it falleth. 

To the fecond I anfwer, That principal Word in this Sentence which im- 
porteth moft, namely this Word, Your, I faid it not at all. Ifaid, Pofitive 
Laws and Statutes had been abufed by Men in all Ages, to this end, either to 
be a Bar, to keep the Fire of the Word of God from them, or fometimes to 
ftrike it out of his Hand that bringeth it. My further Explication of my 
Meaning was after this manner, and my Words were thefe concerning this 
whole Matter. “ There is not any Man that hath Wifdom and the Fear of 
“* God, but he knoweth and will acknowledge, that there muft be an Order 
© both in Perfonis, rebus €9 Faunttionibas, both in the Church and Commone 
“° wealth, and will reverence it with all his Heart; being one of the moft 
“° excellent Works of God, wherein the Beams of his Wifdome thine moft 
“* clearly. And he will acknowledge alfo the Neceffity and Excellency of 
“* thefe Nerves and Sinews of wife and wholfome pofitive Laws and Statutes: 
“° Whereby Societies are united and knit together, and receive Strength and 
“° Comelinefs, and a Dexterity to move unto good things. But yet I faid, 
“° the Wife and Learned knew and would acknowledge, that tho’ thefe Laws 
“° were good in themfelves, yet imperfect Rules of Man’s Obedience. And 
** therefore no fufficient Bar to keep off thisFire, the Word. of God, which 
“° requireth more Perfe€tion in Men. My Reafon to prove that they were im- 
perfect Rules of Mens Obedience was this, becaufe we have not only Com- 
munity One with another, but, as St. fobn faith, We bave fellowfbip with God 
the Father, and Chri? Fefus. Which muft be worfhipped in Spirit and in 
Truth. Wherein the Laws of Men, acknowledging their Imperfection, 
give Reverence and Place to the perfeét Word of God. 

My Exhortation, which fheweth my Purpofe herein, was this, ‘That Men 
when they are reproved for their Sins, fhould not regard fo much, how to 
quit themfelves before Men, and by pofitive Laws, tho’ this fometimes be 
necdful, Cif the Quality of his Fault require fuch a Purgation,) but rather 
enter into their dark Chamber, in the Silence of Night, when the Cogitation 
of Mens Hearts afcend, and when their Reines chaftife them, and try, how 
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all things ftand in the Court of Confcience. And, by the Tryal of this 
Fire, the Word of God. Much lefs fhould they be Means to ftrike the Fire 
out of the Hand, which bringeth it, and‘requireth more Perfeétion in Man 
than the Law of Man.can give. Offences indeed againft pofitive Laws. muft 
be punifhéd, leaft others by too much Lenity be encouraged to do e®il. But 
with great Regard, efpecially if he be a Minifter that offendeth, upon whom 
many depend. Then a Care muft be had, ‘that the Church be not de- 
prived of this excellent Treafure of the Word, which the Lord hath com- 
mitted unto him. For the Lord maketh much Account of one Soul. And 
how many Souls may be won by a few Sermons? . a : 

To the Third I anfwer, I do not affirm that Extremity that was. ufed in 


executing of Laws. It feems, that thefe that fecrétly _accufe me, did take’ 


this Article out of thefe Words, which I ufed, {peaking of the Caufes of’ 
Contention in Societies; when young Men offending by Ignorance, or for: 
Want of Experience, fhould hear of their Superiors only Words of Authori-: 
ty, This I will do, becaufe I may do it, either by general Laws, or Local: 
Statutes ; and never hear this in Love, This we ought both to do by the 
Law of God. I faid, it caufed young Men to note and reprehend many 
things in their Superiors, which otherwife in Charity they fhould and ought 
to tolerate, and pafs over, remembring the great Burthen that lyes upon. 
them which are in Authority, and haye Government, tho’ it be but over a 
few. Which no Man knoweth, but he that ftandeth under it. And there- 
fore. many things fhould be tolerated in them by Love: But I faid, this 
could hardly be performed towards them, when they dealt extremely with 
others their Inferiors. And this, I faid, was the Caufe of the Beginning and 
Continuance of Contention. : 

To the Fourth I anfwer, I had neither thefe Words of putting out the Fire, 


“nor flopping their Mouths. - 


To the Fifth I anfwer, I faid thus, directing my Speech to the Doétors, If 
you defire indeed, CI {peak it with Revererice) that they fhould awake from 


‘their Sleep, (meaning the Townfmen) if you would have them forfake the 


Works of Darknefs, and that Chrift Jefus may be heard, provide, that Chrift 
Jefus may {peak more often unto them. 

To the Sixth I anfwer, Thefe were my Words. I faid, I did not- {peak 
againft good Eloquence, becaufe of all temporal Gifts to Men, there were 
none more excellent in it felf; none more profitable to humane Society in 
the Church and Commonwealth: But againft the ridiculous Eloquence ufed 
of fome in thefe Days; which confifteth more in leaping at the Letter, than 
Subftance of the Matter ; and which difgraceth the Majefty of the Word of 
God. Neither did I {peak it, as tho’ I fhould be able to give Inftruétion un- 
to others, how they fhould preach: But they muft give me Leave to note 
that which fometime had offended my felf. And it might be a Note of Re- 
membrance to put them in mind of that, which a grave and learned Father 
had {poken of the fame thing not long before. 7 

To the Seventh I anfwer, I faid I could not fufficiently marvail at thefe 
Men, which hearing Ceremonies fpoken of generally without Diftinction, 
would {natch at the Word to make fome Aétion of Trefpafs. Whereas the 
Lord himfelf had {poken againft idle and unprofitable Ceremonies in the . 
Pfalmes and Prophets.

That he told George Lewis, ‘That Mr. Crofts, and all his Kindred, were 
beholden unto him. For their great Enemy was dead; meaning the Earl of 
Leicefter. Anne Pilly faid the fame. And further, that when Crofts had 
given Sisith the Names of all the Councils, Smith went up into Mr. Crofts 
Chamber, Mr. Crofts ftaying beneath. And within.a Whiftle after, Smith 
came down and faid, That the Earl of Leiceffer was Sir ‘fames Crofts great 
Enemy. That fhortly after the Earl was gone out of Town, Smith faid, The 
Bear was muzzled; and holding a Glafs of Water in his Hand, faid, That if 
he were by the Earl, and yet have a thoufand Pounds, he could fave his ~ 
Life; yet, and yet, and yet. That when it was reported, that the Earl was 
dead, fhe faid unto Smith, that the Earl was not dead: Then let him be 
hanged. Which Speeches did make her verily believe, that Smith did kill 
the Earl. e 

That Mr. Crofts writ certain Names, and fent them by her to Smith. And 
within four or five Days after, fhe fetched the Writing from Smitb again. 
And faid, that all thofe whom he had crofled were Mr. Croftes Friends, and 
the reft were his Enemies. And that he fhould make chpice of the Earl of 
Ormund, Richard Aubrey, and Sir Martin Furbifbed ( Furbifber.] For they 
would travail for his Prote€tion. And next, to deal with the Lord Chancel- © 
lor [_ Hatton. ] 

One Pulman told George Lewis, that was examined, that Smsth willed 
Crofts to give him the Names of all the Council, and he would tell him, 
which were his Father’s Friends: which was done. And he pointed out his 
Friends and Enemies. After which Mr. Crofts came to Smith, and faid, Now 
Leicefer goes a Journey into the Country. And Smith faid, He _ = 
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deed, but fhall never return: And faid after, that he had muzzled the great 
Bear: and faid, that if he might have a 1000/. he could help him yet, and 
yet, and yet. And a little while after he faid, that all the World could not 
help him. And the next News came, tiiat he was dead. And fo Palman 
faid, that the faid Earl was made away by Witchcraft. 

That Smith called Mr. Crofts a Lyar, a forfworn Man, and a Diffembler, 
with other fhameful Words.

And Smith told this Examinant [ George 
Lewis] that Mr. Crofts and all his Kin were beholden to him: for their great 
Enemy was dead.

The Lord Treafurer Burghley’s Letter to Mr. Dyer, the Queen’s Agent 
in the Parts of Germany ; fignifying the Queen’s Invitation of Sir 
Edward Kelly: Ledouring his coming into England, to give bis 


Service to the Queen. ‘ 

SIR, 
Cott. Librar. T one time I have received your two Letters; the one of the 15th, 
Titus B, 2. the other of the 16th. By both which I perceive you hold faft your 


firft Opinion of Sir Edward Kelly, namely, as you write, for that worthy 
Truth in him at the higheft Point that hath been before by you reported, 
and thereto you add in the fame Letter, that for his perfeét Love towards her 
Majefty, you think.there cannot be found better in any Man; move me to 
expect certainly by your Means a perfect Refolution in Sir Edward K. with- 
out all Scruples to return to his native Country ; to honour her Majefty, as a 
loyal natural Subject, with the Fruits of fuch great Knowledge, as God hath 
given him. And thereby to yield her fome Aid to withftand her Enemies, 
to maintain her Crown in Glory ; and generally to comfort all her good Sub- 
jets, by making them to live under her Majefty in Security ; yea in Triumph 
over their Enemies. 

And what greater worldly Felicity can any Man that ever was born in 
any Country deferve to have? And if his Knowledge be as certain as you 
‘make it, and his dutiful Love be thereto joyned, what would you have me 
think could ftay him from coming hither, to attain to this Felicity in his 
own Country. All other imagined Stayes of Bruits carried thither of evil 
Speeches here, or of Difgraces uttered againft him, yea, or of mortal 
Threatnings, as you write, that come hither every Fortnight, ought not to 
ftay a Man of his Valour, from the honouring of his Sovereign ; whom all 
Princes honour; yea, whom the Grand Seignor, who defpifeth others, hath 
Reverenge for her princely Virtues and royal Acts ; but to contemne all fly- 
ing Rumours, in refpeét of the Eftimation of fuch a Princefs, as the Queen 
is ; of her very divine Nature almoft ready to reward; yea, to honour Know- 
ledge in any Perfon according to the Meafure thereof. And fuch Account 
ought he to make of her Majefty’s princely Affurance, as never was ftained 
with any Breach of Promife to them that deferved her Favour. And if I’ 
knew not to whom I did write, that have had fo long Experience of her rare 
Vertues, and moft princely Condition, I could ufe many Arguments to move 
any Man never to miftruft her Favour, her Maintenance, and rewarding of 
any {uch as fhould do her any Service, according to the Value thereof. 

And feeing you are fully perfuaded of the ineftimable Value of his Service, 
and by my confident Opinion of your Wit and Affection, I doubt not, but 
you are able to perfuade him to remit himfelf to her Majefty’s Prote€tion 
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againft all Impediments that feem to arife of light and very falfe Rumours. 


carried thither ; the Falfhood of fome of them being by me even at this pre- 


fent difcovered, that my Lord Chancellor fhewed me in a Letter from you 


brought with mine. Wherein you writ, that Sir Edw. K. is informed, that 
my Lord Chancellor hath uttered divers reproachful Speeches even afore her 
Majefty ; whereof my Lord is notably wronged. For on my Faith, I never 
heard my Lord ufe any evil Words of him: and he himfelf upon the Receit 
of your Letter hath and doth avow it upon his Faith and Honour, and fo 
hath protefted afore her Majefty ; and that he never uttered any reproachful 
Words, either afore her Majefty, or out of her Prefence.

‘Tho’ I think fome may be found in fome fort 
true, by thefe two Sorts of Men, as in fome part I my felf have in way of 
Argument heard uttered. One Sort feeming to think the A€tion impoffible 
to perférm, which is reported of Sir Edw. K. conceive that they which make 
Report of their-own Excellence by fetting Tranfmutation of Mettals into 
Gold by him, do notwithftanding contend with the Reporters, that they are 
deceived ; and fo may be to us. - Even the wife Senate of Venice were the 
laft Year notorioufly deceived by one that made Profeffion of fuch a Science ; 
yea, that was honoured of the whole State of Venice for the fame. And 
indeed there are many, and not unwife, that do, without Malice to Sir Edw. 
K. utter their Opinions by Speeches in Condemnation of him. And yet I 
am fure, if they fhall at any time by Demonftration fee the Effect of his Know- 
ledge proved, will honour him, and think that Country bleffed, that have 
fuch a Member. 
_ There are I think fome others of another Condition, that percafe have no 
dutiful Mind towards her Majefty and their Country, that would not Sir 
Edw, Kelly fhould return to benefit her Majefty and the Realm; and fuch 
cunningly to utter reprochful Speeches, both againft his Perfon, and his 
Knowledge, of fet Purpofe to be heard by his Friends here; from whom it 
is likely fuch Reports be brought. But, Mr. Dyer, againft thefe Obftacles 
one only Remedy refteth; which is the princely Authority of her Majefty, 
which you may affure him, if he fhall return and yield to her Majefty the 
Fruits of that Knowledge which you affirm he hath, fhall yield to him alk 
Kind of Contentation for his Credit and Eftimation, and Ability to live here 
in his native Country, as far forth as any other Prince, to whom he is a 
Stranger by Birth, can or will give him. | 

To conclude with you: If by thefe and fuch like Reafons you cannot per- 
fuade him to come hither, then one of thefe two things, according to my 
prefent Opinion, which I have, muft needs follow ; either that I muft cer- 
tainly think that he cannot perform that which you conceive of him, but 
that by fome Cunning, or, as they fay, Legerdemain, both you and all others 
have been deceived, as the wifeft in Ventce were the laft Year: orelfe I muft 
in my Heart (which I would be moft loth todo) condemn him, as an unna- 
tural born Man to his Country, and a very difloyal Subject to a moft vertu- 
ous, godly Lady, his Sovereign. an 

While I was writing this Letter, Report was brought to London by one 
Kelly, that once ferved Mr. Vicechamberlain, and came from Staden, that Sir 
Edw. K. and you were ftolen from Prage: Which, he faith, was told him by 
a Scottify Man that came from Prage, with much more Circumftance, as the 
Bearer hereof, your Servant, can at length tell you. But until I was better 
advifed to fee the Unlikelihood of th& Report, comparing the fame with your 
Jaft Letters, I did ftay toend my Letter one or two Days ; but your Servant 
being to return, I did not defer it any longer, having only one thing, 
whereof to remember you, which is, that if you cannot obtain Sir Edw. Kel- 
jies Return perfonally, yet that you would for Maintenance of your Credit, 
procure fome fmall, tho’ very {mall Portion of the Powder, to make a De- 
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monftration, in her Majefty’s own Sight, of the Perfection of his Know- 
ledge. | 
But if I might have my With, next to his own coming home, F with he 
would in fome fecret Box fend to her Majefty for a Token, fome fuch Por- 
tion as might be to her a Sum reafonable to defer her Charges for this Sum- 
mer for her Navy ; which we are now preparing to the Sea, to withftand the 
ftrong Navy of Spain, difcovered upon the Coafts between Britain and Corn- 
wal within thefe two Days. But Wifhers and Woulders were never good 
Houfholders. And fo I end with my moft hearty Commendation, hoping to 
receive fome comfortable Anfwer to this long Letter.

Wotton; concerning feizing Sir Edw. Kelly, and committing bim 
to thé Caftle at Prague, by a fpecial Commiffion from the Emperor ; 

with the Caufes thereof. 


MSS.Burg- —-———-" JO O Prague I came on the 28th of April, making my Journey fo 
lian.  .. Fas T might fall ia with the End of the Letp/ig Mart- 
At my-firft Coming I was advertifed, that there were many Engii/b in the 
_ Town. Upon which I meant not to difcover my felf, till I had founded out 
what they were, the State they bear, and what Courfe they took. Word 
was given me, that one Mr. Dyer was in Sir Edward Kellies Houfe, and ano- 
ther Page with one of the Lees in the Town, and two or three other Cap- 
tains; which departed, 4s I was enformed, that Day to Norinberzg: I did 
think the next Day to offer my Duty to Mr. Dyer. In mean while happened 
this Alteration. his Majefty [the Emperor] on the laft of Apri/, about 
twelve of the Clock, fent the moft Part of the Gentlemen of his Guard, and 
the other, down from the Court Caftle to Sir Edward Kellies Houfe, with 
Commandment to bring him up bound, the Caufe concealed: The Houfe 
chofen, as it was thought, that he might be taken at Dinner. And becaufe 
it feemed fomewhat a hard Proceeding to enter the Houfe of a Confillor of 
Eftate with the Guard alone, they had joyned unto them the Captain and 
Lieutenant of the Caftle, Provoft of the Town, and Secretary in the Stare of 
Bohemia, : 

The Officers coming in found him not there; but, as fome faid, upon In- 
telligence from a fecret Friend in the Court, departed a little before. Which 
by reafon of the little Diftance between the Court and Sir Edward’s Lodg- 
ings, (being no further than from Boughtcn Houfe to the Vineyard) was un- 
profitable, efpecially being not able to go. So that fometime muft be {pent 
in the Preparation of an Horfe or Coach. Others faid, that he was departed 
the night before.

‘To have him openly executed there is no 
Fear, becaufe the Earl of Ro/enberg will earneftly interpofe himfelf: And 
in Bobemia it is Rule, that his Majefty dares do nothing without the Earl’s 
Confent, being Burgrave of Prague; the immediate Perfon and Officer under 
the Crown. If Difference fhould arife between them, the Emperor hath 
Caufe to think upon his own Security, Matters going not fo, as the People 
would, in the Regiment.
